Corner of \he nation $ even our day of pe- 
culiar hr'g^itncfs is too much obkuied by 
the fable a^id chilling (hades of religious 
difputs. We hear conitant complaiirts of 
the linU- piogrefs that 1‘ober prat\ic ii re- 
ligion gains among us, and of the confe- 
e|tient ’ncieafe of wild enthufi^in and of 
more penurious infidelity. Theie are, 
iindoubtc II), other caufes which contri- 
bute to thefe evils j but I think we may 
he ccr'uiin that tlie general prevalence of 
the Jphit of fOHtroverjy is ap leaft one 
confiderable iouice of tht-m.

- Controverfy, while it fixes the mind on 
dry and knotty fpecuhitions, dniws it 
gradually off fiom tl)c cultivation of thofe 
amiable orpaments whicli hic fo nectfrary 
to the rendering us u/Jfful^and agnenblc 
niemhtrs of focicty, and which aie fo 
ilrongly inculcated by the Divine Author 
of our bolv religion. 

A <lilputaiions Ipirit is clofely allied to 
bigotry ; anvl this, we mull know, is very 
remote indeed from the gtriiius of that 
gofpcl, the moft didinguiming chara6lr- 
riit cs ot which arc peace and love, 
believe we lliall laicly meet with a po- 
lemic who is, at the lame time, a man of 
ti ue candovii , liberal 'ty of fentiment, and 
gentlepels of difpofuion. Theft qualities 
^ are quite oppolitc to a Ipvc of difputc, bt- 
caiile they incline more to real p(|jjtciief3 
and to Ipciaf ioyc, tl^u to oppofpuon and 
red rve.

»T^H1S rigorous unity of time to wliich 
the ancient Tiagedy confined itfelf, 
like fome other of its propeities, ieems 
owing to the chorus, its ftjiuntoiis pa- 
rent, for which it alw.tys retained an in-^ 
fannne veneratioff*. As the choiiis nevw 
quitted the ftage, and occafidnally held 
dialogue with the perfons of the dramrs, 
it was necelTary that the reprtfentatiun 
fliould proceed from the heginningto the 
end without intmuption ; a ptadfice that 
implied aifo an unify of | ftcc equally 
ftiidt. .—Hence the poet was compelled to 
chufe for his fubjefi tltt teimlnating ac'** 
lions of an aiFan only ; fucli ns w^re la- 
piilly coiiveiging to a catdtioplie, and 
which mud iiee^s h.ippen -Aithin a little ’ 
time, and in the (ame place. H:id the 
Greeks diduvered the art of diamatic 
imitation, by conteivpla'.ion of thvpioto- 
type only, the chorus would nevei have 
occurred to them, fir^ce it is a tliiri>jr ai/o- 
gether fQirit',n and uniiatura!, and takes 
from the probability of the I'ctne in pio- 
purtiun as it adds to its magiiiBccncc, 
enfeebles the energy of the aclion, intci- 
rupts the pjonreis of the paHions, and 
renders the whole pi^ure fp][endid and 
confulcd. 

Mr. Dacier Teems not to have difeo- 
vered that theie is an clTential difference 
in the form of the ancient and the rno.

Doflor Johnfon, in his eloquent aixl judi- 
cious vindication of ShakcTpeare for dif- 
regardingthe J///c unities (in his pieface 
tohiseditien of that poet’s woikf), fays 
nothing of his breach of thefe that belong 
neceflarily to the thing. But from the 
principles on which his jnftiiication is 
formed in thole cafes, his condemnation- 
of It in rhefe may be deliver!. 

Forfurely no poet nioie frequently or 
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more grofsly violated the unity of aftion, 
which is in all cafes indirpenl'abk, than 
8hakerpeare. Aiidotlc is particulajly fe* 
vere in his ccnfure on the epllix'-c iahle ; 
hy which we are to undeiftand, a fabl€ 
whufe epiibcies are not Annexed with 
one another : let us add, a fahle whofe 
fingle epifode is not contused wr.h iti'elf, 
(i.e.)^'Vith the fiible ; fince this fitecies 
is vf the fame vicious chara£ler with the 
other- The example ciit'd from the CEdi- 
pus of Corneille in the commcntarirs on 
the 9th chapter of the text belongs to it. 

In the fimple fahle of which the an- 
cient tragedies were made, the unity of 
a£lion was extremely obnoxious to vio- 
lation from the epifode. implex 

plot of our modern comedies cfpeciaify, 
IS an high improvement in the art of 
dramatic compofitll^n. By implex plot 
1 mean, that which has two diftinfl 
groups or fetts of perfons, wholk piii- 
poles are different, but whofe intereds 
are involved; and who, in purfuingthefe 
purpoles, naturally, and by the neceflaiy 
concatenation of caufes and etfcfts, ^10. 
mote or impede each other’s views j which 
arc at length found by the mra»s of dif- 
covery to be terminated by one common 
cntafirophct which mull alfo be the ne- 
ceifary refult of the precedent action. 
But wkh all this,'* the unity of aAion* 
wdl be violated, unlefs one of thefe 
fchemes or plots is principa]i and the 
other fccoiidary. The dtfire of impli- 
caiing the fable without Ikill to ctfc.6t it 
has produced many a monftrous piece, 
by making two complete fchemes of 
action unconnefled with each other ; as

Tragi-comeJy, is not the mixAifF of 
tragic and comic a£lion ; for the drama 
is the mirrour of life ; and we know 
that in rgal life calamitous events zvt 
often produced by thofe which are plea, 
fant or ludicrous. The fault anfesfrom 
the difficulty of interweaving two plotf 
fo, that they* fhall miuujlTy pt ^mote 
each other, and teriniiMte in one cataf. 
trophe; and this difficiil y is pecuiiaily 
infurmoiintabie in tratredy, from the 
fimplicity ot fable and the^apidily of 
Its a61ion, it bemoan imitation of ineii*e 
iftions, comedy^ of slieir chara£lers« 
The plots ^f a weli-conftituted comedy 
m.^ be compared to two radii of t 
circle ; thole of the other kind dclrnbed, 
to tw') parallel lines, which though infi- 
nitely pioduced will never meet. 

I fhall conclude this dirculfion with 
obfervtng, that it becomes us to fy|Jow, 
u(^ fervilely the laws w j^ich the greatphi- 
lotophtr formed Tt7r the government of 
the Atlfenian flage, fince the conflitution 
gt It no longer exills, but to follow ra- 
ther his example in funning them. Let 
us infpire his fpiiit, and fearch for our 
infiitutes where he found his ; confident 
that though human things be changeable^ 
truth and reafon are eternally the fame.

Account of the Joinag^jur Rajapoots, and the barbarous Crudiy dt 
the Rojhilla Moniicr Goolam KAi>iR Khauk M»wardfi the King Shaw 
Allum and his Family- *

• ail Eyc-witners of the Tranfaftions.l 


H owever locking part of the 

following recital muft be to every 
man of common humanity, we could not, 
upon a fifbjeft fo very mterefting, hold 
ourfelves excij^ed iff keeping it back 
from the public eye. Such eventa as 
thefe convey an ample fui&i for moral 
inftru£lion. They teach us at one fiew 
the uncertainty of human life, and the 
miferies that Await mankind, when fa- 
vage power, without reft raint, is letloofe 
upon them j and, by comparKon, they 
faci^ every man who is born to a pri- 
vate ftation, thA brought to be con- 
tented, and thankful for his lot*. 

The Mogul, who for fcveral years 
paft has been principally dependent o*n 
fuch of his principal fervants (the up- 
ftarts of the day) as by intrigue or force 
become polftfied of the cities of Delhi 
and Agra, with their neighbouring terri- 
tories, and adminiftration of his affairs, 
was di.ivc.n, fomc time ago, as a lalf refort, 
to the neceflitv of calling in iht Mali- 
ratta chief Madajtft Sindiah, with a large 
army, to pvt an end to the enoiniitics of 
which, without being able to give a re- 
medy, lie vvas obliged not 6nly to be an 
eye vvitnefs, but forced (to the great de- 
gradation of tlie diftin^iions confeired) to 
beftpw on the fucetTsful competitors for 
the government of the above cities and 
depending diftridls,. fuch honours and 
titles as they chofe to demand, however 
oppofue to ihe King's intereft j for fuch 
is the refpef^ P'lid to, and veneration 
ftiU held for,jlie decrees of the illuftrious 
houfe of Tijjjiur, by the great body of 
the people in the north of India, that 
1)0 fucpcfbful coBciucror would 6nd it an 
eafy matter 10 reconcile the bulk tp his 
government, without having previoufly 
obtained thofc giants and inveftitures 
from the couu or Delhi, however obtain* 
rd } and which even the Britifii nation,. 
. in the midft of their victories, were happy 
lo procuic for the government of Ben- 
gal, though the fword had already 
acquirtfl^:j:^t country for us which 
formed of our former conne£lioh 

with the Mogul, by his conferring on us 
the Dcwjpnec grant, or power of collc£l- 
th<rrevenues of Bengal. 

This iiigreflioh wc J&nd neej^Tary, as 


many of our readers may not have paid 
previous attentioB to the revolutions at 
Delhi which led to the late one, attend- 
ed with fuch horrid and monftrous a 61 s 
of barbarity. 

Madajee Sindiah, on his arrival 
in the country with a powerful army, 
found the Mogul generals fo divided, 
that, either by intrigue, bribery, or 
force, he not only reduced them to or- 
dei, but had the addrefs to fo far recon- 
cile them, that they ai ranged themfclves, 
with their troops, under bis banners, ou 
his fecuring to feme of them the mili- 
tary tenures in the country from whence 
they drew their former fubfiftence. This 
fyftem, however ill calculated to fc- 
curc the Mahrattas a pomaiient foot- 
ing in their new acquifttions, did not al- 
ter that held for fomc time paft tow ards 
the Mogul by his own generals. Sin- 
diah continued to hold his conqueft, Tor 
as fuch he looked upon it, in the fame 
independent manner; obtaining the fapie 
and greater titles and honours from the 
Mogul than had bceh conferred on the 
principal of the former. Had Sindiah, 
however, been fatistied with ihcfe advan- 
tages ; which, even in a pecuniary point 
of view, would add, w'hen the country 
iectled, near two crorcs of rupees, or two 
millions fterling a year to his revenue ; he 
might, aJlifted by his powerful rcrourcci; 
from the Mahratta country, have conft- 
derably improved them, and made I'ome 
progrefs towarlSs a permanency of fitua- 
kon. Inltcad, however, of this, by uii- 
w'arrantable demands on the neigh bour- 
ingRajapoot princes, he exafpe rated this 
brave and warlike race of Hindoos, in- 
habiting a hilly country, the principal 
capiiai of which is Joinaghur, a city of 
great beauty and Iplcndopr, and the 
principal feat of religion with the above 
tribes, amongft whom it is held in great 
veneration, l lie princes who have filled 
this throne have long been celebrated for 
their piety, parcitularly for their liberal 
encouragement to Uk aits and fcicnccs ; 
and in the above town, thohgh tooo 
miles within-iand, is to be feen an oh- 
fervatory of European ftru^uro,, faid W, 
have been cre£ted by the Jefq|ji^'’*The 
Kaja of Join^hur, mif 
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loSindiah’s demands, left the erent to 
the fortune of war. Sindiah marched to 
befieec his capital. The Joinaghu^ Raja 
Was, hoivcrcr, joined liyanother powerful 
prince of his tribe, the Raia of Oudipoor; 
and tliefe gained over to their (ide fevcral of 
the Mogul chiefs, with iheir forces, who, 
ns above mentioned, had ranged them* 
lelvcs under Sitidiair!i banner, on his 
firft rcduftion of them ;^and amongll 
ihcfc one of great note, Mahuined 

Beg Amdance, whole particular d'.fa/- 
fe^.iion to bindiah had been of Ibm^ 
ftanding, from ill treatment. The 
united forces of the Rajapoors and dil-* 
aife£led Moguls now become foirnidahle, 
marched to attack Mndajec bindiah ; and 
a Woody battle enfued in the neighbour- 
hood of Joinaghur. The Rajapoots 
charged the Mahiattas feveral times with 
extraordinary courage 1 the latter gav# 
way, and were running in diforder, pur- 
fued by the llaloreans, a feieCt body of 
cavalry and infantiv belonging to the 
Oudipoor Raja, when the good con- 
duft of Major Dc Boigne’s regiment 
t)f fepoys, on the fide of Sindiah, gave 
a turn to the clay. The firm ftand of 
this corps repelled the repeated attacks 
of the Ratoreans, and did th.eir com- 
mander, Major Dc Boigne, much cre- 
■ dit, who, after great llau^hter, put the 
Rajapoots to the rout. As loon as they 
gave way, the retreating Malirattas and 
Moguls railicd, and, in their turn, 
charged the Rajapoots. The vidory 
declared iifelfin favour of Sindiah. Ma- 
homed Beg Amdanee, the Mogul chief, 
On the fide of the Rajapoots was kilhd, 
and on both Tides many other/ of lei's 
note. 

Two days after the viffory the re- 
maining Mogul troetps with Sindiah, his 
fepoys, and othiT corps? demand^ their 
pay, due for fcveral months. Sindiah, 
however, elated with his vi‘>ory, treated 
them with contempt ; they accordingly 
mutinied, and threatened to go to the 
Joinaghur fide, if not paid. Sindiah not 
fttisfying them, they delerted to the 
Rajapooft. This dcfeition left him 
with his Muhrattas only, and Ma*> 
jor De Boi^'ne » regiment of fepoys s the 
fear of worfe made him retrett haftliy 
t6 Agra, with thefe few remains of at 
leaft 100,000 men. Not thinking him- 
fafe under the walls of that city# he 
retreated (hemcfully 80 miles farther to 
Oualior, a iirong fortrefs in the Mah- ^ 
ratu country, abandoning every thing

his enemies, who hr thought were In dote 
purfuit of him, though the Rajapoots had 
nor moved from the place where ihc battle 
had been given in the neigiibourhood 
Joinaghur. By Sindiah 's running away 
out of thf country, his ofiice of courie 
under the Mouul v Is abandoned. How- 
ever we migl’.t have icafnn to regret this 
lofs, from the good undcvflanding which, 
lince our late peace with the Mahr^ttas, 
has fubflficd between Wi and Madajee 
Sindiah, the horrid baibaritics which the 
faid lofs was the caulc of lowai ds the Mo- 
gul, (11 tparalle led in thehiftory of the pre- 
fent times) will make us ever lament that 
the reftriftions laid on our government in 
India, confining them, at that diftaiicc, 
within the letter of limited inftiuMions, 
fhoyld make us become iiia£livc fpeflators 
offi'ch a fcene,‘ with the pnwvr in our 
handb to prevent \f> without rilH or ex- 
pellee, when the n&tiondl honout and in- 
terelV was fo much concerned, not to fay 
humanity and found policy* OnSindinh*s 
ab'iuK'ning the above tcriitories a Ro- 
hilla chief, named Goolain Kad if Khaim, 
(whofc territories border on tliofe of 
the Nabob of Dude) a bye (lander du- 
ring the above contcRs, availing hirnfeif 
of Sindiah 's abfence, immediately hallen- 
cd up to Delhi with a few followers, and 
forcing hinifelf into the Mogul’s prefcnce 
at court, mentioned Sindiah s defeat, and 
demanded the oflice of Einir ul Omralu 
The King refufing it, he boldly repeated 
his demand to be made Emi» ul Omrah, f-r 
men.’iCLd the rovcreign with the lofs of hia 
bead. The Mogul at lull, through feat, 
complied, niul, though in the middle of his 
c?ip.tal and attendant^, conferred the title 
on this ravage Roliilla, Gooinm Kadir 
Khaun, wiiu had not 100 men in his 
fuitc, and who immediately, on obtaining 
the above title, proceeded to puifue vicf 
tory ayainil Sindiah,* attacking the fe- 
vcral forts the lafter had polTefiyt 
hinifclfof in that nc-ghbourhood, belongs 
ing formerly to the jcuts, Machcri Rqja» 
and Agra i for which puipofc he joinetl 
his forces jvith thofe of the laie Maho** 
med Beg Amdanee, now commanded by * 
Ifmacl Beg# a brother of the late com- 
mander, and pofTeiTed himfclf of everp 
fore in that quarter in Sindtah'a pndeP 
(ion, excepting that of Agra, To tl% 
place they laid fiege, Ifmad Beg on ctm 
fide, and Gcolasn Kadir on tlic ciibcr. 
After they had lain ' before it about gi 
fortnight, the Mahratus. from 6 tiiiiUnr »9 
with Major De Boignei dMeavoured tot 
D # raife 
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raife the Hege, but without fuccefs. All 
this time the Rajapoots did not move 
a lUp from the fpot in their own £bun- 
gry where they had attacked Sindiah ; 
wilhing to convince the latter, that they 
had iiu other obje^ in lighting him than 
that of defending clicir country, appie* 
henfive as they were, in the event of his 
retrieving his aflaiis, that they might 
fufler for any further hoftile attempts 
they might make on him. *Thcy ac- 
cordingly now remained ioaflive, as did 
alfo the Mogul, refufing to declare 
openly for any party, but endeavouring 
to cultivate a good under Handing with 
all, particularly with Sindiah; to whom 
the King wrote, that though he had 
conferred the ofRce of Emir uL Omrah 
on Goolam Kadir Kliaun, it by 
tompuin^ : tliough there is not a 
doubt but the King; as well as every 
other Mahomedan, wiftied to fee »;hc 
Mahrattas ex (celled from his domi- 
nions. The liege of Agra ftili hold- 
in|^ out, Goolam Kadir Khaua marched 
to reduce feveral places. At laft, Hndit^g 
the King appeared rather more inclined 
to fupport brndjah, and not being able to 
raife money for his tioops, he now en^ 
deavoured to make friends at Delhi, hav- 
ing made himfclf particularly r^bnoxious 
at that Court during hiedate vifit ; where 
after the King had conferred the abov^e- 
mentioned title on him, he endeavoured to 
feUcHdie palace; and for this purpofc had 
a battery againft it, and was be- 
fieging* \t when the news of Major Dc 
^igne's approach with the Mahrattas 
from Oualior to raife the fmge of Agra, 
cbligcd hiln to haden to the alliftance of 
IQnael Beg, whom he left before this 
|4ace, for the red ud ion of which he now 


Delhi, where the royal palace is (ituatedi 
w'ho inftantly trxjk poncilion of both. 
The « Mogul in vain protefted againR 
this violence. Af length he diffcmnleda 
on the Nazir and Goolam Kadir’s pro- 
ftrating themfelves before the throne, de- 
claring they were his (laves, the lup- 
;)oiters of the Mahomedan religion, 
and would din in the defence of Shaw 
Allum and his family; lequeHing that 
his iVlajcdy, King of Kings, would 
open tire lock of i.is hcncticence, and al- 
(dow him (Goolam Kadii } his (lave, the 
means of fupporting the Muffulman ar- 
‘'iny againlt the inhdcl Hindoo Mahrattas, 
the enemies of Mahomed. The King 
pretended it was out of his pow’er to 
allill iliem with money : the applfcatlot 
was renewed, but to no puipofc. While 
this was going on, the Nazir and an old 
^ady within the walls, w ife to Mahomed 
Sh:.w' (w'ho w’as on the throne of Delhi 
at tlic lime of Koidi Kbon's invafion in 
i7‘?9> named MulKzimanee) were adopt- 
ing mcalures to have the grandfon of the 
latter placed on the throne, for which 
fcrvice (he promifed to pay Goolam 
Kadir Khaun 15 lacks of rupees, or 
150^000!. fterling on the fpot, with a 
promife of more ample fupplies after-. 
wHtds ; and the Nazir promid'd to point 
out where the ireafurc of the reigning 
king was depnfitcd. Goolam Kadir, on 
receiving thefe overtures, began to treat 
the latter w ith cruel feverity, who im- 
mediately wi'ote to Sindiah to come to 
bis relief; and that if he w'ould expel 
Goolam Kadir and his Rob il las, h« 
(hould receive a reward of ten lacks 
of rupees, or 100,000 1 . ftcrling. Tlie 
treacherous Nazir acquainted Goolam 
Kadtr with the contents of this letter,

favour of, was placed on the throne, 
and proclaimed Kin^ under the name of 
Biddor Shaw.

It is nor cafy to accoutrt foi this ill- 
grount'td chaige, unlcfs wc fuppofe that 
he was doAing while he was criticifing 
thi’> pall.iL''e, and did not obferve that 
IIerodo’i Us was produced as the au- 
thor's authoiity on this ocenfion j or 
piobably he was not much actjuainted

Vitei bo was in Spam ! 

This ingenious w*riter feems as well 
acquainted with clafllcal learning as he 
is with geography. As an evidence of 
this remark, take the following ex- 
amples : Having occalion to mention He- 
roJian's tra£i Ilfijji tcs apO/^«v, he tells 
us, “ it wjis an obfeure trcatiie, which at 
that time [that is about 1625I it was 
difficult to pi Qcure.”— Perhaps t6 leaders 
of a certain defeription'* it might be 
unknown i but every man of lfariun|[ 
was well acquainted vith its contents. 
It was printed with Theodore Gaaa'a 
Introdu^io Giammatica, and Apollo- 
nius de Conftruflionc, ap. ividum, 1495- 
The fubfiance of it was rcpiimed in 
Stephens’s Greek Tbefaurus, and in Sca- 
pula’s Lexicon, where every fchool hoy

In page 268 he fayS) after dating the 
fituation of the French flert, ** The na- 
couclufiun now \vas» Iliat the gar- 
rifi^ of Madras vas about to be lie- 
fitg^) &c."* This is a miflakc. At the 
time alluded to* Sir hdward Hughes 
wiili the fii'itifli fquadron was off Fort 
St. George} and not at Trincomallrc ; and 
iheie never wastlie fmalled apprehenfion 
of Madras being bebeged} or in the 
fmallc'll danger. ^ 

In page 295* parag. 1. he deCenbes 
the retreat of the army under General 
Stuart from Pondicherry,.':^' the lofb of 
Sept. 1781,3$ myjltiriou^ a term meant 
evidently to infinuate a degree of blame 
in the conduct of that comniand«.r. Was 
; Captain Munro ignorant that Trinco- 
I malU-ewas loft ; that the Britifh fquadron 
i bad returned to Madras to the leeward 


ffation, while the French kept 10 
wind\v*^d } that Uyde^K whole foroe 
was witnin a day's maicli of ouraraiy» 
and our troops threatened with 
famine? Yet, even under theie circttoi* 
dances, the fetreat of our nnny was m 
precipitate, but orderly and well condiili- 
ed. It marched, m*t on the 4 ic|t# 

as dated by Capt. Munro, baton the t itbf 
at two in the^afrernoon. Tt|c troops got 
to their ground before eielu, ami, ca* 

> cepting a few random rockets thixiwii at 
tfie rear guard, there was no attempt 
made even on the draggling followcii 
b^ any enemy. 

In page 3^7 he fays, that ** General 
Stuart was in a cavaiUr manner [taken] 
from his high command, and conducted 
on boaifl a fhip, Ac.'**— General JSiMArts 
a^ter dining at Cuddijore, at the Mar- 
quis de Bufi'y's, with the Comie de In 
Maictndall the principal Flench offi- 
ce} s, did, in his own time, and at hisow* 
difcretioii, embark on board one of his 
Majedy’s frigates to return to the Prefi- 
dency, after the ceifation of hodilitics 
with the French had taken place in July 
1783. The command of the Kings 
ti-oc^s was given by kim to Major-CJc- 
neral Bruce, who remained behind with 
the aritiy near to Cuddaloie, miuI did nui 
return, as dated by Captain Munio, ** at 
the fame time and by the friiiic convty* 
ance with General Stuart.'*

I N continuation of the controverfy be- 
tween Mr. Nccker and Mr. Dc Ca- 
ionne, ^romifed in a former Number of 
Our Literary Journal, wc ai-e now to give 
a brief abdraa of Mr. De Calo'nne's cele- 
brated letter to tbo King dated the 9th of 
February.

portance. The novel conftituiion, if

that may be expedted to arife from the 
different circumftances of different pro- 
vinces* whether local, municipali or mo- 
ral i in a wqrd, from the jai/ing elements 
tl-at enter into the cotnpafition of this 
new and fuddenn* form* of govtrnmenr,‘ 
Mr. De Calonne hef:tatcs no^ to predict 
Its dtiTohition. But its diifnlution he 
thinks will not be cafy : it will be vio-. 
lent and painful ; and the worft evil 
that can befal any nation, is ihc neccifity 
of wading back to its ancient conllitution 
ihroaian ocean of blood. He rcjjrcts the 
unwife councils jliro’ which the King* 
of whofe good intentions he entertains 
the moft pcrfe£l convidlion, had bten in- 
duced to polfpone the meeting of the^ 
States-General for the fpace of ten 
months, after this meafure was found 
neccfi’ary to the reftoratiott of ordeifmthc 
finances and of public credit. Had the 
States been immediately cotrveiied, while 
the foie objeff that engrofled the piSrblic 
eye was public credit, the King might 
have new-modelled the conflitution of 
the National Aflen?i»ly» according to the 
exigencies of the times and changes that 
had arifen fince its laft convention. The 
objedf of its convention attai/?ed, tt might 
have been piorogued or dillblvcd in 
peace. But an invitation, a rcquifition 
had been made even by the Servants 
of the Crown to all lanks and orders of 
citizens, freely to communirnre their ob- 
lervations on the date of the nation* 
Hence a crowd of writers and fcribblers, 
who recommended opprjfite and ideal 
fyfiems of polity; and fome of whom 
were (o extrax^gant as to fuppoie that a 
civil conftitution for a great monarchy 
xnoll complex in its a£fual date might 
.be formed on the principles of an ori- 
ginal compa^l and of the law of nature. 


In this iituation of affairs Mn Dtf 
Calonne propofes a plan for fettling thd 
dMbrders of the kingdom, founded on 
this general principle, of infuhng into 
the conditution as much of liberty and 
the deinocratical fpirit as is confident 
with the tranquillity of the nation and 
the prefervation of the monarchy : and 
in the proHicution of this defign, he keeps 
a contiant eye on the condittitlon of En- 
gland, wiihout lofin?t light of the cir-« 
cumfiaiices peculiar to the kingdom and 
pro\iuces of Fiance j thus reducing the 
peife^lion of abftrafted models to the 
level ot' wha: Is capable of being aflually 
cairicd into cxecutionk 

“ The government of France he con- 
fidcrs as purely monarchical, and the 
Crown as hei editary. Both the cxceuti ve 
and Itgiflative power are vefted in the 
hands of the king with this limitation, 
that thev Ihiill be excrcifed in a conflitu- 
tinnal manner Such laws as (hall be 
difeuffed in the Affcmbly of the States- 
Gcneial, ftampt with the authority of 
the King with their confenr, and clcaily 
digest’d, Iball form the naticn'il code of 
conftitutional laws.— This code of con-

tion, execution, and confcrvrition. 3.

1. With regard to the cita£ling of 
laws. — Laws may be divided into fuch at 
arc fundamental^ fuch as are judiciary, 
and luch as are particular.

judiciary law's, while yet in embryo, or 
the firft ftages of their formation, to be 
communicated to the chief members of 
the fupreme coiiits.

** Such is the leading f^inciple, thf 
mainjobje^f, the fubftance of the plan. 
But this, as other I'u peril ni£lures, re- 
quires a groifOdwork. — Rural economics 
are founded in nature i much of the art 
depends upon cbmature, fituation, foil, 
and a variety of natural circumftances. 
Hence, not onlv a geugrsphicsl defcrip- 
tion of the diftriA uu<Lt furv^, be- 
comes requifite; but the Three kingdoms 
,of nature, f* far as they are inrimttely 
connefled with the fubje^, require ^ bt 
examined rfhd defciibcd with fcienlifie 
accuracy. 

** Nor m thefe the only rfquifitef. 
The work, before it be ftt to meet thf 
public eyi^ requires a degree of finiii* 
It Is necel&ry that every part Aould b# 
conrpicnous. The excellencies, not be- 
ing fufficiently evident^ perl^i to com- 
mon cblervation, may reqnife lo lie re- 
lieved ; and tlie delsAe aOM bimoghc 
out, and ihown inthlif nalMdeffTM ;

Nor doci the labour end her« In

“ The Rural Economy of Ycrkmire, 
duly examintd, will be found to be exe- 
eutetl on tlufe principles. Thus,— to 
fpeak in reply to the.objeAion which 
has given nfe to thefe explanations,— 
under fiich heads, whether they include 
general ojieiations or ordinaiy^ohj<»fls 
of culture, as were amply treated of in 
Norfolk, deviations only, whether they 
aiile ln^ni cutlom, fitnaiion, or foil, arc 
brought foiv^rd. But where a crop, 
or an o|>eration, not culiivat«d or per- 
formed in Noifoik, ari/es, it becomes a 
freih (uhj^fl ; and an additional divifion 
or lubdiiilion is, of courfe, opened for 
its recep'ion ; and every thing deemed 
uJ'ttuI, lefpeamg k*, rtgiftered.

** But, becatife I had deferibed the 
general management of foils and ma- ^ 
nures | and the general operations of 
rowing, weeding, and harveftingt the 
cultivation of wheat and barley ; and the 
management 'of cattle and meep)— ha 
piadliled in Norfolk were thefe fub- 
{edls to be paffed without notice, in dc« 
^Icribfng the praflice of Yoikftiirel Or, 
becaufe a writer, on geography, hat de- 
c feribed the moiintaina and rivera of 
Fiance, for inftance, it he, in giving a 
defciiption of Spain, to pafa over the 
mountains and livers unnoticed ! 

But ill founded as that objeftton (if 
it will bear the name) evidently is, the 
^making of it implies a degiee of diffa- 
tisfaflion, or, if the word be applica* 
blc, a degree of dif^ffcflion towards the 
woik ; and I am defiroiis to render it, 
were it poflable, fiee from difapproba* 
tion. 

<< perhaps the objeAion arofe in mif- 
apprehenfton. It may be conjedlured, 
that my (tations are unlimited, and my 
volumes, of courfe, unnumbered ; ei- 
pecialty as fume iiiHnuation of this ni« 
ture was, 1 undcrlland, tacked to the^ 
objeflion.

Other readers 
equally unacquainted of cuiirfe with the 
Iburces of' my infoimation, may have 
feen the paffage alluded to in the fame 
point *of view.

And t havt rei» 
fraioed more panicularly from modem 
books, w^ich have gained a diglve of 
popularity ; left 1 Ihculd be led, iinper* 
ceptibly, into contioverftes, public or 
private, which might fwtrve me froaft 
my main defign. ^ 

** The part of the plap which I have, 
hitheito, beeq executing, has, iti iifclf* 
fufficient to engage e^^efy hour of 
my attention. I have ^urpofeJy Ihiit mv 
e^es to every objfc£^ not immediately coni 
neAed with it ; under a conviction, that 
the magnitude of the- rub|c^ is more 
than fufficient for any min's attention | 
and, of courfe, that whatever |Art of it 
(hoind be applied to other 
be loft to the main^iuiiuJt. 

My fources of inioitiiatlon iff am- 
plif; almoft without limitatiom The 
two wide fields of nature and fettnee, fo 
far as they are conneffed with the Aihjeift 
under inveftigatien ; the elUbliftied prac<* 
tice of the kingdom at large, with refiieft 
•to the three grand hr ’•nehet of rural eco- 
nomics ; the individual pral^ice, and 
ftmetimes the individual opinion, of the 
fuperior clafs of profcflional men ; to- 
rgetherwith intereliing incidents aiifihg 
in my own praAice, have, hitherto^ 
been the ohjeAs of my attention.^* 

This adJrefs requires no comment. In 
our next^iuiriber the prefent volumes will 
come more immediately iindtr our notice.

'T'HE Church of England in hen Ar- 
tides, her Homilies, and the pre- 
face to her Liturgy, has acknowledged 
the expediency of uccafional alterations 
in her forms of public woi (hip. In con- 
formity to this jeafonable and liberal de- 
claration. the Book of Common Prayer 
was frequently reviewed, and improved 
in feveral particulars, during the fpaceof 
113 years, between its fir ft compilation 
in 1548*1 and its revifal in 1661. Since 
that time it has continued withotMljiltera- 
tion. Yet at very confiderable iinplKpve- 
menti have been made, durlte^ the Haft 
hundred years, in the refinemStr oC pur 
language, and in evei^ branch of 


literature, it is prefqjned, that fome 
amendments in our Liytrgy might be at- 
tended with great advantage to religion. 

But while this is allowed, it niuft be 
obft rved, that fiich a work requires great 
abilities, exquifite judgment, and pru- 
dence, in the 'xecution. And pethapa 
no attempts (hould be made to give theie 
devotional rompofitiens an air of modern 
refinemeotrury in any refpe^, to diveft 
them of'"^at venerable fimpliciry and uftv 
aftefled lolemnity which appear in every 
part of our prefent Liturgy, 

The American States, on becoming in- 
dependent, thought themftlves at liberty 
to model and organise th^r ivipeftivo

Befides this, 
the table of lii'ft leflbn» has been reviswed $ 
and fome new chapieis arc introduced, 
on the ruppdTiiion of their being moio 
edifying 3 and fume trai.fpofitiLons of ief- 
luns have been made, the better to fuit 
fhe feafons. 

And whereas it hath been the prac- 
tice of the Church of England to fet 
apart certain days of thankfgivingto Al- 
mighty God for figr.al ineicies vouchlaf- 
cd to that church and nation, it hath 
here alfoiteen confidered as conducive tu 
godlincfs thnt there Ihould be two an- 
nual folimn days of prayer and thankf- 
giving to Almighty God fet apart; viz. 
the fourth day of July, commemorative 
f the blrtfings of civil and religious li- 
ciiy in the land wheieln we live 3 and 
the firlt Thurlday of November for thi 
fruits of the eaith ; in order that we may 
be thereby itirred up to a more particular 
remembrance of the fignal mercies af 
God towards us 3 the neglefl of which 
might oiherwilc be the occalion of licen. 
tioufnefs, civil miknes and punifhr, 
nients. 

The cafe of fuch unhappy perfuhs 
as may be imprifoned for debt or crimes 
claimed the attention of this Church 3 
which hath accordingly adopted into ha* 
Liturgy the form for the vifitation of jji i- 
foners in ufe in the Church of lieland. 

** Jn the creed commonly called the 
ApolUes creed, me claiife [Chrift's de- 
feent into Hellj is omitted, as being of 
uncertain meaning 3 and the Articles of 
Religion have been reduced in number 3 
yet ot is humbly conceived that the doc- 
trines of the Church of England are pre- 
feivcd entire, at being judged peifcftly 
agreeable to the gofpel. 

** U is far from the intention of this 
Church to depart from the Church of 
England, any farther than locjil ciicuin- 
ftances require, or to deviate in any thing 
eflfential to the true nit-aning of the Thirty, 
nine Articles 3 altfiough the number of 
them be abridged by fome variations in 
the mode of exprefnon,,ai>d the omifiioa 
of fuch Articles as were more evidently 
adapted to the timet when they were firft 
framed, and to the political coiiHitution 
of GngUnd.^' 

In this Mition of the Liturgy, the 
compilcri ^.have ma<le many verbal and 
gnMaauticail tEorrc^Iionf, and many large

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^fflcationi. They have adopted the old 
[tranilation of the pfalmt mich is ufed 
' in the Church of Bnglandj but have o^ 
€afioA|illy taken fume vwfea fiom the 
traiiflation of the year 1607, which U 
printed in our Biblea. Theft adfciiittooa 
verfea do not always appear to advanraue* 
For each mornuig and evening leivicti 
th^ have ftle^ed about twenigr or thirty 
verfes from diiferent pfalmt^ and thrown 
them into one group* This plan, tiio«'gh 
ibmetbing may be laid in its defence, to- 
tally jdcftroys or confounds their original 
import and connexion. 

With refpefi to the doftrine of the 
f Tjiniry, the compilers are ilrifl Athana- 
fians, though they have reje£led the creed 
whicn 18 dilUiiguilhcd by that appella- 
tion.

TheiV' moral ity,*or mofal wif- 
loin (for they made no account whatevc^

But behold the dinner or banquet 1 AU 
the Kings and Queens brought what v^as 
mecttliarand molt excellent iu their dif* 
lerent countries, and gja^e fhem into the 
lantiy or bqUery, a wooden houfe, with 
affc kitfiees, nuill; in one day for the 


purpofe. From thence they were brought 
fortn by t^ great officers, and fpitad on 
large leavei on ihe lawn ; and to the whoha 
was ad^ the freih pruviiions from 
bary ; tti that never was thwo a feaft in 
which there wts at once, fuch piofufion 
and fuch variety. To dine with the Lord 
Mayor of London, in the Egyptian hall, 
is only doing penance in coniparifon of 
feafting with the affimbled Egyptian. 
Kings. Not Solomon in all^his gWy, 
though filver was ifothin&accounted of in 
histdays, with all his fhips from {Slath 
and Eziongener, that brought him gold, 
and a^ies, and peacocks, could com- 
mand fuch a banquet; nor AhnTue. 
rus, revelling with jolly companions and 
wine and women for roity miys. And 
how could it be otherwife, fince the ra«v| ^ 
delicacies of all countries weie brptu^t 
to|hther, and magnificefftly di/pli^yedoa 
the greeg lap of our common nuife, food- 
ful mother Earth, older than thehi|li, and 
yet, .as appeared from thefe proofs of fs 
ciindity, not the worfe for the wearing. 
Such an infinite variety of natural curioii. 
ties, which fet off the nature of each other 
by comparifons that fhuck the eye with- 
out ^tiping the underftanding, might 
be called a mufeum lather than a feaft. 

It was fuch a banquet, that had it been fet 
before the Ropl Society of London, who 
eat only as 'a duty, that they may therel^ 
prolong their valuable lives for the pur- 
pofe of making urefuldifcoveries, all ap- 
petite for food would have been loft in tne 
defire of knowledge; and they would have 
inilanrly begun to phyliologife on the 
fplendid profufion of nature. Not ib the 
gypfies. Reclining on the flowery carpet 
fpread by the hands of Ttllus, they at- 
tacked the viands with vigorous appetites 
and chcarful counten.inces. The pretty 
damfels, their attendants, partook of the 
feuft at the fame time wiffi their mif- 
tieffis, and occafionally haneftd jocund 
cup.”

perfons who abfeiued themfelves from Che 
public fervice of the church 9 and in order ce 
rendeethe queHion more plain, the Bilhop 
took a Ihort view of the feveral Adis of Par- 
liament from Che rxtb of Elizabeth, which 
impofed any penalty on perfons for not at- 
tending divine fervice, and Aiewed that tbefe 
AdH were principally levelled at the PapiCls, 
and accordingly very few reftridlions were 
to be found againfi any members of the church 
of England, He then obTerved, chat when 
the Adi of Toleration pafied, the fame caire 
was talcen to oblige all perfons to attend^ 
on a penalty, public worlfaip, either, at ChoM 
/)r fome PreteAant Meeting, and eontended 
from ihencr, that even at that peried tUfifa 
liberty of confeienoe was allowed in ht full 
latitude, and the right of private judgemdhc 
wiiverfally acknowledged, this rellraint was 
net oonfAdered as inconfiftenc with the rights 
of private judgement. He then obforvsd, tliaC 
it was left to cliefe days ofliberty, orrtthen 
UcenCioufoers, to cal^m <|uefi|im the frogrietg

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fend wifilotn of Uiefo ]aws» whicli oblic^ed 
l^rfont, on pains and penalties, Co freqoetft 
ihe pttblte fervice of the Church, or fotne 
Meetings houfe. The Bilhop then proceeded 
10 defend the lavr which u|||iges perfons to 
frequent feme place of public worfhip dn 
Sundays \ and on this occnfion his LorUftiip 
laid, tiMt it was the indifpcnfible duty of every 
man to worfhip God in public. He men- 
tioned feveral heads of arguments^ by wtreh 
it could be proved ; but as fuch topics, he 
thought, were more fit for the fchools than 
for a debate in a Houfe of Parliament, his 
Lordfhip imagined ih<it he might take it for 
granted, that to worfhip God in public was 
the indifpenfiblc duty of every man«— -He 
next ohferved, that this being allowed, it fol- 
lowed tliat men had a right to meet together 
for Che purpofe of carrying on public worfhip, 
without fuffering any hindrance or molefla' 
tion froth the Sovereign, or any other perfon 
whatever, provided always ‘that fuch affem- 
blies held no doArtnes inconfiflent with the 
fafety and fecurity of the State. He then 
dwelt pretty copioufly on the advantages ari- 
fing from public woi^ip^— fuch as that relt- 
gion could not be fuppuited Cor any length of 
time in a country without in— Tliat it was 
the only means by which the ignorant and 
unlearned received inflrudtion in rcbgious and 
moral truths-^Now, when numbeis \^eie 
thus aflembled together, Che examples of 
fome muft have a good influence over others, 
both in point of faith and praiSlice ; and then 
craclud^ with obferving, that for tiiefe rea- 
funs every well regulated government pro- 
vided places of worfhip for ibofe who were 
of the eflablifhmenc, and permitted thofe 
who were not <ff the eflabiiflimeiit to piovvie 
heufes for themfelves; and where Ctic Magif- 
Crate had gone thus far, it was natural to go 
one ftep fuither, and provide, that public 
worfhip fhould not only he duly performed, 
but duly attended alfo, by obliging all on 
pains and penalties to attend it. 

The Biftiop then obl'erved, (hat he fhogld 
be told that this mode of coropulfion was in- 
•onfiftent with that freedom of judgement , 
which every man has a right toexeicifein 
matters of religion : and to rtiis objedtion he 
replied, that in the prefent cafe there was po 
force on the private judgement of any man, as 
uo man itf this counciy could be obliged to 
attend any public worfhip, but what he him- 
feif Can confcienclDufly join in f as he that 
cannot communicate with the eflablifhed 
Church may refort to any of the congrega- 
tions of the ProteiUot DilTenters ; and he that 
cannot commutiicafte with either, may be 
foppofed to hold dodh'ines which are contrary 
to Che intereAs of the Civil State, and spi facti 
not iit te be tolerated. 


^ Tkfi Bifltop thence made, a fbw bblbi^ 
tions on fome other parts of the' fiiU^.end MMpi 
priKeeded to-confider the feotmd objedl qflbe 
Bill, viz. the extending freedom m matters ol 
religion. 

On this the Bifhop ohferved, sbac tbjft BtU 
giive fuch a latitude in fpeaking, praAifing, 
'Writing, and pubiirhlng oraall religious fub^ 
je^\s, that it virtually repealed all the laws 
now in force for the lupprefiion of inSdclj^f 
pi ofauenefs, and bjafphemy, and in parlicw- 
lar the flatute of King William Jor Che fup* 
niiflion of blafph^y, &c.— Ife then m* 
marked, that this Uatule«i()f King WMUam 
wSk almolt the only law by which imptoug 
opmions could ‘ be punifhed, and that this 
would be ufelets and of no elied, weri the 
Bill now under confideraiioh to pafs %to n 
law.— He then ohferved, Hint there was net 
room to complain of coo great reAraint being 
laid on j^ivace judgement in matters of 
gign in this country, at ^ery man here may 
' freely enquire into all the grounds of hit be- 
lief and* pradlice in matters of religion, and 
judge as he tlioughc fit — might prOfefs wluit 
he pleafed, and privately worfhip God ac- 
cording to his own notions. whatever they migliC 
be, provided that nothing lie did or profelled 
tended to diiiuib or weaken Hie Civil State, 
He then ohferved, Chat the writ J; hofritic

and that there did not exiA now one rrArainc 
on private judgement in matieisof religuni, 
as long as men con.luiled iliemfelyes wjfh 
decency and good order ^ and then fhewed 
at large lha: fuch decency and good order 
could never be fwAained, if there did not re- 
main CHI nnr A'^tiue book the Uw Of the 9 > Is 
and lorh of William, or fome fimi lar law , 
The Bifhop then defen bed Am d1)auler and 
confufkiD that would arife, the latitude 
now contended for granted.— He faid, that 
inAe.id of one Meeting houfe for.

amount. He had long been cnlleCling in- 
formation on thp lubjed ; and Irom 'Cenunts 
from all paitsofthe country, it ap|ieared 
that tobacco was the greet and leading article 
in fuppor^of the (muggier. In its unmanufac- 
tured date, It was eafily removable in fmill 
quantities ; and from the high duties upon it 
undoubtedly was a great temptation to the 
fmuggler, and coniiderable fraud was natu- 
rally to he expeAed. That fnud did exid Co 
a confiderable amount, no one could hefitate 
to believe 3 for it was a fnCl, that in many 
parts of the country, where it was conveyed 
by inland navigation, the tobacco fo conveyed, 
after paying tlie expence incurred thereby, 
was fold at a puce which bore nocomparu 
fon with the duties. AU |>erfuns, he laid, 
agieed that fome regulation oa:;ht to be 
adopted to check an evil they all concurred 
exided to an enormous extent ; many traders 
liowever, and otlier perfons, difagreed as to 
the mocie which ought to be adopted. To 
form fome idea of tl^e quantity con/nmed, 
and Uie quantity fmuggled, he faid, that thofe 
who were coiiverfant ui the bufineis 
had declared the r upinioii to be, chat about the 
fame quautgy of tobacco was confumed as of 
tea t and at tfip time when the Commutation 
AB was made, it wiu conjectured, chat Che 
confumpiion of tea amounted to 1 2,000, ooq 
pounds weight; the confumpiion bad, 
however, finds that A6t was enforceil, turn* 
ed out to he confiderahly mure. The mer- 
chants of Giafgnw weie of opinion, that the 
coiifumpciqn of tobacco w.is not lefs Chaq 
za,oQo,ooo pounds annually t and tlie mer- 
cliants of London had fui med a Hill higher 
edimate of tlie confumption, they having 
averaged it at from 14 to 16,000,000 
l?ounils.

ttcii he flo0d, it would be a grofs negledl of 
his duty, if he did not excrt^hiitifelf* to the 
titmoll of his power and ability, to encreafe 
the revenue hy the fupprenion of fraud | and 
in tlie article of tobacco, he was of opinion 
that nothing promifed fti fair, ns extending 
the furvey of the Excife to the mdbiihidtiire. 

Experience proved, he faid, the benefits 
arifing to the fair trader by a late extenfion 
df tlie Excife — he meant on the article of 
wine— which, when firft put under the Ex- 
clfe, was in legal importation 13,000 const 
in fix months only tiie increafe on the legal 
fale was 5000 tons, making a legal imporca* 
lion of iS,oob tons; fince that time, aided 
by the redudiioii of the duties, the importa- 
tion had encreafed to 12,000 tons. He con- 
tended that the mode he meant to prnpofe, 
of extending the Excife to the article of to- 
bacco, ought to be carried into execiitioni 
tinlefe fbme fulid ol^eCtions (liotild be made 
to it. The traders ought to be allowed cVery 
heariog agairift the meafure that they might 
think necdtEirf j their reprefentatioiis ought, 
however, to be receivbd by the Huufe with 
much allowance from their prejudice and 
from their intereft. When wine was flfft 
propnfed to be put uftdCr the Excife^die deal- 
ers in chdt aiticle crowded ttve bar, petition* 
ing againdthe nneafttHk, which if carried into 
efiiedt, they declared. Would render it vitterlj 
impo^ble for them to carry on their trade $ 
yet, DotwithOanding that declaration, and 
nottvithftaiiding (heir ftrong reni on ti ranees, 
the Hoafe judged the meafure .1 he one to be 
caiTMfd into execution ; and the event fully 
juftified the Houfe, and proved them;(lakeo 
dcelaracions of the trade, the legal imfwrt 
being nearly doubled : the ^teufem tht re- 
fore of tlie Excife to tobacco, he again con- 
tended, ought Qottobe refiiledby the Houfe, 
unlefs very (Irong reafens indeed were 
brought forward to (hew the impolicy of till 
meafure. He had heard only of one other 
mode to prevent the iilicic importation, 
which was to lower tbe duties t to do that 
fo effitdhieily as to drive else fmugglere out of 
the mai kec, it would he ntcelfiiry to reduop 
the duticf fo Jpw, that iuflead of operating as 
an advantage to the revenue, it could not fad 
ot proving difadvantageous to it, and would 
not ultimaBtly tenb after all to tliedeftnidtion 
of Imugglutg, without feme effecluJ check 
being added. The* true way iif cnnfidering 
the pre'entbufinofs was, to confider it as a 
mode of taaiog the fmuggier, as a bofuity 
given t<t the fair trader, and as a meafure of 
e^ity and juitice to |iie pfiUic. He would 
not, be f^id, m ibf efilie bu&« 
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nefs, trouble tbe Houfe fbitheron the fub* 
jedf, than to ftate to them, that he fhould pro* 
pofe to leave the prefenc duty of fiffeep 
pence in the pound on tobacco, at It no# 
flood, with this difference only, that fix- 
pence for each pound weight (ho^d be pay* 
able u> the CuOoms, and ninepeiiee to |he 
Excife. * 

Hs concluded by moving refolutloos ic- 
cordingly, which were agreed fioi after 
which the Houfe was refumed, and tht Hm 
poit ordered to be received next dby.

Mr. Pye faid he fliould withhold hi:f fup^« 
port from the Bill, as the Revolution was al- 
ready commemorated m ,the fervice for tho 
gth of November. He did not vfifli to fee 
our Liturgy wantonly altered. 

Sir James Johiiftone was unwilling to vote 
for an additional day of idt. nefb j for which 
reafon he would not fupport tlie Bill, unlefs 
Sunday was fixed upon for tlie day of com-* 
memoratiefo. 

Sir Wm. Dolben was inclined to think the 
prefent Bill wholly fuperfluous, fince the Re*« 
roluthiii was fufiiciently commemorated in a 
part of our fervice. He did not with that 
any encouragement Ihould be given to the in- 
termixture of politics with the religious to- 
pics of the pulpit. 

Mr. Shei idun animadveried on the difFe.* 
rent r>h}fc 61 ions made to tiie Bill.

Gentleman (Mr. Pye) had termed it an al** 
terarion of the Litoigy, which, however, it 
could not he juftly culled, as it was an addi- 
tion. An Hon. Baronet had otijefted 
mixing politics with religion. With refpe^ 
to keeping politicks out of the churcti, he 
owned, that in one view it (hould lie lio ; but; 
would it be an unfit thing for the church to 
acknowledge that obligation, which no maiA' 
difputed to be a very great and feiious one f 
He thoughr, if there was any one tiling tliat 
did the greateft honour to the Church, it was 
the Church's iiaving been the ciiief Ctiufe of 
producing that very Revolution, of which 
the Bill went to d^abiilh tlie commemora* 
fion. The only obje61inn, Mr. Sheridan faid, 
that he had heard ag tinft the Bill, that was 
of any v/eighr, wan, that of taking a day of the 
week for tlie commemoration, and making a 
new holiday } but as the Hon. Gentleman 
wiio had brought in the Bill had exprefled 
hir.ifelf willing to waive tliat point, and to 
take either the Sunday before the 5th of No- 
vember, or the Sunday nenreft to the 16th of 
December, that ohjeftioii w.os done aw.ay. 

Lord Fielding was averfe to a feparate 
lommemoration | as was alfo Mr. Alderman 
Watfen. 

Sir Wm. Dolben rofe again, and faid, that 
the idea of commemorating what was already 
commemorated, refembled a motion for the 
production of papers that were already pro- 
duced (an allnfion to Mr. Sheridan).

Mr. Dempfter rofe, and fuggefkrd a few 
alterations in two A<£ls relative to tlie Fidw- 
n 'S, viz. the Axfls of the 25111 and 26th years 
of his prefent Majcfty. The imjirovemenx 
of our Fidteries was an ohjeit hijfhly worthy 
the attention of Parliament ; atid he hoped 
the Houfe would adopt thofe fiigRcftions which 
he now fubmitted to their confideration, ss 
likely to have a beneficial eiTe£l. One alte- 
ration that be would propofe, was, that 
tvhereas iHe Herring- bulfcs were now obliged 
to wait three months before they returned 
to port with their cargo, they (hovild be 
fuffered to return as foon as they liad com- 
deated their ftock of firtij whether caught 
y theni or purchafed from vefTels employed 
in this filhery. Another was, iliat bounfies 
fhould be given to the navigators of vef!e!s 
that caught a certain quantity of herrings, 
tvheiher fuch veffels were their own, or were 
hired. A third was, that they might be al- 
lowed to clear out from other ports, hcfides 
thofe to wliicli tliey immediately belonged, 
lie alfo wilhed to have tlie time for catching 
herrings extended.

The other claufes of the Bill were gone 
through, after which the Houfe was re- 
fumed. 

The Miniflcr moved the order of the 
day for the fecond reading of the Bill for fub- 
jcAing tobacco to the laws of Excife. 

Mr. Alderman Sawbridge opiiofed the 
principle of this bill as dangerous to the rights 
of the fubjeft. At a time when we were 
commemorating the centenary of the Revolu- 
tion, that illuffrious epocha of Br.tilh liber- 
ty, the Houfe, he truffed, would not coun- 
tenance an attempt to infringe that libei ly by 
an extenfioD of the Excife laws. He hoped 
they would not give up, in another inftanre, 
tliat bulwark of oiir privileges, trial by jury. 
The claufes of this Bill were of a nature high- 
ly oppreffive, full of fiich reftriflions as would 
injure and impede the Tobacco- dealers in a 
very great degree. For thefe reafons, he 
would diffent from the further progrefs of 
this Bill. 

Sir VVatkin Lewes informed the Houfe, 
that his conBitnencs li.ad in(lrii£tcd him tet 
oppofe the Bill to the utmoff of his pow'er, 
an encroacliment on the natural rights of die 
people; and that his pi ivace opinion corre- 
fponded with thofe fentiments. Such an en- 
croachment could line be cotnpenfaCed by 
that addition of revenue which was expedled 
from the prefeiu meafure. For his parr, he 
was of opinion, that a reduflinn of duty would 
be the belt mode of preventing fniugghng 
in this article. While the duties on tobac- 
co were fo enormous, in comparifon of the 
prime coff of the commodity, there exiOed a 
ftrong temptation to the fmy;^gler ; and he 
was confident that no Bill, > owe vet* opprel • 
five, would operate as a f;^fficient check on 
fmugglihg, while the d>ties continued at 
their prefenc high rare. 

Mr. Alclerman New; .nam appealed to the 
Houfe if it was a fair, j.*a decent tiling, to iiur- 
ry a Bill of fucli .nagnitude through the 
Houfe U) quickly/^ llwaiimpoffible for the 
J trade 
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trade themfelm to underhand all the claafes 
t>f this bill, and therefore he thought a more 
diftant day chan the morrow (he did not mean 
a very diftant day) ought to be fixed upon 
the Right Hun. Gentleman^ if he wiflied the 
Bill Co be imderRood ( but if the Bill was to 
be fmuggled through the Houfe, then he 
would doubilefs go un as he pmpofed. He 
begged the MiniBerto conlider his own cha* 
rad\er, if no other confideration (ould have 
any eMsdt upon him. He alfo thought it 
was very extraordinary that a qiieftion of 
this magnitude was debated in fo chin a 
Houfe. 

Sir Benjamin Hammett wifhed to have the 
revenue carefully and fairly colledled, but he 
by no means wifhed to have the colJedlion of 
it enforced by a fyflem fo arbitrary as that of 
the Excife laws ; laws which decided caufes 

ithout a ti ial by jury. He had always been 
averfe to the laws of Excife* folely hecaufe 
they proceeded on a principle fo repugnant 
to the general fpirit of Englilh jurifpru* 
dence. 

Mr. Samuel Smith was not an enemy to 
the Excife laws in themfelves, when exerted 
with moderation ; but, in tlie prefent Bill* 
they were coupled with additional feverttieSy 
:uid uuufual rellriAion*;. One great difad* 
vantage that would anfe from employing 
Ixcifc officers in culledling the duties on to- 
bacco, was, that they would have an oppor- 
tunity of learning the fecrets of a valuable 
branch of trade ; and fume of them might 
be: tempted, in hopes of acquiring a fortune, 
to go over to the Continent, and communi* 
CJte thofe fecrets to foreign nations. 

Mr. Alderman VVatfon combated the bill. 
The principal ground on which he reded, 
was, that a valuable part of our laws, name- 
ly, the privilege of being tried by our Peer#, 
would be fuperfedeJ in part by the Bill now 
under difcuHion. W ith regard to the claufes 
of the Bill, many of them were extremely 
ievere. Ho was furprifed that a perfon of 
judgment as the Right Hon. Gentleman '* 
pofTelTed, Ihould endeavour to encreafe the 
revenue by fuch means as thofe which were 
included in the Bill. 

Mr. Sheridan condemned the precipitation 
with which the Minider feemed inclined to 
c rry this Bill though the Houfe. The Ex- 
cife "laws, he had alreaily been extend- 
ed fo far, that the ^iple had little to boad ef 
in refpeff of thofe \nvaluable bleflings de- 
rived from the coniltution ; and the quef- 
tion now was, whethllr thofe bltffings fhoold 
be dill further abridgerf*^ a very confidera- 
able extenfion of tliofe laf^ which were in- 
compatible with the freed^of the fubjeft, 
tnafrauch as they deprive him of thofe blef. 
dtiys which revolt fi'om ^ Gondicu(ion« 


He tliought, that before a Bill of fueh confirm 
quence (hould be hurried through Che Com* 
mittee, tliere fhould he time given to the 
Members of that Houfe to confider of, amt 
deliberate upon, every cUufe of it | hot he 
infidcd tint it was impoffible for the Mem- 
bers to have coufidered, it v^as unlikely that 
they had even read the claufes of a Bill of fneh 
dimenfions as to take up 125 folio pages; 
he hoped, therefore, chat there would be fome 
further time given, In which Membeii 
might be prepared to make their *objefdi(fnt, 
after having acquired every neceffary infoiv 
matfon. 

Jhe Chancellor of the Exchequer wax 
adoniihed that any thing fhould fall from the 
Hon. Gentleman which Ihuiild impeach the 
principle of the Bill ; a principle that was to 
refeuethe revenue from the frauds which had 
been pra^fed upon it by the fmuggler. 
Any gentleman who had the credit and the 
proH>erily of the country at'fWirt, could not 
confidently oppofe the general principle of a 
Bill whofe tendency was fo falutaiy. With 
refpedl to precipitating the Bill through the 
Houfe, he denied the charge entirely. He 
only wanted to bring the proceedings upon it 
as foon as poffible CO that dage of maturity, 
when Members might be prepared with all 
the obj^dtions, which, upon the fuhfequenc 
proceeding, they would be entitled to urge. 
He faid, that the Excife laws liad been vety 
important engines for the profperity of the 
date, as they preferved the revenue more 
ede^tunlly than any other fydem could do, 
from the depred^ions which in rood cafes it 
was fubj edl to. The perfoBs who were prin - 
cipally concerned in the operatiott of the Bill 
before the Committee had not been taken by 
furprife ; they had been for a long time, for' 
many weeks, in poffeffion of tlie claufes of it | 
they therefore were, or (bould be, ready to 
drtte their objedlions to, and to difeover the 
imperfcAions of thofe claufes ; and Members, 
if they cliofe, by atcertding at the time when 
ibefe objections were thus dated, might have 
an oppoitunity of deriving much'fnformation 
ill a Parliamentary way, upon which they 
might (hape their oppofition to the Bill, or 
which might faiisfy them of the propriety of 
it. 

Tlie qviedion of cofomitroent was then put, 
and agreed to ; and die next motion froni 
the Chancellor of the Exchec^uer wai, that i( 
be committed to-morrow.

able for the rell of his life. 

Mr. Law, Couitfelfor Mr. Haftings, 
delired that the original letter, and not 
a copy of it might be gwn in evidence. 

Mr. Grey faid he feared this could 
not be done — for after the moft diligent 
fearch, the Managers had not hcen able 
to land the onfinal* 

Mr. Grey then called Mr. Hudfon, 
one ofthe clerks of )ihe India Houle, 
who proYtd that he had fcarcbed very 
diligently in the Compat^'s rtcords 
for the original letter mentfOited by the 
Hon. Manager, but without having 
been able to findit.'HSe (kid, how- 
ever, that it was a ctiftom at the India 
Hnufe to keep a book of ahflra&s of 
lettersj contaioing the dates of all let- 
ters 
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tm received fr«Ri India, together with 
fbc name of the writer, See. See — In 
this book be found the letter in quef- 
tion tnemibned, but be was not able to 
find the original* 

Mr. Law alkedi if the book of 
ibftra^la was written by the witnefs. — 
Mr. Hudfun anfwercd in the negative : 
hefaid it had been written by another 
clerk now at the India Houfe. 

Mr- Law faid, that the clerk to 
whom the rwitnefs alluded was the 
proper perfon to prove, the book of ab- 
fira£ts. « 

The Managers were going tn read 
In evidence tt c copy, from the ReporJ; 
of the Committee of Secrecy ot the 
Houfe of Commons. But 

Mr. Law interrupted them, and 
faid, that before they entitled ^hem- 
fclves to read it, they muft firft prove 
that it yraa a tgiM^opy, and conrcquent<* 
ly that it bad had really an original. 

Mr. Burke faid, that the Managers 
would poftpone the proof of the origi- 
nal for the prefent ; and that they bad 
hopes that they fliould be able to efta- 
Wifli it another time* Therefore he 
would fay no more at this moment on 
that fubjeft, than barely to obferve, 
that, as the Committee of Seertcy, 
<iammon1y known by the name of Mr. 
Vunda\\ Committ^ce, in whofe Report 
this copy appeared, had conftantly fat 
at the India Hffzffii there was no doubt 
but »/hey had found the original among 
the Company’s records, antflhis might 
be urged as a pioofe that the copy tak- 
en by that Committee was a true and 
faithful one. But he vi^oiild waive the 
further difcullion of ibis point for the 
preftnt. 

The Managers then proved, from a 
minute recorded in Council by Air. 
Mailings, that the Ad of Parliament 
made for the purpofe, among other 
things, of prcYCRting the receipt oj prr- 
fents, appeared tpMr. himftlf 

fo /tear and fo pojitive .on that point, 
that it would not admit of any poflible 
conllnidion that would countenance 
an evalion of it* * 

The Managers next proved from the 
Company’s records, that Mukny J3jS- 
GUM had been a dancij^g Girl : 
That it WRS much againil the will of 
the prefent. Nabob of Bengal, her ftep- 
fon, that ihe had been placed at the 
head of the government ; and that he 
|did not acquicfcc in ihc appointment 


until he had bad a perfbnal intervicir 
with Mr. Haftings, upon whom he en- 
deavoured to prevail, but ivithovtfuc- 
teJd* not to countenance the appoint* 
ment of Munny Begum. 

The Managers then fliewed, that the 
fuperintendance of the young Nabob’s 
education, and the dilrdion of the 
Zenana or palace, belonged of right to 
his mother. They faid, that for 
the purpofe of concealing from the 
Court of Directors this injury done to 
the Nabob’s own mother, Mr. Haftings 
had always fpoken of Munny Begum 
as if (lie W'as the mother and the mother- 
in-laiu of the young Prince. They 
called Mr. Hudfon again, who proved 
that be had carefully examined all the 
Bengal correfpuudence of the period to 
which the lion. Manager alluded, but 
had not been able to find one word in 
any of Mr. Haftings’s letters, that con- 
veyed the moft diftant idea that the 
prefent Nabob of Bengal had any other 
mother than Munny Begum. 

The Manage 1 8 then proved that the 
excufes or pretences by which the pri- 
foncr had endeavoured to render the 
appointment of Munny Bbgum not 
un icceptable to the Court of piredors, 
w'ere all founded m fa^md. 

One of tbefe pretences was, that ft:e ^ 
was to have nothing more than the fu- 
perintendance of the Nabob’s education 
and the management of the p«ilace, 
lr\o)id\\it rjoaUs of which he faid her 
authority was 'not to extend. 

But it was proved by letters written 
by the Prisoner to Munny Begum, 
that ftie was to appoint Offieen to all 
the du^ertnt department! of the 
who were to render her an account of 
tht adfjiiuijlration^ 

Another pretence was, that the ap- 
pointment of Munny Begum would 
be attended with a faring of three lacks 
to the Company. This appeared alfo 
to be a ground lefs pretenep ; for Mr. 
Haftings expended the whole ofthefe 
three lacks in faUrics given to the 
creatures and favourites of Munny 
Begum, one of whom was ‘^ajah 
Gourd ASS, fon to the faip(/6 Nund-

t^at, in placing a wom^^, and such a 
wopian, at the head p/ the Nabob’s 
government, inftcad ^ an ahle, honefi^ 
and inn I! went MAN^fuch as he was 
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bound to feJe£t, by the orders of the 
Court of Direftore, Mr. Haftinps afted 
fronrf corrupt, intercjied, and JclJiJh mo% 
lives. • 

The Nabob Yetram ul Dowlah, 
uncle to the reigning Naiiob of Bengal, 
had folicited Mr. HnlVings, as appear- 
ed from the evidence, to pl.icc him at 
the head of the adminiftraiion, and not 
a woman. s 

Mr. Haftings refufed to grant his 
requeft, and aifigned to the Court ^ 
Direflors this reafon for his refufaff'^ 
that Yetram ul Dowlah was a per- 
ion whom it would be dangerous to 
truft with power. 

To repel this objedlion made by Mr. 
Haftings, the Managers caufcd a letter 
to be read, in which Mr. Uaftings, 
fpeaking to the Court of Direftors of 
this rime Yetram ul Dowlah, faid, 
he was a perfon who had not abilities 
to render himfelf formidable, had no 
dangerous ambition, and who, if he 
had, could not, in the fdlen Itate of 
the Nabob and his family, be an ob- 
jc£V of apprchenfion to the Company. 

The Managers proceeded next to 
give in evidence certain orders tranf- 
mitted by the Court of Dire^iors to 
Mr. llaftings, that he w'oiild caufe re- 
gular accounts to be kept, and deliver- 
ed annually to the Board, of the ex- 
penditure of the Nabob’s allowance, to 
the end it might appeal, that it v/as 
not fquandered or improperly beftow- 
td. * 

Mr. Law faid, there was no charge 
againd Mr. H.idings in^ the article of 
impeachment then under confidcra- 
X\ov\t^or breach of orders', and there- 
fore he did not fee why thofe orders 
irom the Court of Diredlors Ihould be 
S^'rn in evidence. 

Mr. Burke and Mr. Grey combated 
by turns this objetuon. The fubftantc 
ot their aigumeiit was, that they did not 
produce the orders for the piirpofe 
of proving th.it he was guilty of a crime 
by not obeying them ; that would be 
a di(lin6l crime and a di Hindi charge ; 
but the oWcdl for which they wanted 
to proiluce thole orders was to fliew, 
that iheprifoV er’s difobcdieuce was the 
effc^ of the pr|‘cifc crime with which 
he was fpcajicu^iy charged in the arti- 
cle then under i^^eir Lordfhips'confide- 
ration, viz. corr^u^tion . — lie had taken 
bribes from Miinn^ Begum, and others 
about the Nabob’s ; and bad the 

rfccounts^ as urdcred^y the Couit of 
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Dircdlora, been regularlHcpt, the mif.* 
management and Squandering of the 
Nabob's income nr oft have appeared. 
It was therefore for the purpofe of coti- 
cealing the trauds, which would others 
wife have been laid open to the Direc- 
tors, that Mr. Haftings had difobeyed 
their orders. It was ^ith a viw to 
fix this prefumption of guilt on the pri- 
foner, and not merely the crime of 
difobedicnce, that the Managers with. 

to lay thofe orders bifore their 
Lordiliips. • 

./Mr. Law faid, that he would waive 
his objeflion to the produ^ion of thofe 
orders, provided that if after the evi. 
dence fhould have been taken down, 
the Hon. Managers fhould not i)e able 
to (hew the relevancy of it, their Lord- 
(liips W 9 uld expunge it from their mi- 
nutes, and from their memory. 

•After this the orders read; and 
Mr. Hudfon from the India iWife 
proved that no fuch accounts as had 
been direfted by thofe orders had ever 
been tranfmitted to the Coutt of Dt- 
rc6\ors. 

The Managers, after this, pave in 
evidence a tranfadion, the tendency of 
wh jph was to fliew that the prifoner had 
fuflered falfe accountj of other mattcra 
to be given to the Directors. 

It appeared that ir»tbe year 1771 it 
was rtiblved, that on account of the 
non-age of the Nabob, who was then 
a child, his allowance fhonld be redu- 
ced from about 3a lacks of lupees to 
about 15 lacks, until he fliouid come of 
age. 

This redufUon wai to take place 
from the 22d oi January 1771. But 
when the general accounts of the funis 
paid to the N^b(/b were afterwards 
laid before the Board, the full allow- 
ance of 32 lacks was fiatL'dio have been 
paid to the Nabob up to the moiiih of 
December 1772, tho’ in y)nint of 
the Prince had received only the redu- 
ced allow'ance from the preceding Ja- 
nuary. 

This miftake appeared to have ftnick 
Mr. Haftings hTmfelf, who dcfired the 
account might be referred back to Mi. 
Crofts, the then Accountant General, 
to be revifed by him. 

The way the matter was then fettled 
was this — it was admitted that the 
full allowance had not been paid as 
fuckio the Nabob from January i, 
but that the overplus of tne reduced ,*1- 
lowance, couriiUn:^ ofjijica: lacks, ha<l 

bcca 
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paid t6 him to>^ard«* thtf dlfcharge 
6tiiH arttnt of lacht due by 

tfad Company to the Nabob. 

To prove that a fraud lurked uuder 
fWfi ftatemciit, the Managers proved 
flhom the Company's records^ that 
Itfme time aft cra:hia,>w/i!rc>j had been 
|)iaid%o the N.ibob for the purpofe of 
Itqm'cfatiitg htsarrear* which when this 
fum was given, couid amount to no 
more thatw/snr lacks, as the /ifieert 
^hlch were paid to^,him before, or 
were faid to have been paid to him, 
towards dlfcharging an arfear of «iV/V 
had ofeourfe reduced the arrear 
tb forr lacks. 

' But fame time after it appeared again 
in the accounts of Mr. Crofts, that 
ttioogh the arrear was Originally no 
iflOrc'than nint'teen lacks \ Jiff ern 
were paid afterwards at one 

time, and five at another, which would 
have difeharged the whole ^ arrear, and 
left a halaxree of one tack in favour of 
the Company, ftill the Company was 
ftattd in the accounts tube full nineteen 
lavhs in arrear. 

Thefc fraudulent accountSi the Ma- 
itagcrs laid, were kept by Mr. Crofts. 
They then proceeded to fhew, fbat 
this Mr. Croft « was the creature and 
dependent of Mr. Ilaftings ; that, after 
his accounts had 'appeared to be falfc, 
Mr. Haftings, knowing them to be 
fttch, bellowed upon Mr. Crofts a 
valuable and lucrative Qtiution ; that, 
not contented with this, he gave him 
mi additional falary of aoool. a year, 
and oirecteo him to draw for it for two 
^rars BACK, and to charge an intcreft 
of 3 percent, upon this arrear. 

'3'hia inftaiicc of ^enerojity to Mr. 
Crofta, which occurred after his ac- 
counts had been difcovcred to be falfe, 
bir James Erfkine faid was to be impu- 
ted folely to \Ir. Haftings ; forwheii the 
incrcalV of falary was voted, there w'crc 
prefent in the Council onlyMr. Hallings 
and Ml*. Harwell ; fo that, even if the 
latter had been as hoftilc to Mr. H^f- 
tuigs as he was known io be under ms 
inRiience.ftill Mr. Haftings would have 
had a majority in himfelf, by means of 
Ms ccjlintr ^joU ; and therefore this ex- 
traorciiriiry a£l waa exdufivcly his 
own. 

The Managers were proceeding to 
prove a number of other inl^anccs of 
frtendftitp on the part of Mr. Haftings 
towards this Aoooifntant, whofe frau- 
dulent accoomsi they faidi wurc fo well 


known to him.— But the Lord Cbarf* 
cellor aflted them how they could prove 
all the fraudulent a£l8 of Mr. Croftrf 
rotative to the, charge then under the 
confideration of their Lofdihips, to be 
relevant. They might, he faid, im- 
peach the credit and accounts of Crofts ; 
but uniefs thefc accounts related to the 
prefent ciyrge, he was at a lot's to 6e 
the relevancy of them. 

Mr. Burke faid, it was certainly the 
object of the Managers to impeach 
the credit of Mr. Crofts, and they wifh- 
ed to fhew that there was an intimacy 
between him and the ptifoner, which 
argued an underft<in(]ir)g between them, 
and a joint co-operation lo conceal 
their frauds from the Company.— 
With this view the Managers laid be- 
fore their Lord (hips various a^ts of the 
parties; but with refpeA to their rele- 
vancy, that was a fubjeA upon which 
it was the province of their Lordfhips 
to determine: he laid at the fame 
time, that the Managers would not 
prefs upon their LordOiipa any thing 
which they Ihould think Irrelevant. 

The Managers Uftly gave in evidence 
a letter from the Court of DireAors, in 
which all the accounts made out by 
Mr. Crofts, relative to the arrear, &c. 
were ctnfuied by them in the ftrongell 
terms. 

Ah foon as this letter was read, the 
Lords adjourned. 


Forty-Skcond Day. 

Thursi^ay, May 14* 

Mr. Grey informed tlieir Lordfliips, 
that the Managers intended to lay before 
them this day, the accufation bi ought 
againft Mr. Haftings by Nundcowar ; 
but that they wilhed firft to have fomc 
papers read, which w'ould Icive to 
ihvw'the high (ituationthatNundcomar 
held in his country at the time to which 
the Managers alluded, and the high 
opinion which Mr. Haftings hinUL-lf 
entertained of him at that r tried. 

For this purpofe, fevrrpl fwperswcrc 
read from the Comp.uiy's records^ 
from which it appeared tha^ ..he Court 
of Dire^ors ordered Mr.^aaftings not 
to give any oflice or en/ployment to 
Nundcomaron the rcmO|al of Moham- 
med Reza IChan ; bu: that a very 
important office bellowed by 

the Governor- Gene jr. 1 l on Rajah Gour- 
dafs, the fion of ^lundcomar. — That 
when this appoiijttment was^ cenjured 
by the reft of as being in 

ififitS 
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tfcS the appointment of Nundcomnr 
liinifrlf, and conK quently an aft of 
di^ol»^dlence to tht Comp;iny*6 orderfs, 
Mr H.dtii>j?!»undti‘o ik the ot 

th;it uiifortunatt mu», who afteivv^rds 
fell lorr.iich untter hi.? d.lpleafure* 

Mr. Law defirfd rli it another paper 
tiituhi be read, fior:: wiinh he hoji^d 
it wpidd appear to their L^rdfljips tii.it 
IVli hTa*lin^''i had irciivi-d f^r'i'vaie in- 
Hruc^iiona iiooi the C»Mirt <m Dircftois 
tf) ernjvov hyijinl comar, wlii- h inftriic- 
t 1 Rii nr w,i'. not at liberty to dilcli-fe 
a!fthc to the refl. ofthe Council} 
and tl at th's would account for the ap- 
[larent inconliftem y of Mr. l in 

employing' a man, \vh‘>m he theupht 
Unworthy of trufl; or i otilidcncc. — The 
papfi* pointed out by Mi. Law^ was ac- 
corrlinply read. 

Mr. Giey next pave in evidence a 
letter W'liUen by Mi. Hailiin's, full of 
invtftsves ap.iinfl Nundcomar, fr.im 
which held i it would appear that the 
former had never laid anything to the 
prejudice of the hdler, until he had 
rcalon to apprehend tli«l Nundcomar 
W'ould becoinc his accul^r — i his let- 
ter h.ivinp been read, Mr. Law um.irk- 
C'l, that It wab dated n year h< fure the 
charges w»ere brought by Nundcomar, 
and that conlcqucnlly it could not be 
bccaulethift m mj hitcl become his accii- 
ftr, th it Ml. ILdhiigb had made an at- 
tack upon h/8 chai u er. 

Mr. Grey dc fired tint the learned 
Counfel would ILite his exprtfTions ac- 
cutatcly, and nni j ut W'oi ds m hisrnouih 
which he had nevtnittercd. He did rn>t 
fay rli.it Mi. Ilartiugii had not made an 
atl.ick upon the rharafter of Nundco- 
m.ar untd the httter had become l.is ac- 
cufer. — Wbal he faid w.ih — that Mr. 
Hidings liad ntv«r faiil any thing of 
Nundcomar, until he had reahm to»ip- 
prehend th^t the latter ^vould btcomc 
hi.s accuftr. 

Tiie M.inipers next gave in evidence 
the different minulcsol the Council of 
Bengd, relat np to the pioceedings 
which took place there on the intima- 
tion of aTV Mitenlion and wifli, on the 
put of Nuddeomar, to br.ng feveral 
charges agairrft the Govcrnor-Gtneral. 
Thcfe minute^ contained the reafons 
given by the i^ajoiity of the Council 
for hearing NuuTU omar, and the rca- 
fr)us aifigned by -Vlr. Hadinga for re- 
filling fuch aprod'cdmg; and finally 
they proved, thatth- GoVernor«Gene- 
r.d dilTulved the mcaing ©f the Coun- 
Voi. XVL 
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cil, when he found they were deternni- 
ntd to call in Nundcomar, ana receive 
the charges which lie had |>r\fi'ed for 
leave to exhibit. 

The Managers were then proceeding 
to give in tvidtncc the paper which 
contained the charts brought hy 
Nundcom^tr againft Mr. H ^ftings, when 
they weie interniptrd by Mr- Law, the 
pnloner's counfel, who afked if their 
objeft in producing this p^er, was to 
mike it evidence to prove tb^l Mr. 
H'dlings had .tftually received three 
Acks and a half of rupees from Munuy 
B-giini, &c. 

* Mr. Burke replied, that when the 
evidence llioukt have been received, the 
Minagtrs would fiiew to w'hat point 
they meant to apply it. 

Mi .*Lawfaid, that if the Managers 
^’oulJ not be more explicit, he mull 
confider the papers delWred bvNund- 
ci*mar to tbc Council, as produced by 
the Hon. Managers to prove agamll 
Mr. M.ilHngi the receipt of the lum 
abovc-ment'oned ) and if this was the 
life which w^aa intended to be made of 
it, he would refill !t as inadmifiihlc ev** 
deuce. The grounds on which he 
thought it inadirifiibic w^ei'e, 
ill. That the charges had not been 
ni.ide upon oath. 

2. That they had not been made in 
the prcfciice of the perfon acciilVd. 

3. That the Council h€lving been dif- 
folved, aiuijthe Governor- Gencrnl, who 
W.1S conllitiuionally an integr.'d part i f 
It, lir.\i!v withdrawn himl'elt, it was 
nohuigci a Council competent to adt, 
anil tiiRt i-oijltquently the adU done by 
't in his ..hrciicc could not be confider 
ed a- the- a6ts of the Council. 

4. Thu Nundcomar having been 

conviftrd of forgery, was not th.it kind 
ot witncfs whom a Court would admit 
to g:vc evidence, though his evidence 
iliou Id in every other rt J^eft be unex- 
ceptionable.— He obferved, that though 
\ht contusion of "Nundcotnar was />///:- 
quent to the produftion ot his ch.irget 
againll Mr. yclth« rfjnimijjion 

of the crime for which he fuffei'rd wss 
prwr to that period ; and in contempla- 
tion otltiw' the infamy had rcl.itiun to 
the crimes and not to the pum/bmrnt ; 
and as the crime was committed before 
Nundcomar bi ought his chAtgt^., fn 
he mull he confidered as infatnotfs at 
the fime^ ih^'iugh bis conwSim did net 
take place for years rfur* 

Mr. Fox repM«d| that with refpeft to 
1 tb 
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the ob|e£^ which the Managers had in 
▼sewt It was not of the fmalleft confe- 
^uence whether the charges brought by 
Nundeomar had, or had not, been de- 
livered upon oath. The guilt of Mr. 
Hafiings was to b** made to appear by 
two ways — pqfitive proof, when fuch 
could be pr >cured — by circunifiantial 
and prcfumptin)e evidence, when proof 
pojitive could not be obtained. Now 
the manner in which Mr. H.i lit ngs beha- 
ved when the charges were brought by 
Nundcomar would, he f.iid, have the 
e(Tei£t of fixing upon him a ftronjr/»rV-- 
famption of guilt; and to do this was 
‘one objeft which the Managers had iu 
view, in offering the evidence to which 
the learned Council objeAed : what 
other ufe they might make of it here- 
after, they were not bound* to tell 
him at this moment. With refpeA 
what the leaffiRl Council had faid of 
the conviAion of Nundcomar, the 
Managers had nothing to f/»y j they 
were not authorifed by their conftitu- 
ents, the Houfe of Commons, to invef- 
tigatethe means by which that convic- 
tion wasefFcAed. “ But, faid Mr. 

Fox, to jutlify myfcif for what I 
• may have already faid on that fcib- 
jeA, 1 can only fay, that if I were 
“ permitted to fpeak my own fenti- 
ments on that«point, I would ufe the 
prcclfe words which the Houfe of 
^ pom mens has ordered me not to 
life ; but which, though thoroughly 
convinced in my own private opinion 
of the irvtli of them, I will not ufe, 
“ becaufe thofe who have fent me bi- 
** thcr, have given me orders to the 
** contrary.'* 

Mr* Burke contended, that the Ma- 
aagers bad a right to m-ikc what wfe 
they pleafed of evidence which it was 
fit for their Lordfliips to receive. He 
maintained alfo, that the ohjcAions 
urged by th/ learned Council againft 
the adniillibility of the evidence in que- 
ftioo, ought not to be endured. If the 
charges brought by Nundcomar were 
made in the ahfcnce of^ Mr Haftings, 
he, of all men, ought not to urge that 
as an ohjeAion againff them, becaufe 
he abfented himf'elf, that he might not 
hear the charges ; it w is his own aA. 
As little oi^ht he to fay that the Coun- 
cil wa^ not Competent to receive ihc 
cHaiMf becaufe it tm difiblvcd- But 
wto difiUdved it ? it not bifrlfn.? 
A^l^did he diffiiiVe it? Wa^ it 
g^ lurtbe purpofe of fmotbering an 


accufation brought againft himfelf ?— 
He ought to be afhamed to urge, that 
becaufe the evidence of Nundcomar 
hatl not been given upon oat/h it ought 
to be confide red by their Lordfliips as 
inadmiflible^— This fclf-famc Mr. Ha- 
ftings had faid, in his defence before 
the Houfe of Commons, that it was 
contrary to the relij^ious tenets of the 
Hindoos ana Mujfulmtn to l.ike an oath ; 
but now he would have their Lordfliips 
rejeri the evidtnee of Niind^'omir, a 
Hindoo, btcaufc it had not been given 
upon oatJb. 

The objeAion, that the charges were 
made in the ahjence of Mr. Ha flings, 
did not apply ; for though he was not 
preftnt, becaufe he would not be pre- 
fent when they were made, he was fo 
little ignorant of the contents of thr m, 
that he fent them himfelf to the Coint 
of DireAors, anJ ligned them with his 
name; not indeed to admit the truth of 
them, but fo far to autheiuic>itc the 
charge?, and the proceeding? in Coun- 
cil to which they had given rife. Tho 
conduA of Mr. Uaftings in rctifling the 
produ£lion of that which he hinifclf 
bad authenticated, he coulidercd as 
audacious* 

Mr. Law complained of this expref- 
fion as indecent whtn appUrd to a gen- 
tleman ot the Bar aAing to the hefl of 
his judgment for his client. He And it 
muft have been to him it was applied, 
and not to Mr. Haftings ; for it was 
he who had ulVd the arguments which 
had offtiulcdtiie Hon. Manager. 

Mr. Burke would not rttraA the cx- 
preflion. 

Tnc Lord Chancellor faid, that he 
made no douU that when Mr. Burke 
had coiifidcied it coollv, he would be 
of opinion, that delicacy fliould pre- 
v;y] in a cafe of this kmd. 

Mr. Burke replied, that if ke was 
profeciiling fomc poor fiitndlcfs and 
forlorn felon, whofe life might he the 
forfeit of a conviction, he trufled be 
fhould not drop a fyllahle againfl him 
thatthemoft fcrupuloiis delicacy could 
tiduk unnecelTary to the ^^fecution ; 
but he felt very d'ffcrei^ when he 
faw a man with the mofl powerful 
friends .and connexlojls that wealth 
could produce, grow /daring in pro- 
portion to the inagni;^ide of his crime, 
and in that very mgnitude feek for 
impunity. Thdr Lordfliips never 
would luifer a nfin to avail himfelf of 
bis own wrong, or to prove that hew.is 
✓ innocent 
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innocent of one crime by (hewing th.it 
be was guilty of another. This was 
what the prifontr was aiming at, when 
he objrdtfd to the competency of the 
Council to receive the charges, though 
the incompetence, if any there was, 
had been occalioried by himlrlf; for 
he diflblved the Council for the pur- 
pofeof cre^t ngthat very incompetence 
which he bow with fo much modify ^ 
T\ot aui/ariou/nf/s^ endeavoured to urge. 

I'ne Lord Chancellor faid, if he iin- 
derftood the Hon- Managers right, with 
refpedt to the evidence which they of- 
fered, they did nor want toreli fomuch 
upon the cof/ir/Js of the paper that they 
wanted to have read, as upon the r/r- 
t'umflances of Mr. (ladings’ behaviour 
when the charges were ofTcred, and 
from which they inferred the prrfump- 
tion^ that he was confeious of guilt. 

Mr. Fox leplicd, that though he 
maintained the contents of the paper 
might be evidence, dill what the Man.i- 
gers had at that iiioinent in view, was 
what the noble and learned Lord had 
jud dated. 

Mr. Law faid, that if the Hon. Ma- 
nagers had faid t hi 1 * much a little fooiier, 
he would not have darted any objedlton 
to the produitioii of the paper. He 
was therefore ready to admit it now, 
provided it were nnderdood that the 
idea of making any ufe of the ronUnts 
of the paper as evidence was totally 
abandoned. • 

Mr. Fox replied, that he would not 


enter into a contra^, the like of which 
had never been heard of in a Court of 
Law— namely— « that evidence which 
was admtj/ible fhould bc applied only 
to one particular point’*— Whatever 
evidence was offered by the Commons, 
and was determined bystlie Lords to bc 
admiflible, that the Managers would 
give : it would he for their Lordlhips 
to app’y it legally. 

1 he Loid Chancellor ofderved, that 
ihe Hon. Manager was right: their 
l^)rd(hip8 would fufter evidence to ap^ 
piy to th.it only to which, from its na- 
ture, it ought to apply. 

Lord Stanhope alked, what wis the 
part of the charge which he expected to 
be able to prove by the admiliioii otthe 
propofetl evidence? 

Mr. Vox replied — “ the receipt of 
t^ie three lacks .-nd a b?i!f of rupees/' 

Mr. Law, on hearing tnis, renewed 
his obje^liun to it. — However, after 
fiinne little converfation, it was given 
up, and the Managers were going 
proceed, when 

Lord Kenyon riling faid fomething, 
but in fo low a voice that we could 
not hear him. Wc heard him, how- 
ever, a little after, move their Lord- 
(hips to adjourn to the Upper Chamber 
of Parliament. 

Their Lordfliips ffccordingly ad- 
journed to their own Houfe, and fat 
fome time in debate; fo th-^t they did 
not rctuin to Weftm'nfter-Hall.

an unlawful, and, from the combi-

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quire^ — writers in abnrdancc have abun 
dantly proved it alicady. To what has 
been advanced, I will however add my 
mite, and 1 will ^ik — fince to me it ap* 
pear^ the chief, if not only tjueaion 
worth dfksnj^ — you who lo Itrciumiifly 
oppofe the Abohtipn of SIavcrv,do you or 
do you not ALLOW a ^lguo to ri*: a 
MAN ?

tN our Magflzinc for May laft (Vol. XV. 

^ p. 417) n‘e laid before our readers (he 
Speech of his Moft Chriftian M.tjefty on 
opening the fefiion of the Stales- Ceneial of 
the kingdom on the 7ih of that mouth : we 
(hall now proceed w.th a concife narrative of 
the proceedings of tliat Aif^mbly fine e that 
time, and which h ive produced a revolution 
unparalleled, we believe, in the annals of the 

WOild. ^ 

The Affembly fat feveral days without 
having brought forward any bufinefs of the 
nation, or even concluded on the mode in 
Whicli it was to be tranfadled. 

After much much ill-will and conterftioo 
between the three orders of the State, ca the 
19th of May the Clergy acquainted the No- 
bility and the Commons or Thud Edate, that 
they were willing to renounce their peci^- 
niary privileges. Tliis important queftu*o 
was moft violently debated and oppofed, but 

length carried by a fmall majoii'.y. 

‘ This point being fitcled, the Commons 
acquainted the Nobility and Clergy, that 
they had appointed commiflioners to confer 
with them ip prove the powers of each De- 
puty, to which they ajTentcd with fome 
complimentary woids on this conciliating 
difpo^uion. 


IN FRANCE. 

On the zSih of May, the follviwing letter, 
written by the King of France lo ihe Al- 
ftmbly, was circulated in Paris ;

Sike, 

The Deputies of your faithful Commons 
would have long fince prefented to ytnir Ma- 
jolly the lefp^^llpl proof ot their gratitnde 
for toe convoQ'«tu>n of the States, if their 
povveis had been verified ; which ihry would 
have ber-n, h thr Hohfrjft had not tnceJJ'antly 
ratjed ntw pbftacUs, — I'litjv ' nh ihp molt 
lively impHit ;nci‘, n *i( the inllarit of rhiir 
vcr*fication, in o i..er to oflfei a more diftin* 
gutflied homage of their love f.ir your facred 
perfon and anguit family ^ and their devotion 
lo the intere'is of tlie Monarch, which are 
infebarahle from thole of the nation. 

The folicitude winch your Mjjcfty feels 
from the iinition of>tiie States, is a new proof 
t)f your dtfire to procoi r the iKippinefs 6f 
Trance Al!l*£led by thi ^ ical inaction, tlie 
Deputies of the Commons have ci ic i all means 
to determine thofe of the Clergy and No- 
blefTe to unite with them to dlahhfli the 
Jfational AiU-mbly ; but the Noblcfle having 
r.gain cxprefTed tlie.r refolution of verifying 
their powcis in a feparate body, the concilia- 
tojy conferences begun on this important 
i]ue(Vion were terminated. Tour Majefty 
has defiled ihat they mi^in he refumed m ihe 
prefence of the I^rd Keeper, and others, 
ivliom you have appointed. The Deputies 
of tlis Commons, aflured that under a Prince 
-tvho wifhes to be the Reftorerof France, the 
liberty of the National Alfembly cannot be 
in danger, have been eager to comply with 
your Majefty's defire. They aie convinced 
that an exad account of (liefe cri.fcrences 
being laid before your eyes, will Ihew, in 
the motives which diredt them, nothing but 
the principles of juflicc and of reafon. Sire, 
your f.-iithful Commons will never forget 
w hat they owe to their King, nor that al- 
i'Mi'.ce between the Throne and the Veeple 
ttT-iiin/i all l^ocrucies, whofe power c.in- 
n >C he elliblillud hut on the luinsof the 
ll.iyal aotlHiiity, and the public felicity. 


The people of France, who have ever glo. 
ried in loving their Kings, wilt always he 
ready to (htd their blood, and give their for- 
tunes to ruppoft the true principles of Mo- 
narchy. From the fird moment when the 
infiiudtions which the Deputies have received 
will pfcrmic theip to make a national vow, 
you will judge, Sire, wheth* r Che Repre- 
fentatives of your Commons will nof be the 
moft eager of your fubjedls to maintain the 
rights, the honour and the dignity of the 
Tfironr to ponfphdate the public engager 
menrs, and to re-eftablifh the credit of the 
nation : You wi'l fee alfo tliat they will noi 
be lejf juji towards their fellow -cit\7ien% of 
elnfsj than devoted to your Mujejly'’' 

His Majelfy gave the following anfiyer. 

Gentlemen, 

1 Rtceive with fatisfadbon the teflimo* 
nials of devotion and attachment to the mo- 
narchy of the reprefeuCatives of thf Third 
Ellate of my kingdom. All the orders of 
the State have an equal claim to my favour, 
and you may rely on my favour and protec- 
tion. Above all, I recommend Co you fpee- 
dily to fecond, and that with a fpirit of pru- 
dence and of peace, the accomphfhrpent of 
the benefits 1 am impatient to confer on my 
people, and which they confidently expe^ 
from my fenciments in their* Tavour.” 

June 17. The Chamber >f the Third 
Efface, finding all their conciliatory mea- 
fures ineffcdlual, and that the Nobleffe were 
determined not to unite with them, have 
paired the two lafl days in confidering 
on the legal manner of confiituimg them- 
felve^ as the* reprefeniatives of the pen- 
pie at large, and on the title their Alfembly 
Ihould hereafter alfume. The motion was 
at length made, ** That the National Aflem- 
bly \s now legally ccnllituted and this 
nuition was carried by 491 voices againfi 80. 

A fecond motion w.as then made, “ That 
the National Affenibly immediately deliberate 
on the alfaiis of the nation," which was 
ur.'inimoully agreed to. It was Chen pro- 
pofed, that all the cxiAing taxes that havq 
been impofed without the confent of the na- 
tion were illegal, and ought therefore toceafej 


prefent in the mofl popiilous and ftourilhing Rate, did not exift at that difTant period, or were 
liien tod iiifigiiificant to fAid Deputies to Parliament, ihefe of courfe now, froi^ their im- 
portance, pul in a claim of reprefentation, and have accoidmgly elelfled Deputies. The only 
Cribiinal which could pioperly decide on the meiiis of tliele petitions, was the Alfembly it- 
fel'f, u'hioi oiice formed. This is what the French have termed the ver ification of the f own i 
ef the f Lift'd, 

The hilt thing to be ctmfidered, was in what manner cti|is queltion Ibould be decided| 
gild who were the prr»per perUms to do it. 

It was a r:uve of vciy feiioiis debate, how thefc three orders of Reprelentatives Ihould 
vote, whether in a h»>dy or in feparate Ch.imbers. The Third Eftate violently prolelted 
ugaurlt ihe latter lU' dt>, as in that cufe, were the Nobility and Clergy to jom, it would be 
(WO to one-agjiiKl.j; them. 
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pud for the imnaediate fervlce of Ooveroment 
they flaould now be granted anew under the 
fame form as heretofore, to continue till 
fome new provifions fhould be made* or 
till the laft day of this prefent feflion aud 
no longer. 

They next took into confideration the pub- 
lic debCf and placed the creditors of t!»e 
State under the protedtiun of the honour and 
loyalty of the nation at large. 

When thefe important proce^ d ngs were at 
an end, the Prefident was fcnt for to receive 
from the Keeper of the Seals the promifed 
anfwer to their juftificatory addrefs to the 
King of laft week, which was read to a 
very full alfembly. The galleries of the Hall, 
which are capable of containing near three 
thoiifand people, as well as all the avenues, 
were completely crowded. The letter, in 
the King's own hand- writing, and addrelfed 
to the Prefident of the Third Eftate, is as 
follows : 

** I fliall never refufe to receive any of the 
“ Prefidents of the Tlirce Orders, when 
charged to convey a particular mclTiige ro 
me, and when they (hall have alked by 
** the *1^ accuftomary organ of my Keeper 
of tile Seals the moment it (liall pluafe 
me to appoint. I difapprove the repeated 
exprelTions of priviUged clajpis,*" cm- 
** ployed by the Third Eltjte to defignate 
" the two higher orders. Thefe unufual ex- 
** piefflons aie (it only to foment a fpirit of 
‘‘ divifion abfoliitely contrary totlic advance- 
** nient of the welfare cf the State, fince 
this welf. re can only be eft'cdled by the 
concurrence of the Thyve Ordeis, com- 
pofing the States-General, whether they de^ 
** liberate Jeparately or in common. The re- 
derve which the order of the Nobles had 
** made in their acquiefcence in the cpncilia- 
** tury overture made by me, ought not to 
have prevented the order of the Third 
“ Eflate from giving me a proof of their 
deference. Adopiedby the Thud Ettate, 
It would have determined the 01 tier of 
Nobles to defift from tin'll- modtfjcarion. 
f* 1 am perfiiaded, that tlie more the Depii- 
ties of the Third £(\aie (hall give me 
marks of confidence or attachment, the 
moie faithfully will their meafure repre- 
fent the fei.timeiits of a people whom 1 
love, and by whom 1 (ball make it my 
happinefs to be beloved.” 

If there appears fome little (peihaps po- 
litic) difappruhation of certain ideas of the 
Commons in this letter, the Nobles have had 
their (hare in the Royal anfwer to their ab- 
furd refolution on the fame conciliatory 
pto|2|]&tion, which is as follows: 


** I have examined the refolution of the 
** prder of Hobles. I have feen wkti paia 
that they perfiR in their refei've of tlie 
modifications they annexed to the phiu 
“ propofed by my Commiirioners. Ajgreater 
portion of deference on the pai^ .of the 
** Nobles, would have perhaps produced the 
reconciliation 1 dcfircd." 

June 19. Tiie Affemhly proceeded tp 
vote a Committee to enquire into the c^ufes 
of the fcarcity of corn, and tlie prefenc dif- 
trelfi's of the people ; auotlieieto ilraw np 4 
manifefto to the nation ; and a tliiid to en« 
ifuire into the merits of contefted eledliuus. 
In the interim, matters w'ere ripening in tlie 
Alfemblies of tlie two other orders, liie pi- 
triots in which v;ere dciermined to m^>ka 
their lafl* efforts in favour of union, before 
they took a dccifive part. In the Nobles the 
majority perfiflcd in tlieir former principle!, 
and voted a violent addrefs to the King. In 
^he Clergy, the great qiieftion was moved, t» 
unite with the Commems funned in the Na- 
tional Allcmbly ; and, on a divifion, them 
were 129 for, and 1^7 againff the qiiellioi', 
and nine who declined vo loq — a clofe run t 
Next day (the aoth) was the d.iy fixed on 
for the minorities to join the Ciimm ns. Tlw 
Duke of Orleans was to have lir.idud ali iot 
(ixty Nobles to the Air'mbly ; the An h- 
bilhops of Bourdeaux and Viciiiie, &c. tho 
Clergy. But early in iht* morning a procla- 
mation was made by the Hei.iltls at Arms, 
fetting forth, that ns ttie King inu'odud to 
hold a Royal Sclfion of the States-(*ciier:il on 
Monday the 2 2d, the alteiaiions required m 
the Hall made itiicctHaiy to fofpmd all pre- 
vious alfemblits. Mi. B.nlly, the Prefident 
of the Commons, after being refured admif- 
fion into the H.ll, air^nibled the Members 
in the Ti'iinis court, and at eleven n'rotk 
gave the following account of vvliat palled in 
the morning. 

At nine in the morning of the day ap- 
pointed for the metung of the National Af- 
fembly, the PnTiilent and the two Secreta- 
ries prefented ihemfelves at I he g itc of the 
Hall, which they tound (nut, and guarded 
-by loUliers. The Prefident enquired for the 
ofheer 011 guaid, and the Count do Valfan 
appeared, and fail, that Iw hid ordcis to 
fulfer no peifi^i to eiitf-r Ihf II dl of tho 
States-General. The Pirfidtnt lephtd, 
that he protclted agaujll fuch orders, and 
\v« o'd give an account of iltcm to tho 
Alltmbly. The Piefnlent oblcived, how- 
ever, that part of the bemhes were coi- 
ned off, and all the con. ts frlh d wuh lol- 
dieis. He bad in ci>iifeqiieiu-e rt^pmed 
to the Teiiiua- court, in the (tieet oi Su 


* The Commons had demanded a diredt communication with tlie Kn g. 


Francis, 
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Fnincis, wlisre the two Secretaries followed 

him. 

When this narrative was finifhed, M. Tar* 
{;et made a moium for an oath to he taken 
by the Members^ whidi fia(ft:d without a 
Wford of oppofuioG. He drew up the 
following refolutiuo, accompanied by the 
oath : 

** The National AlTembly, confidering 
thati calleil together as they are to fix the 
connituiion of the kingd<^'m, to operit^* the

The PivfiJc;nt requefted to be permitted 
to be ilu' ill A to put his mvn fignature tp 
the (latli, which was granted with loud np- 
pUufes ; and the names b-ing culled ove*, 
eacli Member figncd tiic above p^pet in 
their turn. 

The fermentation v/as fo geneial through. 
•uC the capital and neiglibourhood, on re.

Irom Mu Ncckar to Mr. dc Crofnc, the 
Lieutenant nf Police^ w’as dif|)atched to Pa- 
ns in conreqiience of a cnunrih and into t'ne 
j>i evinces, wIric all the de;n;iies had fenl 
alarming accouiiis of th: tranf.idiioin. nf Sa- 
turday.

Jims 23. The Commons, mixed with the 
srcHteA pait of the Clergy, were alTembled

them all $ the murmuis were loud, andtlie 
impatieDce great i ia tlie part of 


the ClergVi and all the Noble0e, entered 4 
oppofite doors, and placed themfelyes in the 
Hall ; at laA the Commyons entered, and ch^ 
two til A Orders I'cceived thexp Handing ao4 
uncovered. 

The King being placed upon hif ibronOj^ 
made the following fpeech :

Tt feemed to me that you had only tn 
fii' L'i ;l<e work 1 had begun ; and the n.v 
tior L\!-*:."tcd Lopatiently the mtiment W'lien^ 
in c<)!.j..-*;:ltion wuh the bcocficeiiC views ui 
Its Sovcrc'ign, .1011 t!ie enl'ghtcned zeal of itf 
reprelentatives, il was about to enjoy that 
piofperous and Ir.ppy Ha^e whu.li fuch an 
union ought to alhu'd. 

“ Toe Stales General have now been 
opened moietlian two months, and have not 
yet even agreed on the preliminaries of 1*9 
operations. LiAcad of ch.ic fource of har- 
mony which fhould fpiir.g from a love of the 
country, .1 moA fatal ilivifion fpteads an 
alarm ovi r eveiy miitd. I am willing to be- 
lieve, and I (hall be happy to find, that the 
dirpofiiioii c.f Frenclimwi is not changed j 
hiir to avoid repro'vhing either of you, | 
lhall confidcr, that the renewal of the StJtes- 
G'licral ahtr fojong a period, the turbii- 
lci.ee which i^rci eded it, ilie obje£i of this 
alTembly, fo different fiom th.it of your an- 
ci-Aors, and many other objc»As, have led jroq, 
to an oppcfition, and to prefer pictcnfioni 
which you arc ipi emitLd to. 

“ 1 owe it'' to ihc w' Itare of my kmg- 
don^, 1 owe il to inv'clf, to UdTqiate thefe 
fatal divifions. Il is with ih.s idolution, 
Gcntjemcii, that i convene you once moie 
around me— 1 do it as the common father of 
all my iieoplc — 1 do it as the defender of my 
kingdo.irN law'., tliaC 1 may rtcal to your 
memory the true fpirii of the conAitucion^ 
and lefiA ihnfc attempts which have been 
aimed again A it. 

But, gentlemen, after having clearl]f 
ef^jblifhed the rel[x'(Aive rights of the diffe* 
rent orders, 1 exptiA from the zeal of the 
two principal clailes — 1 expedi from Clieir 
attachment to my perfon — 1 expe^ fron^ 
tlie kilo w ledge they have of the fu-eOing ur- 
gencies of Che State, that in thofe matters 
which concern the general gooit, chej^4;^ulf\ 
be the firA Co prupofe a re-union of coiiiul- 
taCioa and o^Mniu% whidi 1 copfidar as ne.. 
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ccilaty In ihe prefcnt criiis, and which ought 
to take place fcJr the general good of the 
kingdom. 

It is my dellgn, gentlemen, to offer to 
your examination tlic different benefits V&hich 
I graht to my people. — I do not whh, how- 
ever, to dreumferibe your zeal in the boun- 
dary that 1 am about to mark out ; as i 
lhali adopt with pleafurc any other plan for 
the public good which /hall be propofed by 
tite States General.-— I may fay, without de- 
ceiving myfelf, tliat no other King has ever 
done fo much for any nation; but what 
other nation has ever merited fuch a condud 
than chat of France.-*! do not hefitate to de- 
clare, that thofe who by exaggerated preten- 
fions or unreafonable difficulties Hiould re- 
tard theeffefts of niy patetnal defigns, would 
become unworthy to he confidcred as fub- 
jefts of France.’* 

The Keeper of the Seals then read a decla- 
ration from the King, containing 35 ankles 
the principal of which were, iliai 

He granted the abolition ofLctites dc 
Cachet. 

He granted the llhfity of the piefs under 
certain regulations, namely, that pC’ioits 
ahufing that liberty fhould be fuhjeil; to pu- 
ni/hinent by laws to be cnadled. 

He repeated the alTu ranees he had given 
upon his Royal word of not laying taxes 
without the confent of tir, St, uc» General. 

He blamed the [bud foi thevio* 

lence and ianinv..la of their prvuecclingh, and 
annull-^d all the teioluticns chat they had 
conic to fince the loili ind.” ^ 

flis Majelly llicn continued lu^ fpeech d9 
follows : 

“ You hdvelitard, g.nikMT»eii,the leuilt of 
my defigns; they are contounable to the 
lively defile that I have of producin:; pub- 
lic good; and it, by a iatallty, -.1 which 
1 have no conception, vju laiuduii me in 
fuch a gloriou't entetpiue, 1 will ahne pro- 
cure the happinefs 01 my people ; — 1 v^ill 
coiifuler myfelf as theii true icpicientalivt' ; 
and being convinced of die uuion there is 
between the general wlih of the natien ai d 
my intentions, 1 fiiall poffcfs all the cenfi- 
dene'e whicli fuch an union is calculated to 
itlfpire, and 1 fliall procc'rJ towards my ob- 
jedi with utinoit courage and refolution. 

“ Refledf, gentlemen, that none ot your 
projects ordifpofitionscan obtain tlie force of 
a law, wiJiouc rny fpecial approbation. I 
alfo the natural guardian of your refpedfive 
rights, and aii tlie Gidersof the State may 
reft upon my juft impartiality. Oppofition 
on your^rr, would be the greateft injufticc. 
It is^nffSf alone, who to this moment does 
every thing for ths happinefs of my people : 
and It is furely no common thing; that the 


only ambition of a Sovereign ikiould be, to 
obtain the confent of his fubjeAs to accept 
of the benefits he wifiics to confer upon 
them. 

‘‘ I command you, gentlemen; to feparate 
Imme diately,and to return lo-tnorroW morn- 
ing to the different Chambers appropriated' to 
your Orders, to re-take your ftats. i ac- 
cordingly order the Grand Mafter of the Ce- 
remonies to make the neceffary prepara- 
tions.” 

The K ling’s fpecch was received by the 
Commons w'ith a murmur ofdifeontent. As 
tife King withdiew, a motion was made in 
tlie Thlid Fftate, and carried ; “ That bis 
Majefty'a patriotic intentions had been per- 
verted by bad advice.*’ 

Tlie Nobles and part of the Clergy fhouted 
Five Is Roi l but the Commons remained in 
profound filence; nor would they quit the 
Hall, where, together with about fifty of the 
^'leigy, who would not feparate from them, 
they inftantly proceeded to difeuft the royal 
proceedings. Four times the King Tent an 
oHiccr to order them, on their allegiance, to 
bi*eak up their meeting— four times did tlit7 
decidedly deny the authority of the King to 
conimarirl them to kparaie, and by their 
firmnefs carried their point. 

1^. I.e Camus, one of the Paris Deputies, 
then moved, that the N atlonal Affeinbly do pet - 
flit in all its preceding Refolutions, thofe of 
the C'lergywho itinaincdmobly defiring their 
picfcnce to be fpecihed. This pro|K>fition 
was unanimoufly adopted, nor would they 
hear of a motion of adjournment all next 
day.

On the even^ 
ingof the fame day, a letter \vas feht by 
there men to the C^ffi de Fo:, in the Palais 
Royal, the rendezvous of the friends to li- 
berty, Rating the circijmRance<«, and calling 
on them for aOiRance, their lives being in 
imminent danger, on account of the patrio- 
tic conduct the regiment had difplayed the 
other day, when called upon to Arc on their 
countrymen ! 

This letter was inftantly read aloud, and 
produced an immediate effedf. An immenfe 
multitude of perlbns of all ranks fet out from 
the Palais Royal at feven o'clock, and v/ere 
joined by thoufands in their way, among 
whom were a great number of French guards, 
and having procured inRruments from fmiths, 
carpenters, &c. as they wciit along, proceed- 
ed to the Abbaye St. Gerni iin, where in an 
hour’s time they forced open all the gatCo and 
bolts, and releafcd ths ptifoners. Mean 
while, troops of dragoons and hulfars were 
fent for ; but on arriving, they likewife 
flicathed their fabres, drank with the multi- 
tude, and aided rather than molcRed them, 
joining in their acclamations, &c. 

Tlis releafcd fuldiers were conveyed in 
triumph to the Palais Roya!, and lodged at a 
tavern, where tlity have fincc remained, 
wanting for nothing, and ccnrinually fur- 
rounded by thoufands. Kexe day a deputa- 
tion of nineteen perfoiis were fent by pub- 
lic refolutlun to Vcrfaillcs, to flate the tianf- 
a£lion, and demand the fupporc of the Na- 
tional AHernbly. On theii arrival all buii- 
nefs was fufpended, and various were the opi- 
nions rcfpe^ingtlie mode of piccecding in fo 
delicate a bufinefs — fume thinking It impro- 
per for the legillative to interfere wiiii the 
executive power — others, holding more pa- 
triotic language, reprefented the nccefiTity of 
taking fomc Rep to prevent the fatal conr%- 
f)uences of rigour in tiie executive ; while 
ths Clicvalier de RoufHers, the eeltbrated 
Poet, moved a refdurion declaratory of tlie 
power of the Monarch :

The fittings cf 'the National Afiemhiy on 
■ ti^ednefday the 8th of f v i. y were uncommon- 
1/ tumultuous, and dlfpellcd thepleafing hope 
which had betn entertained^ that when once 
the Aficmbly had regularly met, tranquillity 
would be reltorcd. The encampment became 
the fubjeAof debate. The meeting was ex- 
tremely fuU, and the rurriours which had gone 
abroad on the fubje^, had prepared men’s 
minds for fomethlng important. 

M. de Mirabeau arofe, and in a very floild 
fpcech of two hours, deferibed the critical 
Situation in which the Afiembly was pl iced 
by the arrival of this army, “ The llation 
of thefe troops,*** fays he, “ is fubverfive of 
^hc liberty of this Afiembly, contrary to the 
true interefis of the King, and an infringe- 
ment on the Privileged Orders. The purpofe 
for which they are aifcmbled cannnt be the 
. re-eftablilhment of tranquillity in Paris : 
befides, his Majefiy muft be aware, that to* 
provifion 3 5*000 men in this time of famine, 
muft only increafo the public misfortunes. 
The King is ill-advifed by fome wicked trai- 
tors to the Conftitution, and it behoves us to 
feek tlic heft remedy in our powc» 

M. do Mirabeau then moved, ** That an 
addrefs be prefentud to tiic King, praying th^ 
he would tatCc into confideracion • his own 
Intereft as v^elt as the national liberty, and 
jtbac under the circuiiiftanceS of the prefent 
famine, he would order the troops back with 
their train of artillery tp thofe plpces from 
whence they came : that Mayefty 

he fearftil of any , i^prlsances ai Paris or 
he ffiighw<t:fe companies of armed 
niii^gbm in tbofe towns, who svonU be at 
jl^fed^'s, a^d a fufficient protedkion.** 

Mirabeau intermixed this difeourfe 
.afVfhe^iyf^ matter whidi might in- 
jj i a d a^ j t t w ^ minds of die pMeting. He piaored 
joildieia as cakkig pofTeiSon of all the

day, July the iath,His Moft Chrlf-

The intelligence of M. Neckar's lemoval 
was fcarcely promulgated at Verfailles and 
Paris, before the fermentation on all Tides 
was extremely violent. 

Of tlie fttbfequent riotj Chat followed, the 
following account was publilhed in the Loo- 
don GaitetU, 

** On Sunday, July ii, on receiving the 
news of the difmilfion of M. Necker, 
and a body of troops entering Paris, 
the populace began to arm themfelves, 
and were immediately joined* by the French 
guards. In the evening a flight Ikirmiih hap- 
pened in the Place de Louis XV, in which 
It wo dragoons of llie Due deChoifeul's regi- 
ment were killed, and two woundetl. ,Afier 
which all thetniops left the capital. 

« Very early on Monday morning the po- 
pulace forced the Convent of St. Lazare, in 
which, befides a confidorable quantity of 
corn, were found arms and ammunition, 
Tuppofed to have been conveyed thither, as a 
place of fecurity, at difierent tiipes from the 
^rfenal. The ^ourgepifie caiqe to ^le refo. 
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hitlon of raifmg a militia of liarty .tight .ftMNK 
fand men. A general conflemation prevailed 
throi^hout die town. All the IlMqw gwiv 
(hut, all public and priv.ite empleynMits m i 
fland, and fcarcely a perfon i«) he fecii in the 
dreets, except the armed Burghers, who dift* 
ed as a teanporary piAice (or the proteAkin of 
private properly, to leplnce tile etlahlHhid 
one, which h<<d no longer any inBuence. 

On Tiiefv'ay morning the Hofpital of In* 
vidids was fummoiied to furrender, and wii 
token poifellion of, after a fligtH lehttancci. 
All the cannon, fn(i 3 ll-.«rm<, and ammunitimiy 
wAe immediately feized up'^n, and every one 
who chufe to arm himfelf was (applied with 
what was necefTary. The cannmi was dtf. 
tributed in different quarters of the town. 
In the evening a detaclunent wMth two piece* 
of cannon went to the BaBile^ to demand ttM 
ammunition depnfited tltere. A fl.ig of true* 
had been fent before them, which was atw 
fwered from within ; hut neverrheieff, the 
Governor (the Marquis de Launay) ordered, 
the guard to fire, and federal were killeilv 
The populace, enraged at this proosedmg, 
rufhed forward to the afliiult, wlien the Go* 
vernor agreed to admit a certain mimher, oit 
condition that they (houlii not commit anv 
violence. A detachment of Mhout forty av* 
cordingly iwiTed the draw^biidge, which was 
infifntly drawn up, and the whole party maf- 
facred. This breacli of faith, aggravated hy 
(o glaring an iii(l: nee of inhununity, nacn- 
rally exCited a fpirit of revenge and tumult 
not to he ap|ieafc(f« A breach wm fouti 
made in the gate, and the fortrefsfnrrendei'cd. 
The Governor, the principal Gunner, tlm 
Gaoler, and two old Invalids who had been 
noticed as being more adlive than the reft, 
weie feized, and carried before the CouneiL 
aflembled at the Hotel de Ville, hy whom the 
Marquis de Launay was (eutenced to be be- 
headed i which was accordingly put in exe- 
cution at the Place de Greve, and the other 
prifoners were alfu put to death. Ttve Pre* 
vot des Marchands met with a Timilar (ate, 
being fufiwdted of buciayin^ the Citizens 1 
and the heads of tliefe perfiMis were fixed 00 
pikes, and carried 1 ouiid the City

It 18 now time to fpeak of what was doing 
at Vorraifles. 

The National Aflembly was opened on 
Monday *the 13 th . of July , by M. Mounier, 
in an eiei*ant fpeech, in which he painted the 
misfortune S:h at V ranee had fuflaincd by the 
removal of ^hC’Minifter in whom they found* 
ed fo much of thdr hope.

At length they agreed on two 
deputations ; tlte hrft to the King, ^ to paint 
to him the horrible funation of tlie city of 
Paris, and to foppKcate him to withdraw his 
troops ! the fbcond, to the people of I^aris,

After thefe refolutfons were pafTed, it was 
foftber relbJved, that the Aflembjy foould 
llill continue fitting, though it was thei) 
ih.ven at ni^btt 

July 14. Upwards of 100 members 
(laid in the Hall all night, prefided by the 
Marquis de ia Fayette, whom they chofe 
Vice-Prefident of Hie National ^fflbmbiy. 
The bufinelk this morning begun by a quef- 
Hon te know, if a declaratton of the rights of 
men (hou)i be placed at the head of their 
now Confiitution, which after feme debtfip 
was agreed tp ; ajker which the other points 
recommended by the Qentral Coinmittbif#ihe 
eitamimd. It was then agreed, a 
Committee of eight members 
ed proportionally from the ti|^ Orders, to 
form a plan of ttie Conftitption, 
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aeeounts received by the AiTcmbly 
^mis morning gave hopes that peace was efU- 
lySIhed at Paris, until the Vicomte de Noailles 
bntered, having arrlveil full fpeed from thence. 
He declared ** chat all the^Burgefles of Paris 
were in 'arms, and dire^d in their difcipllne 
by the French and Swifs Guards ; that the 
cannon* and mufquets of the Invalids had 
been taken from them, and that all the No- 
bles'* families were obliged to Hiut themfclves 
up in their houfes ; that the Baflile had been 
forced, and Mr. de Launay the Governt^r 
having fired on the Cltirens had hjcn killed'." 
On this news they agreed to fend another de> 
putation to the King, and th^u the Marquis 
de Noailles Ihould be one, in order to witnefs 
the latal tiuths. 

' Whilft thefe Depaties' were ’ gone, others 
from the Efe^lors of Paris with fimilar 
accounts ; and that tlic people had intercept- 
*cd orders to the (Governor of the Cafiile, to 
fire on them whenever he thought proper. 
Borne of the AlTembly then alked who had 
figned'fuch orders, that their heads might pay 
'for it $ but it was remarked by Mr. Clement 
de Tonneire, that it was not the moment 
for revenge, and that jullicc, in the prtient 
*dafe, (hould be cautious and How. 

The King’s anfwer arriving, was read in 
* public, to Che following purport : 

‘‘ That he was grieved at the evils and 
'troubles which defolated Paris j that he had 
been in a continual itate of uneafinefs ; that 
' the troops were alieady removed from Paris ; 
and that he had given orders to liis General 
Officers to put themfeives at the h^ad of the 
milfCta of Paris." • 

This anfwer caufed a long and penfive fi- 
lence. 

The Archbifhop of Paris prefen ily brought 
a fecond anfwet from the King, in the fol- 
lowing terms : 

You afflift my heart repeatedly, by re- 
citing the miiforcunet df the town ot Paris j 
it is rmpoflible that thetrOops which I have 
‘ «ntdea|)proach, aiv the caufe : 1 cannot mab« 
you any ocher anfwer than chat which you 
' hiive heard this evening." 

The National AlTtinbly 'did not think 
thefe anfwers proper for efiablhhing peace in 
'Paris, and they therefore decided to wail till 
nextda^m hopes of one more favourable. 

The royal anfwer— the rcfolves of the 
National Aflcmbly— the movements of the 
troops, induced the pdoph to bcHeve, that an 
extreme cli&nge had taken place in the fyftem 
' of government. They convened in crowds 
' In every pafiifli j the alarm bell was univer- 
fally foufidedj every individual fled to arms. 

A p atfole of citirens diftributed tliemfelvcs 
^aBotflT the town, fcarching for arms in every 
'probable fiiuation. One pirry proceeded to 
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betook themfclves to St. LisEite^ faeked the 
place, and difeovered a magazine of com^ 
which they carried to La' Halle i others de. 
llroyod all the barriers of the Capital j ted 
notwithflanding this accumulated violencei 
the city was diverted of thole borron which 
menaced it, by the ertablilhinent of a fpeuiet 
of internal police. To aCeoniplUh this purpofe, 
a general air>ciation was formed at the Motel 
dc Villc, or ( Manfion-houfe) who fenttde* 
putation to Verfailles to iniift on|lie neceffi* 
ty of embodying a City Militia without the 
Icafb delay. On Monday the 13th the gone- 
ral airociatioti had ertabhlhcd this Parilian 
guatd, which was fixed to 48000 citizens. 
The lixty ele^lion dirtridl-s aflented to form 
fixty battalions, each of which was to confirt 
ol four companies, of zoo each, |ukifig dn 
the whole 4^^000 mfn. The i^nt this 
refolution was made known, every cit<izii 
rej^aired to inferihe his name in bis difbiA, 
and by Wednefday morning the luimber of 
fubfcril^ers for this municipal body amounied 
to more rhan 270, c^o perfons. 1 he fr(!bcia« 
tion alfo appointed an Etat Major, or CihiV’ 
mander in Chief, and i Permanent Oommir* 
tee to correfpond with the difierent dilhldls. 

Tin fpirited proceedings of the Nai.onai 
AfTembly, and of the General AfTemblytof 
Parisi had tlitir effeA. The Miniiters »and 
Advifers of the King trembled in the Pa- 
lace ; and tlie King, liearing of the riots tbit 
had happened in >Parison^he Monday tfnd 
Tuefday, and the maflacre of thufe friendn 
moft devoted to his mterert^ became exti-eine- 
ly fearful and unhappy of what might pro- 
bably follow, unlefs fomo efledual moans 
w'cre taken to (lop the progrefs of the rebel- 
lion. His M.ijerty aocordiilgly relblvcd • to 
rtep forward himfel^ and, like a tender and 
anxious father of his people, ta rifque even 
his own fafety In the public caufe. Roports 
had been invidioufly fpread abroad, that bo 
lad entrenched Umfetf behind the haitcry of 
Marlhel do Croi'Jio'e army, and was deter- 
mined to try his flrength, and ^fque tbecon- 
fcquenccs of an open rupture. This aoport 
gained confuierabio b?ree by the ninfuict 
which the Marflial had thought k pradent to 
fake for the benefit of the.

TOURING Mr. Wefley’s abfence (h 
America* his friend the celebrated 
Mr. George Whitcdeld had begun the 
great work of reformation in England* 
Oy commencing held • preacher* and draw- 
ing thoufands after him on Keimington 
'iCommon and eifewhere. He therefore 
may properly be called the Father of 
M^h^ifm I though there arc fome who 
(cont^d this honour with him in favour 

Mr. John WeHey* who was certainly 
preceded by Mr* Whicchcld in the iti- 
nerant appdlcihipi although he was his 
ptccurfor in the work of private reforma- 
tion at Oxford. 

As Mr. Wedey was entering the 
(hgnp^l ffom* Mr. Wbitefieid was pro- 


ceeding out of it to, America* that land 
of Canaan, to which thcife fpintuei 
knights -errant thought themfclvei called 
to pull down the drgng fortrefl'es which 
Satan held among the Indians, as alio 
to have their own foujs refrclhed among 
the funfVi^ed defllPkidants of thofe o|3 

faints who retired thitberf from epirebpal 
perfscution, in the lad century, 
goon after his arrival in England* Mf« 
Wedey had feveral ^immunicacimis with 
fome of the Moravian brethren i which 
had fufh an eOV^ u|^n him» that he de- 
tepnined upon yirnmg their finiticminr 
at Hernhurfti in Germany, where they 
lived under thpir the celebrated 
Count Zin^eiid9Vf| m sU lh4 hmplki^ 
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5 fthe priinitive «ges. This he did in 
une 17381 regained in Germany 
more than three ihonths» having; his 
fpirit of mydipifin amply gratified l»y the 
elevating di|fx>urres not only of the 
County but alfo of Chriftian David* a 
I^oravian teacher, bur origiiMiUy a car- 
pentcr 9 Aueutliue Neuifer, a fmithy w1k> 
had allbexwangfd hib profeflion f^r the 
qnore eafy oi>e of preaching i and of kher 
poneft cntKunafts. \ 

This fpjritual tour produced in Mr* 
Weiley Aich a warm love for the perfonb* 
dof^rinei and difcipline of the Unitas 
fratrumy that when became home he 
would fcarce allow any to be chrillians 
but thofe of their communion. His 
brethren of the Eftablifliment, however, 
did not muph approve of hiscccentriciiy ; 
and in a very little time moft of the 
churches in the metropolis and other 
places were fhut againft him. 

^ In his Third Journal he fays* “ March 
^9 1739* ^he evening I reached 
firiftol, and met with Mr. Whitcheld 
there, f could fcarce reconcile myfeif 
at 61ft to thit Jiran^g way of preaching 
in the fields, of which he fet me an ex- 
ample *ott Sunday.^'— — Mr. Wcllcy's 
(cruplcsf however, againft th\%Jlrangfwf^ 
were foon overcomri and the praiStice 
became familiar^ or rather he was emu* 
lous of the fame glory which his brother 
George had attained by this Jirange coutje^ 
and^ therefore dcteimined not to be be* 
hind him. Fiom this time he went on 
iiamin($ly through the kingdom, gather- 
ing his thoufands and ten thou lands in 
the highways and fields, wheie he alter- 
nately thundered down vengeance and 
poured refrcfliing promift-s upon their 
heads \ and his Journals record many 
curious and entertaining, and fomcti.iits 
rery marvellous and tcnible efl'cfls of his 
public miniftrntions.

Mr* Wefley having thus cftablifhtd 
himfelf at the head of a confiderablc d&f 
began, like all ibe old fe£Varians, to look 
upon the other jcnthufiaftic bodies, whp 
were ranged under different leaders, with 
jealoufy or envy. The Moravians* with 
whom be w'as before fo coidially unitedf 
and whom he had publicly declared to 
be, if no^ the only, yet the chief of 
Chriftiati$,wcrc now (vii. in 1740) in hi$ 
eflimation dangerous heretics and corrupt 
feducers s even Count Zinzendorf, ihatj 
fecond Mofes, that champion of the Lord 
of Hofts, was, according to Mr* WefleWs 
founder judgment, a blind leader of the 
blind* Ail this proceeded probably from 
no other caufc than the fpread which 
Moiavianifm began to make in England, 
and the pompous manner in which the 
Count and his followers fpuke of their 
million, which feemed to clafh too much 
with the other fe^ts to be much relifhed 
by them.— Emhufiafm diflikes rivalfhip 
as much ^s any other fpecies of human 
pride i our fpiriiual hero, therefore, de- 
termined to fight the Lord’s battles on 
his own ground, and not to admit any. 
other to a participation of his laurels* 
He firft be^jn with attempting to beat 
up the quarters of the oncc-bclovcd 
Germans, and many hard words and 
heavy charges did be lay agaipll thpm 
for that purpofc } but the Count's fol- 
lowers were fturdy veterans » and bore 
his attacks with that patient contempt, 
which is the only proper way to baffle an 
hor-headed controverfialift* 

Mr. Charles Wclley, in a poetical ad- 
dsefs to his brother John, politely calU 
the Count “The German Boar a name 
pci haps not ill applied, cbnfidcring th| 
ill fuccefs with which they hunted hifft. 

As our religibiiift had thus Ircgun thy 
worit of cQdtention, he found it too plca- 
Ahg to Tttikat i and in the ne*t plate 
broke away from grand aimj, 
rating even frorh the fereat General of 
Mcthodifih, Mi* Gebrgfc. WhlteficM 
hiMfclf — That gentleman W'as fitted By 
nature ffir i popular ptcaclier, ai^ In an 
thfe arts of preaching hVd a vaft fupe- 
ribrity "oi'er Mr. John WefleV, or atiy 
of thVe Who hnvd offiefated )h the ifit-

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ht Muld be in thit grand caufe out CLifai‘ 
Autnulim% and^at once proclaimed him- 
i*elf an opponent again ft Mr. Whitefteld’a

The alarm was quickly fpreadi and dread- 
ful indeed were the heats which it oQca- 
fioned in the tents of mcthodifrti ; and 
many and bitter were the Icrmons and 
pamphlets which the pulpits and preftes 
lent forth on each fide. The Caltrinifts» 
or Whitcfieldians, groaned deeply for the 
defe£fion of one whom they had confi- 
dered as a main pillar of the truth ; and 
they trembled greatly for thofe points 
which they held as the very foundations 
of the Chriftian fyftem. 

The Arminians, or Welleyan Metho- 
diftsion the other hand, were not fparingin 
feathering fpiritualdirt and ftink-pots upon 
their quondam brethren, by reprefenting 
the Calviniftic doi^rines as the inventiuns 
of Satan, and produ£livc of mental di- 
ftra£f ion and of practical licentioufncfs ; 
while the rational chriftians pitied the 
extravagancies of each) and thoie merry 
rogues the infidels enjoyed the fport« 
crying, Tantane antmis calefiibui ira f 

But though Mr. Wefley affef.led great 
horrorat the dreadful do£trincBof JVhitc- 
fteld and Zinzendorf, yet he had not pru- 
dence enough to keep himfelf from 
broaching ibme equally erroneous. That

Bidder Shaw to the throne, depofed the 
latter, and had Akbor Shaw, the fecond 
fon of the blind Kings crowned in his 
ftead ; whom, though atavourite of his fa- 
ther, and next heir to the throne on the 
^ot, the country refufed to acknowledge, 
from the circumftance of this nomination 
proceeding fntm Gooiam K^lir, and alio 
of the blind King being yet altve. 

Gooiam Kadir thus purfued by the 
Mahrattas, and execrated by the country 
people, took (lielter with his Kohillas in 
Moral, a fniall fort fituated near his ca- 
pital ot Gofhghur, where he had depofited 
the produce of his favage depredations. 
While he remained in iliis lituation, a 
reinfoi cement of 15,000 horfe from Poo- 
nah (the capital of the Mahrattas), under 
the command of Ally Hahader, joined 
the at my under Madajee Sindiah. This 
Chief, during the latter pait of the above 
tianfaflions, had remained in perlbn 
quite ina£live at Matra, a city between 
Agra and Delhi, iltuated (ixty miles from 
the latter. 

Ally Bahader immediately marched 
with, his troops againft Gooiam Kadir, 
whom he clolely invefted in the foit of 
Moiat. The latter held out till reduced 
to fuch ftraits for want of proviAons, as 
jnduced him to undertake a moft daring 
enterprize, as the only chance he had of 
Ihifting his quarters. He accordingly iA> 
iued out with 300 of fuch of his half- 
itarved hnrfes as could carry their riders, 
and fword in hand pufhed his way thro’ 
the Mahrattas ; but was followed by 3000 
of the latter, who cut zoo of his fol- 
lowers in pieces. Gooiam Kadir, 
with the remaining hundred, principally 
conAfting of his chiefs, took fhelter 
aniongft fonae of the Zemindars; who 
giving intelligence of it to (i.e Mah- 
ratta commandar Ally Bahadcfi Gooiam 
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which Atuation he expofed them in hit 
march through the country. Moft of this 
Rohilla monger's wealth, as well at what 
he had plundered at Delhi, wish his molliar 
and family, were in Morat, and Ml into 
Ally Bahadei’s hands, as alA> noptacaa 
of cannon, 60 elephants, and horm kt 
proportion.

And ihcdutllilt, thoiu jiin a pnroxyfm 
of fallc honour he luns his molt intimate 
acquaintance thiougli the heait, reduces 
thereby a whole family to luin, and 
plunges an unprepaud Ibul into iiiexlri- 
cahle niifeiy, fhail notwithAanding, p:ifs 
chcarfuJly and lionouiably thiuugh the 
world, with the character of an exceeding 
g>jod nathi fd man.

of their a6fions lay towaids iniuifict and 
fraud. 

If a man treat* me with extravagant 
civility, ard lirctebes beyond prudence to 
oblige me, 1 have reafon to qiiellion the 
rcditude of his motives for doing fo ; 
and though a fuperficial judgment may 
pronounce them to be frumlflitp a‘»d 
g^ood uatuvey Ut cool Vefteiliou will 
pioinpt me 10 conlidcr his conduct as an 
infeieited tkfjgn upon my properly, or as 
the iv.>ght of abfmd imiiitice to his cie- 
difors. 

ilc who treats largely without being in 
a date ot indi pcndence, mud have a very 
bad heart, foi i'uch extravagance cannot 
be fupported Mit at the cxpcnce of the in- 
dull! ions pait of the community ; and he 
who docs lo upon ih« ftrengtu ot an am-.

Ni}w the 
mjwi who lives extravagantly, whether he 
can 01 cannot fuppnrt it, is actuated by 
a foolidi fpirit c^t pride; and all his ge- 
nerofity in entettamments to his depen- 
dents or comp;inior.<« in lo fhew his own 
greatnefV, to outvie his neighbours, and 
piincipally to procme a large fliare of the 
jncenle ot fiattery and adulation from the 
abjert wretches ^olom Jiis loimty feeds* 

V*^'i\good'natHrC\ on the contrary, is 
compofed oi pkilauthropy and oi jnflice f 
the one difpofck the peilbn governed by 
it, to do good to all men for their fakes 
only ; the other points out the proper ob- 
jects to he aflilfcd, and the prpper mcansf 
of doing it. 

Geiuicmtfs and affability enter alfe intq 
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the compoSSon of thU excellent qualiiy, 
but the whole is regulated by the ftrittcft 
integrity and prudence ; and he wlio is de- 
ficient in thefe particulars, however dif. 
tingiiifhed he may be for extravagance, is 
not a frovd-naturtd man. 

There are fome wli® cannot bear the 
light of an execution, the cataftrophe of 
a deep tragedy, the (laugltcering of a lamb, 
or even the rdatioit of a melancholy cir- 
cuinftance, without evidencing a violent 
commotion of ipiriis } and will inftance 
this afTeftion, at oiher timt^s, as a proof of 
their exceflive gooU~»aturf. This often- 
times proceeds, liuwever, fiom a weak and 
not from abeneficent naiuie; Tot* many fuch 
ptrfons are obfem d to be cltficicnt enough 
ill fulhlling thofe politive duties which 
are called for by the principles of huma- 
nity. Inftead theieiure of admiring per- 
fons of this caft as examples of pertcA 
good-nature, I ^^ould he apt to l\«rpeit 
them as not liaving foititude foilicient 
to fupport a uniformitv of virtue | hnce 
be who would fuffer julfice to give way to 
an abfurd tendernefs, would as eahly fall 
before a temptation to a vicious a^ion. 

Bcfides, tills kind of compaiiiuti is com- 
monly tlie Cifcft of furpiife, and it would 
be gradually lefTened or totally dedroyed, 
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in proportion as fuch feenes and circuoi* 
fiances become familiar. 

I have known men whole tradebatbiedr 
blood, and whofe prufcflion has cailefi 
them conftantly to the fight of object 
enough to Ihock an heart not acctiftom* 
cd to them, yet perfcftly gentle, benevo* 
lent, and truly good-natured ; and, ott 
the other hand, 1 have known men whole 
profefiion has been of the mtldeft nature, 
yet inorcfe, unfeelir.g, and brutwh. Tltc 
goodjefs of hrari dtpends not, therefoie, 
upon external cucumltanccs. Inn the uie 
of rcafon in re'.train improving, and 
cultivating the pafHons and graces of i\s 
foul. 

A man, as was faid before, may be 
profufeiy geneious from a principle of o(- 
tentat'oiis piide; hut be who is generou# 
from motives of genuine, unafiFtded good* 
nefs will i'caich oot f n* proper obje^ls of 
his bounty, and on thcin he v\ill be careful 
to heltow it unnoticud by the world* 

To be propel nutured^ we mutt 
he ftridlly and uniturmly jull ^ and 
therefore he only is the good-naiun d ge- 
nerous man who always condutls huulelf 
by that golden linfi of our Saviour : Whit* 
fot'ver ye •would that ?nrn Jkould do unm 
you, iif yc even fu to thcnim 


The MUSICAL PIGEON; an ANicnoTi. , 
From Mrs. pK.zai’s ‘‘ Obfervations in a Journey through Italy:** ] 


A N odd thing, to which I u.is this morn- 
* ^ ing Wituefs, has called my thoughts 
away to a curious train of refltOions open 
ilic animal race; and how’ far they may he 
made companiunable and Intelligenu The 
famous Ferdinand Bertoni, fo well known in 
London by l.is long relirience among us, and 
from the undifputcd merit of his compofi- 
tions, now inhabits tbi» Ids native city, and 
being fond of dumb treatut cs, as we cull them, 
took to pelting a pigeon, one of the lew ani- 
mals which can live at Venice, where, as I 
obferved, fcarcely any quadrupeds can be ad- 
mitted, or would cxilt with any degree of 
comfort to themfelves. This creature has, 
however, by keeping his mailer company, 1 
truH, obtained fo perfeA an car and taAe for 
mufic, that no one who fees liis behaviour, 
can doubt for a moment of the pleafure hs 
takes in hearing Mr. Bertoni play and fing : 
for as foon as he fits down to the inllrumcnt, 
Columbo begins fliaking his wings, perches 
«n the piano- forte, and expreffes the moll 
indubltaUe emotions of delight. If however 
he or any one elfedrike a note falfe, or make 
any kind of difeord upon the keys, the dove 
■ever fails to fiicw evident tokens of anger 
and dlllrels ; and if ceazed too long, growa 
S|uite enraged ; pecking the offender's legs and 


fingers In fucli a manner, as to leave nothing 
k*f» doubitul than the finccrity of his refent- 
ini^t. Signoi a Cecilia C iuliani, a fciiolar of 
Bfttoni’s, who has received fomc o«/eiiurea 
from the London tlicatrc lately, will, if foe 
ever ai lives there, bear tcAimony tothetiuih 
of an ailertion very difficult to believe, and 
to which 1 Oiould hardly myfelf give credit* 
were i not wiinefs to it every morning that 
i chufe to call and confii m my own bdief. 
A fi lend prefent proteilcd he foould feel afraid 
to touch the harpfichord before fo i^e a cii- 
tic ; and though we all laughed art the afler- 
tion, Bertoni declared he never knew the 
bird's judgment fail ; and tiiat lie often kept 
him out cf the room, for fcai of his a/ifront- 
ing or tormenting thufawwlio came to take 
mufical inflrvAions. With regard to otlier 
anions of life, 1 faw nothing particularly in 
the pigeon, but his Uunenefs, and ftrong at- 
tachment to his mailer : for though never 
winged, and only clipped a very I trie, he ne- 
ver feeks to range away from the houfe, or 
quit his maiter's fervice, any more than the 
dove of Anacreon :

Thefe two modes of reprefentation anfwer 
to hiCtory and poetiy ; both ol which nuy 
often adotn the famefuhje^^t. 

In tlie hiftortfal reprefentatinii of a fndt, 
the s^rtift has only to obietve the common 
piles Qf his art. He mult attend to defignt 
compofition, light and fhade, ex predion, and 
ib forth. But in the alUgtrical lepreienta* 
Cten, befides thefe, feme thing more is re- 
quired. 1 he allegory mull l^ jult, and uni* 
fident, and demands anothrr kind of know- 
ledge befidcsthat of the principles of his nit. 
% may be formed eitlier on a hc.rthen cr a 
Chriftian plan but on eitiier it mud be 
both uniform in itfelf, and agreeable to the 
mode of machinery which it adopts. It is 
ybe negledlof this uniformity and propiiety 
which fenders Che alle^oi ical mode of tredt- 
sng a (uhjeA fo often difquning. 

** Nobody hath contributed more to bring 
contempt onalleguiy than Rubens. Nobody 
|»aii>ted moie in that node ; and wlieii he 
h<id to do witii fubjedls entiiely fabulous, hp 
generally did welf ; but in his attempts to 
allegorize hilloiy, heoftp failed.

** Mere drawing, without colouring, can 
at bed only exprefs the forms of obje^ls ( 
and by adding a little light and (hade, en- 
de ivour to grace them with fomething of an 
Hi tificial tffefl . ^uw much the face of na* 
tu;c mud luffer fiom fuch partial imitation 
is evident, as her colours and tints are her 
principal glory ; but they are fo local, fo fu- 
gidve, fu mixed, and iiuiifcriiniiiate, that they 
mult often be :aHen on the fpot, or lolt. 
The only f»'x/s method of transferring the 
lints ot nature, is with your pallet in your 
haiKl ; $U3d every painter who wiffies to form 
himfelf as a coluurift after nature, miift ac- 
cuflom himfelf to copy fier features and com- 
plexion, as he does thofe of other beauties, 
fpm the life. And in this operation, it is 
his be(t method, when it is in his powTr, 
to watch the opportunity of the befl lights ; 
for the fact of nfttwe, like olhtr fia^s, ap- 
pears CO morir advantage under feme i ghtS| 
(ima piider uifitrs. 


The next bed metfio^ of 
hues of nature, is by isntmg a deawing mVm 
fpot, fropi which the anift may pamt m. Mi 
leifure. But this is a aery imp^cA mailMdt 
as the hi;es of nature muB greatly tvayRiraiti 
and lofc their fpirit in a ftcand tranlJatioo. 

To affiH howeaitr in tills moiM, f 
cannot help meutiotunff a method ‘whiMl 
Diiglic pel tups be of fume little ufe in Bxiog 
at lead the coarfer tints of nature, where tim^ 
and opportunity of doing it better aim waul- 
ing. Let the ariitt eprpy about with him 4 
hook, on the leaves of which are exhibited 
in fquaies a vaiietv of diBbrent tiiita. As 
all die tints of ii.ituie are fuppofed to be 
mixed from three original colours, yellomr^ 
blue, and red, they may be cljfGni untWr 
them With thefe tints thexrtift may com- 
pare the hues of nature ^ and each fqstare 
being numberrd, lie m.iy fix a fetv chanAer. 
iff c hues m his «lr»wing by a relerence to 
the number. 1 call this however a mere 
fuccedaneum : as there are a tlioefjnd va« 
riegdted tints in nature, which it uoiild be 
mqioffible to fix in this way t and iudeed as 
the whole method is mere theory, and wag 
never, as Lr as I know, applied to praAic% 
it might he found, upon trial, vety inadcr 
quate.— This digreflion was nccafioAed.by n 
view ypon the Tumrod, to which the €i>» 
louring of a fand-bank, and its harmonif itif 
with the objcdls in its neighbourhood, gave 
a beauty that 10 a mere uncoLutcA dtcwiug 
is entirely li>ft.

The lower and 
middle cial's of laimeis, of tl>e diftii^t 
unde^ obfervation, nioftly anfwer, in a re- 
markable manner, to this defcripiion j — 
while feme few ot the luperiorclafs arc as 
ftiongly maikcd by libeiality and ccin- 
municaii vends chaiafteis which begin 
to adorn fupciior fa; inei s in every difirift^ 
and which inufc, evcniin lly, do more to- 
ward the perfe£lion of the ait, than all the 
^pUudtdfciieincb which thcoiy can boaA. 
Theoriits may diiiw plans, and Aiggeft 
hints ; and in fo doing may do good fer- 
vicc. Br.<t ptofcAional men only can exe- 
cute, correct, mature, and introduce them 
into general pmdtice. Should piofeflional 
men bteome fcientitic as well as liberal, 
wliat may s.ut be expeflcd ? And who, 
viewing the niiiij generation, many of 
them opulent, well tducatvd, and duly 
initiated in the prof.flion they are defigncd 
for, can apprehend that none of them will 
become ftudious of the art which atone 
tan render tliem ufcful and refpe£lable in 
fociety ?*• 

Under the head WORKMBM wc have an 
account of the immoderate quantities of 
eider drank by the country people ; par- 
ticularly by farm labo'ui'eiss whofe 
wagsbi** Msrfiudi obicivcsi ** are 
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very low, fit rn^eyt heiAg ^Ijr xfl. t-dUf i 
bu^ in 4irfnk$ ihamefutly exorbitant. Sii^ 
quarts a day the common allowance : fre- 
quently two gallons i foiftetimcs nine or 
ten quarts | or an unlimited quantity. 

^ in a cider year the extravagant^ 
of this abfurd cttflom (which prevails 
throughout the cider country) is not per- 
ceived. But now (178S} aner a fuccef- 
fion of had fruit years, it is no wonder the 
faimers complain of being beggared by 
malt and hops ! They arc not, hovicver, 
rntiiled to pity. The fault — the ciimc— 
is their own. If a few leading men, in 
each townAiip, would agree lu reduce 
the quantify of labourers’ drink within 
due boundf, it would at once be elFefled. 

** But the origin of the evil, I tear, refta 
with tliemfclvts. In a Iruii year, cider 
of little value. It is no uncommon cir- 
cu.nllance fo tend out a general invitation, 
into the highways and hedges, in ordei to 
empty tlic catks which were filled laft 
ytaj, that they ma) be refilled tliis. A 
inbit of drinking is not cafily correfled. 
Nor is an art learnt in youth readily for- 
got. Men and maftei s are equally adepts 
in the art of drinking. The talcs which 
are told of them are incredibk'. Some two 
or three I lecollefl. Bur, although I havo 
no lOoir to doubt the autliorities I had 
them fjom, I willi not to believe them : I 
hoj>tf they are not tru^*, 

«* Drinking a gallon -bottle- full at a 
draughi is laid to be no uncommon feat a 
a mere boyifti nick, which will not bear 
lobe bragged of. But to diain a t^^o- 
eallou bolirc without raking it fiom the 
lips, as a labouicr of the vale is faid to 
liavc do]*c, by way of being even with 
iiiaihr, who had ]»akl liim lliori /» moneys 
is fpoken of as an exploit, which cairied 
the ait of diaining a wuoden bottle to 
full pitch. Two gallons of cider, Itow- 
ever, are not a Itoinach full. Anothci 
’.nan of the \alc uijdeitook, for a tricing 
wagei’, to drink twenty pints, one inime- 
di cely alter another. He got down nine- 
teen (as the ftory is gravely told) but thelc 
filling the calk to the bung, the twentieth 
could not ct coiirle get admittance : fo 
that a Severn -man's itumach holds exactly 
two gallons three pints. 

“ Bui the quantity drank, in this ex- 
tcmpoie way, by the men, is trifling, 
compared witii tiiat which their matlers 
will iwallow at a fitting. Four well fea- 
fc.iicd yeomen, (foine of them well known 
in this vale) having laifed their eburage 
with the juice of the apple, refotved to 
have a frelh hog/head tapped ; and fcijung 
foot to foot, emptied it at one fitting '

fendant, then Jlandfr anJ calumny 
might be adduced as pi oofs of guilt. 
He did not mean by tMs to fay, that 
what was urged againft Mi* HaAings 
was flander or calumny ; he fpoke on 
this occaiion in general terms, without 
any alluiion to any particular cafe. 

Mr. Fox would not admit that it was 
neceflary to prove fome aS done by a 
peifon accufed in reference to the evi- 
dence offfered againft him, for the pur- 
pofe of rendering it admiflible. Not to 
do what a min was bound to do, w'as 
no lefb a fubftantive crime, than to do 
fomctlniii; that was forbid. was 

ao^lefs attached to omtjjion than to tom- 
mifpotu It was not, therefore* in his 
iipinion, necelTiry for the Managers to 
Ihew that the prifoncr had done fome 
adt in conltqueftceot the charees brought 
by Nundcomar : to (hew that after hav- 
ing had notice of thefe charges, he did 
mthuv^ and took no one ftep in confe- 
r|uent/e of them* Mas of itfelt fufficient 
ground tor a piejuriptiont that he telt a 
lofiiiionfi efs of gui^f* The Managers 
wantec^Rot to pro\e by the produAion 
<if Nundcomar '8 charges, that they 
were well founded ; Itill lefs did they 
want to prove that a charge was to be 
taken as ssoideme of guilt. But they 
Wilhed to give^c dtmeanor and con* 
4u3 of Mr. Haftings widti i! efe charges^ 
as evidence of a prcfumption of guilt, of 
the M eight of which prefumption# how- 
ever, tneir Loidfhips were afterwards 
|o determine. 

It that charges (hottid 

be bioumlg^^ leg iliy authorifed 
(<> to flr eVen thpr they fhould be 
(ouiitfed* to entuk a pioiecutor to give 


In fV'dene* tbc behaviour of 
when focb barges were made in hit 
hearing. Surely then the Managers 
might give in evidence tliat the prifoner# 
whofe duty it was to enquire into a^s 
of peculation and corruption* not only 
did not enquire into thtm* but when 
charges of that very nature were brought 
againft himfelft no matter whether true 
or falfe, he did all that lay in his power 
to ftifle the enquiry* and never once 
attempted to deKnd h mfelf againft the 
charges, or fo much as to deny them.— 
It was on this ground that he would 
beg leave to offer in evidence the mi-* 
nutes referred to m the minutes of 
Council of the 2 1 ft of March, and not 
merely becaufe they had been read to 
the pnfoner . this, he conceived, took 
them entirely out of their Lordfhips* 
laft determination, and lefr the Mana« 
gers to offer thefe minutes upon other 
grounds than thofe which their Lord/ 
(hips had already determined would nui 
make them admilTible. 

Mr. Burke faid, that by a fpecial A£k 
of Parliament, the Governor-General 
was bound to pay obedience to the or- 
dcr*? he fliould receive from the Court 
of Directors. That Court fent the pii- 
foner outers to make enqiniy itlative to 
a^ls of peculation and corruption.— 
This he was bound by law to do ; but 
when his colleagues in obedience to 
thofe 01 dersfet on foot enquiries, which 
at laft reached the perion of the Gover- 
nor-Geneial bimfclf* that man, inftead 
of concuiring with them, as be was in 
duty bound, and as a regard tor his own 
honour (bould have prompted him* did 
all that lay .in bis power to prevent 
them from pioceeding* by dilTolving 
the Council, and abfenting bimfelf from 
therr meetings. His abfence, inftead of 
affording a reafon for receding the in- 
formation brought againft him, fhould 
be rather confidered as an aggravation 
of his guilt, fur his abfenCe was •volun- 
tary and contumacious. 

It was not Ignorance of the eziftencc 
of the charges that had prevented the 
prifoner from anfwering them | for hq 
had beajrd them read, and had ftgncd 
them. But he would baVe it thought 
thqi It was by the lontempt in which hd 
held Nundcoipar, accuier* be was 
reft f lined trolh anfWernig the accufa* 
fions brought by him t He forgot hovkr* 
e% er, that he had laid to the Court ot 
Dtredtors* that l^e cpnfidered Sir Johtk 
Qks'verintti CoL Monfonj add Jtr, Tran* 
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f/.t, accr4ferSi and l^undcoma?' on\y 
as I heir in/Irument ^ — Surely he could 
fiot have held I’ucli men as thefc In con- 
tnnptt or conflJer a charge brought by 
. tiK'rn, even if ir was filfe, as lb light 
and tiivial as not to be entitled to an 
anfvvcr. 

Now tho* this charge was brought 
by the Commons of England, whocon- 
fidered it of fo much weight as to make 
it the ground of an impeachment, was 
Mr. flaltiiigs inclined to anfwcr it ? — 
No. He was fully fatisfied with efc.ap- 
ing from punilhrnent even at the cx- 
pcnce of honour, H .- i cited his defence 
upon (piibbles and legal obje-flions to 
evidence, and not upon the merits of 
his caufe. He appeared not to look 
for any thing more honourable than an 
Old Hailly ac<iuittal ; where, upon 
I'ome defeat in the cvidenct, the piifo- 
ncr is acquitted bv Ihejuiy, receives a 
fevere rcpriinaiul iVorn ihe jM.igc, and 
carries away with him the cxcLiation 
of the whc.le Court. 

Ttie I. Old Chancellor f.id, that if the 
Hon, Managers < ouM Ihew that evi- 
dence offered could .ipply, by connedt- 
iiig it with fome criimin a i. done try 
tl’C piiloncr, they Wtiiild nnke nicotil. 

Mr. Fox laid, lli.il if theM>.n!gcrs 
ftiouhi attempt to dt) i:iat, the cvkk ncc 
ought to be firft before their Lordfliqjs, 
as It was fiom the detail of the evidence 
connc.:\c*d with the prifoner’s conduct: 
iiiuh r the charge, that the Mauagcis 
could lliew the application ot it. 

Mr Hurkc infilled that it w.i:. not ne- 
cellary that any one of the ae^bloiming 
the links of a chain of ar cumfiantial evi- 
flcncc, leading to the proof of a crime» 
iliould be in itfelf criminal. In laying 
down this pofition, he had the uitho- 
niy of a Judge wno w'as (till alive, he 
in -ant Mr. Juftice hULLLR. In his 
addiefs to Capt-iin Donnell an nlur"* 
tonvidtion, he llatcd the fevcral circum- 
Ifmccs, which, in the opinion of the 
learned Judge, hid put the pi oof of h'S 
guilt beyond a doubt, vix the letter he 
liad fent to Sir Willnim Frcciiinn — the 
chfTerent accounts he had given of hia 
coiidiiA — the rinling of the bottle. — 
Now, faid Mr. Burke, the fending a 
letter to a gentleman, and the riufing 
of a bottle, are adts in themr«.lveB nut 
criminal ; nor was it criminal in a man 
not to turn his own accui'er ; but from 
thefe adls, in themfeives harmlcfs, w^s 
to be deduced the guilt of the accufed. 

He begged leave to apply the princi- 
ples of Judge Buller in Cape. Donnel- 
VoL. XVI. 


LAN's cafe to the prefent. Poiibning 
was a crime contrived and cx'cutej 
ulually with great fecrecy ; and ctmlV- 
quenrly it could rarely be traced to its 
author but by drruwjlances. The cafe 
was ( xiclly the Time in btibery. When 
Mr. IH flings wasaccuftdof this crime, 
he did ^dts which, coiifidered in llum- 
fclves, were not rrimiii.d--hc diffolvtd 
the Counc'I, and refufed to be prtfent 
at the met-rings of his colleague#. But 
why did he do thi.s ? The prpfttmi^f 'ton 
was ftrong, that he .iifled fo with a cor- 
rupt and criminal intent, to ftiHc en- 
quiry into his own conduct. Ileiellien, 
as ill the cafe of Captain Donm- j.lan, 
were a^ils in themfeives harmleli;, lead- 
ing to the proof of an heinous crime. 
If this kind of evi(|.-nce w.is now to be 
rt lifted, if circiimfl mtia! evidcr.ee was 
t(j be rejviU'd, ar.d none to be admitted 
that w.ij iKit tlicn he would 

g \r Joy to .ill i 'ill Jrilia drlinqiicnis. 
He \v Mild fay to tficri’, “The laws intend- 
ed to it/ t in yciij are mcie fcarecrows 
riwndci on, and accumulate wealth 
by any fiic huvve\er illegal, proHi- 
or ?nt Troui, you ric I'uie of 
tji the natives of India are de- 
bars d by their religion from appearing 
agaif.ft you out of their own connti j , 
and cir^Mimflanl lal wnlcnre will n-'t I c 
rcctived agn'iilt \f)u. Plunder I ficre- 
foic, plunder at v.il>, impuniiy is lure 
to avMit you.” 

Mr. Fox reminded their Loidfliipg, 
that the eyes ol tho woild were upon 
them, and their own and their coun- 
try’s honour at It dec. If their l.ord- 
Ihips acihcied to the pr-nciplc hid clown 
by them, there wis no doubt but they 
woulil fecuie impuniry to ill peculators 
in India \ for all t h.i* fuch perfona would 
in future h.'ve tr> do, would be to t.ikc 
no nonce whau ver of anv acenhtioii, 
and then fh-y might bid defiance tojuf- 
ticc. According to the new principle to 
which he alluded, of on :J/wn not 

being confidere'd as tvidenre, it would 
of courfe be always in the power of a 
delinquent to fecure bijrt'dlT from pu- 
niflimrnt; and therefore, when in fu- 
tiiie charges fiiould be brought againft 
individuals in India, inftcad'of making 
any defence againft them, they would 
take no notice at all of them ; and this 
omijftort, which in rcafon and l ommon 
fenfe ought to be cunfidered as a tacit 
confefriou of guilt, would be the mod 
cffcauai way to fet juftice and punilli- 
ment at defiance. 

Their Lcrdlliips fliouW tbeiefore pnn- 
* Qw dcr 
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der well on what they were going to 
determine, as upon their determination 
it would depend, whether delinquents 
in India (liould in future he placed be- 
yond the reach of public jufticc. Par- 
liamentary impeachments were fird 
ordained to the end that perfous wlu> 
might be too powerful for the ordinary 
courft of law, mi^ht be brought tojui^ 
tiee in this extraordinary way : and 
therefore it never could have been in- 
tended by the wife framers of our con- 
Ititution, that the High Court of Parlia- 
ment fhould be bound by any rules but 
by thofeoftheHigh Court ofParliament; 
and confequently that it fliould not be 
fettered by thole rules of law which 
prevail in inferior Courts, and wdiich 
between man and man may be extreme- 
ly proper ; but in cafes like theprefent 
would tend rather to defeat than pro- 
mote the ends of public juftice. i'iut 
jujiitia mat ralum was a tine maxtrn, 
hut it might he carried too far. The 
ohjeft of thofe who brought the im- 
peachment, and thofe who were to try 
it, was to doJitLJlantial between 
the public and the aciufed. Whatever 
rule of evidence would promote that 
great end ought to be rigidly and ftri6i- 
lyobfcrved by their Lordttiips ; What- 
ever rule of law flood in the way of 
fuch fuhfianiial juftiee, could not, and 
ought not to be binding upon them. 

Mr. Law rofe merely to proteft in 
hif own name, and in that of all the 
people of (ircat Biitain, againll the 
doMrine with which the Hon. Manager 
bad concluded, and to offer to prove 
that the High Court ofParliament was 
bound by the fame rules of evidence 
that obtain in the Courts below. 

The Lord Chancellor faid, that their 
Lordihips had twice already given their 
opinion upon the evidence which was 
offered : it the Commons wiflied them 
to corWit'-cr it again, there muft be fur- 
ther confultation. 

And for this purpofe their Lordfliipt 
adjourned. 

FortP^Third Day. 
Thursday, May u. 

The Lord Chancellor acquainted the 
Managers, that their Lordlhips having 
taken into confideration the quellion 
which arofe the preceding day upon the 
admilTibility of the Minutes of the 
Council ofltic 13th of March 1775, had 
cuoie to the following refolution ^ 


AN MAGAZINE, 

That the confultation of the 13th of 
March cannot now be read.*' 

Mr. Burke faid, that though he was 
forry to hear that fuch had been their 
Lordfhips' determination, he dei ived no 
fmall degree of confolation from 'the 
word nou'f which he was glad to find 
made part of it : for be confidcred this 
as a word rather of limitation than of 
exclufwn \ and confequently he under- 
flood by it, that though their Lord- 
llnps faw no reafon for admitting the 
propofed evidence Now, yet they would 
not rejed it, if caufe fhould be iliewii 
hereafter why they fhould admit it. 
He trufted that the word now, which 
formed part of the refoliition re id by 
the noble and learned LquI, would not 
be found to refemble that now de- 
feribed by the Poet— 

Which now is, and (hall for ever laft.’* 

H a vi n g prt m i fed t h i p, h e fa: d h e w^oiild 
acquicfcc in the judgment of their Lord- 
fliips, until he fliould be able to fhew 
them caufe for rcvcrfing it. 

He then defired that the Minutes of 
Council of the 2r)th of March might be 
read. They were read accordingly. 
And from thefe it appeared that Canto 
Bakoo^ a native of India, in the fer- 
vicc of Mr. Haitingfi, had been ordered 
by Sir John Clavering, Col. Monibn, 
and Mr. Francis, to attend the Coun- 
cil ; that he had nut obeyed their fum- 
nions at fiifl ; and when be afterwards 
attended the Council, he afTigntdfor the 
reafon of hifl nun-atteiidancc at thefirft 
fummuns, that he had received an or- 
der from the Governor General not to 
obey it. 

This point being eftahlifhed, Mr. 
Burke went back to the minuter of the 
13th of March, and defired that they 
might then be read. 

, Mr. Law refilled the wifh of the Ma- 
nager \ he faid their Lordfliips had re- 
peatedly given judgment on this point, 
and he claimed the benefit of it. 

This produced another debate, dif- 
fering but little in fubflance fiom tha:; 
which took place the preceding day on 
the fame fuhjeft ; and therefore we 
Biall be the lels diffufe in our account 
of it. 

Mr. Burkeinfifted that the Commons 
had now intitled ihtmfelves under the 
decifion of their LordHiips, to read 
tjiofe minutes. They had now conncfl- 
ed the charges brought againft Mr. 
Haftings with the perfonal conduct 

that 
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ihqt gentleman. An enquiry had btcn 
let (»n foot into afts of corruption and 
pr'i'ulatfony in which Mr. Haftinga was 
iiiipiic<ited ; Ganto Baboo, the pri- 
. loner’s Banyan^ had been mentioned as 
hting concerned in* or having feme 
knowledge of fomc of thefc ai^s, and 
WAS therefore ordered to attend the 
Council; but more particularly, hecaiife 
he had made fome cndcavourH to pet at 
a litter fenl by JVIi nnv Heclm, fipned 
wi!h her hand, and ftaled vv'iih her leal, 
in which fome of thofe aci« of con op- 
tion were mentioned. This Banyan 
however at firft coiilumaciouny rcfiftcd 
the order given for his attendance by 
the majority of ihe Council ; and when 
at laft he did attend, he faul, that his 
reafon for having refiifcd to obey the 
former linvimons W/is, that he had re- 
ceived an order from the. Governor 
General, forbidding him ro attend. 
This, Mr. liuike fiid, was a flrong 
groinul for ihe admiilion of theevidence 
olftred by the Commons to piove that 
the prifoner had endeavoured to Ihfle 
the accufation hroiiglit againft him, by 
doing all that lay in his powi^r to keep 
back the telVimony of thole who cnnld 
give information on the fubjciM. This 
proved a prefumption of guilt apainit 
the prifoner, and laid the bell gioiind 
for the admiilion in evidence n^' that 
accufation from which he h id ilirnnk, 
and which he had endeavoured to Aide 
and fupprefh. 

Mr. Fox maintained, th;ft the evi- 
dence which had been this day read, 
took the minutes of the 13th of Match 
I'o completely out of the diffeient deei- 
iions made by their LordHiip?, that l e 
t lulled they would now admit, on tfie 
iiroiinclfl of what they had lu^r»rd tl.is 
day, that very evidence which they had 
ujeded hitherto, not becauie it was in 
iifclf inaclmilTible, but bccaiilc their* 
Lordflnps did not conceive that lufTi- 
t lent grounds had been cAahlilhctl, on 
which its adinillibility might be fiip- 
ported. The cvidci'ce given this day 
liiewed, that Mr. HaAings, finding a 
charge brought aga.f* A him, endcav tir- 
ed to fupprrf^ thfit charge, by keeping 
back the evidence which was thought 
necefiaiy to the fiipport of it. Novi', 
t tiat their Lordlbips might lee the degree 
of guilt which this af.l might fix upon 
the prifoner, it was abfolutcly necellary 
that they fliould hear the charge read, 
which he had, as it had been this day 
proved, endeavoured to AiAe. 


Mr. Sheridan obferved, that there wae 
a very linking diAindlion between the 
matcriolity or welg/il of evicltnce> .ind 
its ae/mlj/ihility. '1 his diAmdlion would 
appear the more marked by a reference 
to the prafticc of the Courts lu low.— 
There the tiiatnictl'ty or the Jorce of 
evidence was left to the imy j its <!?«'- 
mij/ibirny on the copliMry was left to 
thejudgmvntoflhr Tht ir I ord- 

fliips ougist not ihtrtfore, in the preft nt 
inAance, toconfiderthe7tr;;;r^//«iflhe e^i- 
dence, but folcly its admijjihility : uheu 
the whole was before them, and Ihev 
were called upon for judgment, tlu p of 
courfe they would weigh thcfrrm/, and 
try the yifirr of the evidence ; hut in 
the prefent A age of the hiilinefs, itp cu/~ 
mijibi/ity s'one ftioiild be conlidcred. 
It they infifted, however, upon the for 
mer, and wilhed to know the whole 
force of the evidence, before they pro- 
nouns ed upon its admiflibility, it vvould 
be no difficult matter ro coinirdl Ihe 
minutes of the 13th of March with the 
conduct t)f Mr. HaAings, and to prove 
by his fubfequent condiidt that he him- 
felfcontidcrccl the charges Aated in thofe 
minutes, as but too wtll-foundvd : 
tins would Hppvrtr Ankiugly by lilscon- 
du6l towards Nu?:droniart vhom, for 
the purpofc ot dellroyiiig the weight 
of his accufation, he cauled to be in- 
didled tor a cofrf/iracy^ 

Tilt Lord Chancellor afked Mr. Law, 
what he had to luge agair^Athe admif- 
fion of the minutes of the ijtb, now 
that fomc new ground iVemcd to have 
been laid for the admifiion of them, 
wh.ch bad not been eAabliflitd w'hin 
their Lordlbips made their laA deci- 
fion. 

Mr. Law faid he was in poflrflion of 
their LordAiips* derilion, and wovild 
claim the benefit of it. They had de- 
clared that the minutes in qutAion 
could not now be read, and i>y that 
judgment he would abide. 

Mr. Burke conjured their Lordflilps 
to weigh well, and ferioufly conlider 
the queAion whi^h wae^icn before 
them. If, in a burinidr^t the magni- 
tude then under their confideration, 
they adhered to thofe rules w'hich in a 
caulc at niji pnus might be the guidct 
of their oeliberMtions, they would de- 
Aroy the very efltnce ot juAice, by an 
ill timed and ill judged adherence to 
forms> They fliould conlider the na-

habitants belongs, one expcol 

that, from fiinilar cauf- s, the llrctts 
would be black enitd W\\.\\ Iwarro^ offii- 
dians : but they vvcic icf^ r nned by the 
religiofhand cuJloms i;f their touiUry, 
whivh would not fuffer t!)em to cooie 
to Europe, withont a ficr.fice of tiuir 
c&Jli or rank in liie, which would as it 
were excommunicate and b-milli them 
from focicty. Only oncpigie Hindoo had 
ever been in Londui., w tiolc name was 
GulAam Dofs i he reiurned home IVIr- 
Gul/ham Do/Si but no longer a Hindoo -• 
for, by having left his own country, he 
wardiiven from his cafr, aiid had no 
funlur rank among his countrymen, 
but was an .:utcail twn amongft his 
own relation;.. 'J'hc only way then hy 
wh ch the gcvenimeni i f th^^ toiintiy 
could know or redreis the grievancis 
ofthe natives of India, who would nc\er 
appear at a Tnbnnd in i-ngiand to 
complain of their Governors, was by 
receiving in evidence the complaints of 
thele people, recorded in the books of 
the E.ift India Gompaiiy, and traniprnl- 
ted to i^urope. Thij* w'as the 07ilj com- 
munication which the nature of the 
religion snd culu-ms ol Eimluflan ren- 
der'd ■ between the European 
Governors and tlie govcrnci'. If their 
Lordlhips cut off lUat inly co miirM- 
CJtion, which miifl i-e tlic cafe if loch 
evidence as w s now’ fTfc red was rejc'!- 
cd, then they would lcav\ the opprefftd 
natives of ludii to b*' plundered and 
ruined without the poHibilily ofrciirefs : 
and flic ii ci'iulu toii thi part of this

But (ince 
that judgment was given, the Hon. 
Managers had certainly laid before 
the-ir Lordftiips fomc evidence relative 
to(^'lnto Baboo, which might make it 
proper for them to review the judgment 
they had pronounced. At the fame 
time he wifhed the Hon. Managers 
could find it convenient to (la*e to the 
Court all the growiids on which they 
conceived the minutes of the 13th of 
March ought to be received in t vuiencc- 

The Managers hcai.ng this, lieggfd 
leave to withdraw tor a while To con- 
fnlt.— On their retmn, Mr. Fox faid, 
it W'Oiild g»ve the Manigrrs great plea* 
I’uie if they hail been able to comply 
with tile wsfii of tlie noble and learned 
Lord. But they conceived that the 
principle on which they now called for 
their Lordfhips’ juvhrment, would oc- 
cur fo frequently iirthe courfe of the 
trial, that they wifhed once for all to 
have adecilion upon it; and this they 
were fure would favc a great deal of 
time and trouble to the Court. 

He f lid, an Hon. Manager h.^d fliewn 
with true prtrilion the diftiiieiioii be- 
tween the of evidence and its ad^ 
njjffihility. — In Courts where the jury 
pronounced upon the former, and the 
Coiiit upon the letter, t!ie Judges 
knowing wh.it efl'e6ls improper evi- 
dence might have upon the miridi of 
men not fuHicicntly infermed to be able 
to afeertain the evidence which they 
ought to reje(ft,aiid that on which they 
ought to found their verdict, never 
futftred inadmiflible evidence to be gi- 
ven at all, or heard by the jury. But 
when evidence was in itfclf adindlible,. 
no matter how flight, how frivolous, 
or how incredible it might be, the judge 
was bound to fuffer it to go lo the jury, 
wbofe province it was to determine 
the degree of credit to which it was in- 
titled. But this caution was not ne- 
cefTiry in fiich a Court .*is was that in 
which he then had the honour to Hand: 
they need not be afraid to hear adniif- 
fiblc evidence, however trifling or nu- 
gatory it might prove, bteaufe they 
were themfelves the very perfons who 
were afterwards to decide upon its 
and effeS* 

lie was happy, he faid, tliat hs had 
)t in hia power to fortify his opinion 
With the authority of living Judges. 
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LortJ Mansfield, in a cafe reported m 
Burrows, obferved, that the diftinaioi 
between adwijfible and credible evi- 
dence was built on vtry fubtle reafon- 
ing : for his part, he felt himfrif incli- 
ned to overlook the dirtindlion, and to 
concur with thnfe, who, of late years, 
had judged it heft to admit all evidence 
which could poflibly have any relevan- 
cy to the caiife, and fuflVr at to go to 
the jury, taking care to accompany it 
with fi'ch remaiks as would prevent it 
from pinducing improper effedls on the 
minds of the jun^rs. Such was the 
fubft.ince of the opinion read by Mr. 
Fox, delivered, as he faid, by a Judge 
who l»ad fo long prefuleci in the firft 
crimii.nl court with fo much honour 
to hirnltlf and advantage to the pub- 
lic, in which liowever, to the rrj^ret of 
his country^ he no lof?ger prefidtd. Iti 
this opinion Mi, Juitice Afhhurft and 
Mr. Juftice Bnller had concurred. 
Mr. Fox then re id another and a more 
recent cafe, in which Lord Kenvon fat 
ai Judge, and in wh'ch he conformed 
to, and adopted the opinion of, his able 
predectfTor Lord M nsfirld. 

Having ftaied thele different argu- 
ments, Mr. Fox preflVd their Lord- 
fliips to give judgment with rrfpeilt 
tome admifTibdity of the n iiimea of the 
1 stb, on t he gi oiind o< the c. nicnce given 
this day from the minutes ol the 20th. 

After fome ittle converfation, their 
Lordlliips adjourned to the Chamticr 
of Parliament, to take the calc into 
confideration.

jp'ew wi iters, perhaps, on a fubje6l of 
cfiiic.:! learning, have been gui.ty of 
jmoie grof's inaccuracies than the author 
pf the Vindication ; yet his abfurdiiies 
are quoted with approbation by his ob- 
liging leviewer. Take an example. 

Mr. 11 . ij|)eaking of the time when 
the Parian Chronicle is fuppoled to have 


been written, makes th’s remark * “ In 
that age, the only remnants of iiteraturci 
tha^iifferve notice^ are a few epigrania 
and hymns of C.dlimacluis, and the 
Argonantica of A{>ollonius Rhodius. 
Nicand'‘r, indeed, flourilhed about 130 
yeais after ; hut furely no notice of the, 
Parian Chionicle was to be expelled ia 
his Therincaoi his Aiexipliarmaca.'* 

It Nicandcr flout ifhed 130 years after 
the date of the Chronicle, it is^of no 
ufe to mention his name. The n.fr.r- 
tator never expeiled any account of the 
inlciiptioii in Ins Theriaca or his Aiexi- 
pharmaca \ or in the works of any other 
poet. But when the critic in - 

foims us, that “ of the ige ahovemcn- 
tioncil the only remnants of literatuie, 
which i/( foTr piotuf, aic a few epigrams 
and hymns of Callimachus, and iheAi- 
goiiautica of Aporonius Rhodiiis, he 
feems not to know, tint we li.ive fiill 
Ibme valuable remains of Archimedes, 
Aptilloj.ius Pcigajus, Kiatofthencs, An* 
tigonus C'aryflius, Lycophron, Aratu*^, 
Theocritus t» and fcvcral otheis wliu 
lived in the reign of Ptolemy Philadel- 
phus.— The claliical knowledge of thefe 
Clitics IS very extraordinary. Tbcocii- 
tus, though a common fchool-book, has 
elcaped ilicir leleaiches, or is thought 
uiiWiinhy of “ notice,*' 

As It w'oii’d be a wafte of^ime to at- 
tend thefe notalile ciitics rluough all' 
their fpeculatlons, J fhall conh’ne niy re, 
maiks to the following paragraph. 

•• The I'.fiay dc Coiilolatione by Si- 
gonius,” fay.» the levicwer cf ihc V'lii- 
dication, was njiffed hy Hcutlcy, be- 
foie the paliage of L.h6i mtiirs had proved 
it to be I'puti 'iisi //£//, as f.ir as we aie 
infoimed, h.» . any iiiij.olifion of this 
kind ever iarrr'ded,' except that of the 
fix Latin line^ a'ciibcd to (^^linriis Tia- 
bea, compoftd by A- Muieiu , and 
coinmumcated to J. C. .Sc-iligei j ^md if 
fnch a man as ivl merus dareil nor t^vni- 
tuieupon more than fix liner, can it be 
fuppoled, that the quantity of Imts

** If liich a man as Mmetus dared 
not to £durft iiotj nfenivrc upon more 
than Jix lines, can it be fuppoitd, lays 
our itviewcT, that the quantity [>he 
tuimbeij of lines which l\ih remain 
genuine un our monument, in its prt-ient 
iiiutiJated ftare, could have been the work 
of one or mi/re moderns ?” 

It hatt been already denionfirated, that 
the luppofitiun concerning Muietus is 
not tine; 9n(l, with it-fped to the latter 
pair ul this reinaik, it mn^ be reafon- 
ably alfeited, that, as far as the ifyle is 
conceined, the conipofition ot the Chro. 
nicle ri ({Hired no gi eater ikill in the 
Greek language than chat which many 
modem writers have poiT fil'd. The 
whole inferifttion is but a bate enume- 
ration ol fa^^ and dates, in the plainelt 
and th|? fimpiclt expiefiions. 

At the Lonclufion ot his ciiticifins, 
oui author, with an aii of tiiuipph and 
infolence, ohleivet, that he iniifi have 
no ralte, who Cr*nnot difiinguifii the cum* 
pofitions ol the modems lioin thole of 
the ancients. This difcriinination will 
undoubtedly dt'pend very much on the 
nieiits ol the cunipofitions ifi qiv Ition ; 
hut infinitely better judges tlian this 


gentleman, or his brother- revicwar, havf 
been deceived. The Latin faiire DE |.tTI 
was mifiaken by H. Stephens, Ctl^ir 
Barthius, Buxhornius, and other emi* 
nent critics, for a valuable ynece of an* 
tiquity, and, as fuch, was illuftrared by 
coinitirnts. Vet it was afterwards fonna 
to he the work of Mich, de rHofpiialy 
the chancrllor of France •. 

A jHiem on the Trojan war by Rhodo* 
man was puhlilhed by Fred. Morel, 
quoted by l'etaviiiS| and received by 
many learned writeis, as the work uf 
fome old Gieek poet t. 

The Aiiforiniiiica, by the fame band, 
was likewilc mifiaken lor the produflion 
ol fume ancient Gieek poet, by many 
cc’lebiated critics, and, among others, 
by an eminent pioltfler ol the Greek 
language at Cambridge, Mr Barnes, in 
his tdniun ol Eiiri{)ides, ad JMed. p. 
17§.— -A variety ol other ex^imples, to 
tile fmne piirpolb, might be produced, 
were it nectiriy. 

Fiom this fii»;rr fjjecimeti of the learn- 
ing and abilities of th^ critic, who (uppurtt 
the caiifcof Mr. H. lonii may pr-b.ildy 
imagine, that he is ihc author of the 
Vindication, 1 he accuracy and eiiuti* 
tion of both are indeed peifrbliy fiinilar* 
If they arc two congenial herc^es,

tug of the County Election Bill was op. 
pofed by Earl Stanhope, who entered into a 
{hurt diltuffion of the principle of the Bill, 
and moved, That the Qill be rejedled.'* 
Ordered. 

Earl Stanhot>e then moved the commit- 
ment of his Bill for regulating the colle^hoii 
of cyllies. 1 hough there was an A6f of 
King William 111 . tluc temied to relieve 
Quakers atid Othei-S by fudering ilidiefs to 
lake pltee lor tythes under lol in(1e.*id of an 
aiAtiiQ at law, yet this Adf was not put m 
foi ce ; for tlie Clergy took lythe caufes into 
CMufideration in the Ecclefiadical Courts, which 
were ufed as engines of mal ce and opprel- 
fion. A Qjiaker at Worredrr had been 
imprifoned for a tyrhe debt of and had 
already been two months in pnfon on that 
account. Six <^.ikers of Covent ly had alfo 
been lately confined for very tnflmg tythe 
debts ; and one of ihcfe feCtarilH had l^en 
put by 4 i«e Prodlois to the expence of 300I. 
for the paltry fum of 411. Tliefe oppreHions 
ought' not to be fuffered ; and the Spintoal 
Conrts ought not to be pei muted to < xercife 
any jm »fd»£li< ^ in matters lefpeAmg tythes. 
Hi» 3iU, theielSfb, tended bi fiibjr^ thefe 
caufes, when fortiifl'ng lums, to the deci. 
Bon of thp Quarter S ffitmv. Thi Right Kev, 
Bench ought to concin in thi& Bill not only 
from a regard (o the fuhftatmal convenience 
of the Clergy, who, chough they might lofc 
by It Ihofe Opportunities of giaufying tneir 
oiliaWWtbthqr now had, woul(' be en*'

Lord Kenyon was of opinion, that the jd 
diy of Ju|y wac coo late a period in a Seffion 
to bring in a Bill tint requiieJ the moft fe- 
nons difeuffion. The Noble Lord found 
fault with the litigations that were frequently 
ciufcd for fmall tythes* j ihofe fmall funis, 
however, were the chief fiipport of fhe 
iiifeiior Cleigy j and to do away the poiTihi* 
hty of obtaining thofc tythes, would be de- 
priving feveial of the Clergy of their fubfiR. 
tnce. At Che fame time that his Lo'-dfhip 
was complaining of haidfh ps on the commu- 
nity from the Clergy, he wifhcd hib Lordflnp 
lohNiV’ to the L'lity ; he wifhed his Loidfhip 
tofecoUedi the many quit-renti, heiiots, 
whicli were payable to many of tlie Laity, 
and be confideted that ihofe were enfoiced 
in asopprefljv- a manner as tythes, — His 
Lordfhip had faid thiC perfons weie injpri- 
fnned for Turns as low as one (hilling J this 
be could not ronfider to be an oppre^'iun, 
for if any weie (o obfhnate as tu refute the 
payment of legal dues, the lau s w ere ne^ f- 
faiily to be enforced: on the payment ,f 
thofedp^s, however, the per Tons impiifonel 
could be releafed. He ohjeditd to the inno. 
vations now piopofed, and could hv no mean^ 
b of opinion that his Lordfhip had idvanced 
fufficent leafons to wan ant the Houfe tq 
pull down a fabric which had exifled for fo 
many years. He objedlvd to the principle of 
the Bili^ as it would impovier a JuHice of the 
Peace to decide on tythe caufes, with an ap- 
peal to the Qjr.rter ^ellions. To leave tl^ 
right of (he Cleigy in fuch hmds, he faid, 
was a regulation not to be home ; it was in 
Ills Opinion very llrange th^c a pioivifitiop 
(hiMi’d be made to fubjcdl the rights of thy 
to ^cifioa pf a lyithou^ 

fioferin^ 
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fuff^rtng an appeal to any of the higher 
C4iui*ts. He moved that the Bill be re- 

itarl replied to Lord Kenyon, 

and ridiculed the futility of his nbfervations. 

The EnrI of Abingdon cippofed the Rilli as 
he faw no fufficient reafoii for deOroying fo 
imporunt a part of the ecclefiaflical lyltem, 
T!)C imperfedtions that might exid in the 
church eftablifhment, ought to he touched 
wuh a more delicate hand than that of the 
Kohle Eail, who had talked on a former 
day of removing the ruhhifh of tlie laws re- 
lative to the church in carts, wheelhai rnWli, 
and (hovels. He hoped his Louifhip would 
not cut out wotk for the incendiaiies of the 
nation, by idle attempts at reform. Let him 
rather move fur a Committee of both Houfes, 
and diredt their views to reformation, not by 
pulling down and deflroying, but by build- 
ing up and impiuving. Let him weigh his 
zeal in the fcalt-s of judgment, and not in the 
b.dance of a heated irnag* nation. 

The Duke of Norfolk was friendly to the 
Bill, of which the pi inciple was good, though 
iome of the claiifes might I'eipiire amend- 
ment. The Clergy ought nut to have the 
power of imprifoiuiig or excommunicating 
for civil caufes. He knew indances of per- 
fons whofe minds had been rendered ex- 
tremely une.afy by their being nut of 

fhc cbm cht as they Ailed it. This pi a^lice of 
excommunication produced much anxiety to 
perfons leligioufly difpofed ; and in the minds 
of thofe of a contrary turn, it increafed a 
(Contempt of all leligiou. He hoped that die 
Prelates, if they difapproved of the prefenC 
Bill, would bring in one more conform- 
able to their fentiments on the lubje6t ; for 
fumething might to be fpeedily done Cowards 
regulating the collection of ecckfiaftical 
flues. 

'^he quedion for committing the Bill was 
nef4tived without a divifiuii, and the Bill was 
fnjnntly reje^ed. 
f Monday, July 6. 

$ The order of the day being read for the 
ifecond reading of a Bill for the Relief of the 
fijoTf Lord Stanhope role and recommended 
a podponement. 

It was accordingly moved, That the 
{bid Bill be read a fecund time cm the 24th 
day of September next j" Che fame was car- 
yi^ in Che affirmative.

The Bill for regulating the impoitiition anti 
exportation of corn was, on the mocien of 
the Duke of Leeds, rejeAed, as another Bill, 
more efficacious, liis Giare faid, was pne- 
paring in another place, and would f|ie^ity 
be piefentrd to thrir Lordthips. 

Lord Uawkediury concurred in the mo« 
tion. 

The quedion on the ferond rending of tlie 
Horfe and Carnage Duty Bill being put, 

Lord Eawdon rook it as an avowed pre- 
text to bnnp before ih-iT Lordfhips a difeuf- 
fian of the mod imimrtant nature, lie meant 
the date of the B evi nne. His Lordfhip tlien 
entered on the fubjeA generally, in the man . 
ner in which it had been entered on bp 
Mr. Sheridan in the Houfe of Comntom. 
His LnnHliip condemned the keeping of 
tlie date of the finances in darknels. He 
conddered the edimates of Che revenue of 
1786 to have turned out fallacious, and by 
his calculations, which were made fiom do- 
cuments on the table, he declared, th:it upon 
an average of the three lad years the expen- 
diture of Che country, excluding the annual 
million for the reduAion of the national debt, 
had exceeded our income by above one miU 
lion ; that from the year 1786 we find di(- 
charged of our debt 3,ooo,oodl. and liad in. 
creafed our debts in other ways to at lead an 
equal amount ; and tliat upon a fair if jiement 
of the wlwleof our finances, it would appear 
our expenditure exceeded our income by 
2,tio,oOijl. annu'diy. 

The Duke of Richmond rofc in refotatkxi 
of the dateroenc of the noble Loid, and calU'd 
upon his Lordthip to declare, if fucli an •ex- 
cefi of the expenditure liad exidence, where 
the deficiencies were, or the fervices unpaid. 
Hi.s Gnce entei ed into a general comfuii ifiin 
of the Revenue Report, w'hich he declared to 
have, by experience, turned out mod accu- 
rate. His Grace fud, that fo fai^rom the 
revenues being in a bad date, they were 
actually mod proniifing. 

Lord Loughborough fpoke of deficiencin 
IB the land and malt duties 

Lord Walfingham fuppt^il^ the datemenC 
of the Duke of Richmond in oppofuiiXi to 
that of Lord Rawdon's, and judified the Re- 
port of Che Revenue Committee. 

Lord Stormont fupported the datement of 
Lord RawUon, and argued on tlie fallacy of 
the Report. 

Lord BaChard condemned the etcemiiti 
made 10 lower Che credit of the nittiofij and 
qonridered that Uiulo meoi whoever they 
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^ight be^ tb^t attempted to mifreprefcnt our 
^nances* were neither jutriotSy or well* 
9rilben to thejr country. His (lordlbip re« 
ferrad ooble {^rds oppofite him (Raw- 
ikKiy Stormont, and Loughborough) to form 
pn opinion of our revenue and credit by the 
price of Siocbs and to the people in Ex- 
idhange* alley .—Since the year 1786, Stocks 
had rifcn above 10 percent, and above three 
ffiiUions of the n.%tu)nal debt hod bevn anni- 
hilatetl. At the end of fix years 1 4,000,000!. 
iwouid be Hlifcharged, the fmiple and com* 
pound mtereli aiifing fiom which would 
paife the Sin|png Fund ii|)wards of 500,0001* 
annually. To this prn(pe£i of our revenue 
might be ad«led the rcfources we fhould de* 
irivefrom the EaO-lndia Cnnipany nhen their 
debts (hould be wholly dnrliarged, which 
would be completed in fix yrat s. As a hirtluf 
aid aUo might he confnlrred the rcdn^lion of 
file four per cents, to tin re and a half, which 
would be on (he ihtei r cents, reaching 86, 
w*hich he faid thi'y would moit probibiy do 
|n lefs than three ycai ^ by w hich tl)e revenue 
would gam 300,* ool. per ann. 

Lord Lnughhoi nogh urged the neceflity of 
enquiring into t he If ate pf the nalion.d finances, 
the negJe^l of whkli he faid was the catife of 
tlie difliefs of fi ance. His Lot dllup’t ftate- 
fnent made an aimu d dehciencyi including 
the million, of 1,909,000!. 

Lord Rawdon laid, as thejr Lnrdihips dif- 
fered fu much io their llatemcnts, it would 
be bell to fiibnait tlse papers to a Committee. 

The Duke of Richmond conceived it too 
late in (he lieiSon to go into fneh 4 Commit- 
tee } his papers were however .c the noble 
Lord's fervice. 

Tlie queflinn was at hngth put and car- 
ried, ami the Hoofe adjourned.

This Bill firfl recites 
at full length the llatutc called the Bill of 
Rights, and then orders that the i6ih of 
December in every year, if it lalls on a Sun- 
day, (hould be a day of th:)nk(givipg to Al- 
mighty (yid in all our chuiches and chapels, 
for the niany mcicies, blefling.*, and deliver- 
ances we received from the glorious Revolu- 
tion in 1 68S ; and when the |6lh of Decem- 
ber docs not fall on a Sunday, then the Sun- 
day next to it, whether before oy af(ei, is tg 
be the d.ty (K tbankfgiving. 

Lord Hopetoiin moved for leave to give ^ 
Bill ic.idmg to this Bill, upon which 

The Hilhop of Bangor rofe, and obferving 
that feveral Lords, with whom he had con- 
verfed fince he came 11 to the Houfe, bfing 
of opinion that this Bdl ought not to pafa intoi 
a law, but that it (hould he oppifed m tlie 
hid reading, and their opinions cuincming 
with his, he defired the indulgence of ^\ie 
Houfe whild he gave feme reafons again^ 
this Bill, fuch reafons as had principally oc\ 
cuired ti> him fiuce he came into the Htmfe^ 
as he did not know that the Bill was to be \

popifb tyranny and arbitrary power. — It lias 
been ol'ccn Caid, that tliis great event of the 
Revolution is but barely mentioned in the 
fervice appointed for the 5[ti of Novemher* 
and ctinfidering what great blellings we de • 
rived from that event, a muie full and 
pointed fervice ought to be made ufe of. 
This the Bilhop obferved was a great mifre- 
prefentation, as that glorious event is ex- 
prefsly meniioned in every prayer which 
makes part of tiiat fervice, except one or two 
at moR, if Ins memory did nut grc.ttly fail 
him ; and how much care and attention had 
been given to this fubjcA in order to adapt 
and accommodate the fervice to thefe two gi eat 
events, fo fimilar in their coiife^uence*:, and 
fo evidently marked by ilie hand of Piovi- 
dence, would appear to any one who would 
compare the fervice appointed for the ^th of 
November, as it Itood m the Common Pinyer 
before the Revolution, with that whicli is 
now appointed to be ufed — The rntroduo 
tory feiicences were all added at the Revo- 
lution, fo alfo was the liymn inftead of the 
J'uutc diffeient pfalnns a'fo were 

apiKiinted, and a different gofiielj and by 
means of thefe nlteiacions and additions, the 
fiTvibe for our deliverance from tlie Powt! r- 
p'.ot, and for the happy arrival of King 
liani for the deliverance of our cluii rh and 
nation is as complete, folemii, anu'alTedf mg as 
any fervice in the whole liturgy ; and no 
wonder, as the additioiib and alterations wtrie 
finally fettled by thofc eminent divinc«-, who 
had done more towards bringing about the 
gloi ioub Revolution by their maichlefs wii- 
tings Ijgainlf Popeiy, ih <n any other older of 
men Ji the kingdom. For thefe rcafonb Ins 
Lonjnip was of opinion that full, due, and 
pr^er notice was already taken of tiiis glo- 
rias event, and that there was not the lead 
(^.caCion therefore for .ippointing aoculierday, 
p this Bill propofed. His LoidAnp then 
ubferved, that his argument went hitherto

penalty. His Lordfhip faid aifo that there 
were other objections agaiiid infercing this 
cl.ture as well as cIm relt <if tl)e rites ) but 
this nix being the pmiier time to argue 
againd the claufes, and being alfo unwilling 
to give the Houie any fur.her trouble, he 
fhould for thefe reafons, which had oc- 
curred to him on the fudden, move that the 
Bill be Hot read a fird time. 

EjfI Stanhope clieii rofe, and exprefled 
hk adunifhment. that a Protedant Bilhop 
fhould be againd returuing thanks to Al- 
mighty God for fo fignal a deliverance as waa 
wrought for us by the divine guoduefs at the 
Revolution, to whi :h the nation owes every 
thing that is near and dear to it, as well in a 
civil as a religious hgiit ; and to which hap- 
py and glorioub event chat Right Reverend 
and learned Prelate, as well as the red nf his 
bi ethrcii, were indebted ior aH tlie valuable 
privileges they etijo^ed.^His Lordfhip thcii 
faid, that theie \vm» iu>t fulhcknc notice taken 
of clii<: memor.ihle event iii the fervice for 
the ^th of November— that it was not pro- 
per to fee the deliverance fi^iiu the Gunpow- 
der, plot in competition uith the glorious 
Re\o!iitioti in 16RS — tli.X we *dkl not rt- 
Cui 11 thanks for the rdtor 1(1011 of our libeities

madvei firms upon rt. Lirdfhip then 

obferved that n w'as necclftiy lo call the fub* 
je 6 ls ot this coiintiy to comin:fmorace Ibis 
event by f>iie d.iy let ap.41 loi this pur|iofe, 
left they (hniild giow cat clefs, aiM^iFigec

An account of the UF£ and WRITINGS of WILLIAM JULIUS MICKLE, 

[ With a Portrait of Him. ] 


WILLIAM JULIUS MICKLE, an author 
of whom it may be predicted pollerity 
will do more juftice than hti coteniporaries 
have done^ was one of the fons of the Rev. 
Alexander Mickle, a Scotch clergyman, who 
at one period of his life was a difTenting mi- 
nifter in London, and afliftant to the Rev. Dr. 
Watts. He was alfo one of the tranflators of 
Bailey's Didlionary. After a few years refi- 
dence in London lie was prefented to the 
church of Langholm, near KeKo, on the 
borders of Scotland, but on the Cumberland 
fide, where he married j and of this marriage 
our author was one of the younger fens. 

He was born, we conje^ure from circutn- 
ftances, about the year 1735, received his 
education from his father 4 It^t though Iiis 
pafllon for poetry (hewed itkif early, he often 
declared that he was by no means auached 
to his books until the age of thirteen, when 
Spenfer's Faery Queen accidentally falling in 
his way, he became pafllonately fond of that 
author, and began immediately to imitate his 
manner. On the death of his father he went 
to Edinburgh, and redded with an uncle who 
was a brewer there. By this > elation ho waa 
admitted to a (hare of the bufinefs 4 but the 
event of it enly ferved to add another inRance 
to the many which prove that the purfuita of 
poetry and trade are incompatible with each 
other. On his failure in this his iirit fehenje 
of life he endeavoured to obuio a coni- 
miflion in the marine fervice, and with that 
view came to London about the concluBon of 
the ^Ar which began in 1755. In this ap- 
pHoation lie met with a difappointmeiit 4 but 
in hopes of deriving f6me advanuge, he in. 
troduced bimfelf to the firR Lord Lyttelton, 


to whom he Cent fomeof hb poema. By thia 
nobleman he was received with much kind* 
nefs, was admitted to feveral interviews, and 
encouraged not to abandon his poetical plana, 
but to perfevere In them. He experimeod^ 
however, no other emolument from hUlord*- 
(hip’s notice of liim. 

After he became acquainted with Spenfer*# 
works he read and Rudied with the greatcR 
avidity, and, as'he often declared, before Iw 
was eighteen years old had written two tm* 
gedies and half an epic poem, SB yjrhich lie 
had the prudence to confign tg the Raiiiee. 
His RrR performance appeared in one of 
Edinburgh magaainesy but cannot with truth 
be pointed out as any effort of genius, or in 
any refpe^ worthy ef iu author*. He al- 
ways when he cbofe to mention it fenke of It 
in that light. From fhe time of Ida amM 
in London to about the year 17651 v^hen he 
engaged as corieRor to the Ciamndun iMa, 
we do not recoUeft bow he tfoi empfoyed. 
In X76S he waa in ma native cofoKry ) but 
for much of iMa period, if weaoenei aihln* 
formed, he was In foilfe bmneb of piini. 
log bufinefs. 

The time which waa not engagM af ||ie

ferted a note Ir tended to obviate his Lord- 
Ihip's objedtious to the defence of her. In 
*770 he publLfhcd “ Voitnre in the Sliadcs, 
Piakigues on the Deiftical Controvcify," 
iiVD. and about tins period was a fitqucnt 
writer in the Whitehxll Evening Port.'* 

, He bad very early in life, as early as the 
age of feventeen, lead Caflara's ttanflaticn of 
the Lufiad ol Camoens into French, and then 
fOftceived the defjgn of giving an Lnglifli 
^erAon of it. Various avocations had, how- 
ever, pie%ented him from proceeding to exe- 
.eute his intention, though he never loll fight 
.<if hts plan At length, in 1771, he pub- 
IMhed the book as a fpecimen, and hav- 
ing prepared himfelf by acquiring fome 
iinewledge of the Poitgguefe language, he 
.determined to devote hirnfclf intiiely to the 
vHJttf i which in order to carry on withou.. 
' 4 )ntcrroptkQn, he quitted his fituation at Ox- 
lord, and went to refide at a farm-houfe at 
<iSoreft«hill, Where he purfued his defign with 
ilWremittiAg xmmion until the end of 1775, 
when the wurki which had been printing as 
<|i« proceeded on it, was intircly finifhcd ; a 
work whioh one of the iinefl Englifh wntcis 
dechired he efteemed equal to Pope's Homer, 
pnd inferior on]y to Dryden's Virgil ; and which 
may venture to prophefy will remain a 
.monnnuAtlo trarffmit the author's name with 
.boneur to the }ateft poAerity. 

WImh Mf. Mickle engaged in this tranfla- 
tioA, be had no other means of fubfiflence 
gbidi whqt he derivid from hU employment as 


correAor of the prefs ; and When he rElin* 
quifhed that firbation, he had only the fub- 
fcnptions which he received for the work to 
fupport him. Oifadvantages like ihife might 
have difcouragert meaner minds j but looking 
forwaidswith the enthufiafin o[ geniu'j, he 
would not fuiiei fmall difficulties to obAre^ 
his piogrefs or damp hib ardour, lie Aeadi- 
ly adheied to the plan he had Lid do^n, and 
at the end of five years conipleated it. '1 hat 
he might omit no pru ential attentions tnhis 
future vieltare, and with the hi’pcs of reaping 
thefe advantagCb winch ufually attend fo la- 
borious a work, he applied to a peifon of yieat 
rank, wlin whom hib family had been con- 
neftid, *01 prrmiflion to dedicate it to him. 

The mannci /* fays the authoi , ** in wh*ch 
— — took the Engl fli LuAud unilu* 
his patronage inhnitdy eiihaiircd the ho- 
nour of his acceptance of the Dedication.'' 
The mannci, as the author frequently told 
his friends, was “ by a very polite letter, 
written with his own hand.’* But let not 
indigent gtnius in future place too much 
expedlation on the gintrofity of patrons. Af- 
ter lecciving a copy, for which an extraoidi. 
nary price was paid for the binding, days, 
weeks, and, at laft, months elapfed without 
the Aighteft notice. During this time, tho* 
the author had too much fpirit to folicit or 
complain, it is to be feaicd that fome of the 
mifery fo fedingly defcnbed by Spenfer fell 
to his Jot.

At length a gentleman of rank in the po- 
litical world, a faA and fiim friend to the

We 
tliat the work was at that time unread, know not how true this fuggcftion may 
but had been reprefented not to have the merit though, admitting the fadl, it hardly alters 
it had been hrit faid to pofTefs, and therefore the cafe. But enough of patrician mean- 
nothing could be then done on the fubjedt of nefs !

. ^ Mr. Mickle's account of this interview, in a letter to a friend, dated Aug. 22, 1776, 
flow lleb before ui), and we might probably do no diflervl'ce to the general intereAs of Jite- 
ratuie, were we to print ir, as we once intended. But as we feel no fatisfa^lion in contem« 
plating human nature in a difgraceful attitude, though the objcA of ir deferves no (uch fa- 
vour, we fupprefs it. We cannot, however, omit to fuggelt a doubt, whether there is not 
|bme fmall violation of moral reditude in a gicat man accepting from an indigent one that 
compliment which is offered him under, at leait, an Implied agreclnent to receive fomc ac- 
knowledgement in return for the honour done him. It ought not to be concealed, that when 
the fecond edition of the Lufiad was publifhed in 1778, Mickle was ftrongiy recommended 
by a friend to fupprefs the Dedication. His refentment at the unworthy treatment he had 
received had by this time been converted into contempt, and with great magnanimity he m- 
fufed. He feenied to think, that having once given the pfeudo-patron a chance of being 
known to poAtrity, it would be wrong to deprive him of it. Whoever will read the Life of 
Camoens cannot avoid obferving a Ariiking fimilarity in the fortunes of the author and his 
tranflator, and lie will probably not be difpieafed at the concluding note to the tranflarioil 
of the Lufiad. Simil/irity of ccndition, v^e have already obferved, produced fimilarity of 
complaint and fentimenc in Spenfer and Camoehs. Each was unworthily negle^d b^ thu 
Gothic grandeet of his .^ge } yet both their names will live when the remembrance of ilie 
pourtieis who fpurned them Aiall* fink beneath their mountain tombs.*' Three beautiful 
ftanzas from I'hincas Fletcher's Puiple lAand, on the memory of Spenfer, may ajfo ferve at 
9n epitaph for Camoens. The unworthy negleft which was the Jot of the Por.'nguefe bard, 
but too well appropriates to him the elegy of Spenfer. And every reader of taAe w^o 
has perufed the Lufiad, vrill think of the Cardinal Henrico, and M the indignatio«i of thclil 
IpanJy lines, —

|\N the breach between Me(L Whiteficid 
^ and Wedey, each of them <tnt foiili 
a number of lav preachers to piop,ieate 
the dofVrinet their refpe£>ive {}rinci^e«. 
But iuch dlfoideily pioceedingn caukd 
gi*eat difhirbances, fo that many, and 
Ibinetinies vei y revere,were the riots againit 
the itinerant apoftles ; foine of whom were 
nreded by juftice^, who had no* tlie fear ot 
Method ifm bfi 01 e then and lent to 

light for their King and cotiniiy m the 
dtet and army* 

' The pulpits of the Eftabhfhed Church 
vented bitter pnathenus againit the new 
Idufmatics and tlieir loliovvn« ; and even 
the whining poltciiiy oi the good old laintb 
in Noil's days lifted up then rams hoi ns, 
and fent forth teuible blaiU againlt ihole 
Jebiifites. 

Rooks and pamphlets alfoin abundance 
v»ere publiihed ajainlt Methoddin, and it 
mufl be allowed that all this pppoution 
tended but-tliemoreto its advancemtnt. 

* Ml. John Wefley, howcvei, delighted 
the coi>lent]on ; the wai of the pulpit 
And of theptels was always his joy, and 
many of his ad vet fanes have felt the 
’weight both of his tong\ieand of hn ai m. 

Ore of his earheft and moff confideia- 
ble antilgonifts was the late Di. Gcoige 
Xiavioffton, Bifbop of Exeter, whole book 

f titlra ** The EAthuhafm ot the Metlio- 
and Papitts compareeb'* liad a moft 
riJnsing mn. It was a fhivwd, lively, 
M&kainntdperfartnance; afidMr.Wd-

On the publicaiiun of Mr. Heivey'^ 
Dialogues, in which, for the fiift Ume, 
Calviuilin appealed in an agieeable diefs, 
our pokmic attacked it jn a very warm 
but very (illy manner, heaping up a quan* 
ti y of ob;e£l ions u n f iipjioi led by any proofs# 
One of thefc ubjeCiions was laughable 
enough ; it vk as made againft the lively and 
good-hiimouicd manner in which the Au- 
riior of the Dialogues had mentioned ele-. 

5 ;ant diets,' fuinituie and food.— Mr* 
ieivty, thole |X;iiits, h&d fhewn him- 
ftlf the idtioiial chnllian j— Mr. Wtflcy 
fiiewed liimlelf to be the precife'old Puiiw 
tan. Mr. Hervry diew up a reply to Mr* 
Welley, which was publiihed ahei* the au. 
thor's death ; and Mi . Wefley, in lelurn, 
fired his cannon into Mr. Hervey’s giave* 
The late leained Kifliop Warburton, ni 
his “ ScnpiiiieDcClrine of Giace/* ho- 
noured Ml. John Wtfley with his nolict j 
but he, probably, would have thought 
that complinjcni better if omitted. Kis 
Loidlhip Wiis far from bung the jioljicft 
of polemical wiiicisj and it may be 
thought that he lianviled our licio with a 
little loo much loughnefs. Mr. Wefley, 
however, drew fortlj ins goofe quill^ 
and profanely Icalterui his ink, once moie, 
upon lawn fleeves 5 yea, he even dated 
to treat the Right Reverend Father in God 
with, as little relpeSf as his Lordfliip bad 
treated him. But the Bilhop had no in- 
clination to continue fo low a cunteft j his 
charafler was ceitainly above it, and per* 
haps he did not do that any citdit whifii 
he firft eniered tlie lifts. 

We may rank Mr. Toplady as the next 
of Mr. Wefley’s intagdmfts. That gea* 
tltmAOy in the year 1769, publiftieda'trau- 
flatioA of the Calviniftic Zaachlits upoii 
l^edeftinatioiip Tfet treatifp war 
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ciatloM would have tempered Mr. 

rpirit Ipio pliiUntmopyi but thie 
was not the cafe $ he virited tora Oeam* 
601*11011 in the Tower ; and ‘in his 
Toornali now before us, condemns in? 
high terms the Bill of Indl^tinent thtt 
was preiented againil that infatuated pef« 
fonage b> the Grand Jury of Mtddlefet* 
The worthy Prielt abovcinentioned in 
his lemarks on Mr. Weflry’s letter very 
wittily and Oirewdly obfei vcd, that ** when 
** Mr, W.fley felt the fiift-fruits atid it^ 
lapfes of the Sptrjjt ; wlicn his zealt ton 
extenfivc to be confined within the 
jelVic temples of the Church of Bnglandt 
or the enl^iug meeting-houics bf thn 
** oihei Chriitiins, prompted him to tti# 
** \el moftuiits ot Europe and 
** lica to eltablifh a leligion and Iioum 
of woidiip of his own, wMut oppofitton 
** has he not met with from the civil nia* 
gitUtes > with what infults fiom the 
1 abble, bi okcn benches, dead cats, and 
“ pjule. of water bear witnrts I Was he 
the ii Liinpeiei of peifeciuion Was 
his pulpit changed into HudiSras’s 
** dium ecclefuftic f Did he abet bonilh- 
** ment and pioicription on the (coie'of 
“ coidciticef Now that hisXabernacU 
ib eUablilht i in peace, after the clouds 
“ h ivfc boi ne teftiniony to his mlffion*, 
lie complains in his Iwcoud letter, wherein 
he piomifts to continue the fii? which 
** he has already kindled in England, that 
piople of exalted tanks in Cfhvteh and 
** State have lefufedeniering into a nuyM 
« confedeiacy againft the laws of tiaia& 
** and the I ight^ of mankind. Inhisfitll 
letter he dilcUims peilecutiun onr tho 
<< icoroof religion, and in the fame breath 
ftrikes out a creed of his own for the 
♦* Koman Catholic?, and layi» ** that they 
<< Oiould not be toleiatcd even amongft thq 
«« Tuiks.” Thus the Satyr in the table 
bitathes hot and cold in the fame bUft« 
and a lamb of peace is tuined InquU 
“ liter.’* 

Unanfwei able, however, as the Father's 
peiiormance was, yet Mi. Weflcy aimed 
at fomewhat of a vindication of biinlelf 
and of his principles : but tlic wiitcr he 
had to deal with, though an Irifti Caibolief 
and a Pi left, was more than a match fdi^ 
him ; and Mr. Wefley came off with greatef 
difgrace from this conte^, than from 4n^ 
theological one he had before been 
in. His former dj|putes turne^ mou^ 
upon fpeculative points which weie bdf W 


Ipgical and peifuafive. As Mr. Wefley 
theieftfia feat edits fliccefs among his fair 
lowers, ne juMy cofifldered that g eonfu- 
potion was nejrpflary not only to preleive 
^hem, but to defend his own principles, 

But this was not io eaflly done \ hi . abi- 
lities were not of that depth to manage 
fuch a cotitefl upon the fair giound of ai- 
gument j— he tnerefoie encL*avoiiicd to 
fpiing'd mine, and to blow the obnuxibus 
book cntiiely up without rilking his own 
liteiary chauffer. 7'hi8 he attempted by 
uublimint; a concife abridgement of the 
book, c u cf ully Aipprefling every (tubborn 
paflage, and infeiting othcis that weie 
notin thebiiginal. Such an a6l of de- 
ceit icufed the Tianflaiui, and as he had 
logic and ihetOnc at his command, the 
|K)oi Abiidger came off in a woife con- 
dition than if he had a£ltd upon fair 
teims. 

This contioveify lafled, under diffeicht 
fliapes, duiing the remainder of Mu Top- 
|ady*s life; and it mult be illowed, noi- 
vvithftanding the wainuh ot tliatgcmle- 
lAan’s tempei often hurried h m into low 
expreiTions and peilonal lame, that his 
tia£ts poflefs inoie tneiiL in point of loutia 
learning, metapliyfical keeinuls, folid ar- 
gument| and elegant *argiiage, than any 
Calviniliic productions of this cemuiy. 

At the time, vir. in 1780, wiicn thole 
intolerant AflTociatioiis called Pioteltant 
weie foimed in order to procure a repeal 
of the Aft paired in favour of theEntjlilh 
Catholics, Mr. John Wefley concuiied 
heat tin haud'with thole aircmbfies of tac.. 
fion. He publilhcd a leitti in the papeis 
of the moif pernicious and peilVciutng 
tendency, and having it punted lepaiatel}, 
cauled copies to be ituck up at the cot- 
neib of liieets, not only in tne metropolis, 
hut in Briltol, Bath, and other confideia- 
ble places. In it he paiticulaily ehaiged 
the Catholics with holding, as a chief ai- 
pclc of th^ii cieed, ** that theiv is no faith 
f* to be kept with heretic V' and fuppoit- 
ed the charge by a filly flury fabricated 
for the puipofe. This jiillly roufed the 
Ijpirit of that refpeftable body, and the 
Rev. Aithur O'Leaty, a Fiancilcan Piielt 
at Coik, wrote a reply to Mr. Welle) ’• 

}ettei , in which he not only completely vin- 
dicated his community from the above 
cbaige, hut laihed the acculer with be« 
coming feverity for his malevolence. 

One ihould have imagined that the in- 
famous whicl) fucc«cde4 thofe Aflo-

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little or no moinent : but this was upon 
& moft facred of all human ii|;hts, the 
iMisof confcienre ; every one, therefore^ 
who had a renrd for them muft have re* 
ip the defeat of that man who en« 
4flivoured tp injure them !— We believe 
tflh was the hft 6f Mr. Weflcy'b contio- 
varte, and we hope tliat it has produced 
ii; Um a mpicchai liable and cinoidTpuIt, 
at leafti becomes his ye^rs and 
pmfeiliop. A»nong his difputcs, however, 
we bad almoft foi got to mention that h^ 
waa wirmW engaged op the fide of Go. 
Vremment during om late unhappy cunteft 
wfth America i but, perhaps, it had beep 
15 ^^ if we had entirely forgot it, fmee 
tet part of bis condu^ was (hamefuliy 
fDConhftf'nt •, lit having, hefoie, bct-n a very 
warm advocate tor th^ Colomits.— -Some 
perfons made no (criiple of afltiung that 
hewasluibed by AdMuniftrauoiUo change 
bts colours s bqt whether this wcie fo oi 
riot, it is ceitain* that he was lairly con 
fbtd, and that he io^ a corfideiablt (hai^ 
df his popularity. 

Bbfidcb his controveiiial pieces he hnih 
^tfo pubi*d)ed a large numbrr of bocks 
and pamphlets on a variety ot fubjcdls-^ 
Hiftoiy^Philofophy— Mcdicin^— Poeiiy, 
his Hiltory is ncvei read, his 
niiofoi^y is filly and injudicioudy com. 
pili^ and his recipes aie poifonotis. His 
M'tic pieces indeed aie prettv, and would 
^ Amietimcs elegant, weie it not for tlie 
veU of myfticilm which runs thio* them. 
All his writings have been charged with 
plagianfmi and we have never i'ecn the 
charge refuted. 

Mfj Wedey is a widower, having been 
married ip i75<^ i ^he bondb of vihicli 
union were cemented by Pluttis and not 
by Cupid i the conlequence of which in a 
UuU time was a mutual divoice. The 
Ady died in 1 78 1 ; and the fang froid with 
\Sbich he mentions her death iii his Joui- 
ml. is worthy of obi'ervaiioii. 

OnMr.Whitifitld'sdeatli, in 1770, Mr. 
Wdlcy pieaclud his funeral feimon $ but 
lllVre were lotne things in it highly dil* 
^eafing to the f oDowti 1 of that gentleman, 
§ie preacitcr having given, in his fermon, 
t biW uciul of the dilfeyences between 
blm and the dece-ifed, aiu) which the 
Wbitdieldians thought tendcied mote to^ 
breach open than to dolt it. 
T»r, Wcfl,y has hravcl*ed upealcdly 
SMUr tTCilf part of Gicat Britain and Ire* 

S Ltndis, of cowrie, svtryemei raining 
inmmiing companiod. *wdVwiehftknd- 
bU great age he is itiil lively, prcachea 


often, and with great fluency. He boM| 
as powerful a fway over his numerous foU 
lowers, as even hi» Holincrshiiprelf. Ho 
has a confiderable number of lay-preachei s 
o^ciating under him in every part of the 
kiu|^,dom I but in general tney are cxn 
trcmcly illiteiate, bising moftly feleflcd 
from the vciy dregs of the people, and 
tend rathei to dlfgiage than tp adoin the 
caufe thtyrtive. 

That great good has beep dene by 
the r meins among the tipneis in Corn* 
wall, the colliers in Kmgfwood near BriA 
tol, the mineis in Derbyfliire, ^c. cannot 
be denjedt but whether all this is not 
conntLrhal;infed by the contempt in which 
thefe prcachcis teach their people to hold 
the Eltabliflicc! Church s(pd its Miiiifters, 
may well be qucltiontd. 

It may pioperly be obferved, that the 
|*uiitans in the laft century began i’onie- 
what l.Jce the Mcihodilts in this. Tlie 
wotk of reformation and the conveifion 
of the people weie their pretences, and 
Ibine good was done by them i but when 
t'le people became poflefled of the idia 
that they were wiier than their civil and 
ecclefiaftical ruleis, they fpon became 
malcontents, and the Church was the fii (| 
faenfict^made to the fpirit of reformation. 
Tht out -hour of ihe Spirit produced 
a fpii itiui maanefs ^ and tnen a zeal for 
the Lord of Hofts drew thoufands and 
ten thoufands, headed by their Pieachersj, 
to dght a&iinfl Ahab and to deitioy the 
Piiells of BaaL-^-The 'high places, the 
altars, the pifiuics, and the images wcie 
pulled down in the name of the Lord, 
and the gloiious woik vvas crowned by 
pour.ng out the blooil of the NobUs, of 
the Pricih, and of the l^ing, as an oflci., 
ing unto the Loicl. 

All that is nitant by thus advening to 
thofe times of fa6lion and outrage is to 
ihew the danger which attends the Spintl^ 
of Enthufiaim \ if it once riles, it is welj 
if it flops below inadnefs } and fliould a 
laigL number be intoxicated with the lame 
mad Ipirit, what dreadful cpnfequences 
mull not the rational part of the commu- 
nity expe£l ? 

We hope, however, tl^al thi^wiU never 
more b. the cafe in England 1 but a cun* 
iciournefb of truth and a remembrance 
of ] 780 compel us to lay, that Mediodiliu 
has a greater tendency to it than aiiy fpe-. 
cies of Enthufiarm known to us, unce ii 
appears to be no other than the ^ry 
nunirm of the lafl a^e itvivcdt.

I did enough 
to diforder me, but 1 thank God 1 bore 
the fatigue better than 1 could have ex- 
pelled. When niy Lord found himfelf 
in finking cirrumitances, he d^Tiied to 
fpeak with me, fo that the expreis that 
came for his Ion bi ought me letters, which 
was the reafon for my undertaking the joui- 
ney. But though 1 v^as difappoinicd in iee- 
ing my Lord, 1 had the fatislaflion to hear 
that he died with gicai piety and devotion, 
•and bore his pains with gival patience — * 
lie thanked Ood that he li.icl not def«.ired 
the great buCnels ol icpentance to a lick 
bed, which he found a Very improper lira- 
ign lor a matter of that iinpoiiance ; and 
1 know that his I.ordfhip h.idbccn Ibiious 
ID religion for Ibixte time, which makes me 
hope with region that his repentance was 
accepted.

80 ME ACCOUNT of the LIFE of JAMES GIBBS, Es<k the CelcbiateJ 
' Arcliiitih 


TAMES Gibbs was the fon of Peter 
J Gibbs, of Footdccfmiie, in 

4^herd^vn, and Label Faiqnhar, lu-^ Iccoiid 
wjfe s and was bom about tl'e year 1674 
in his fnthcr’S houle of Footdt-slmiic in 
the* XiOks uf Aberdeen, which is now 
the Maion’s Lo Igc ; the howle, and the 
croft of land, of about 12I. lb rlirgyc.iiiy 
rent, having been loon the.eaficr pm- 
cbalcd by the Members of that Lodgj. 

James had his education at the Giam* 
aaar*i«.bool and the Mariic.ial Coll.^gc of 
Abeideen j and here he took the degree 
of Mailer of Ai ts. • 

Before his education was completed, an 
incident happened, which, it is prclumed, 
obliged his fuihei to fell hiii iinall pru- 
pcity. At the Revolution in 1688, party, 
jbtrit running high between Whig and 
Toiy, old Mr. Gibbs, who was a Ko* 
imui CajJiolic, named two puppies Whig 
and Tory, in deiifion of both the patties. 
Foi this the Magifttaus of Abcidccn Aim- 
moi-ejl him to appear bcloic tl>cmf and 
oidei^ ilie two tlogs to he hanged at 
thje> Crofs ; which femence was accord, 
ingly cxtciued* 

liic old geocleman lived A^mc years 
aftei on the School- Hill uf Aberdeen, and 
edM4;;atcd his ohiidren in tiie bed manner 
could, uj>oa the price of Ills Anal! eftatc. 
pA his William, a Ton which he 

had by his arft wile, went abroad, and 
sieiirttr returntd 10 Aberdeen. Mr. James 
fiagrad feme time with his apnt Elfpcth 
jparquhar, and Pettr Morifon, Merchant 
an Ab«>«icen, lier huiband, profecuting 
)ij|ir|ducatiot>. 

Qibbs having no Hock, and but 
{Wfiiiyids, relblvedto feek his fortune 
abroad ; and about the year 1694 left 
Aberdeen, whither he never l etunicd. As 
he had always difeovemd a (Irong inch. 
Oatiun u> the mathematics, he fpcr.t lome 
frrvice of an aichitcfl and 
t- builder in llolland. The Earl uf 
^|^;^|>ening to be in that country, 
the year 1 700* Mr. G^bbs was in* 
tiMiiieed to him. This noBle Lord Was 
milHlilf a great archiitR i and finding his 
UUiif0Uyman Mr. Gilbs to he a man of 
Iw not only favoured him with his 


countenance and advice, but generoufiy 
iflided him with money :md rccommenda* 
tory Icttcis, in order, by travelling, to 
complete himlclf as nn architc£l. 

Thus fill nilhed, Mr. Gibbs went from 
Holland to Italy, and iheie applied him- 
foil alhduoullj totheftudyof architeflurej 
under the heif maAcrs. 

About the yiar !'•!• he came lo En-‘ 
gland j uhtu he found his noble natron 
in the JViinillr}, and liigbly in favour 
x^ith tiic Qmen. My Lojd Mar being 
now lully uMivinced that Mr. Gibbs was 
worthy uf the great favours he had con* 
Aired on him, introduced him to his friends 
as a gentleman of great knovi ledge inh's 
piuAnioii ; and an A6l of Paiiriment 
having been paAed about this time for 
building fifty new churches, Mr, Gibbs 
was emfiloytd by the Fruftees named irt 
the AC't, and gave a fpecimen of his abi- 
litii-s, in planning and executing St.’ 
Manin’s chu<ch in the Fields, St. Maiy's 
in the Stumd, and fevcral others. Being 
now t meted on bufinefs, he loon became 
d'lhngiiill.ecl j and although his generous 
puron hid the mibluriune to be exiled 
from nativ c coimii y, Mr. (Fibbs’s me* 
l it Aippoi led him among peribus of all 
denominations. 

To ineiiiio.'i all the ftately edifices that 
weic planned by Mr, Gibbs, and built by 
his dire6lion, would fwell this account to 
too great a length ; AiiRce it to fay, that 
lie was employed by perfons of the beft 
tafte and greateft eminence. The Rad- 
cliflc LibniT at Oxford, begun June 16, 
1737, and nniHud in the year 1747 > 
King's College, Royal Library, and Se- 
nate- houfe, at Cambridge; and the fump- 
tuous and elegant monument 'for John 
Holies, Duke of Newcaftle, done by or* 
der and at the expence of his Grace’s only 
child, the Coumefs of Oxford and Mor- ' 
timer, are^lalling evidences of tnis great 
man s fuperior abilities as an arcluteH, 
Some years before his death, he fern to 
tlie Mazifirates of Aberdeen, as a tefii* * 
mony Sf his regard for the tflnce of Ids 
nativity, a plan of fit. Nicholas church, 
lately rebuilt, which was probably among

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Being advanced tt> a great age, he fet 
about making his will in the bcginningof 
1754-f which he wrote with his own hand, 
and ligiied it on the 9>'h of May that year. 
As lie was a bachelor, and had but few 
relations, and was unknown rothcle, he be- 
queathed the bulk of his fortune, amount- 
ing to about 14 or 15,000!. Ib-rling, to 
tiuife lie elieeincd his inends. lie made 
a grateful return to the generofity of his 
noble patron tlie Earl of Mar, by be- 
queathing to his ion the Lord Eiikine, 
elfates which yielded 280I. per annum, 
loool. in money, and all his plate. 

His leligiuus principles weie the fame 
with thole of his father j but lie was 
jultly efteenied by good men of all per- 
iiiafions, being courteous in his behaviour, 
moderate with regard to thofe who differed 
from him, humane, and chaniahlr. He 
died, full of days and of honour, on the 
5th of Auguff, 1754.

THE 
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The Modes of Quotation ufed by the Evangelical Writers explained and vindicated* 
By tit Owen, D. D* and F. R« S. 410* los* 6d> Payne* 

M any objefVions have been raifed their citations from the Old Teftftment4 
againft the evangelical writers, on It has been alledgcd, that Tome 9^ tho< 
account of the feeming inaccuracy of quotations are not agreeable to the He-

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brew, and that others are applied to cir- 
cumfldiiccb and events, which arc very 
different from the meaning of the ori- 
ginal. Some of the advocates for Chi il- 
tianity have attempted to remove thefc 
ebjeiftions by obferving. that the (acted 
writers made u*c of the Greek verfion of 
the Old Tcftaracnt called the Septuagint. 
This however is not always the ca'c. 
Bifhop Wctcnhall, Mr. Speaiman, Dr. 
Sykes, Dr. Randolph, and others, have 
Hated and examined thefe citations, and 
have endeavoured to vindicate thpir ufe 
^nd application. Dr. Owen’s work is the 
mod didin£f and methodical arrangement 
of the parallel pafla^es we have feen. 

This learned author, i. compares the 
fcveral quotations made by the evangc- 
lids with each other, and w.ih their cor- 
refponding paflages in the Old Tcfta- 
ment, in older to afeertain the real dif- 
ferences between them. 

2. He endeavours to account for thofe 
ditfcrenccs wherever tliey occur, and 
thereby to reconcile the evangel ids with 
|he prophets and with one another. 

3. He lliews that all phe cuiotations fo 
rpconcilcd are judly applieo, and fully 
prove the fevcral points which they arc 
brought to eftablifh. 

Before he enters upon his comparifon, 
he thinks it necelfary to determine what 
Itandffd they are to be compared with, 
the Hebrew text or the Greek vcrfion 5 
and prefumis, for reafons he aifigns, that 
the evangel iff s quoted w^entrallj from 
fte feptuuv'int vcrfion* though the fevcral 
quotations do not perfectly agree with the 
copies which we have no^v in our hands. 
The facred wi iters, he thinks, might af- 
fumc the liberty of altering fome woids, 
the better TO exprefs the fpnfe of the ori- 
ginal ; and if the meaning be pcrfcdlly 
conveyed, though not in the fame but in 
fquivalenr tcims, the dcfign and purpqrt 
of the quotation is fully aiifwpred. 

In the courfe of his cnqiiu y concerning 
the differences between ilic pafTages as 
they daiul in the Old Tcftamciit, apd as 
they are quoted in the ntw, he advances 
% fuppofitiop, which js certainly very 
prphabir, viz. “ that when ji tianfenher 
of the New Tedamcnt had a high notion 
of the Septungiiu verfion, he adjuded the 
quotation to that reading. And, on the 
tontrary, w'hen a tranfciiber of the Sep- 
tuaghu Imd a high veneratien for the 
N'ew Tedamcnt, he alteicd that verfiou 
to the cvani>;elical reading.'^ 

Having exhibited the fevcral quotations 

inaclc by^hp rp" 
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gular fcrics, with the correfponding paf- 
fages in the Old Tedament, he enquires 
how far the evangelids are confonant 
with them (elves, and conformable to the 
writers of the Old Tedanvtnt. 

The evangelical quotations that may 
be compared together occur in no lefs 
than twenty-four places j and if we ac- 
cordingly make the compaiifon, it will 
appear that they aie not only fimilar in 
fenfe, but nearly fimilar in w'ords. The 
mod remarkable did'erenee confifls in 
this, that the very fame quotations are 
often contrail ed by (bine of the cvati- 
gelids, and as often enlaigcd by othcis. 
But certainly the dift'erent occafions on 
which they are intioduced, and the dif- 
feieiit ends they tie intended to ferve, 
might not only allow, but even icquire 
this liberty. 

In treating of the conformity between 
the evangelids and the Old Tedameiif, 
he fays, wdicn tl'.e Jews could not con- 
trovert the fa£ls iccoided in the gcfpels, 

they artfully dilguifed the prophecies 
which the evangelids had opplitdt and 
turned them, lo difgujfed, to othtr ob- 
jc^ls.’* 

As an illudration of this remark, he 
produces Malachi^ phap. iii. ver. 1. “ Be- 
hold I will fend my melTeriger, *ind hg 
fhall prepare the way before me;'* which 
is quoted by three evangelids, w iih a little 
vaiiation, thus ; ** Behold 1 fend mv 
mclT ngcr befoic thy face, which (hall 
prepaic thy way before thee.** Matth, 
chap, xi^ vpr. 10. Maik, chap. i. ver. 2. 
Luke, chap. vii. ver. 27. “ This texp 

(our author thinks) is evidently corrupted 
both in the Hebie-.v and the Gi eck ver- 
lion, and feemingly on purpofe to invali- 
date the arguments of the evangelids, by 
excluding the BaptiU out of the text, and 
defiroying the connexion bctw'pen hin^ 
and Chpd.’’ 

The texts cited in the Gofpcls and the 
Afls {imount in number, by our author’s 
computation, lo feventy-fix ; “ of thefe 
(he fays) fixty at lead appear, oncoiupa- 
rifon, to be ftric\ly confonnablt lo fimie 
or qtlier of our feptuagint copies. Se- 
veral more came near to them, and pon- 
vey exart ly the fame feiift, I hough not 
prcpifely in the fame words. Where any 
glaring did'cienccs occur, thcic 1 have 
fliewn the evangelids lobe right, and 
Old Tedament writings corrupted.’* 

The Jifws, he obferves, had an end to 
ferve by adulterating ihcir copies in fuch 
paifages as related to the Mediah, apd 
(he adoption pf ((xc Qpntilcs. And fince 

thq 
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— Ae gofp€l texts, on w hich thcfe articles 
arc Kiundedi art* the very texts that dilicr 
moll from the Old Tellamtnt leadini^s, 
it is eafy to conceive from wh nee thcle 
diffeienres fprung, and to whom they 
ought m nrifon to be afciibcd. 

Yet, notw itiiiinnding tins conlidcra- 
tion, It IS perhaps too hazaidous a fup- 
polition to .ilcribe lucli variations to wil- 
ful conuplioris of the Ifchrcvv or the 
SeptuajMUt vLifion. If the Ci reek tian- 
ilaiion whs made before ilie tone of our 
Savioui, it is not unnatuial to fuppoie 
that the tinnllators would fiequcntly in- 
clulgcthcnilelves in parqdiraltiL libcities ; 
and in palfages relative to the Melliah, or 
the call of the Gentiles, would millakc 
the application of the text — Thus, wc 
:ue veiy luucli inclined to tliitik that, in 
llofea, chap. xi. ver. i. Ta tikpsc avJcv^ 
his children^ may be the genuine, unadul- 
terated leading of the Gicek, tliougb tlic 
Hebrew and rlic Kvaiii-. Iiil, Martb. ch ii. 
Ver. 15* ufe the fingului nurn:)tr, fon- 
Writers before the time of Clirill, having 
no lonccpthn of his churufitr^ or the 
events of his life would naturally apply 
thefe woids to the delivcinnte of the If- 
raelitcs out of K^' Vpt, and accommodate 
their tranllatioii to luch an idta. , 

2- There arc imuimerable inllanccs in 
which the Gicck verfion vaiies fiom the 
original, wdieic thcie could be no occafioii 
for adulterating the icxt. 

3. It is very piohable that the evan- 
gelical writcis rometiines quoted by way 
of allufion or accommodation, where the 
prophecy did not originally relate to the 
Mellia' , but to fome other event in the 
Jcwilh hiftory. 

Jn the lad fcflion our author proceeds 
to Ihew, that the quotations are judly 
applied. 

“ It is fufficient (fays he) for my 
puipolc to obferve in general, with re- 
fperi to thcl'c and other proplucics which 
the J<>atu;c‘lids have applied to Child, 
that thcfe applications mud necelTarily 
be juft, even becaufe they have fo ap- 
plied them. For if the fame fpiritthat 
di^lated the prophecies in the Old Tefta- 
inent, dictated alfo their inrei pretations 
in the New, HE furcly bell knew his own 
mind, and could beft afccrtain to whom 
and to what they were meant to be ulti- 
mately referred.'* 

This we are rather inclined to think 
amounts to petitio ptincipii* 

But let us hear what he fays at the 
conclufion. 

Of all that has been faid this if the 


Aim : that Jcfiis Chrift, whofe hiftory 
we read in the New Tcftamcnt, wa<i the 
tiiic Meiiiih prcdiflcd in the Old; that 
this is manifeftly confirmed and afecr- 
taiiicd by the cxadl completion of the fc- 
vcral prophecies that went before con- 
ceining him ; that if fome of thcfe pro- 
phecies were anciently b> the Jews either 
interpreted of, or applied to other per- 
fons and times than thofe of the Melliah# 
yet is the fenlc given them by Chrift and 
Ills apodles highly to be preferred ; for 
the Jews c-ifily might, and indeed evi- 
dently did, niiflakc the fenfe of many 
prophecies, which foretold events that 
were long after to Iiappen ; but it was 
impoftihle thjt Chi id and his apdftles 
fliould ever err in the true meaning of 
any one, as they were really endued with 
fu}icrnatutal powers, and guided by the 
influence of that fpirit which fcatchcth 
and knoweih ail things, even the deep 
things of God The r power of working 
niinicles plainly proved that God was 
with them, and infpired as well as 
ftiengthened them. Their infpiration 
again as plainly proved, that their inter- 
pi elation of the piophecies was certain 
and infallible ; not to infill, as a farther 
proof, on their being all throughout 
piinflually accompli lived according to 
the very fenfe in which they intc’iprctcd 
them.” 

Thcfe are fome of the outlines of this 
work, which gives us a very favourable 
idea of the Karniiig, piety, and canduflPi* 
of the woithy author. If wc differ from 
him in fome points, it is, bccHufc we 
have an unlucky piejudicc againll the 
doflrine of types, antitypes, and ib« 
double completion of prophecies j and 
have, moreover, been ufed to conceive# 
that icvcral texts quoted by the evange<» 
lifts, arc refeircd by them to circuin- 
ftanccs and event*, very different fjom 
thofe to which iliey vcie originally ap- 
plied ; and that the evangelical wi iters 
have adopted the words of the Old Tcf- 
tament as alluiiuns only, or mere accom- 
modations of the prophetic language to 
fimilar occafions. ** He mull be a ftran- 
gcr to the Hebrew writers (fays Bilhup 
Kiddei) who does not know, that no- 
thing is mo;c common among them than 
fuch accomuodatioiis of the text upon 
ail ocCR^ons.*' 

But we by no means wifti to interpo|le»> 
our own opinion, with any degree of 
confidence# ui n fubjcfl which has been 
repeatedly difculled, and varioufly de- 
termined by ihe mod Icaitiod wi iters.

T HAVE no opinion,*’ faid John- 
. Jl Ion, once fpeaking of Hugh Kel- 
ly, “ of an author who has written more 
than he has read.** The obfervation was 
Ibinething fevere, but not ill-founded. 
Fcom the efforts of writers who polTefs 
iinall genius, and little reading, nothing 
can be expected hut a dull repetition of 
the fame thoughts, fometiines with a lit- 
tle variety of llyie, and fometiines with- 
out even that. Addifon, alter he had 
finilhed the Speffator, lefnfed to engage 
in another work of the like kind until 
he had laid in a fn fh ftock ol ideas by 
reading. When we compare the writers of 
the prelent day with thofe of palf limes, 
we cannot but wi/h that they would, like 
Addifon, refrefli themfelves now and 
then with a few new ideas, to be collefled 
from the bints which may be found of 
ancient wifdom. Should this be mote 
than is to be expe^ed, from the idienefs 
which is too prevalent at piefent, we 
would recommend them to have recourfe 
to Inch writers as, like the preient, have 
l*ele£lcd what is moll rctnaikablt iu their 
piedeceffurs, and by that means fupplied 
the materials for thinking without the 
expence of great application. 

ATctirement of Tome years,** fays 
the preient compiler, ** with the uninter- 
rupted per ufalcf a library compoted chief- 
ly pf fuch volumes as are not in the way of 
every (ludent, have liipjdied the editor 
with a very confiderahle Hock of ex- 
tracts and remarks. It has been fug. 
gelled to him, that if thefe were connected 
by a few obfervations, and raided under 
proper heads, they might af^rd Tome 
aihufement to thole readers who have tiri. 
ther time nor inclination to labour thru* 
fcores of iinintcrelting pages for the lake 
of two or three entertaining piragraphs. 
Encouraged by this idea, and by the fa- 
vdurable reception which his former 
ublications (moft of them anonymous) 
avc met with, he has ftept forward once 
more, in the literary walk, in hopes of 
meeting the fame candour and good -hu- 


mour which he has before experienced 
fioni his countrymen.** 

The mifcellany now before us refem- 
hlcK the French Anas, and is compofed 
of a variety of articles upon veiy different, 
and Ibme on very important fubjeCts.

^HOUGH we are far from being, in 
“*■ general, admirers of ** Jlluftrations 
of the Scriptuic,” as thinking they of- 
tenci tend to ob/eure than to HlujiraU the 
lacred oracles ; yet we cannot withhold 
our commendations of this author, and 
his performance. He appears to be a 
rational, learned, and modeft man i tlii^

Chriltians, who make the holy ferip- 
tures the rule of their faith. Thefe par- 
ticuinrs he compriies under four head-. 

1. Tenets or exprellions, in our Ar- 
ticles and Liturgy, which the moft or- 
thodox of the clergy think it necelTdry 
to explain away, or interpret in a renfe 
very different from the ordinary accept- 
ation of the words : fuch as the do61:riiie 
of original fin, and of works before 
grace ; and Tome exprciilons in the Ca- 
techilVn and Communion Service, rela- 
tive to the lacramcnt. 

H. Some things which cannot be proved 
ffom Scripture : fuch as the Atuana- 
fian doiniiue of the Trinity, and the ar- 
ticles piopoted CO our Belief concerning 
ChnU’s defeent into Hell, the Holy Ca- 
Itiolic Church, and the rerunc«f\iun of 
the — Here it may be obferved, that 
the fcri)>cures ohen ipeak of a rciuriec- 
tion, andk-of the rel‘urrei‘.*on of the 
hut never mention a ruluircdtion of the 
lH>dy or fielh \ and perhaps it will be 
impoffible to had any fuch doflrinc, pub- 
lid/ profeffed in the Chiiftian Cliurch, 
before the middle of the fourth century. 

The miftaken zeal of many in 
defedding the interpolations and cxpoli- 
tions of men, as the very words of Chrift 
or his apollles- This point our author 
exemplifies by tlie inflexible temerity with 
which Tome zealots rnanitaia and infill on 
the do£lrine of the AthauMfian Creed. 

The author’s hift fubjeft of complaint 
It, the apparent difindi nation of our ru- 
lers to promote a reformation in the 
Church* Yet he exprelTcs great fatif- 
foftion on finding, that they have given 
their fanflion to the reformed Liturgy of 
the Atneriaan States. 


Still, however, he thinks fherc would 
remain many ftumbling*blocks, or fara 
thcr objeftions to our Liturgy^ which 
would deprive it of the palm of perfec- 
tion if they were not removed. 

Under this head he includes ail ad- 
dreffes to Chrill liimfclf, and to him 
only ; more efjxicially that petition in 
which he is Itilcd the fon of David i 
fccondly, the reception of certain books 
of the Old TefUment under the title of 
facied fcriptuiej and, thirdly, the cx- 
prei'fnm of Clii ill’s fitting at the right 
hand of God* 

Our author likewife propofes the cor- 
rc£lion of fome fpeculative errors rela- 
tive to the apoftate angels, the fall, the 
incarnation, the redemption, &c. On 
thefe he gives us his fentiments with 
becoming freedom, and endc v/ours to 
fug^eft luch ideas, as he conceives njofl 
agreeable to the divine attributes* With 
what fuccefs he has purfued his en- 
quiries, wc fliall not determine, as thefe 
ful)je£ls ar., involved in the intricate 
mazes theology and meraphvlics- 
However, he deferves commendation for 
his modefly, when he fays, “ he enters 
upon the fubjcfl with the greatell diffi- 
dence of his own judgment and fufiici- 
ency for its difculTion.” 

To thefe Obfervations the author has 
fubjoincd a Journal of the American 
Convent'on appointed to frame an cc-^ 
clefiaflical conftitution, and prepare a 
Liturgy foi the cpifcupal churches of the 
United States. 

The letters which paffed between the 
members of the Convention and the 
archbifhops and bilhops of the Church 
of England, breatlic a laudable fpint of 
Chrifiian charity and brotherly affe£lion, 
and cannot but be acceptable to thofe 
readers, who arc cither interefled in the 
reformation of the American* States, 6r 
converfant in ccclefiallical hillory.

on the broken obelilk lying in the Cam'* 
pus Martins at Rome, are curious* 
** There are no memorials (fays he) of 
human art or indullry at prefent fubfift* 
ing inRomcs of equal antiquity with the 

obefifks 
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that have been brought thither 
fiom Egypt ; two uf them in particular 
nre luppuiecl to have been crc^\cd at He- 
liopoUsi by Scloflris, near four hundred 
years before the Trojan war. Thefe 
AuguiluSf after reducing Egypt to a Ro- 
man province* caufed to be brought to 
Rome. One of them he placed in the 
great circus, and the other in the Campus 
Mariiui . This laft, the largcft of all thole 
that have been tranl ported from Egvpc 
to Rome* was thrown down and broken 
at the time of the lacking and binning of 
that city by the ConHable Duke of Rour- 
bt)n, General to the Emperor Charles V« 

I ^2 7, and dill lies in the Campus Martius> 
This cduinii is known at Rome by the 
name of the Gtt^lia Rottay or broken 
pillai. Upon this, among other hiero- 
glyphics, IS reprelentcd a mufical inflru- 
rnentoftwij Itrings, with a neck to it, 
much refembling the calafctoney which is 
if ill in common ule throughout the king- 
dom of Naples.'* 

This chapter likcwifc contains a letter 
from tile tiavcller Mr. Biucc to our au- 
thor, with a drawing and defcription of 
the khebun harpy and an account of the 
Hate of mufic in AbylFinia. 

No hillory of a fingle art was perhaps 
ever lb much cmbellilhed and pnlivened 
bv other knowledge and information, 
which however arc luch as fairly lay in 
tlic way of the writer } and indcad of ap- 
peal mg to impede his progrefs, make it 
icem, by the amulement and indru6iion 
they aH'ord, dill more lapid. • 

Egypt is a country to which the mod 
illudiious chara£fers of antiquity reforted 
for information, and upon which molt 
modem wi iters I'ccm to dwell with pe- 
culiar pleafure# Our author's refledlions 
on tlic revolutions of government and 
fluduations in feience among the Egyp- 
tians at different periods of their hiltoiy 
are Iblul, and Icem to dow from a mind 
accudomed ;o reffe^t. — ‘‘ The mind is 
w4iolly lod in the immenfe antiquity of 
the painting in which this indrumeiu is 
reprelentcd j indeed the time when it was 
executed is fo remote, as to encourage a 
beliet that artsi after being brought to 
gieat perfedfion, were again loft, and 
again invented, long after this period ; 
.'ind there can be no doubt but that hu- 
man knol^ ledge and tednemenis have 
{hared the fame fate as the kingdoms in 
which they have been cultivated. They 
have had their gradual fife and declcn- 
fmn ; and in fome of the countries firft 
civiU?t;dh arrival of new in- 


vaders, and eftabliftiment of new modes, 
new laws, and new governments, maf 
be faid to have experienced feveral dc'itha 
and regenerations ; or, according to the 
Pythagoric dofliine, their fouls may be 
faid to have tranl migrated through fc- 
veral (diflerenc) bodies fince they have 
been inhabitants of this woild." — ‘ It is 
but of fmall impoitance to us Tiovi', per- 
haps, to know what kind of mufical in- 
ftruments weic in ufe among the Egyp- 
tians in times fo lemore from our own 5 
indeed it is a humiliating circuiiidance 
to reffedb how linle jiennanenec there it 
in human knowledge and acquirements s 
and before we attempt to improve our in* 
teller's, or refine tuir reafon, how long 
and laborious a work it is to devife expe- 
dients for fupplying the wants and de- 
fending the ucakncl's of our natuie. 
Some ages, and fome countiies. have 
been moie fuccefsful in thefe endeavours 
than others : however, there fecnis to be 
a boundary fet to the fuin total of our 
perfeftability j and, like the ftone of 
Sifyphus, wlicii wc are ariived with infi- 
nite toil at a certain heiuht, we are pre- 
cipitated back 10 the level whence we Itt 
oft', and the woik is to do again !" 

The next divifionof our auihor*swoik 
includes The Hiftory of Hebrew Mufic* 
which he begins in the following maniici : 

“ It is not lb much from tf.rhope of 
being able to throw aiiy new lights upon 
tile mufic of this ancient people that I 
dedicate a chapter to the fubiefi, as out 
of refpeft to the fiill and moll venffable 
of all books, as well as fm- the religion of 
niy country, and for that of the moft en- 
lightened part of mankind, which has 
been founded iip'.n it. 

“ For notwiihffandiiig the unremit- 
ting labours of the firlt fathers of the 
church, and thelcainmg and diligence of 
innumerable tianllatcT’, and commenta- 
tors, but few materials of great impor- 
tance can be acquired for this part of my 
work, except what the Bible itlelfcim- 
tains; as the firft periods of the biftoiy 
of the ancient Hebrews, fiom their high 
antiquity, can receive no ijjuHiation 
from contemporary hifiorians, or from 
human tcftimony. 

The chief pait of what I have to dt^ 
therefore, is to collefk the palfages le- 
lativc to thofc early ages of the world, 
the tranfaflions of which are recorded 
in the facred writings with fuch true and 
genuine fimplicity, and to arrange' them, 
in chronological order; a talk which « 
however trivial and ealy it may feem, 

I will 
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will ndt kt; without its ufc in a General 
HU^ory of Muiic ; as it will at lead fhew 
that this art has always had admiffioii 
into the religious ccrenaonics, public fcf- 
tivals, and Ibciai amufements of man- 
kind.” 

Though the paffigcs from the Bible 
are well known, yet the connefting them 
by dates and refleflions, and drawing 
them to a point* excites an attention to 
them, and gives them a force which in 
their di rached (late we fhould not fn;!*- 
haps have felt. The conftant ufc of 
muhe by the prophets in moments of in- 
fpi ration is ciirious. “ Who is ignorant 
(fays Quintilian) that mufic in ancient 
times was fo much cultivated, and held 
in fuch vencmion, that muficians were 
called by the names of prophets and 
fages ? V'eiteSi in Latin, is a common 
ttirm for prophets poft, and mufulun, 
Clemens AIcxan<l»inus, defcribiiig the 
different kinds of Egyptian prietts, and 
their funftions, fays, that the principal 
of them were called prophets • The 
oracles of the ancients were delivered in 
fong ; and i\\c Pythian priefts, who com- 
pofed info hexameter verfe the loofc and 
disjointed exprclTtons of the agonizing 
Pythia, were ftyled prophets^ 

Thcfe, according to Plutarch, werefcated 
round the fanfluary, in order to re- 
ceive tltv^words of the Pythia, and inclofe 
them immediately into a certain number 
of verfes, as liquors are inclofed in 
booties. 

‘••"Olcn, one of the firft piiclls of 
Apollo, was at once poet and piophet ; 
and Phemonoe, the firft prieftefs at Dcl- 
phos, is related to have delivered her 
oracles in verfe by infpiration only, with- 
out ftudy or afliftance- 

“ The Improvt) atari of Italy are ftill 
accompanied by an inftrumcnr, like the 
prophets of old ; and Italian poets who 
writedown verfes, fing at the time of 
Compofing them a circumftance wlrch 
was confirmed to our author by Meta- 
ftafio himfclf. 

This feflion is terminated by feveral 
Hebrew chants that have been long ufed 
in the fynagogucs of difltrent parts of 
Europe. 

We are now arrived at The Hiftory of 
Greek Mh/Ic, which employs the nioft; 
confidcrabie part of this volume, and in 
which'thc author has nianifefted not only 
uncommon diligence, but fuch afi extent 
of reading and clalTical knowledge, as 
few profeilional men can boaft. 


Chap. I. of this divifion of the work, 
treats of M/tJic in Greece c/uring the re~ 
Jit/ence of Pagan Divinities of the fit ft 
or tier upon earth* 

The author fuppofing “ thcfe divini- 
ties to have been mere human beings, 
w'hg having, whilft they refided on earth, 
either taught mankind the neceffary ant 
of life, or done them fomc ocher impor- 
tant fcrvice, were deified after death, and 
regarded as proteflors of thofc arts which 
they had invented when living, as well as 
of iheii profcflbrs,” he likcwifc ventures 
to humanize them : and if, continues he, 

they arc only fuppofed to have been 
powerful and benign rerreftrial princes, 
we may firip theii liiftory of the mar- 
vellous, and imagine nirinkind under their 
reigns emerging from ignoiance and 
barbarifm by natuial and Dow degrees, m 
much the fame manner, and w ithout the 
interpofition of miraculous aflillance, as 
cverv other people have fincc done who 
have arrived at wealth and power, and 
have afterwards had leifure to attend to 
luxury and rcHnemcnt.** 

This idea is turned to account with 
great ingenuity and learning : the prin- 
cipal authors of antiquity have been 
cited in fuppoit of it, nor have the m'dft 
refpeflable moderns been neglcfled. In- 
deed, whoever is acquainted with the 
Grecian dallies and mythulogy will be 
amufed w ith the articles Minerva^ Mtr* 
curyt Apollo y and the Mufes* 

There is nothing improbable or 
puerile (lays the author) in humanizing 
the pagan divinities, or in fymbolizing 
mythology* Indeed many of the ancient 
fables and allegories are fo ingenious, 
and conceal fo delicate a moral, that it 
would difeover a tafte truly Gothic and 
barbarous to condemn or rejefl them* 
Of fuch as thefe muft our hiftory confift 
during the dark ages of antiquity, w'hich 
furnifli few authentic materials \ fur as 
yet wc have no other records to confult 
than thofe of poets and mythelogifts." 

And in fpcaking of Apollo and the 
Nine Mufes, he fays, ‘‘ there is fome- 
thing plcafiag in the idea of realizing, or 
even of finding the ilightcft foundation 
in hiftory for the fables with which wc 
have been amufed in our youth.**-- — 
** So dear ro men of genius and lovers 
of ait are thofe celebrated female mufi* 
ciansthe M/ifes^ that it is hardly poftible 
for them to hear their names mentioned 
without feeling a feem and refined plea^ 
fure*** 

The 
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^esontentUn between Afxdlo and 
U very well related. Olympust 
hit fchdlar* has like wife an honourable 
niche here* Nor have the vocal powers 
of fwanst in ancient times> been forgot- 
ten. Howe vert the author docs not treat 
the fubjcc^ with fuch gravity and claflfi- 
cal credulity as ^r. Jodi el docs in his 
notes on Mr. Totrer*s tranllation of 
4®rchyliis. This chapter is terminated 
with an account of Bacchus and the 
Orgia* 

Chap. IT. treats of ihc mulic aferibed 
by the mythologifts and poets to the ter» 
fe/irhlor demi'-goUs $ and here we have 
an account of Puin^ the Satyrs y and the 
Syrens^ 

Chap. III. conccniS the ftrtije of heroes 
and heroic times • ‘‘ It lias been the 
opinion of the greatgfl and the moft an- 
cient hiftorians, that in the early ages of 
the world the chief employment of 
princes was to tend their flocks, and to 
amufe themfelves with ruftic fongs* ac* 
companied by rude and artlefs inftru- 
nients. 

“ The poetical deferiptions of the 
golden age are pleafingpiiluics of an in- 
nocent life and fimplicity of manners i 
Ovid and Lucretius Teem to hive ex* 
haufted the fubjctl^L 

** But the paftoral kings of Eery pt and 
the (hepherds of Arcadia have furnilhed 
themes for a more elegant and puiifhcd 
fpecics of poctryi without admiirion 
of vice or luxury. 

“ After this, when mankind, not con- 
tent with the natural and ipontaneoiis 
productions of the earth, obtained an 
artificial increafe by tillage, according to 
Tibullus,

day, 

* Chanted in meafur'd feet his Tylvan lay ; 

* And Teed- time o'er, be ftrft in blithfome 

vein > ' 

« Pip’d to his houfhold gods the hymning 
itra.n.' 

In procefa of timci when the hu- 
man mind was more ehlarged and culti- 
vared' i when the conne£lions and inte- 
refts of men and ftates became xnord 
complicated, idufic and poetry extended 
their iiifIdeDCe and ui^ from the, field to 
the city s atid^ thofc who before ^ly 
amufed tfiemlclvcs while tending a ftdelt 
of (beep, or herd of cattle, wfeffc ftow em- 
ployed to (hg eitheir with the vmcc alone, 
or accompanied with inftnifRcnts, the 
my^ftefies of relikibiu or the valiant deeds 


performed by heroes iO defence of thf^ 
country* 

** So many fables have been devirc4 
Concerning the firft poets and mufiemnsi 
that a doubt has been thrown even upoo 
their exigence. Chiron, Amphion, Or* 
pheus, Liims, and Mufasus, are Ij^bcii 
of by the poets and mythologifts io hy* 
perbolically, that the time when, and 
place where they flourlfhcd, will appear 
to many as little worth a ferious enquiry 
as the genealogy of Tom Thumb, or the 
chrondogy of a fairy tale. However, 
(continues the author) though I am 
ready to part with the miraculous powers 
of mufic, 1 am unwilling that perfons, 
whole talents have been fo long cele- 
brated, ihouid be annihilated, and their 
anions cancelled from the records of paft 
times* 

* E’en from the tomb the voice of Nature 

cries, 

* £ ‘en in their afhes live their wonted fires.* 

** But there are charaflcrs inhifloty 
fuperior to the devaftations of time } like 
thole high rocks in the ocean, againl^ 
which the winds and waves are for ever 
in vain expending their fury. Nor can 
the fame of Orpheus, Linus, and Mu* 
faeus, ever be wholly conligned obli- 
vion, as long as any one alphabet re- 
mains in ulc among mankind. Their 
works may be dellroycd, and their cx- 
iftence doubted, but their names imif): 
be of equal duration with the woild. 
Tile memory of few tranfaftions df im- 
portance to mankind has been loft fince 
letters have been found ; and if we are 
ignorant of the hiftory of the Egyptian,^ 
Aflyrian, and Perlian monarchies, it is 
from their having preceded that period.**' 

Then follow ample and intcrefting ac- 
counts of Chiron, Amphion, Oipheus, 
l.inus, and Mufaius. The article Or- 
pheus has been particularly laboured 
our author, in endeavouring to eftabiim 
his exigence, his abilities as a Icgilbtpr^ 
a poet, and muTician. 

In Tpeaking of the ftate of mulic at the 
time of the fiege of T roy. Dr. B. lit» enli* 
vened his account with numerous bexutjl- 
fbl palTagcs froth Homeri as tranflatcd 
^0^. Here the hards prffii^St 
r/f, Vemodocus^ and ^ cerq* 

brated, and tliciV hiftory ^nd 
given froth all the materials ^kich aft* 
cient authors have furpifbed 
them.

We will 
not prefume to decide as tu the fuperioti- 
ly of the one or the other of their judg* 
ments, but beg leave to intimate to our 
readers that we think them both in the 
wrong. 

*• Aeovrriy oflandfcapeftomnvtTLXit 
of oimas^particnlarly of wood, is ano-

Scotch landfcape is not fb happy. In 
theje its poverty chiefly appears. In 
iiiult parts of England the views are rich. 
Near the capkai ripccuilly objefls aift 
fcaticred in lack profufion, that unlels 
the diftance be very remure, they are 
injurious to landfcape by diltrafling the 
eye. Bat the Stotrhdijiance rarely exhi- 
bits any diverfity of obieAs. It is in 
general a barren trafl of the fame uni- 
form unbroken hue % fatiguing the eye 
for want of variety, and giving the ima* 
gination little Icope for the aanufement, 
which It often finds amid the ambiguity 
of remote objefls.— -Weie it not for this 
general deficiency of obje^ls, parttcular- 
ly of wood, in the Scotch views, I have nu 
doubt but they would rival rhoieof Italy# 
Many a CaAel Gandolfo might we have, 
fcHted on an eminence, and ovci looking 
an Alban lake, and a rich circum|acenc 
country.

** Dr. Jobnlbn has given us a piAuie 
of Scotch landfcape, painted, Iain foriy 
to fay, by (he band of peeviflmefs .

“ The hills,’' fays lie, “are almoft 
totally covered with dark heath; and 
even that appears checked in its growth. 
What is not heath is nakednels ; a little 
diverfified, now and then, by a ftream, 
ni thing down the flceo. An eye acctil- 
tomed to flowery paflures, and waving 
harvefis, is altoniAed, and npelled by 
this wide extea: of hopelets fteiiUty. The

The ingenious Author’s enquiry begins 
fiom the year 1 3 1 1, ** when the General 
Council ol Vienna ordained that at Rome, 
at Palis, and in the other univerfities, 
profelTors Ihould be eftablifhed to teach 
the Hebrew, ArabiC| and Cbnldean ian- 
gtiages." — The reaton of this was to 
give the greater Aiccefs to the crulades, 
which, though impioiilly evil in the de<- 
fign, proved, of very efkntial benefit in 
the end, “ by making us acquainted with 
the people of the £adj— with their arts, 
-—With their langui^ge,— and with their 
trade."— But it is to M. de Breves, who 
had been Ambafiador from Henry JV. of 
France to Conilaminople, that Fiance 
owes the greateft obligations for its ac- 
quaintance with oriental learning. He 
had a number of types caft of the Aia* 
bic, PerOan, and Syriac charader, and 
procured fevcral books to be printed in 
thole languages. Thele types are now in 
the king's printing- nouie, having been 
purchallrd, with a number of oriental 
manuferipts, from the heirs of M> de 
Breves, by Vitic the then king’s printer. 

M. de Guignes deferibes them very 
nfinutelv $ anil not only gives accounts of 
the iHK'.ks which have been printed with 
them, but'allb of bonks which liAvebeen 
printed in the oriental languages in other 
parts of Europe. Among thefe he men* 
tions the celebrated Englifli P«dyglot by 
Walton (called by him Waifoii) ^ but 
he condemns ibf cliaraflers of that work, 
and alfo the Di^lionaiy of Edmund Caftelj, 
which is atfixed to it.

1 do not mean to rcrommend^ *^i#*‘*' 
neral terms, the keeping of goats in farm 
ftabfes. But if this terrible difeafe can 
be prevented at fo trilling an expcnce, 
what farmer in his fenfes w utd be in 
want of a goat ? In the midland coun- 
ties, three years ago, many fanners loft 
all their bed horfes in the daggers* 
Lofs, to the amount of fevera! thoufand 
pounds, was fuftaitied in Stadbidihirr 
alone. 

“ I dwell the longer on this incident, 
as it appears to me probable, iliac the' 
inftueiice of the goat is uot meiely that 
of a charm* The flaggers api^ar evi- 
denrlv to be a nervous diforder- Odoura 
arc found in many calec, 1 believe* 
adl beneficially on the human nervea i,. 
and, poffihiv, the frrong feent of the 
goat may have a limihir eife^f rm choOt 
of the hoi'fe* The fubjc£l is certainly

Received a repdrt From the Commiflioners 
of the Crown Revenue, refpedting the New 
FnreR, Hants and then adjourned. 

TuxsftAY, July 28. 

This day the order ot the day was read for 
the renewal of the evidehce on the Tobago 
Bill. 

Mr. Douglas fummed up the evidence, and 
harangued ilieir Lordlhips for an hour and ah 
half. 

The Duke of Richmond rofe> and moved| 
th.it this Bill be read a fecond time to-mor« 
row, VI hich was agreed to. 

Adjourned. 

Wednesday, July iq. 

The Tobacco Bill being re.id a fecond 
time, , 

Lord Stoi^mont rofe, and fpoke at Tome 
length on the general fubjedt of the Bill. He 
was averfe to fevenl of the clailfes/ dhdhnpcd 
ih'.y would be alteied or expunged,— VVith 
regard to the famous Tobacco Bill of Sir Ro- 
bert Walpole, lie would obfefve, that it was 
nut fo objedhonable as the prefent Hill, which 
contained chiufes of greater hardfhip and op. 
preflioii tlian the 'Former. One pai'l Of Sir 
Robert’s Bill was commendable, namely, that 
which allowed an appeal to a Committee of 
the Judges. Norliing of this kind, hoWever, 
w.'is comprehended in the Bill now before their 
Lordlhifis. It permitted no appeal'tmt to the 
Commiffionen of Excife, who were natu- 
rally difpofed to lean Co the fide of the nfiRcer. 
It did not idlow that mode of trial which h.id 
always been moR grateful to the feelings of 
Engliflimeti, the trial by a Jury of twelve 
Feers. To enmpenfate, in fomc degree, for 
this inconvenience, it m'ghtbe exposed that 
it would prove verv produ£live to cl\e Reve- 
nue ; but he' believed that would be f<ir from 
being the cafe. From the evidente of the 
Tnanufadturers, there was little reafon to fup- 
pofe that fmtiggtmg would be reRrained by 
this Bill { for the fmuggicr, inRead of im- 
porting the raw macei lal, would noW con- 
vert his atientioQ to the importation of manu* 
fildliuM fohacco and fnuflT. He tt'ould not 
detain the Houfe by dwelling on the different 
pbiifea of thii multifarious ^lil } there Was 


however a claufe which appeared bi him par« 
ticularly repr^enfibie, viz. that which im^ 
pofes a penalty on every perfon who fellH 
adulterated fnuff, whether he knows it to be 
fo or not , and not merely a Tingle penalty- 
for a general offence, but a Teparate one fet 
every half ounce, or lef$, that he may chance 
to fell of fnuff of that defeription. This he 
did not fcruple to term an iniquitous and op^ 
preRjve claufe, which, be was convinced, 
their Lordfhips would never fandtion. He 
then took notice oT the'fecrets of the Tobac- 
co manufadture, fome of which were ex- 
tremely valuable. The Excife Oftlcer, by 
having a liberty of entering the houfe of a 
manufadlutTi* at any time, would undoubtedly 
have an opportunity of learning thefe fecrets* 
Eveiy fi'ccies of private property ought to 
be deemed facred from invasion ; and, la 
his opuiiou, thofe fecrets of trade which 
were the fruit of a perfon's talents or fkilU 
were of a more facred nature than property in 
general. There was another claufe that 
mentioned a certain weight beyond which a 
given portion of tobacco moR not go ; end i£ 
it Ihould happen to exceed this Rated weight, 
every pound of excefs was liable to be feized* 
Thus, if the liquor infufed into the tobacco, 
aided by the influence of the .air, ibould rllako 
a certain quantity u'eigli more chan the 
allowance given in this claufe, a manufac-- 
turer would be punifbed by a p'-nalty and 
forfeirui e, as if he liad clandeRincly added fo 
many pounds to the above mentioned quan- 
tity, to avoid the duty. He concluded .a 
fpeech of npwards of an hour by animadvert- 
ing on Che time when this Bill was brought 
into Parliament, which was not before the 
middle of Juiie Tins prndlice of delaying 
Bills of importance till the dog-days was un* 
known to Sir Robert Walpole and the Mini* 
Rers who preceded him-, but Was how by no 
me.an9 unFrequent. It feemed to bmceed 
however fioma with to preclju^dilbulTion. 

The Lord Chancellor was oT opinion, that 
the Bill contaiii«il vaVious inconiiRencics^ 
w^icli he tioped would be remedie-l in tli« 
Committee. With regard to the Exeife lawt, 
and the high duties on Tobacco, the MiiiiRer 
of this day had i.ot been their inventor ; he 
found them on the Raiute 1»oek> and he, did 
no more than bis diny in applying the Excife 
Taws CO fneh articles of manufa<jlQre. from 
which, though generally agreed to he fair 
and {iropef ubjedls of taiacion, a Revenue 
C c a ceuld 
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could not be fecured by any other meahs. 
Nor were high duties on Tobacco peculiar 
to Orrat- Britain ; it hid long been the policy 
of other countries to put high duties on To- 
bacco* and where the manufacturer got hut 
one* fifth and the public four-fifths, fraud 
was to be expeCted to be praCtifed. As little, 

^ his^ Lordfhip faid, was the Minifler to he 
I blamed for tlie inaccuracy of luch Bills as the 
•prefenr, as for the n^tture of the Excife laws 
in general } however fplendid his talents, or 
indefatigable his indultiy, he could not he 
fuppofed to he capable of di awing fuch fiilis 
himfelf. If lie were, 1^ would not he fit to 
hold the place of Firft Laid of the Treafuiy. 
All he could do in luch cafes was to confult 
thofe who might be fuppofed to be mofi con- 
verfant with fuch fubjeCts, viz. the Solicitors 
of therefpeCtive Boards under whofe manage- 
ment the duties in quefiiun were placed, and 
liaving obtained the befi information in his 
power, CO leave the Bill to hedrawti by thofe 
fubalterns whofe particular duty it was. He 
lamented chat fomany inaccuracies and incon- 
fifiencies were fiilTvrcd to elcape the other 
Moufe, and laid, lie hoped if it was infifted 
upon, that thair LordQiips were not to alter 
Money Bills, they w'ould make ic be ftlt that 
the otlier Houie oughi to t.^ke care to fend 
theiTi up Bills fo correCily drawn as to be 
proper CO pafs without the neceA'ity of alte- 
latioqi With regard to placing the article of 
. tobacco under the laws, his Lordlhip 

ohferved, chat lome of the witneffes had ad- 
mitted that there were fuch frauds commit- 
ted, ^as funk the Ian* trader to the ground ; 
(har, in fa^), an honeft man had no chance in 
the trade, as he could noi meet the market 
on equal terms, with the fraudulent manu* 
fa£luier; that fuch frauds loudly called for 
jkeventinn; and chat they could not he pre- 
vented, nor me high dunes colle£led, in any. 
other way fo well as hy an eMenfioq of the 
XCxcifc laws to the fubje^. Thofe faAs be- 
ing admitted, it appeared to hinfi that tlie 
principle of the Bill w.is every way defen* 
fihle, and that it was necelTitry iliac the Bill 
fhould go into a Committee. — With regard to 
tlie opportuhity of learning the fecrets, he 
thought it ivquld be exceedingly improper to 
:^ufier any c^aufe to fiand which w'ould give 
^he officer fuch an opportunity for encroach, 
fiw'on the fa|9'eclne(s of private property, 
Ipis, and (ome other parts of the Bill, mult 
be materially altered before it would meet his 

lord Hawkefbury and Lord Cathcart fpoke 
in favour of the Bill, and after a (hort reply 
from Lord Stormont it was committed for the 
moridwi their Lordfhipe then pafied the 
Corn Bilij god adjourned. 


Thursday, July )0. 

The order of the day being read, for the fo* 
cond reading of the Weftminfter Annuity Bil^ 
The Lord Chancellor rofe, and after apo- 
logifing for not having paid fufficient atten- 
tion to every claufe of this Bill, on account 
of the multiplicity of his avocations, gave it 
as his opinion, that, from the general ouMine 
of ir. It apjieared to him to be a Bill of too ‘ 
much importance to be hafirly determined 
upon ; and concluded with moving (hat the 
fecoiid leading of this Bill be pofiponedf till 
the 29th of September. 

Lord Kinnaird fupported the Bill. 

Tlie quefiion being put, the motion of 
pofiponemtnt was agreed to, and the Bill 
was throw n out for this fefiion. 

1 he Houfe then entei cd into a Committee 
on tlie Tobacco Bill, Lord Walfingham in the 
chair. 

The Lord Chancellor ohje^led to that 
claufe which impofes fuel) duties on the ex- 
port.'ition of Poituguefe and Spinifli tobacco, 
as to amount virtually to a proliihiiion ; and 
moved, by way of amendment to the claufe, 
that Che words “ or for exportation'* be 
omitted. 

The Karl of Hopetoim differed from the 
learned Loci) in the confiru^lion of the 
claufe, and would therefore oppofe the 
amendment. 

Loid Cathcart faw no neceflfity for the 
amendment. 

The Duke of Leeds did not adopt the con. 
firuflion put upon the claufe by the learned 
Lord, and therefore thought the amendment 
was not called for. 

The Houfe divided on the claufe as it orif 
ginaky (food, when the numbers were.

Majority 5 
againfl the Ohnnoellor's amendment.

Lord Walfingham rofe to move the order 
of thed.iy foi going into a Committee of the 
whole Houfenn the Bill for enabling tlie In- 
dia Company to add, by way 01' loaf., one 
tnillinn totlieir cnpit'd. Pievious to iiia mo- 
tion, his LordtViip Cook a general view of the 
Ifateof tlie Comi'Uiy’s afTairs in India. To 
the nccellity of fiKpiinng the information ne- 
celfary tofuch a fticrmenr,was :o be attribut- 
ed ihelsitenefs of the period of the Sellion in 
which the Bill introduced. Uis Lord- 
ftiip then entered into an extenfive and vari- 
ous chain of Titlinriet cal c.iKAiIaciuns, all tend- 
ing to imprcis the idea of th. flounthing Bate 
of the Company’s affair^, (lieiehy deducing 
the propriety and advantage of allowing them 
lu add the pn'pofed m liion co»thcir liock. 
In doling this Ik'S Lordlhip followed preciftny 
the fame track which Mr. Dtiodas had trod 
before him w'hen intiooncing the prefent Bill 
into the Houle of Commons. 

The Lord Chancellor, after apologifing for 
bis want of acquaintance with the fuhjedt 
which had juft been handled with fuch candour 
and clearnels by Che Noble Loid, made a few 
ohlervatioos on it. He reitainly did not fee 
any teal riectftUy for the iiel<iy of tluc Bill to 
folate a period of the Seliion. A bufinels of 
iuch leal importance as the preleut ought to 
be difculled in a much fuller Huufe chin 
yould be muftered at this feafun of the yenr. 
As to the immediate fiihjedi of the Bill, he 
was forty the Noble Lord had not been more 
explicit on the neceflicy foi the loan 
propofed. He had ft ill fome doubts on the 
perf^e^ propriety of iC. JVluch, very much 
indeed, depended on what would probably 
acerne to the Company in five or fix years. 
Many jnftauces might occur, in which a part, 
if not all, of ihi.^ tchvnie of prob.'ibilities 
might faiU In that cafe where was the 
Moty uf the pubhc ? He did nrtt venture to 
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aifert that this was the cafe at prefeot. Qm 
circumftance ftruck him forcibly, that ewer 
(ince the year 1756, when the Company fietk 
acquired territorial polT^fllions, a political in- 
tereft waS created, which iu a focceflaoii 
years fo engrafted itfdf upon tlie pulicicd m* 
cerefts of this kingdom and people, th.ic ii 
feemed to form part, and a very great part 
too, of the great political fcale of the mtcieft 
of this country.-— Now, this newly-aoquired 
exotic intercfl might jar with tlie policy of 
the powers of Europe ; or it might again, at it 
had already tlone,j:ir with the interefts of Ctm 
country powers 111 India. In iliat cafe tbs 
fecurity of the property of the StockhoUien ia 
this kingdom would be eifedled. This w« a 
matter tfiac ought to be very deiiberacelf 
confulereil. For that reafon the papeif 
ought to have been pi inted, that tlie men of 
pioperty might have had an opportunity of 
judging for ihemftlves. There was a claufo 
in the Bill now under dircunriuo, whidi ap« 
peired to him to he liable to weighty objtc- 
luMis. This was the claufe which pentiitt 
guardians to htcome fiihlcrihen to the loan 
in queftion, with the money belonging to 
iheir wauls. This provifion militated agaiuft 
the vftablilhed pratftice of ouranceftois, who 
for Wife reafons had prohibited a guardian 
from purchafing ftock of any tradiug Coro-^ 
pany , from an apprehenfion of the hazard m* 
tending fuch problematical and fpeculacivo 
fchemes. He did not wilh it, howef^r, Co 
bs coiTidered, that what he now fa.d in ob- 
jedtion to this clanfe arofe from his fears of 
the infecurity of India Stock — it was folelf 
diiStated by the opinion he enterc.iined cho 
propriety of reftraining gwardlaus from apply- 
ing the money of their wards to the po' pofci 
of fpecuKtiion. 

Lord Kinnaird oppofed the Bill as unneoer> 
fary, and indeed unjuftifiable. After repro- 
bating the introdudion of the Bill at this pe- 
riod of the Seliion, he adverted Co the mo- 
tion for papers to elucidate this fubjed, and 
expreffed his furprife that the accounts hzA 
not been moved for .1 few days fooner, an4 
printed for the infpeition of thrir Lordftiips.

“ As my ' 7 ourt has it greatly at heart to 
maiiitu 11 the good harmony whith fubfitls 
between the two n.iLicris, and to difpcl every 
contrary lufpicion, I entreat you, Sir, to 
impart this letter, without delay, to the 
Piefidciic of the National Afl'embly.

before the law, to regard ilie good of bis peo*

his duties, and to render it the role and the 
mearuie uf his prerogatives and authority } 
To give way to the ardour of patriotifm, to 
follow its urgent infpiraiions, reijuires no 
effort; how much| on the contrAiy, have 
we been obliged to nnuderate its traq^poits ! 
How much have over-ruling motives pra- 
fcnted to us the neceiTity of gnaiding nur- 
felves from a dangerous precipitation 1 In 
your name we were charged to colledt and to 
put together wifhes and opinions. It is to 
trace the hrd foundations cf the edifice which 
your gentrons h nds are going to erc£l lo 
liberty, and, with liberty, to the dignity of 
man and the pnhlic happinefs that you have 
called us* Before you are vre to aidwer ; 
before tlitt Beprefentatives ot n great Empire; 
before all Europe, whofe eyes are fixed 
uix>n us, who ex pedis from your lights a 
model that will foun be imitated ; it is for 
poflerity that it is every day commencing, and 
in a moment will demand of us an account of 
our labours ; it is by tliefe confiderations that 
we have felt it our dyty to confine oqrfelves 
to a rigorous method, and a profound medita- 
tion on the very bafis of the ponffitution, to 
join the ftudy of the fentiments expreffed by 
Dur conffituents, 

We have alfo thought it our duty to begin 
by examining the fentimentsexpreflfed in the 
written opinions that we have been able to 
jConfuU. Count de Clermont-Tonnerre will 
prefent to you the arranged account with 
which ho has charged hirofelf, tq inform yon 
pf the general fpirit of thofe billets. 

We have fixed our arcention throughout 
.on the aiticlea which our conftituents have 
more particularly recommended, and which 
they jullly confider as neceffary and indifpen- 
fiblc. 

But we have at the fame time confidered, 
that thefti different views required the effa- 
bl.fhment of adequate means to acciunplifh 
them; tiiat it was necelTory to deceimine 
and define the various powers inffituted to 
maintain (he order of fociety, to afeertain 
their limits, and to preferve them from all 
invafiun. That the conlhtucion of the em- 
pire ftiould prefent a complete whole, of 
which all the p.:r?s comiedled and coiref- 
pondinjt with one arotMer, (houUl tend to the 
fame end, the good of the public, and of in- ' 
clividualsi and that ip finjC, w'e Ih'uiUl ill 
fulfil y^nir expedlatinns, if we pret'ented 
difpofitnins disjiHoed,. inpohsfent, and npt 
guarded by precautions lo warrant the con^ 
ftanjc txecurion of them g apd in thofe impnr • 
taut points of vi&w h,« the wi^k fye arc en- 
wiph appuared to u». 


And at firff view, we were of opinion with 
you, that the conflitution ought to be prece- 
ded by a declaration of the rights of a man 
and a oitixen \ not that the objeA of fuch a 
deebration was to imprefs on thefe funda- 
mental truclis a force which they poiTefs from 
morality and from rcafon— which they poffefs 
from Nature, who has implanted them in 
every heart with the germs of life ; who has 
rendered them infeparable from the elTence 
and the charadler of man ; but that by thofe 
diKuments you have thought fit that thefe in- 
delible principles fhould be conilantly prefent 
to our eyes and our thoughts* You were 
defirous that the people, whom we have the 
honour lo reprefent, might every iiiffant re- 
cur to them, trace back each article of the 
conftitution which they have confided to our 
care, affure ihemlelves of our faithful adhe- 
rence to principles, and recognize the obli- 
gation and tlie duty which would thence srifc, 
of fubmilTion to the laws, which infiextbly 
maintain nU their rights. You thought that 
this would be a continual fecurity againff the 
fear of our own neglect ; and you forefaw 
that if in fucceeiling ages any power what- 
ever Ihould attempt to impofe laws not dedu- 
cible from thefe principles, this oi iginal type 
always fubfiffing, would infiantly announce 
to every * citizen cither the prime or the 
error. 

This noble idea, conceived in another he- . 
mifphere, pught to be firfl tranfplanted by us. 
We have contributed to events which reffored 
liberty tp North America. — She Ibews us op 
what principles we ought to fepure the pre- 
fervatioQ pf pu|* own ; and this new world, 
to which we formerly carried nothing buc 
chains, now teaphes us to guard againft wear- 
ing them ourfelves. 

All the Menfbei s of your Committee have 
applied themfelves to this important declara- 
tion of l ights. They differed a little on the 
grounds, and a good deal mope on the exprel- 
fion and the form. Twoapiwared to unite 
the different cliar.:dlers of the red. You 
have alicady fren a pr nted copy of that of 
M. TAbbe Sieyes ; that of M. Mounier will 
be communicated to you ip tfip (aipe man- 
ner. 

The fuff feiging qn, if we ipay be allowed 
the expieffion, the nature of men in its fiil^ 
elements^ and purfuing it without digreffiou 
ill all its develupements and focial poipbina- . 
tiops, has the advaiuage of fuffering none of 
Che ideas to efcape which enforce tlie conclu- 
fipMS, nor the (hades which conned! the ideas 
themfelves. It exhibits Che precifion and Se- 
venty of an underffanding mailer of itfelf end 
of its fubjedf. Perhaps, while you difeovey 
in it the marks of a fagaetty equ^ly rare an^ 
prpfoim^d, yi|u wiU find that its iuconveni- 

eoce 
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ance lies in its perfeaion, and that the picui* 
liar genius which diltat^ it would fuppofa 
much more than can reafonably be expelled 
iu all thofo who ought to read and underhand 
it. In deference to thefe remarks, M. 
PAbbe Sieyes has difpofed the principles of 
his work in (hurt conclufions mure eaCy to 
comprehend. 

That of M. Mounier is formed on the fame 
obfervations on the nature of man* The 
connedlion of the conclufions is in it lefs ap- 
parent. Thefe are plain formulas detached 
from one another. Men accudomed to fuch 
fubjedls will read them with eafe, and ftipply 
what is omitted between tliem ; others will 
yeiain them more eafily, and will not be 
ftartled, either by the fatigue of following 
the deduAion attentively, or the fear of 
midaking, in a feries of propofuions, tlmfe 
which contain the conClufion in whicli they 
are interedcd. You will find in the plan of 
M. Mounier the ideas which liave been al- 
ready prefented to you hy M. de la Fayette, 
and which have receiv^ your praife. M. 
Mounier has been equally careful to confulr 
rhe various plans fent by feveiai didinguidied 
Members of this Alfembly. 

You will decide between thefe two kinds 
of merit, which both deferve commendation. 
You will weigh what is due to the tights of 
the mod penetrating minds, and what to the 
fimplicity of others. You will perhaps think 

your duty to reconcile the two obligatiiinf, 
and thence produce a new form, which fhall 
be adapted to all, as it will be the work of all. 

We join to tliefe two plans of* declaration 
of the rights of a man and a citizen, the plan 
of the firft chapter of the condituiion on the 
prinpiples of rhe French Government. Here 
we have heed guided and enlightened by an 
ancient trailitioii, and the coneurreiice of ail 
our written opinions. We fubmiC this plan 
go your examination, we will perfedl it by 
the aid of your lights, and finally prefent it 
more worthy of yoii in the entire body of the 
jconditution.' \ye have thought it might be 
iletached for the moinent, that you may con- 
fider if we have faithfully explained the priu- 
ciples of your conditijients on obje^ of fp 
lii^h importance. 

' We lhall hiy .before you, with all poiTible 
difpatcli, our views for tlie organization of 
tivs legi^.ttive power, the power of admintf- 
tiaiion, Che judicial power, Che military 
j>ower, and j^nally, tbft of a public and na- 
^iqnal inftru^ion. 

We invite, with anxiety, all the Memben 
of this A0embly to copimnnjcace to us their 
ideas on tiwfe different objeAs { and we be- 
lieve we ought to Qx their fpecial attention 
po two important qnedunis relative to Che 
^mjpprfboi^ and ofgan^zation of the le^ illative 
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body, Che folutioa of which will draw ak) 0 || 
with it the mod valuable confequencei. 

It is demanded whether the legiflative body 
(hall be periodical or permanent. 

The greater number of the wiitten opU 
nions, it mud he acknowledged, fpeak only 
of its being periodical; and we will nut dife 
femble, in the mean time, that Che unanf^ 
mous opinion of the Committee is for iu per* 
manency. 

We have thought that the legiflative 
power cannot, without danger, be condemn* 
ed to filence and inadlion for any interval of 
time ; that it alone has the power. to inter* 
pret or to fupply the deficienrics of the Jawf 
it has made ; that to depend on the execu# 
tive power for this double fundlioii, would 
be in truth to couple together two powers 
that the public intered requires (hould be fa* 
parated ; Chat to commit this authority to the 
body iifelf, would be, by another great mis* 
fortune, to expofe at imee the executiva 
power and the legidative power to a formida* 
bleinvafion on their p:iit ; th.ir in fine, as thia 
power cannot be exercifed hy delegation of 
any kind, and as it ought nr the fame time to 
be aClive, it remains only to render the Af- 
fembly permanent to which it belongs. 

It is not that any of u& have thought that 
tliis AfTembly (hould be perpetual, but only 
that it fh(uild poifefs the power of formifif 
itfelf ; always continuing its feflions, and*only 
renewing its Members, in fuch proportion of 
number, and at fuch periods of time as (hall 
be judged mud convenient. 

Our opinion is not equally general oft the 
compofition of Che legidacive body —whether 
it Hull be condiiutect in one chamber only, 
or in more. 

Tlie perfons ivho are attached to the fyf* 
tern of one chamber only, may fupport ilieir 
argument with jud confidence on the exam- 
ple of that in whu h we are now united, and 
of the tuippy of whicli we are already 

fo fenfible. They alledge, befides, that it is 
the general voice which ought Cu form a law, 
and that the general voice can never be de- 
clared better than in one chamber— chat all 
divifion of the legiflative body, by breaking 
its unity, often renders the belt indicutinns 
and themnd falutary reforms impolTihle— that 
it would introduce into the hofom of the 
nation a (late of difpute and hodihty, of whicli 
political inertiou, or the mod unhappy divu 
(ions would be the confequences— and that 
it would expofe os to the iiangen of a new 
aridocracy, wh^h the wi(h of Che nation, ai 
it is the iiuered, ought to prevent. 

Others again cunteud, tliat tlie div'ilton of 
the legiflative body into two cliambers is 
necelTary— That in the very (ir(i moment of 
regeneration, indeed, one ebamker is to be 
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pi^ferrd^'lfe wse mu0 provide aceinft the 
obftaiclos of all kinds with wtiich we are fur- 
roondbd,; but that two chambers will be in- 
iriifpenfibie to the prcfervat'iqn of tlie eonft*.- 
tution which you are abopt to ^abliOiT- 
That there mull he two cliambers to prevent 
furptife and prbcipitation, and to give autho- 
rity Co deliberation— That the iptei vemion 
of the King ui the ltgi0ature would be v;4in, 
illufiye* and fruitlets, againft the irrefiHible 
mafs df the national will dedaied in one 
houfe «ady 3 and that furely, above all things, 
in founding a conditutioni to he lolid and 
perniHiiAot, they ought to avoid every fytlem, 
wtiich, fon^uing all real influence to the Ic. 
giflative body, Ihoald ioterelt the nrionatch 
to feijte every favourable occaTion Co mo- 
llify it, and thereby expofe the iiRtioq to 
new convplfions. That the aftivity of the 
Irgdbiiivje body in accelerating its proceecJ- 
pngf wirttout utility, would expofe itfelf 
to refolplions too fudden, infpired by eii- 
chanting eloquence, by Che wai nith of 
• OpinioD, or hy. foia£.n intrigues, excited by 
ininifiers, <»r dtrtdied againft them. — That 
‘tlwfe precipitate 'refnlutions would fo in lead 
thdm either to defpotifm or to an.-nhy,— « 
Tliac the example of England, and even that 


of America, demonftrates the utility of twp 
chambers, and fufHciently aiifvi ers ihe object 
cions founded on their inconvemeriCy. They 
add, however, that in dividing the iegiflative 
body into two chambers, the divifion ought 
to be made without regard to the dlAindtioa 
of Orders, which would bi ing h<ick dangers 
more formidable even ti).in rh« old ariftoura- 
cy, as they would have the (lamp of law; 
and thert fore the inOoei.ce which isattiibored 
to each of (hem, and winch even the nature 
of their conftiiution moft give them, fhould 
be fpread over die body at large. 

Thi$ IS enough, gentlemen, to make you 
acquainted with the principal topics which 
now engage the confideration of your Cora- 
miffioners. They are fufceptible of the 
greateCl dcvelopements, and each oLihefe deve- 
lopements is fufceptible itlclf of the gravclt 
and moft ferious rcftri'Slunis, You will mo- 
dify them wuh the application which they 
requite. We have difch.irged our firft duty 
tuwaids you in originating, and we fhall fui. 
hi another in accelerating, more and more, 
our labours to a happy teimination.

My Friends ! it is necelTary fur ns frequently to call to miud, that Kings are only ref- 
pedtahfo as they are nfofnl j if they reign hut for themfolves, nr facribce the public good td 
their private gratifications, they .ire to be confidered as deArudlive mongers, and are only fit 
to be extirpated. A Monarch pnfTelfes a fadticious, but no natural fuperioricy whatever^ 
The original intent of his elevation was for the general advantage, and the people are, in 
eonfcience, no longer bound to obey Him, than be has merit to defer ve obedience. 

Our prefenc gracious King is, indeed, moderate and conciliating ; he foems to place his 
confidence in the affedlioo of his Fellow-Citizens ; be appears willing, in future, to exert his 
proper authority in the manner that he ought— but Sovereigns, from their fituation, are ge- 
nerally revengeful, and not feldom infincere. Flattery weakens their principles, and pride 
fwallowa up their humanity. Befides, the befi of them are but too often the dupes of defign- 
log RMu, and are liable to he governed by infamous women, or prefumptuous Mmifters, and 
are, for the moft part, totally incapable of formii^ a fair eflimate of their relative duties. 

To prpve this aflintion tme, we have only to confider the late pernicious conneils whiefr 
luMl fnaailf Induced oar mild Moimh to bring fiaughter to his capital. Yes, ft eertaifil^y 
was l^e intention of .the Conrt to attack Parts widi an armyi wliich, led on by fonw prew 
fkii^qns and^vUh-mindwi Hoblunaoi wai to anfoiie fobfiuffian by devaaation, amt fo

Hie queftion rcfpe^ins the detention of 
the Baron de Beeenval was taken into confi- 
deratioHy and after Come debate, the National 
AlTenibly eame to the following refolutions : 

The National AlTembly, having heard the 
reports of the Deputies of the Keprefenta- 
tives of the Commons of Paris, declare, that 
it approves of the explanation given by the 
Ble^ors of Paris to their l^folution of the 
30th of July. 

That if a generous and humane people 
wifh for ever to prohibit all proferiptions, it 
became the Reprefentatives of the nation to 
try and punilh thofe who were accufed and 
cunvi^cd of having made any attempt againft 
the fafety, the liberty, and the public tran-

quility ; that confequently the National Af- 
fembly perllfts in its former refolutions re- 
fpcAing the refponfibitity of Minlfteri, and 
tliofe entrufted with the executive powsr, 
and the eftablifhment of a tribunal to pro- 
nounce, and a Committee to receive infbr- 
mations, inflruiElions, and intelligence. 

“ The National A flbmbly further 'declares, 
that the perfon of the Baron de Bezenval, if 
flill detained, /hall be conduced into a place

a Swedifli officer, two dragoons, and a trum- 
pet } but on approaching the advanced pod 
of the Ru/fians, notwithftanding the found- 
ing of the trumpet as afignalof truce, they 
were fired at, obliged to retire, and return. 

The King receiving an account of the re- 
ception of his trumpet, and conceiving it to 
proceed from the undifcij^lincd light troops 
of the Rufiians, not to be reftrained by their 
officers, ordered a letter to be written to 
Prince dc Nafiau, who commanded the Ruf- 
^anfquadron, then ftationed off Frcderick- 
(ham, acquainting him with the above cir- 
pumfiance, and defiring the Prince to com- 
municate the fame to the Ruffian commander 
of the land forces This letter contained a 
poftfeript in the King's own hand, in wliich 
be handfomcly lamented that the Prince vvas 
carrying arms againit him, and intreated him 
to ufe his* inftuence with the enemy to make 
tliem [niy refped^ to foe lawa of civilized 
Vir. The Prince apcordiilgly forwarded the 
letter to the Count Moufebin Poufehin, com- 
mander of the Ruffian troops, wJho, inllead 
of returning an anfwer to the fpccial matter 
^ contained,. refpeAiog the attack of the 
officer on parole^ enters into the motives and 
Mdua of fhe King of Sweden, telling 
KincedeMaffaUy that

this fucctfs, the Commiflioneri of the 
Longitude in 1737 gave him 500!. and 
recommended him to proceed Thus eh* 
couraged, he in 1739 finiihed another 
machine , and various eapenmems being 
H h a madv| 
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inade> it was found to be fuificiently ex- 
a^ to authorize the inventor to claim the 
reward alfigned by Parliatnent. This 
was followed by a third machinei pro- 
duced ill i74i» [till lefii complicated than 
the fecond) and fuperior in accuracy, as 
erring only three or four fecnnds in a 
week* This he conceived to be the ne 
pius ultra of his attempts, and in the 
year 1 749 he repeived the annual gold 
medal from the Royal Society ; but in 
an endeavourto impjove pocket-watches, 
he found the principles he applied to fur- 
pafs his expe^ations fo much as to en* 
courage him to make his fourth time- 
keeper, which is in the form of a pocket- 
watch, about fix inches in diameter, and 
was hnilhed in 17^9- With this time- 
keeper his fon made two voyages, the 
one to Jamaica, and the other to Baiba- 
does $ in both which experiments it cor- 
re£led the longitude within the neaieft li- 
mits required by the A A of Parliament i 
and the inventor at different times, though 
not without intinite trouble, received the 
propofed toward of ao,oool. 

Thefe four machines were given up to 
the Board of Longitude* The three for- 
mer were not of any ufe, as all the ad- 
vantages gained by making them werp 
pomprehended in the laft. They were 
)vorihy however of being carefully pre- 


ferved as mechanical ctiriofities, to iliew 
the gradations of ingenuity executed with 
the moft delicate workmanfhip. The 
fourth machine, which is the time-keep- 
er, has been copied by Mr. Kendall j and 
this copy, during a three years voyage 
round the globe in the Southern hemi- 
fphere with Captain Cook, anfweied at 
well as the original. The latur part of 
Mr. Harrifon’slifewasemploycdin mak- 
ing a fifth limc-kecpcr, on the fame 
principles with the preceding one, which 
at the end of a ten years trial, 1772, in 
the King's private Obfcrvaiory at Rich- 
mond, eired only *nur feconds and a half. 
Jn 1775 he puhlilhed A Defeription 
concerning fuch Mtchanifm as will afford 
a nice nr true IWenfuraii>-n of Time,** 
Svo This fmall work alfo includes an 
account of his new Mufical Scale ; for 
he had in his youth been the leader of a 
diflinguifhed band of chuich fingers, and 
had a very delicate ear for mufic* 

Mr. Harrifon died at his houfe in Red 
Lion-lquaic, London, March 24 > X776> 
aged 83. Jr will as eafily be fuppofed 
that from his ieclu<*e manner of living he 
was no man of the world, as that from 
his UDi^cquaintance with letters he 
was no writer \ yet in convcrfing on his 
profcfTion he was clear* diftin£lf auc| 
modeft* 


CHARACTER of Mr. HARMER* 
By Dr. SYMONDS.* 


n-'HE reputation of Harmpr, as a 
^ fcliolar and a divine, is, I believe, 
fully and univei Tally efiablillied. Jf, as 
a writer, ht may fgmetimes be tlipught 
inelegant in his flylp, and too mipuip m 
the inveftigation of fafls, yet thefe dc- 
feffs are amply pompe^nfated by the ge- 
neral cho’ce of his matcnajri and thp 
clearnefs of method with which ji* d*- 
getted and atiangcd them* Somp books 
come into the world fet off with all the 
ornaments of language j and, w}th theip 
authors, ate foon forgotten : they relVm- 
ble ihofe meteors whiph by their lumi- 
nous appearnnee aitra£l pur nptice, and 
aiinoft m the fame moment vanifh from 
otti fight* The Cl edit pf Mr. Harmcr’s 
writings refis & foundation flrong 
and durable* He hath profcffedly treated 
afubjedt of the fiifi importance, whiihhad 
before been touched upon only incidental^ 
Iv ) and, by fliewingac laigethcwondcf- 
SM conformity between tne ancient and 
lioilern cufioms ip the Eafi, hath not 
jglillw y^iqwn a ^ufidcrab}e light up- 


on numberlefs pafTages in the Bibles 
byt hath opened new and fruitful fpurcea 
of information, for the ufe of future ex- 
pofitors. 

But it would be doing great injuftice 
to Mr. Harmer to confine our attention 
to the fruits of his learning alone. As the 
whole purpofeof his fiudies was to illu/^ 
trate the feriptures, fo it was his confian^ 
endeavourto praOife thofc dutie>* which 
are thpicin declared to bp effential to the 
forming of a true Chrifiian. He was a 
man of unafre 61 ed piety 1 equally kind 
as a mafier* parept, apd hyfijand : meek 
and modefi in his deportment : and inva- 
rii^bly ayerfe from every degree of intem- 
perance and excefs. Superior to all thofe 
narrow and illiberal prejudices which 
wp arc apt to imbibe from education or 
habit, he was governed by a general 
pppciple of benevolence j and though bq 
was commonly called the father of the 
Diffentcri, yet his good oiiices wprf (b fa^ 
from being confined to thofe of his own 
conununionf thap he qckno^yledgcd Vnd 
en€oura|;c(j( 
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encouraged merit wberefoever he found 
it. “ Ivjill apply to Hwmt^r 9" was the 
ufuai language of every injured peiTon in 
bis neighbourhood ; and it I'cldotn hap- 
pened that the aggrcil'or was not foon in* 
duced by his perfuafion.to repair the in- 
jury which he had done ; and 1 do not 
exaggerate when 1 afhrm, that there is 
not probably a linglc inOance of an indi- 
vidual to be found V who, by a mild and 
fcafon.ible interference, prevented more 
law-/'uit& than Mr Harmer* When we 
reflect; that all thele virtues, which he fo 
eminently poifelfed, were ftill heightened 
by the chara^er of a peace- makei, a cha- 
ra6ler to which an evangelical blelFing is 
annexed, we cannot but look upon his 
death as a public lofs ; much Icfs can we 
befuipiized that it fliould deeply aflefl 
all thofe who perfunally knew him and 
enjoyed his friendlhip ■, — but by none is it 
more finccrcly lamented than by him who 
offers this UtMidcr tribute of regard to his 
memory.

T he Rev. Mr. clergyman, had

When Dr. Seeker was enthroned, or 
foon after, he gave a chaige to his clergy ;

fianity is incorporarc d with civil govern - 
iieAlls fand with liide, each of which

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receive prejudice from Chridianity, hi? 
was againft its being taught. ,He hoped, 
therefore, never to fee our negroes in 
America become Chriftians, bccaufe he 
believed that this would render them lefs 
laborious Haves* On the fame principle, 
he was againft any attempts to convert 
the Anicrican lavages. In learning 
Chriftianity, they would fall into the ufe 
of letters, and a ikill in the arts being the 
confequence, they would become more 
formidable to the Plantations* Purfuing 
aftniilar train of reafoning, Ld. Granville 
w'ilhed to God that the Pope n^ght never 
turn Proteftant, or the Italians ceafe to be 
Papifts s for then we Ihould fell them no 
filh. He was glad that the clcigy fent 
abroad to our Plantations were immoral 
and ignorant wretches ; becaufc they 
could have no inftuence over the inhabi- 
tants, as better and wifer men would have, 
who would ufe that inllucnce for the pur- 
pofeof infpiring the planters with a fpi- 
rit of independence on their mothercoun- 
try. He was hoftilc to fending Bifhops 
to America. Thefe, he thought, would 
labour to* bring the fcvcral fects to one 
religion ; whereas the fccurity of that 
people's dependance on England, he con- 
ceived to arife From their mutual divi- 
ftons. He was an enemy, likewrfe, to the 
improvement of our colonies in learning* 
This, he faid,** would take off their youth 
from wholly attending to trade, fill them 
with fpcculative notions of government 
and lil^rty, and prevent the education of 
the fons of rich planters in England, 
where they contfa6l a love for this king- 
dom, and when grown old come back and 
fettle, to the great increafe of our wealth. 
Even at home he was againft charity 
fchools, and was not for having the vul- 
gar taught to read, that they mik.'ht think 
of nothing but the plough, and their low 
avocations.

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rhe evening, as In: was pleafantly con- 
verfing with a gemfcwoman his patient in 
her apaitnient, in the 59th year of his age, 
t'ithe great furprizeanci concern of all his 
frivnds and acquaintance. 

This learned Phyfician was never mar- 
ried. As he was exa6l in every thing that 
concerned him, fo he left a will written 
with his own hand, and drawn up in ic* 
veral articles; wheiein he made a very 
wife diftri billion of tlie plentiful cftaic 
f which was all pcrlbnal) wherewith God- 
had bltlTed him ; and left his nephew 
Dr. Richard Morton, for whom he ever 
had a very tender and aflre6Vionate regaid, 
his Executor. It would be tedious and 
flnnecefrary to enter upon a dedii^lion of 
the particular legacies he left. His noble 
library fell to the fliaieof his neplsew^ 
Mr. Richard Tyfon, a Student in Phyfick, 
at that lime in Cambildge; only he was 
])(t:afed to leave AldioiMndus to ihe Royal 
Society * they arc thirteen volum.s in 
folio, being the works of that famous 
Philofopher and Phyfician Ulyfles Aidro- 
vandiis of Bologna, who died in 1605, 
and had the honour to have liis Elegy 
written by Mapheo Barbu iiu, afterwards 
Pope Urban Vlll. 

He performed coniidei able charities in 
his liic-timi j moie cfpccially in Kriifol, 
the pljjcc of his na.iviiy ; and befides a 
good finn of money given oi'ce fii* pub- 
Jick niL* liters, liad a lu’mon at his chaige 
preached on St. Sicplier.'s diiy, in St. 
Stephen's Church, every year, and a Heat 
giver, fof the Mayor, Aldcinien, &c. as 
his father had dor.e before iiim ; and the 
hofpiiats of London, more pa ticulaiJy 
that of Bethlehem, partook of his bene- 
fa6l:ons at his death. For his funeral 
Solemnity, lie hinifelf had allolied a hand- 
ionic fum of money in his will ; and his 
lemains were on Wednefday thei8ihof 
Auguli conveyed from Upholders Hall, 
tii 'LeadenhalUftreet, to his parifh-church 
of St. Dionis Back- Church, in Lime- 
jftiecr, London, and there depofited.

Ennui, 

A French word much perverted from 
it? oiiglnal fignificalion} it meaiv.ng in 

<'^that language a 111 ongpaflion, oratleaft 
the mifery occafioned by the indulgence of 
one ; lb one icads of the Ennui d’ Amour, 
d’ Ambition. It is not confined to the 
want of fenfation occafioned by the ab- 
fence of them all. In Englifh, we have nq 
word for it, and know merely the tffeas 
of it ; in Scotdi, the word Languor very 
well exprefles it. Jt arifes in general f ibp 
want of occupation, and takes place iq 
perdms without profeflion or employment 
Who have been ill educated, in ftatefmen 
pf in chirfs put of (crvice, iq 


fporlfmen out of the hunting-feafon, in 
beauties becoming oi'k Jt is the cancer 
of the mind j thengh, like ibme other liu* 
moursofthc bciiy, it may be divnted lu 
as not only to bwtomt not dangerous, but 
even filutary. llu.ugh it has made 
many peilons^dve iiiio hurtful puifiirs, 
it hds been the occalion of great and nil* 
ful detigns; it r.as given rile 10 the 
nohleft undertakings, and the gieateit 
liretches of honor, ability and exciiiun. 
To eK'ed thefe, however, requires a vigour 
of mind which tew peilous poU'eis. Jn 
general, Ennui is thv offspring of lfupi« 
diiy, or pride begot upon idlenefs : of 
|iride, as every one will not fubinit to 
employ hiinfelf in the 4^ay for which 
alone lie is fitted 1 of itupidity, as it often 
happens that a man has not mind enouglv 
to fuit him for any employment. Idle., 
iiefs is however in general the fiuitfui 
( i % f aveuc 
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parent of tbi$ malady of the mind, and 
as the Remora does upon velTels, by 
impeding its progrefs and oblltn£ting its 
exertions. Wliai a ilriking picture does 
Regnard the French Comic Poet (in the 
talents of humour and obfervation infe- 
rior only to Mt>liere) give of the cffetts of 
Ennui in his “ Voyage de la Flandre & la 
Hollande,** at the conciufiun. 

** Ces difgraces ont fervi a quelque 
chofc, & le terns que nous fomnies de- 
meures a I'ancre, n'a pas eie le plus mal 
employe de ina vie.

The whole paflage is curious, and I 
would recommend yt>iir reader to it as well 
as to the Joucur, the Didrait, the Demo- 
critc, Le Rctour, See, of this Autbor, who 
was an illudrions example of the truth of 
what be has julf mentioned j and who in 
Lapland, at the lop of a very higli nioun- 
tain, at that lime untrodden by human feet, 
wrote this inlcription, ligned by himfelf 
and Ins two fiieiuU.

It is not, however, either in the power 
of every one to dclcribe the wretchednefs 
of Ennui ib well, or to make inch noble 
efforts to conquer the foul fiend, as this 
ingeniius Fienchman appears to have 
done. 

A London Grocer, who leiircd to his 
native town in the wed of England to 
enjoy hinifelf*afier the fatigues of buii- 
ncls, was much afflidled with the gout. 
His friends occafionally ufed to vifit him, 
and condole with him on his fituation. 
He condantly replied, that in his fituation, 
with nothing to direct his attention to, he 
found pain far fioin being an evil, as it 
gave him fbmething to think of, as he cx* 
pnfTed it.— Suicide, 1 believe, oftenec 
picceeds from the mere Ennui of hav- 
ing nothing to do, tlian from futTer- 
ing very great calamities. What di 4 
Sir Horace Vcie die of ? faid Spinola.to 
one of his friends. The anfwer was. He 
died of having nothing tu do. In good 
tiuth, retorted the Marquis, that is enongb 
to kill any General. — Sir Robert Walpole 
was obiei ved, by the late Lord Holiano, lo 
burd one day into tears, at not being able 
to pick up a book in his library at Hough- 
ton that would aniufe him. This hap-; 
peiied, however, when he retired front 
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public bufinefs ; and though, confeflcdly, 
a man of great fcnfe and parts, had been 
fciufcdto the agitation and buftlc of poli- 
tics and party, that mere reading, to no 
particular nurpofc, was not ifimulativc 
enough to his mind to engage his atten- 
tion. He, I think, recommended Lord 
Holland, who was then very young, to lay 
in a great ftock of Gieek. He did not 
long fuivivc his retirement at Houghton t 
ana was much h inaifed with the ftone; a 
diforder to which, I believe, he had been 
long fubjeiSl } and which was, perhaps, 
aggrava'cd by the want of cxercifc and 
employment his public fituation had been 
iifed to afford liim. — What a wretched 
pi£ture of the Count Duke d'O'ivarez, 
when he was haniflied from Madrid, does 
Vittorio Sii i give in his Memoire Recon- 
dite t He reprefents him as hlliiig up his 
time with unmeaning u£ls of devotion, 
and taking the air twice a day in his car- 
riage, till, oppied with ennui and chagrin, 
lie funic in a mort time to the grave. — Lord 
Clarendon’s account of a neighbour of his 
in the country dying before forty, of the 
“ mere having nothing to do,” is exceed- 
ingly curious, and (hould teach parents to 
oblige their childien to lay in, in early 
life, a proper ftock of ferioiis and ufeful 
knowledpe. This ftory is well Sold in de- 
tail, in his Dialogue on the want of refpe^l 
paid to aged perfons in his time. 

Our lively neighbours the French laugh 
at the Englifli, and fay, 

C’y git Jean Raatt Beef f^avftit ennuyer, 
Qui ic pendit pour fc deiciirftiicr. 

Their ennui ^ hpwever, to fpeak in me- 
dical language, puts on another tyjie. It 
makes them iciflefs, and fly from one 
thing toanoihcr ^ a burthen to thcmfelves, 
and the mifcrahle perfons who are obliged 
to endure the company of tl)ofe who are 
tiled of tliemfelyes, and to endeavour to 
amule perfons who, as Madame dc Main- 
tenon laid of l.ewis XIV. “ qui ne font 
plus amufables."— Of all profeliions, the 
piiyficians, I believe, profit moll by this 
malady of the mind : which, in procefs of 
time, may really afte£i the body ; though 


often the iralade imaginaire it merely Eii* 
nui. Body and foul mould a£l in oonceit* 
or the blad^ will cut the fcabbanl it laft s 
** Le corps de I’ame ell I’humhleferviteut,** 
Where, ho^ ever, there is no ival difealcyflit 
mind can rrake one, to have foineiliing bc^ 
(ides itfelf to complain of. Then draught* 
and potions air fci'tered with incirJihl* 
avidity, the Phyfician not always rtfleflinfe 
that the ** mentis piaciila” air in this cm 
to be adminillcird inflead of the ** reinedi* 
corporis."— To a malade imaglnaire of 
this kind laid MonfiLurdcSenac,a famoot 
French phyfician in the time of the Ro!r 
gency, I could wifh Sii', you could rob 
Tome one, and think yourfeif obliged to fly 
the kingdom to prevent your being Krokco* 
alive on the wheel for it. — What a won- 
deiful pi£lureof this diforder of the minil 
is drawn hy Sauvage in his Noiologia, and 
by H:*lvciius in L’Efprii ! — What then are 
the remedies that Philofophy would fug. 
geft for this difeafe f Occupation, occiu 
pation, occupation.

If this may be faid of the mod trifling 
employment, what may not be expeRea 
from thofe oFa higher nature {from thol* 
founded on the greati^d exertions of the 
mind, and built on the drmell pnnciplet 
of reafon and rcllgipn > Reafon tells ui, 
that to labour under this malady cf the 
mind is to be void of fenfe, of condu£l,of 
thofe powers of intel)e£l chat dillinguifh 
men from brutes. Religion tells us, that 
fiom man the impiovement of hjs facul- 
ties, the proper and ulefui employment of 
them areexpetlcd. If he is rejirchenfible 
for cvciy idle woid he fpeaks, wiiat danger 
dots he not incur for every idle hour ha 
fpends j every idle hour which conrn- 
biites to his own mifery as wrii as to that 
of others i to h’.s own mifery, hy lender- 
inghiiu diiratisfted wi’h hisownfituat'oii} 
ami 10 the mifery of others uhimitely, by 
not adminillering to their eafe and coiulurt ; 
by not rendering thole talents of ufe to 
mankind with which he was er.ti oiled for 
the honour ofhib Creator, and for liic be- 
nefit of his fellow- creatures.

What fte fays concerning the confufion 
find clifeord to be appreh' nded from the 
peneral A 0 enibly of the States voting, 
n 't leparatcly according to their nipec-

Our illv.ifnous iVutlior having taken a 
coin prehen fiVi^ view of the objeifs of the 
L.aws proper for the Govern men r of the 
Kingdom in general, confiders the ob. 
jeeffc of fuch as concern individuals. 
Thefeare, i The rights of Jibery. 2. 
7 'he ri.-.hts of propvrty. And the 
yighis of Itciirity. Pei Ibnal libci ly Ih mid 
be affccled only by fixed laws ; L'.lties- 
de* Cachet finnd i l>e fiipprtlTed : the ii- 
bctiy of epiltolirv correlpondence Ilioiild 
fe alTured by Ifri^t laws againfl; the opi.n- 
iag ot' kturs : and the of thf 


prefs fltould be accompanied with a prop 
hihition to print any thing without tire 
name cf the Author or P» inter, whole 
bufinefs it will thus becomf to t:»ke fpecial 
care that lie, at leafi, be well iilUiied who 
is the Author. As to the lights of pro- 
pti.y, no tax, in the judgment of Mr. 
De C. fhoiihi be ciihrr inip'-lLd or con- 
tinued wiiliont the confentof the Nation s 
and all taxes Ihould be iinpolld in pro- 
poition to ih.’ property, of whatever Jpe- 
cies, of thole who arc to pay them, — i 
From thefe pcfitions he diaws Ibme julj: 
and obvious c(>roll.4tiuh, partii ulaily that 
the ordiiuiry piddic exprnditme fiiuuld 
not he coniinr.ent but fixed. Bur, at the 
fame time that Mr. De Calonne is firmly 
of opinion, that no tax Ihould be eiih:r 
continued or impeded without the con. 
lent of the Nation, he is equally per- 
fiiaded that there is an inherent right in 
the Crown to call upon, and lo enforce 
its claim on the Nation to pnwide thf ne- 
ctfLiy Aipplii's for feenring the publip 
fafety $ and that the duty of protection 
on the pait of the Sovereign prcfiippofes 
the duty furnilhing the means on tha( 
of the llibjeft. 

We fhall infill a litlle longer on the 
fentiments of our Author on this head, 
as they Ihew hc'w clear and confident he 
is with himf^lf, how well he is acquaint- 
ed with the Vundamcntal principles and 
origin of the Fiench Monarchy, and how 
well he is qualified to reconcile and unite 
thole principles, purified Irciin abuie and 
corruption, with the rights and ptivi- 
leges of frecneif. 

1 haye maintained, and I llill main- 
tain, that the right of demanding fiiblidief 
for the defence of the State, has in thp 
French Monaichy come in place of that 
perfonal lervire which the valTals of thf 
Crown voluntaiily paid, in former times, 
ill the army ; and that the Nation, having 
given confent that the ufual fei vices of 
vafialagc Ihould be commuted foi pecu- 
niary aids, mull be iiiulerllood to have 
confcMited to the nnpolition of taxes from 
that moment niul lo all perpetuity: but this 
confent is applicable only to taxation in 
general, and not to any one tax whatever 
in particular* 

**lhave maintained, and] Hill maintain, 
that the right of deliberating on any one 
tax, which undoubtedly belongs to the 
btaceS|i does not by any means i^nply a 

ri|(bt 
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i-lgHt of reftifing; Aipplies of <oMle kitiif 
in genera), iriai'miich as the very ex- 
igence of public fbciety fuppol^s that all 
its metnhera have conlented to the I'igfift 
of taxation of Tome fort for the fc»-vice 
and fiipport of Government ; and that,* 
in the actual Itiiie of nations, the defence 
of a great nation could not be maintained, 
if the people (lion Id not contribute thereto 
by the payment of taxes ; only^ thefe 
taxes mud: he proportionable to the exi- 
gencies of thofe who require them, and 
the abilities of thofe on whom they are 
levied. This is a piece of judice on 
which the people have a right to infid at 
all times. But it does not follow from 
thence thst they have a right to withhold 
all taxes whatever, which form the nei ves 
and dren^tli of the nation. — This truly 
national principle, which is to be ranked 
among the fundnmental laws of the Con- 
flitiition, will relieve the people fiom the 
anxiety and danger of taxes being im- 
pufed without end, and lighten the bur- 
then of thofe which they pay volunta- 
rily.'* 

Nothing can be mr're jult and judi. 
cious than thele fentimencs, or more wor- 
thy of an enlightened patiiot, equally 
concerned for the rights and the hajjpincfs 
of mankind; and zealous, paiti'utarly, 
at a mod important ciifis, to elbhlifli 
and fccurc the welfare and the dignity of 
his countiy, by a monarchy tempered 
and regulated by the ipirit of liberty and 
judicf. 

The idea darted here by Mr. De Ca- 
lonne, of afcei Mining the ordinal y ex- 
pences of the ilifFerer.t dcpaitmcnts of 
Governmenr, and nor fuffering them to 
be contingent and pi ogv^iXw^adinfuiiltiPh 
deferves the attention of Gr?nt Biitain as 
much as it does that of Fr?nce. We 
einharrafs m an u farmers, and cramp in- 
dudry and exertion of every kind by the 
multiplication of taxes: we fubrnit to 
an enormous impofition annually for 
the purpofe of paying off the National 
Debt, which wonid be liquidated, or fo 
alleviated as not to he felt by the gradual 
depreciation of the value of money, and 
the incrcale of commerce and popula- 
tion, if tUcie are not checked by intem- 
perate taxation ' we exhaiid our diength 
111 rolling the ftene^ of Sifypiuis, which 
returns again and again with repeated 
impetus^ when all our burthens would be 
made eafy by two fimple means, i. By 
adopting and realizing the idea of Mr. 
De Calonne, of fixiag the ordinary ex- 
peiiccs of the different depirtments id' the, 
Btiue. And, 2. by remitting and enuidy

abolifhing the whole of thofe 
Xnd oppreflive taxes that have been irti* 
pofed, at different times, for raiAng and 
propping that grand political so- 
phism a million (itrling anruially tor a 
Sinking Fund.

diture was warmly recommended in thii 
Houfe of Commons by that irrepreatk^ 
ble and unfufpeBed man Mr. Dempder* 
Both this and the other plan are 
fubjefts of Recommendation for the Cor- 
vincingatid Converting eloquence of Mr. 
Sheridan, and' other Membeis of I'arlia- 
ment endowed with I’uperior iinderihiiid- 
ing and genius, who maintained oi(r

be a praife>wortliy and benevolent un- 
dertaking, no moral painter of the pie- 
fent times wil> be better entitled to the 
Eiateful thanks of the public than the 
fuftjy celebrated author of Zeluco, who, 
trom motives of delicacy wc fuppofe, has 
not thought proper to affix his name to 
the title-page. Perhaps this enlightened 
traveller and accurate obferver of the 
ways of men, after having gained lb 
much reputation by his Views of Society 
and Manners in France, Switzerland, 
Germany, and Italy, which wjrc iketch- 
ed in the different countries ^f viliich he 
gives an account, delineated from per- 
foiial knowledge, founded on real inci- 
dents, and flnifhed at home upon his 
retuim from his travels, might deem it 
100 great a coniielceufion/o ftand foith 
confpiruoiifly in his new chara^er of a 
Noyclifl. But fliould this have been his 
realbn, we may be permitted, without 
flattery, to afliire the ingenious Dr* 
Moore, that he could not do a better 
iervice to thecommuniry than to demon- 
ftrarr, by example, that novels, which 
■rc the reigning tafte of the gay and carc- 
lefs readers ot uur time, and are to be 
found abundantly dlfperfed thioughout 
the kingdom, at all places of public re. 
Ibff, and upon the toilets of mofl yrumg 
ladies and gentlemen, may he lb con- 
liiufled, as to be more than the mere 
paflimes of an idle hour. 

“ Bfeligion teaches,” fays our author, 
that ^ice leads to endlefs niirery in a 
future ftate$ and proves, that

ways are ways of wretchednefs, and 
all her paths are woe. 

** This ohfervation has been fo often 
made, that it mufl be known to all, and 
its truth is i'cldom formally denied by 
any j yet ihe conduff of men would 
fi metimes lead us to iufpifl, either that 
they had never heard it, or that they think 
it falfe. To recal a truth of fuch import- 
ance to the recillc^ion of mankind, and 
to illuttrate it by example, may theie- 
forc be of ufe.” 

Such is the laudable defign of produ- 
cing his hflitioiis hero on the gieat the- 
atie of the world, and fuch the vaiious 
feenes exhibited in the well-iolJ ilory of 
Zduco, that it is imp< ffihle to peiiife it 
with attention without dilcovering^ loine 
features, fome traits of ourl'elvei, our 
families, our intimate acquaintance, or 
our more gencrjl connections, in the 
Courfe of the vai legated narrative. 

From the above very concife prelude 
to the birth ot Zeluco, let no one ima- 
gine, however, that formal, pedantic, 
frigid, moral ledurrs, or fermor.s, aie 
to follow ; thofe who are acquainted with 
Dr. Moore’s animated, lively flyle will 
entertain better hopes ; hut ftrangers to 
the man and the writer, and that daft 
of beings who juft open a book, and 
finding the firft fenteiice dilcoidant to 
their vitiated tafte throw it afide as ufe*, 
lefs lumber, fliould be iiiftandy inform^* 
ed, that ours is a laughing philolK^hery 
who, while he lathes the vices and fol- 
lies of mankind with the kecnefl fatire, 
preferves his candour snd gooef humour | 
maltcs due allowances for human infir- 
mities ; and, inftcad of ci nflgning the 
delinquents over to infernal tormentorif 
excites them by the charms of virtue to 
turn from their wickednefs and live*

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)>i’Opcnrit]r to dominfcr over others.; and 
this, violent, overbearing dii|>ofition in- 
with his years, is but too much 
Citoourajeeii by the mi (guided indulgence 
of a mother^ left a widow when her al- 
piring Ion had fcarcely attained his tenth 
ycat*. 

Adopting a maxim which daily gains 

g round wuh our young people of (a- 
lioi.MUk^t that learning is entirely ui‘e- 
lei's to men whoi’e fortunes are already 
made*'— »this young Sicilian, a native of 
Paieiino, renounces all application to 
letters ; and that he may h.we the belt 
opportunity at once to giaiiiy his lull of 
power and his love oi dilfipation, he 
relblveg to follow the profdrion of arms, 
and having obtained a comminiun, is 
not a little proud of his militaiy dieis ; 
but as the pacific Atuation of the Neapo- 
litan army docs not afford him oppor- 
tunities to diiplay his daring i'piiit, and 
his talents for command, after pafllng 
through a few i'cenes of dirgraceful in- 
trigue at home — luch as lediicing the 
niece of his mother's moft intimate 
friend, and abandoning another young 
lady, whofe fortune falls fhort of his 
expeftations— wefind him engaged in the 
Sp^inifli flrvic'*, and making a conlidcr- 
ahle figure at Madrid. The regiment 
tor which he belongs being ordered to 
the Weft Indies, he embarks for Cuba ; 
where being I'afcly arrived, wc have the 
firft opportunity to difeover the fineffe of 
our author, if we conje^lure right, in 
placing him in that ficuation ; for it af. 
fords him an opportunity, without giv- 
ing offence, of making fuch a renion- 
■ (trance to the young officer from the 
commander in chief on his cruelty (o 
his men, and his caprice in his conduA, 
as feems evidently calculated for the pa- 
rade at St. James’s. He cxaAed from 
the private men fuch a degree of preci- 
fion in the manual exercife, and in the 
minutiae of their diefs^ as was aJmoft out 
of the power of the mod dexterous and 
beft.dii'pofed to obferve, and puniflied 
them with the greateft feverity for flight 
errors and inadvertencies. The ha- 
rangue delivered by the General, in the 
preience of all the officers of the batta* 
lion to which Zeluco belonged, is ad- 
mirably drawn up, and is a proper leffon 
for ^oung Britifh officers to ftudy, how- 
ever high their rank in the army, of in 
life; and we cannot but reeret that its 
length excludes it from a place in our 
Ke^'^ew. It is a lefi'on even for princes. 

i^Juco having little expeftation of

By (up- 
planting a Spanifli gentleman, to whom 
lie had been recommended by leiteis 
fiom Madiid, he gets p( fTcffion of the 
jicri'on and valuable tftaies of ^ rich wi- 
dow, who had l')ng pr^tefted in fitlve 
tei ms, according to the efbhlifiud ciiftoin 
of wifiows,againft ever enteimg irto a fe- 
cond matrimonial engager: eni.”'rh' llory 
of this courtfhip is told with it finite hu- 
mour, and, in our hiiinVile opinion, is a 
iiune infiiiidlive fchool for widows ihati 
Mr. Cumberland's ntw comedy on the 
lame fubjeft. Become the foie inafter of 
a yreat number of fl ivcs, after the death 
of his wile, who fell a vi^iini to his 
moroie and fnlky ttnipcr, joined to the 
bitierners of fell -reproach, Zeluco had 
a laige field i pen for the cxeicife of his 
ty. annical difpofition in the management 
rf thefe unhappy wretches; and heie 
wt have the foundation laid for an am. 
p|e difcuffion of that important fiibjefl 
of legifl.ttive inveftigatrun, and of daily 
convci iatioii at home— -the Slave Trade. 

** Zeluco had originally no diie^i in- 
tention, of injuring his flaves ; his view 
was r.mply to improve his eftates to the 
utmoft; but in the execution of this 
plan, as rir^r/Vexeitions did not keep pace 
with his impatience, he found it nectf- 
iary to qqicken them by an unremitting 
ufe of the yvhip. This produced difeon. 
tent, murmurs, fulkinefs, Ibmetimes up- 
braidings, on their parts ; rage, threats, 
and every kind of aiuil'e on his: he faw 
hatred in all their looks ; he became 
iiiore and mqre frvere, .ind ti eared rhern 
as he imagined they wifhed to ticat him, 
and as he was conl'cio’ s he defervtd to 
be treated by them ; at length lie arrived 
at that fliorking point of depiavity, to 
have a gratification in punifliing, inde- 
pendent of any idea ot utility or advan.

He 
a tt i ded in iiis l:ili iiu irients by an 
boi iitf blunt Iiifh ibldier, .>.nd a p>i it 
o! jIil order vf St. Frauci'-, Wc uc ic- 
licvtTii fiorr, {!)« p'Ainful (enfatiotis which 
the pariietic part of the tale mull excite, 
by A coniei latitMi between the /didier 
and the prielt in the Shandeyan taife ; 
and though we moll highly aupjove of 
the ientini nts it iiii|)iLn s upon the 
mind, yet u-e are certain it will be con- 
fidered by the feri> us and pious part of 
his readers as inmewhat too luduious 
Upon I’uch a Iblunn pccafiMn, in cvticulo 
tnortist when it may m t .^e ju geci lb 
becoming to impel thtm to imm derate 
lauglnei, which we believe lew men will 
be able to lefrain from on reading it. 

Zeliico feels occafion d compiiiidiiona 
for the death of this negto ; but he is 
riiuch moie affected i»y.the behavtoui of 
all hi^ Hives, duiing his own dangerous 
illnefs, occailoned by a w. iind he has 
received from a Poitugut-ze meioliant in 
dilguifc, in revenge lor an aitcpipt to 
feducc his wife. I'he unhappy wi etches 
^r^kf frequent enquiries concerning his 
^tuation, ii joicc when they find he is 
likely to i!i.c, and burlt into a loud and 
vncontr 'iilable liowl of forro-w when his 
recovLiy is fiill announced to them. 
This gives pccaljjn lor his phyfician to 
remonllrate with him on tiie different 
ffft'Hs producied by a crjsel <jr a humane 
treatment ol ^aves $ and 4i iny ienfibJe 
arguments arc adduced to pr ye that, 
putting religion and huipanity out pf the 
oiiellion, theiiialterwh.> treats his (laves 
V>lb well -dueled kindpefs reaps more 
benefit fjrom their labour, than he who 
behaves in a contrary manner; and our 
author, dexteroully avoiding a decifivc 
opinion, upon that violent njeafure now 
in agitation-^the total abolition of the 
Slave Trade— has clearly pointed out, 
that reformation alone is wanting to 
make the (laves cafy under their fervi? 
tpde, and as much attache4 to th? pro- 
prietors of pftites, as the 

tnoll faithful fervants in any civdized 
country of Europe : for men in general 
ferve with more alacrity and perfevc- 
ranee from Jove than fear# But as there 
are many mafters and managers who are, 
|i}te J^tluco, too cruel and too blind to 
^)cir bue Intcreft t« sdopt ik* 
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cian’c pinriple volnntirilyt h* ncpffl* 
mends a legal abnogemrnt of theii prt- 
lent aibitrary power^ and irgulatiuua tp 
enfons the execution ol juftice and mer« 
cy. This IS a well -timed admoniiiun t 
and fuielveveiy gentler method ought 
to be tr ed, for a tew years at lead, be. 
fore wc venture on fuch a dangerous re. ’ 
volution in commerce, as the toinl abo- 
iiiii n ol the (live tiade mull neceflarily 
pro* lice. 

A deep-l:iid feheme of perfidy an 1 re- 
veoj^e againfi ti.e Portiigueze and his 
w:‘e, whom he rufprfts of having be- 
trayed him so her hulbaml, is carried 
into execution by Z‘-*'uco, when he is 
on the prtmt of b ivine the illand to le. 
tuii' to Europe. The iirincii);!! obje6l is 
to make the Portugu ze jealous) i|r 
oiliir words, to lender him a felf tor- 
m nto', and probably the mni-^icr of 
h>s wife; or at icili her open acciifer at 
the bar of juflice. Hire the benevolent 
phynciuii and tlie zcaious capuchin are 
agnin iniroduod ; and in a ch ptei in- 
tirulcii Comfort aI/L }{'inU to A^Atried 
leplcte w'tu l.ii.iiour, od luiJc, 
and pure lejigion — a patient rtfjgnation 
under a misfortune, but too comm n, 
is drongly recommemled in preftience tQ 
public expoi’ure ol the cafe, or uft- 
chriilian revenge. If the liifl advice 
weie followed at home, it would pre* 
vent future ii.m,d'iints from the pi dent 
venerable chief jultice of the {sing's 
bench, who lately lamt^nted tfiat /o 
many catifes of tin's nature had come 
before him, in the (hurt time he h<td pie- 
fided in that cou»'l The capiichio's ?f- 
gum^ nts being rather novel and curious, 
we fhiil give them a place, in thj hope 
that they may do (ome good, though 
they may not be generally relifiiad, 

I perceive, Sir, that you do not 
bear this dil’penfation as you ought ; I 
mull therefore defire that you will keep 
in your remembrance, that it has been , 
uncioubtedly permitted for fome wife 
purpole; it wjll theref >re be as inipioua 
as unavailing for you to murmur $ fof 
what has happened admits ol noieinedy^ 
y^ow that the thing is done, it cannot 
be undone, at leail I never yet heard 
of any method by which a man tmay 
he uncuckojded — thi , my valuable 
friend, is the peculpr cuelty of your 
cafe; another perfon commits the crime, 
and yQu who are innocent fuffr the 
(hame. And what is fUll more vei^a- 
tious, aUhoiigh one wiejeed w* man eaa 
place her hu(t)and io this opprvbi [ o 

K k' 
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ftilte, lAl tlic virtuous women 00 earth 
cinnottakc him out of it.” 

^ We iLft happy however to find, that 
this PoVtugueze lady, after all, is a^ually 
innocent, though Ihc had given juft 
caufc for fufpicion in the early part of 
their acquaintance wiih Zcluco. — Con- 
feious of this, in exculpating hcrfclf to 
her hufband, (he thought proper to pafs 
over in filcnce her having once agiecd to 
meet him } — upon which the good doctor 
makes this flin\vd remark: — “ If all 
thole forgive her for this part of her 
condufi, who, in relating fa£ls in which 
cliemfelves are concerned, are apt to 
leave out what makes againft them, and 
put in the moll confpicuous point of 
view whatever is m their favour, it is 
to be prefumed, that the Portugueze lady 
will not be cenlured by a vaft number of 
our readers.” 

The wliolc plot being difeovered, the 
huftiand fwore that Zcluco Ihould pay 
dear for his villany.— “ Leave him to 
the torments of his own confcience,” 
urged his wife — In cafe his con- 
fcience fliould nottormenthim fulficient- 
ly,” faid the holy father, « the defi- 
ciency will be amply made up to him 
bi/ore he gets out of purgatory.” 

The benevolent phyfician took an- 
other method to put a flop to all farther 
mifchicf. He feized the earlicft oppor- 
luniijLof convcrfing with the hulband 
on the vindiftivc intentions he fiifpe£lcd 
him toharhouragainftZeluco. He knew

I defpife the Chriftian reli- 
gion V' cried the Ponugw«3ie in terror 


and amazement. ** You feem at |e;|ft to 
defpife one of its moft imponant pre- 
cepts,” faid the phyfician, “ from which 
it may be naturally concluded, that you 
have no great refpeft for the reft.” 

" 1 have not the fmalleft comprehen- 
fion of what you mean,” rejoined the

James, and all the hoft of heaven to wit- 
nefs, that 1 attend >na/s regularly, and 
have always, from iiiv infancy, believed 
in every article of faith which our holy 
mother church requires ; and I am ready 
to believe twice as much whenever flic is 
pleafed to exaft it. If this is not being 
aChiiftian, 1 Ihould be glad to know 
what is.” 

“ Nay, my good friend,” refumed the 
phyfician, “ it is a matter of indifference 
to me what you do or do not believe ; 
1 am nor, I thank God, your qr any man's 
father confcHbrj but if you underflood 
the, of the Chriftian religion half 
as Well as you believe what the church 
exa£ls, you would find that your at-, 
tending mafs, and all your faith into tho 
bargain, will not make you a Chriftian, 
while you* indulge fuch a violent fpiri® 
of revenge.”

“ The phyfician, however* endeavour- 
ed to give him a dilTcrent notion of thefe 
matters* founding mod of his arguments 
on palfages of a (ermon to be found in 
the gofpel of St. Matthew ; for this hap-

givenefs and withhold parental airc6lioa 
from the frail olfsprinK of their owu 
loins for venial tranlgreffions } (liut up the 
infolvent debtor in a dreary prifon, from 
a third for revenge; or fufi'er their paf- 
(ions to burft forth into fits of intempe- 
rate rage againd thofc who differ from 
them cither in religion or politics. ,

T he inhabitants of Europe, whether 
inq^tlled by the zeal of commerc al 
cnterpi'izc, the love of glory, or the more 
rational and lau'lable hope of iktisfying 
phJok>phic cuiiolity, und extending the 
bor.mlunes of fcience, have of laic ytais 
p..r;iculaijy lignalized thcmlelves by a 
1^1 it of adventurous cxcurlion, which 
lias tcarcely left any part <jf the human 
world at prclcnt unexplored. But among 
the various accountb which thefb tiavellers 
have refpe^livcly publiflied of “ the 
4^5 of tke Ivor Id ahioa'i'^y* there aip 
very lew indeed that liavcgialified the dc- 
£re which the civdi/^d pnit ol mankind 
naturally feel to he made- acquainted with 
thelentiincnts, the manners, and the con- 
djtion of the reft of the human fptcies. 
Every community, whether it con lifts of 
a great and well-cumpacicd nation, op of 
pegaritus t jibes of wandciing fivagts, 
has fotv.c peculiar and charaileriftic fea- 
ture ; but modern def^ijbers of dillant 
itgiori*-, negieflmg all remark on human 
and confining their obfeivations to 
ififtead of went have in general 
ranged thrtAigh folilude and defolation, 
•* naflfcd di iei ts that weie landy, crofted 
ralitcs that weie and conduded 

their readers ilirc ugh wet and dry, over 
rough and fniooili, arnidll rocks, ftreanis, 
mouitiains and ruins, without incidents 
and without reftedion.’* I'hc dilgufting 
i^rrexxrfs rnd futility of ihefe narrationS| 
however, have been amply coiintei ba- 
lanced by another defeription of travellers, 
wholiave fupplied \\u labours of a long 
jouinty by the nchn fs and fertility of 
ihrir own invention j and by the inge- 
onky of cmbcllilhment have furnilhed out 
from the clofet alone very fpecious pub- 
lications from very flendcr ihateriais, re- 
prefenting obje^ls which they ntvti faw, 
and defci ibiiig countries they never knew. 
The author of the volume at prefent un- 
^ our Review, coutcious that the public 


cuiioftty has not unfrequcntly been im- 
poled upon by thele pra 6 ticis, lias though^ 
it njccltiry to afluie the reader, ihat he 
notpi'Lllufcd with a romance under ihq 
title of a Bjok of IraveL \ and that al- 
though it would not have been very difti, 
cult to have depicted an Arcadia amon^- 
thcdelaitsof Afiicfl, or 10 have altiibed 
all the delicacy and refinement of Athene 
to the inhabitants of Cuffruriut yet iq 
producing this woi k none of the common 
aits of compilation have been employed 
and it is but Juliice ;o acknowledge, that 
the Jlilc and manner in wh'ch it is writ- 
tcMi, appear to confi m the truth of thi^ 
aflertion. “ The public may depend upon 
if (fays the amhoi), that they are h'^re 
prefented with a feries of fads noted dowq 
upon the fpof, without any after* additions^ 
with no ormirnenis of rhetoric, with no- 
thing to recommend them but the firnple 
foim of truth, and perhaps fjine degree of 
.accuiacy and he flatteis hnnfelf, that as 
he viiitcfl fume parts which had never pre- 
vioiifty been explored by Europeans, he 
has added a fev». fa^U to the general ftock 
of natural and geographical knowledge^ 
We iliall therefoip endeavour to leled 
Aich parts of this curious and entertaining

The firft journey wRg commenced frorq 
the Cape of Good Hope, in the month of Off. 
1777, in company with Capt^ Gordon (now 
Colonel Gorr/u;/), who had travelled in this^ 
country about the year 1774, and w^s then 
lately returned from Holland to fiiccc'edl 
Du PhieUf the Dutch Commander ip Chief, 
They dire6U‘d their courfe to the eaftward 
along the Ihore of Bar falfe% and proceed- 
ed along the Hang Up towards Bgttentots, 
Holland^ whero they 'examined the rocke 
whiciVchoak the mouth oiBayEalfe^ par.* 
ticularly that on which ihe Colebrooke 
firuck fouie time nfte^ ; fron;^ 
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tlietnftiith ef the Paiwita Rivigrt throu^ 
H/fio Hooki a Tandy dciart, to ZweleHtiam^ 
the lefideiice of the Z'nd Dor a chief 
jafticc 4 and fo on to the T>yr^r Hock^ leav- 
ing the river Zondacynd on their left 
hand, to Reed Pulley* From this place 
they penetrated Grandfather*^ IPbodt crof* 
led Devrnhocks River, and urrived at a 
diftrid called the Land of Egypt ; and 
from thence proceeded through Canaan 
aciols 0//p/;n/frj River to Bia Valley % ihe 
reliderice of the HvJiieiUots, and the extent 
of Mr. Paterfon^ firlt journey. 

A dcfiie to gratify a rage for the fcicnce 
of botany appears to have been the gieat 
motive of Mr. Paterfons travels; and 
tliejefore to collect the moll cui ions exo- 
tics was the hi ft and princip tl objc£l of 
his concern ; the agriculture and cullv ins 
of the countries througii wivch he palTcd, 
and the genius and policy of their in- 
habitants, forming only a fecondary, 
or laiher incidental confideration. Ihe 
PLANTS with which he was lo fortunate 
as to enrich his collefiion were the Protea 
Argentea j many forts of Leucadi ndrons » 
Eritas j Gnaohalntms \ the Myrica Ce- 
Hi/era, the beiiies ol which m ikc candies 
equal in excellence tob.es-wax ; the Piper 
Cordifolta ; many beauiilu. Ipeciintiis of 
the lllenidiXi and ph^lieas \ i\\i:tliunna% 
a ipecies of Mezembiyanthimum i the 
Euphahum Craffula, and many I'pectcs of 
the Gtraniat XcranthimumSi and Gla<* 
diolufes* 

Of wild BiiASTS, the lion, the hyena, 
and the lyger, leeiii pariiculariy iiumeious; 
for 1 night fcarceiy palles during which 
the repoie ot the iravciier is not dillurbcd 
by the bowlings of tiiefe formidable ani- 
mals ; nor a day in w'hich they do not 
difeern their tracts on the faTid, or oblerve 
tliem lurking at a ilift ince id hope of prey. 

“ On the evening of the twenty -third 
((ays Mr. Pater/on) one of ihe Icrvants 
informed us, tiiai he had fecn a lion before 
fun>fei about a thoufund yaids from the 
lioiife. Expelling a viiit from him in the 
night, every preparation was made for 
defence j but next morning we were in- 
formed of its having bcjii a hoiile be- 
longing to an old woman, about four 
miles diftant, and that it had deftroyed fume 
of her cattle. 1 went to t..e place, and 
we let a fpring gun in the path where we 
obfervttd it had pa (fed : On the night of 
frlie twenty-6 lih wc heard the report of the 

S un, and next morning found the animal 
e.'td* It proved to be a lionets, and not 
vm Urge ; ihe dimenlions weie.

“ Ear.y in the morning we procred<Ml 
on our journey thiough an cxtcniiv’e p(am 
called Beei Valley 4 and about nine la the 
morning wc came t« feme milci dili huU 
in the Itile of the Hotttniois. liux; we 
found an oLl Germnn, who l ad a(4.ict>««l 
himfelf to one or the Uotienti t tubes, ard 
had refided wi.h ihrm (or aboiu tr.ciity 
yeais. liis gaimcnt was (om|io!u!i»of 
(Iteeps (k ns, llmihn’ to thole udeh are 
woui by the mtivi^t ; and his inciho^i of 
Jiving was the fame. This man mid me 
that evei-y three 01 four years h ■ ^-eni to 
the Cape with a few cattle for (ale, and 
with tile prowhice of his goods purchased 
powder, lead, and trinkets for his Htii- 
tentots. This place ahoundfi with iione 
moie than ary other of the inii .biied pan» 
of this countiy. The old German (whole 
name was Nuw'enhonfcn) had (hot fevrral 
before v\e arrived ; fomc of which veiaw 
of a very large fire. 

** As 1 was not in every good ftate of 
health, and my colhilion much increalio^ 
I determined to part with my ti iend Capt. 
Gordon, wtio proteeded 01. rewards tlie 
Snew Berg, or Snow Mount.* m, and £ 
remained a few days for the recovery of 
my health. The good old Qermen fur- 
nifhed me with a hut during my (lay, and 
behaved with grea*. hofpitality. On the 
eleventh 1 took leave of i;,y hoft, and re- 
turned to Tfimeko, where I met witJi Mr, 
Lyiter, furveyur from the Cupr, with 
other gentlemen, who were making a fur^ 
vey of that country for the gaveriunenr, 
which they extended to the Great Ftfh 
Kiver that divides the Caffres from the 
Uuttentota. 1 added couAdet'ably to my 
collc^ion at this place, and made fome 
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Tor t\it p\irfk>fe bf exattiining the 
Imwntamst iwhich feenied covered «vith 
totany mncontmofi plants ^ though there 
is great danger uf tiavellmg on account 
lofwlld beaits,as well as of theBofliraens, 
Who often come down, waiting an oppor- 
tunity of plundering the inhabitants of 
their cattle. In one of my excuriions 1 
fell in with B party of thefe favages ; but 
they behaved very welb only making 


figns for tobacco* which I gave them | 
and they in retui n offered me i'onie honey 
which they had collected in the moun- 
tains : they were armed with bows and 
arrows, and the captain who was with 
them had a halTagai or fpear in his hand» 
and heavy ivory rings on his right arm. 
On my return to the farmer's houfe, 1 
found them to be of the tribe of Cbvnaf

mentary itnprciTiuns which traiuient and 
cxtraoidinaiy obic£ls railed in the writer’s 
miiHl during the couiTc of a long jouiney 
ttnd real correfpondence^ the reader there- 
fore muft not txpe£l to find the fame 
depth of oblervation, ricbnr.fs of thought, 
brilliancy of colouring, and accuracy of 
defi^n, tiiat ought to accompany a higher 
fpecies of compofuion, or mure premedi- 
tated publication. Mr. Confett indeed 
fiiodeftly declines all competition with 
celebrated tiaveliers ; and expielsly de- 
cides ihai he does TiOt pietcnd to vie with 
a Wraxall or a Cox e ; upon thishih- 
jefl, however, if his piofefiions be finccre, 
be ap, Dears (to ufe his own idea) like 
ibe ctild that has drefied up a giattt, and 
then becomes fearful of the image he has 
formed.” But it is' not neceffary for us 
40 enter into a diicrimi nation of the com- 
parative merits of thefe re(pc 6 live authors. 
Mr. Confett has certainly exprefibd his 
^timents and obiervations with the 
pleating timpliciiy of a child, widi the 
eai'e and elegance of a gentleman, and 
with the corre£fnels of a icholar j and 
more, in our opinion, is not requiied to 
ebara^eriae the excellency of epiftolary 
writing. We fliall therefore proceed to 
tiefcrlM the progrefs of his tour ; and, by 
lUeffcing from it fuch parts as feem moft 
worthy of public attention, afford to our 
ttaders an opportunity of judging both of 
the firm and jubjidnee of the werfc. 

Mr, Confiit accompanied SirHe/t* Geo» 
Liddelh bait, (to whom this volume is 
fcatefully dedicated) and Mr. Boweu in 
the fummec of the year 1786, from Shields f 
u Noffthttoiberiand, to Gottenbsirgt on 
the coail of Sweden | and the following 
day pui'died their journey by delightful 
IPBW thrash Iklhufifisg near the lake 


Wrnner» which is the largeft in 8v^edens 
being 100 miles long and 75 broad ( 
Tr^lhetta^ Where there are ti vei al cata- 
ra^s of great height and magnificence, 
particularly one which falls over a lock 
tixty feet high with fucii a noife that it is 
heard at the difiance of 200 furlongs, the 
bottom of which has been often founded 
with many hundred fathom of line, but 
never yet difeovered 5 MaritJiadU a large 
town upon a beautiful and extenfive lake^ 
All founded by thick woods which abound 
with birds, particularly the chader^ ora§ 
and black cocki viwA intetted by the 
wolf, the bear, foxes, hares, the red and 
fallow deer, and a few elks $ Blackfia^ a 
wretch^ village, noted for a large Ipecies 
of the flea, peculiar to that part of the 
country ; Siromjholm Pataccy a poor man- 
fioii tor royally, delightfully tiiualed on 
the lake where the ftables, though 

little better than Yorklhire barns, are 
t'nought niagniticent, and the hoiTes lie 
upon boards infieud of ftiaw; and from 
hence through 7 tbla, where the travellers 
were not unpleafantly furpriled with a 
good dinner, to STOCKHOLM, the metro- 
polis of Sv\ecfcn. There are feven letters 
written from this city deferiptive of its 
buildings, police, government, and ac- 
commodations j but the only curiotity it 
Teems to furniffi is the dying dreis of 
Charles XII. which the author thus de- 
fcribts 1 •* On Saturday the loth we made 
a party to view the citadel, an ancient 
building, where may be feen the royal ar- 
moury, colours, and other trophies worthy 
of oblervatlon, taken by the military heroes 
of the nation. The curiofities which we 
thought moft remarkable were, Charles 
the Xllth’s (hilt, coat, boots, and gloves 
which he wore at the time when he was 
killed at the fiege of Fredericklhall. The 
regimental coat is of a dark blue colour, 
with laige round gilt buttons 1 the waift- 
coat and breeches yellow | his (hirt fine, 
but plain $ a black plain cravat; his boots 
ve^ ftrong and long with rquaretoca, and 
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ind fteel fpiirs ; his gloves naade of very 
ilrofig leather, with ftiflF tops ; the hat alfo 
atrhich he wore that day was fliot through 
above the right eye — a (hot which killed 
him upon the fpot. Various are the coii- 
jeflureg, even at this day, concerning the 
fall of that ra(h Hero. It is furmifed 
with circutuf^antial probability, that he 
fell by the hand of fofne of his own army. 
It is certain, blood is ftill to be feeii on 
the gloves, and the mark of his fingers is 
evident upon his fword-bclt. It Teems as 
if he had put his hand to the wound when 
Ihot, and immedi. tely attempted to draw 
his fword to ftab, or defend hlmfelf 
againft the afTafTin. Undoubtedly he had 
involved his country in much debt, and 
many dlfHcuhies ; but being of a turbu- 
lent i'pirit (almoft boidcrine on madnefs) 
would not liflen to the difti^fTes and re- 

e ated folicitations of his injured fub- 
its. His premature death, therefore, may 
be thus accounted for without any impro- 
bability. He fell a martyr to his am- 
))ition.'* 

From Stockholm our travellers proceed- 
ed to Upfala^ the firft univerfity of emi- 
nence and repute in Sweden, where the 
much^renowntd Linnaus firft formeej his 
celebrated botanical garden ; and fioin 
thence by the fide of a very beaiftiful and 
extenlive lake and waterfall called Elkerby% 
through Gejlct ^ fca-port town fituated 
on the Gulph of Bothnia, an arm of the 
Baltic Sea, wheie leaving behind them all 
traces of civilized life, they entered woods 
that did not terminate tor ftiaiiy miles, 
pafTed a variety of lakes, one of which 
they were obliged to crols in a ferry, and 
arrived at a town called lff»undi where 
the furrounding woo<ls are remarkably fx- 
tenfive and thick, and are iUppofcd to har- 
buur more wild beads than any other part 
of Sweden : and indeed a melancholy in- 
ftance is given of the ferocity of wild ani- 
mals here ; for during our travellejs (lay 
.at this place, ** two unfortunate girls at- 
tending their herds in the wood were both 
devoured by a ravenous (he- bear and her 
young, which the day before had been 
leen prowling for prey.’* 

From Ifgund our travellers palfed thro* 
Vnta and arrived at RUhltOf in Lap- 
Land, a town abounding witli muicjueto 
^C8, and (urpaftii.|; the towns in the Sw^- 
jdi(h territories for^ dirt and poverty. It 
will therefore hardly be wondered that 
they fhould pal's rapidly through 
hoda% Bithiai Emajlo, Gambelftead^th in 
order to reach Tornao, a beautilul and 
well-built town, in Welt Bothnia, fur- 
ixMiiided by a riveri or rather a fpacious 
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lake of the fame namer fituated on the 
confines of Finland. “ Here (fays Mr. 
Coiifett) at twelve o’clock at night wc 
faw the Am in full beauty. The horizon 
being remarkably clear, gave us a moft 
delightful view of that, to us, extraordi- 
nary fight. Sir H. G. L has caufed an 
engraving to be made of this agreeable 
feene. The inhabitants of this climate 
no doubt reap many advantages from this 
circumftance during the fummer.leafon | 
but, alas I a long and dreary winter re- 
verfes the feene, and involves them in con- 
tinual darknefs. Yet this is not quite fo 
difmal as might be imagined. The au- 
rora borealis appears with peculiar fplen- 
dour in all northern countries, and Ajp- 
plies in fome degree the place of the fun. 
The llais too in their clear fiofly nights 
fhrd an agreeable light, and enable them 
without much impediment to follow many 
of their ordinary occupations. 

** 1 miift now relate an adventure, 
thougli of no great importance, yet as it 
amuied us, I (nail have your pardon for 
fo doing. In the evening a (lout Fin* 
lander laid his elbows upon the window, 
and without much ceremony called to ut 
frequently for brandy. We nodded to 
him as we were drinking our wine, whila 
he continued to repeat his former requrft 
in his own language, Anna ma nfiifow 
hurra kultana^ “ Dear gentlemen, give 
me brandy.’' Sir H. with great good- 
nature complied wdih his requeft, and 
gave him two or three glaffes, which he 
feemecl to enjoy very much, but llill he 
called hurra hdfana* A few glades 
more weie given him, which made him 
drop Iiis elbow from the windpw, and ra- 
ther grow fliorter. As his legs would not 
bear him up, he bent his knees againft 
the wall, and by the help of his hands he 
fupported himfelf by holding faft by the 
wir.dow-poft ; but ftill he called hurt a 
kultana* Two glafles more were given 
him, till at length he could fay nothing 
but kultanay kultana^ and gradually funk 
from the window.” 

Fj'oin Tornao the triumvirate travellers 
meafured back their fteps to Stockholm^ 
and from thence xoSbieldst after a journey 
of 3784. miles, the gi eater part of which 
was over a barren unfrequented track of

At this time f ranee Rnd 
England were difputing about a few 
leagues of territory in Canada \ and 
France manifeftei! her intention of attacks 
ing the King of E. gland’s Stales in Ger- 
many, who endcavouiecl to fecure his 
Eleftora.e hy an alliance with Rtijia and 
llijf'r The French and Rujjians were oq 
the point of appearing at. the lame time in 
Germany; but the King of PiufiiR, ta 
avert the effeft of the confederacy which 
the Courts of Pcterjburgh^ Drefden, and 
Pienna had formed agauilt him, publifhed 
a declaration, that he Ihould tieai as enet 
inics ail tlie Frencl, troops vrhich lljonld 
appear in Germany. Tips menace changed 
the fccne, The ^^iiffian troops aflcmbled 
\T\Livoi^ia, where, fiom their yicinity to 
Pruffia, they incqiTcd the fufpiciog of a

Englana havii^ no ad- 
vantage to ezpe£l from her jpmn with the 
Count of Fienna and B^ierjiurrhf and 
JortKei^ that the 'Dutch would (land 
neutCTy found herfelf cutitely without fup- 
port. In tbefc circumftances Frederick 
made an offer of his affiffance in Gei*ma- 
^ fio powerful an ally was not to be 
muied t and the trea^ was concluded at 
the commencement of the following year. 
To orevent this alliance France had dif- 
patched the Duke of Niwruois to Berlin^ 
with orders to negociate an alliance be- 
tween that Court and France ; but the 
propofals were reiefled. Thus fituated, 
France concluded a treaty of neutrality 
and mutual defence with the Empreis 
Queen, which was (igned at Verfailles on 
the iff of May 1756. By this means did 
France procure herfelf a powerful ally in 
Germany, in the perfon of the Emprefs 
Queen, who, finding that fhe had no iiic- 
cmir to expeft from Engiandi in her pro- 
j^s againff Prujia, really conne6led 
her/elf with France j thus fecuring a con« 
iiderable aid, and hoping, by the influ. 
ence of that Power, to engage the Swedes 
in an alliance with her againft Frederick, 
The King, to whom not one of tlicle 
fneafures was a fecret, fet on foot ncgoiia- 
tinns to countera^i the concealed defigns 
of his enemies ; and endeavoured, in con- 
cert with the other Powers, to put himlelf 
in a fituation to repel force by force. 
Havin|' learnt, in the month of June, that 
the Ruflian armaments in Livonia were 
afluming a very ferious afpeft, he fent 
feven battalions, with a regiment of dra- 
goons and huflars, into Lower Pomerania, 
to ftrengthen the PrulTian forces in that 
province ; and being informed foon after 
that the Court of Vienna, in conreqiience 
of h's treaty with England, was making 
confiderable preparations for war in Bojte^ 
miOf on the frontiers of Silej.a^ and in all 
Its hereditary States, he demanded arnica. 

of that Court, whether, he was the 
•cttial obje6l of thefe particular prepara- 
ti^iits. The Emprefs Queen evaded the 
queftion i and returned a vague, unlatif.

local fituation of the Pruflian States im« 
pofes an indifwnfabk law on the Sove>> 
reigns of that Monarchy never to wait for 
the arrival of the enemy within its con- 
fines. Frederick felt the truth of this 
principle ; and experience had taught him 
how to turn it to his advantage. The 
ewRagrathn was inevitable ( and Frede- 
rick thought he fliould gain cooiiderably 
by lighting it himfelf in a country io 
remote from his own States ; and thereby 
compelling to a defence an enemy whoi 
was preparing to attack him. He there- 
fore immediately commenced hodilities, 
and marched an army of^o,eoo men into, 
the heart of Saxony. Thus originated 
the celebrated War of Seven Teats^ in 
which a hoft of enemies were leagued 
againft Priiflia, and occafioned h,enr power 
to totter even to its foundations) yet, 
notwitiiflanding the violence of (he (hock, 
fhe ntfe at its expiration, all marked in- 
ceflantly by toils and battles, entirely 
covered with the brilliancy of national 
chara6fer and renown. The event of thia 
war, for the third time, confirmed and 
fecured to the King of Pruflia the pof- 
feiTion of Silefia. As he owed this ad van - 
tage to the fuperinrity of his arms, Aufirta, 
learnt to refpe£l him, and no longer ven-i 
tured, f( 9 i' the remainder of his life, to difn 
pute with him the pofleflion of that pro- 
vince $ and the King has himfelf written 
the hiflory of his victories and defeats, 
during this period, profefledly to give 
poflerrty an authentic colleAion of the 

advantageous and difadvantageous fitiH 
ations that are found in the provinces 
and kingdoms that muff naturally be- 
** come tbejfeat of war in all contefts be- 
•• tween the houfes of Brandenburgh and 
“ Aufiria>^ in older to afford fomc fain| 
idea of the ravages occafioned by this de- 
flrii£live war, during which there were 
more battles fought, more fieges under^ 
taken, and more men and treafure faerie 
ficed in Germany than in the famous

** From hence the combined army- 
turned towards Poland. At the end of 
November, tb^e remained neither Rufltam 
nor Apftrians in Biandenbourg and Si** 
lefia^ but they left the traces of their 
devaftations fmoking on all fides» in thh 
towns and over tlie country.

The CofTackt^ 
the Calmucks, the Baikirian Tartarsi are 
Hrancers to every fpecics of war, but that 
of piUage, deftru£lion, and conflagration. 
They know no difference between the 
armed fbld-er and peaceful citiaeii. All 
the inhabitants of an enemy's country, 
whofe property, peiTons, and lives, reft at 
their mercy, are, in thfir opinion, declared 
adverfanes. Their countenance is fright* 
Tul, their inclinations ferocious ; their fto« 
machs digeft raw flefh and unripe fniits. 
Tliey know no other habitation but their 
horfesbacks, no bed but the bare ground, 
no otlier roof except the fkies. Their 
weapons are the bow and arrow, the fabre 
and the lance. They purfue with fury 
young girls and women ; nor do the 
wrinkles of age prote£l the female fex 
pgainfl their brutal deflres. 

“ Theft barbarians were regarded in 
Brandenbourg as monflers and cannibals. 
Terror preceded their foptfleps. The 
villagers took refuge in the country, and 
tlie villages they had abandoned were de- 
livered to pillage and the flames. 

The devafiations and ravages of the 
Rufligns through the whole country foon 
dried up the fources from wj^cncc they 
might liave procured forage, and provi* 
lions, had they not been (trangers to the 
utility of difcipljne aitd humanity. Fa* 
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9iine compelled them to abandon all thetr 
advantages, and approach their mafavincf 
in Poland. There is reafon to bcRevra 
that tbefe barbarous diforders will uo lon- 
ger be Mrmitted among the Rufllan tcoopi. 
The Coflfacks and Calinucks hc||^u to 
accullom themfelves to difcipline, .imi 
have been taught to feel fome fenUmeiitil 
of attachment, humanity, and gratitude.

Orders were given 
accofdlnfrly, and in a few days the (hips 
were rea 3 y to weigh anchors $ 'ou*^, to the 
equal joy and aftonilhment of both par- 
ties, while preparations were making for 
this purpofe, two fliips, the Boujfolr. and 
Afiroiahe^ which had been fent out to 
make difcovciics, by order of the French 
King, arrived in the Bay. This vifit, 
however, did not impede the Governor 
from proceeding to the port; “ and after 
a plealant paflage of four houis,*' 

Mr. Tench, “ we arrived in a port fupe- 
rior in extent and excellency to all we bad 
feen before. We continued to run up 
the hai hour, about four miles, in aweft^r- 
ly dire6lion, enjoying the luxuriant prof- 
of its Ihoies, covered with trees to 
the water's edge, among which many of 
the Indians were f equently feen, till wc 
arrived at a fmall fniti^ cove, on the Ibuth- 
ei 11 fide, on whefe banks the plan of our 
Wpetations was deftineJ to commence.

buriiicls fat on eveiy brow. In one place 
was beheld a party cutting dov\r. the 
woods ; a fecond fetting up a black- 
fuiiih's foige; a third dragging along a 
loqid of doles and pi'ovifions 3 here an 
officer pitching his marquee, with a de- 
tachment of troops parading on one fide 
ot him, and a cook's fire blazing up on 
the other,” 'Pile Governor fixed hia re- 
fidencc on the eallun fde of a linall l ivu- 
Ict'of ficfii water which emptied itfclf iiUo 


the head of the cove. A large body of 
the convicts encamped near him 3 hut 
Ibiuc of I'um, in fpiteof every precaution^- 
found ilitir way acrofs the country to 
BoUiiy Bay, in order to efcapt; l>v means 
of the Fiencl) fiiips which weie dill theic. 
To prevent, howevei, a recurrence to old 
habits, to tranquillize the fetilcmcnt, and 
to make nil pin:cs us contented as pcffible 
with their fituntion, an intercouric of tlio 
fexes, which had been rigidly preventai 
duimg the voyage, was now permitted, 
and the neceflity of marriage very ftrong- 
Jy inculcated hy the cxhoitations of the 
Rev. Mr. yobnfon^ Chaplain of the Set. 
tleinent ; for whicit pnrpoic the convicts 
were all congregated under a laige tree, 
and liifened to his difComfe with much 
attention 3 hut tlie Narrative dees not 
proceed to inform us whether it was ac* 
conipanied by fne delired eftedl The 
branches of this tree alio feivcd the pur* 
poles of a fenate-hoiile ; for under tlieiii a 
convention of the mtmbcis of this new 
but dependant date was fii it alfemblrd 10 
hrar iht* King's commiffion read, to take 
formal pollLllion of the ieitlcmint, to pro- 
mulgate fuch laws as were thought moft 
fuitable to tlie emergencies, and to eita- 
blilh a court for the adininiftraiion of 
jultice, ^id the punilhm,^nt of offenders. 
The modes of proceeding are as liiiiilar as 
poffiblc to thoie praftifed in the Courts of 
Eng'and. Seven officers, including the 
Judge Advocattf are IWcrii as Jurymen, 
and a mapriiy of voices decide. The 
charge is j^blicly exhibited ; and the 
witnefles Iwom, and crols examined. 
The three firft convidts were fentenced to 
the mai'tial difciplme of being flogged 3 
and one of them, a more atiocious otfen- 
der than the rejl, was banifhtd for a vypek 
to a bajTcn illand, and ltd on bread up^ 
water.

• The Rev. Mr, ynlnjati. previous to his departure from England, applied to the Arch*, 
bifhop of Canl7^rbu^y, leipcdiiig the propriety of his reading ihq marriage ceiomony, and the 
form in whicii he fhould exerede this important funtStioo, The point was referred to the! 
cunfideration of the Biffiops ; and, alter much deliberation, it was refolved that he could no 
otherwife execute it than according to the eflabliflFied rites of the Church of England. Ttus

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A r«t of (lefperate and hardened villains 
leag^icfd themfelves for the p’li pofes of de- 
predition ; and, as it generally happen^ 
nad art enough to pciTuade ibtne others, 
Jefs (lireply verl'ed in iniquity, to Be the 
inltrnmems for cariying it on. Fortu- 
nately the progrefs ot thefe miicreants was 
not uV long duration. They were detected 
in dealing a large quantity of provifions, 
at the tune of ihuing ttiem ; and on 
being apprehended, one of the tools of 
the luperioi^s impeached the reft, and 
dtfclufed the fclieme. The trial came on 
the t8ih of February : and of four who 
weiT aiTiiigned for the offence, three were 
condemned to die, and the fourth to receive 
a very feveie cor^Kiral nuniftiment. In 
hope^ that his lenity would not be abufed, 
his Excellency was, however, pleafed to 
order one only for execution, which took 
place a little before fun-fet the fame day. 
The name of the unhappy wretch was 
Thomas Barret, an old and del'peiatc of- 
fender, who died ^iih that hardy Ipirit, 
which too often is found in the word and 
molt abandoned clafs of men : during the 
execution the battalion of marines was 
under arms, and the whole uf the enn- 
vi6f8 obliged to be prefent. The t vo 
aftbeiates of the luffei er were ordered to be 
kept dole prifoners, until an cl igitfte place 
to banifti them to could be fixed on ; as 
were allb two more, who on the following 
day were condemned to die for a fimilar 
offence.’* 

Thedefeription which Mr. TAch gives 
of the per funs of tlie natives, if nearly fi- 
milar to that which lias been uniformly 
given of the inhabitants of eve’ y uncivi- 
lized country under the lame climates ; 
and corref ponds cxailly to whai D iinpier 
and Cook have already laid tfpon the lub- 
jjtcl. But with relpeik to their mental and 
moral ciiaraBer many inftancesare given, 
which, unexplained, prove them to be the 
moft capricmiis and verlatilc clafs of 
beings upon the face of the c;.iith \ at one 
time appearing to pofTrfs the moft friendly 
and benign difpolition towards their new 
neighbours ; and at other times, without 
any apparent caufe for the change, exaf- 
perated againft them to the higbeft degree 
of violence. We fha 1, however, extraft 
one inltance which cleat ly evinces, that if 
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the Indians poftefs the finall^ft fenle of 
gratitude^ they cannot continue long fni* 
mical to nerm fettlers who are capabU 
of rendering them luch important fervict. 

Some young gentlemen, belonging 
to the Sirius, one day met a native, an old 
man, in the woods ; he had a beard of 
confiderable length, which his new ac* 
quaintaiice gave him to undrrftand, by 
fignaJs, they would rid him of if he 
pleafed $ ftroking their chins, and ftiew- 
iog him the fmoothnefs of them, at the 
fame time : at length the old Indian 
cunfented, and one of the youngfters tak- 
ing a penknife from his pocket, and mak- 
ing ule of the beft fubttiutc for l;i liter Ite 
could find, performed the operation with 
great fncccfs \ and, as it proved, much to 
the liking of the old m.iii, who in a few 
days after repofed a confidence in us, of 
which we had hitherto known no exam-^ 
pie, by paddling along- fide the Siiins in 
his canoe, and pointing to his be.uaU 
Various arts were ineffei^ually tried lo 
induce him to enter the ftiip : but as he 
continued to decline the invitation, a bar* 
ber was fentdovvn into theboitalungdide 
the canoe j from whence, Kaning uvci the 
gunnel, he complied with the wiih of the 
old beau, to his infinite iktisfafliun. in 
addition to the conlequeucjs which our 
fanguine hopes led us iocxj)e6l from iliM 
dawning of cordiality, it alionU ,)i(\>f, 
that the bcaid is •onniUriil by tliis pcoplu’ 
more as an incumbiMncj than a maiK of 
dignity.*' ^ ^

What he lays relpctting the crime 
of COLOURING comes within our pro- 
vince. 

«* Colouring is here confidered as a 
thing of the firll importance in the art of 
cheefe-making. A good material is highly 
Valued ; but is not always tobecafily come 
at by tlairywomen j who, peihaps, have 
only one market logo to. For this realbn, 
it is here a pretty general prafticc For ihe 
cheeFe-faftor to liirnifh the dahies, whole 
cheefes he expefts to purchafe, with co- 
lourinfr of the bed quality. 

« Thus we find the crime of colouring 
cbeefe is not an ail of daiknefs, done 
clandeftincly by the dairyworftan, lo 
deceive the failor : but, on the contraiy, 
an open, known department in the bufmels 
of chcefe- making, to which the faaor gives 
his artent and Im afliilance. The dai^- 
woman’s motive is evidently th n of oblig- 
ing her cuJlomer^^^^frSor* Should it be 
alked wh.it can be the faflor’s motive for 
encouraging tliis adulteration of an article 
of human food,— the anfwer is evident! 
he can have no other than that of obliging 
fiis cuftomers, the clieefctfto.'/rers i who 
as evidently encourage this abominable 
pra6\ice, for the hafe end oF obliging t/^eir 
cuftomers, — the cotifrmers , — The tiuth 
is, men in 'gcngal prefer well coloured 
cheefe to that which is ill coloured 5 0*, in 
Ollier words, highly coloured cheefe is at 
prefent fojhionable. The chcclemongers 
knowing this, will not purch.ife pale 
coloured cheefe of the f:iaor<i and, for 
this reafon, the faftors objttl to a pak- 
coloured dairy of cheefe. 

In the in'fancy of the art, the colour- 
ing of cheefe was a crime 1 iHJcaule it was 
then done with an intent to deceive • But 
datrywomeny at prefent, have no fuch 


intention. They colour it, now, through 
a kind of neceflity, and with intentions as 
Innocent as thole of other manufaflurerl 
who charge the colour of their raw mate- 
rials. If the eaters of chcele were to take 
it into their heads to prefer black, blutj 
or led cheeft, to that of a golden hue, f 
will venture to pafs my word for the 
dairy women, thc^ would do their belt 
endeavour to gratify them. 

“ If, in the colouring of cheele, any 
pernicious fubftance be made ule of, the 
conleqnences to the community may be of 
a ferious nature.'' But whether the prepa- 
ration of annotta, which is now ni com- 
mon ufe For that purpolt, be pernicious or 
falubrioiis to the human frame, no man 
perhaps has ever attempted to afeer ain i 
It may, for any thing the dtclaiiners 
againlt it appear to know to the contrary^ 
be the moft falutary alterative human in- 
vention can devile. It may, however, be 
deftru6livc to human health ; anditsmedu 
cal qualities ought certainly to be enquired 
into 

<< It appears by obfervaiions, fufficiept- 
ly accurate, that one ounce, averdupoig, of 
this prepaiation will colour, luFficiently, 
more than two hundred pounds of cheelu 
The number of grains in one ounce aver- 
dupois are 437^*. So that each pJlind of 
chcele, moderately coloured^ contains two 
grains of the preparation. 

** Few men, perhaps, cat more than a 
pound of chcele a day each (I Ipeak of 
men whofc princ’pal Food is cheek). It 
ought without diipuLc to be enquired intc, 
whether two grams of that pieparatton, 
taken daily, is or is nut injurious to the 
human frame. As to the Imall quantity 
which is eaten by men in genera), on a 
ftoinach already cloyed with other ali- 
ment, it docs not leem to be an objefl of 
enquiry.

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On the pra£lice of painting we have 
the following remarks. 

" Cbeefcs rich in quality, and well 
nianufa^vfi^d*^ moje efptcially, 1 believe, 
tlip produce of feme particular foils, ac- 
quire, by age, a variegated colour, parti- 
at and near the furfnee, which 
milinea with red. This natural 

it not unfreqoently obfervabl'e in 
Ckcdiire cheefe •. which being (until very 
lately.} fuffered to appear in its natural 
culouiSy the reddening parts (how them* 
Selves evidently, through the palencfs of 
the ground , t^t^y appear in. I have aHi> 
Iceii an indance of this tfFe£l in fome 
Glocefterfhire cheefe, of a curloudy fine 
qiiali^, and great age. 

“ The exaS time when the imitation of 
this natural tfFe^l took place, or by whom 
it was hrft pri*^ifed, 1 h4ve not been able 
to learn, with any degree of certainty ; 
imtwiihftandiiig it is a late invention* 
Like the internal colouring, it probal>ly 
originated va frautl* It was, pei haps, in 
the firft praftilers, an artful trick \ an 
impofiiion on the ptirchaicr. At prefent, 
however, it is praftifed through very dif- 
ferent motives. The dairy women, one 
and all, diilike it. The labour and ex- 
pence oicc louring they beftow with chear- 
fuliicfs j but the att of painting t though 
done with Jefs tiouble and lefs txpence, is 
ftt about with relu^ance, and (poken of 
with dilgud } ei'pecially by experienced 
diirywonien j a ho prefer the Uuc difk 
and the yellow edge to any artificial red- 
nefs. • 

At prefent, the painting of cheefes is 
pia6ltled merely as a cliaraCierijiic* It 
i$ done at the requcli of the immediate 
purcUafers j who cannot dirpofe of them 
(without being fulpcfled at lead of impo- 
htion)as Gloccfteiflnre chede,*’ unlefs 
they bear its chara£leridic. 

“Foi raerly, Gloceftcifhire cheefe was 
known by the height of its internal colour. 
Colouring was tlien its chara^eriflic. At 
length, iiov^ever, the at l of colouring be. 
gaii to travel into other diftri£ls ; it is 
now become in a manner general j and 
colouring has not, for Ibinc yeais pad, 
been chai*a£letidic of Glocelteifhiie 
cheefe. The cheefe of this didridl, how. 
ever has ever been, and probably will 
’ continue to be, in high eftcem. Some 
evident mark, fome fpeciftc chara^er, is 
' therefore lequired, by the dealer at lead, 
to, didinguifh it, at fight, from that of 
other didrifls: and it may be a moot 
uoint whether the luafticc oi painting uri* 
^nated in frauds oi* whether it wus drd 
I * - 1_ J really lias been, a 


cliara£leridic of Glocederfhire cliccfe. 
Be this as it mayr it feems to be almoft 
certain that it will not long be able tor 
maintain its ch^rafferj if it has not alrea- 
dy loft it. The art of painting has bc- 
^un to travel ; and will, in aT. probability^ 
foon become the general pra^lice. 

Thus it appears, that the Gloceder- 
fliire dairy is TufFering through its own ar- 
tifice. Had it not drd taught the art of 
colouring, its cheefes might dill have been 
didinguiflvible, in their native colours, by 
the fupei ior bluenefs of their fides, and the 
golden hue of their, edges. It likewile 
appears evidently, that Glocederfhire is 
able to give the fafliion to the colour of 
cheefe. The Gloce-deifhire dairywomen 
have therefore, now, a fair opportunity of 
atoning for the fins of their ancedors; 
and* of giving a charafteiidic to their 
cheefes, which cannot beuniverfally coun- 
terfeited ; namely, its own natural colour. 
Could they multer courage enough to 
leave it to nature for one feafon only, the 
cliara6leriftic would be eftablinicd, and the 
faihion for uncoloiued cheefe would be 
fet. Other dilhidis would in confeqiienctt 
follow the example J and the piefent fiU 
thy pra6lices begot rid of, in a way more 
ready and more effcftual, than by any 
compuifory means that could be made ule 
of. If a certain noble Earl would fignify 
a wifb that ti^e cheefes produced upon his 
eftate fhoi|ld appear in their natural 
COLOURS, his tenants love bis Lordfhip 
too well <0 fuffer them to go to any mar- 
ket in anycothcr.'* 

" In North Wiltshire, likewife, af- 
ter a general dclcnption of its outline, ex- 
tent, climature, fuiface, rivers, and pro- 
duce, we have a (ketch of its ejlafes, 
farms t foils^9waterf herbage^ cows^ and 
Mry managemertt. Of the la(t, as it re- 
lates to the manufa£ture of cheese, we 
have a full and minute detail. 

“ North Wilifhire cheefe," as our 
author juftly obfei ves, *'* is at prefent in the 
firft eftimation among thofe, who indulge 
their appetites. It has a richnefs, and at 
the fame time, a mildnefs which recom. 
mends it to many, in preference to that oi 
Glocefterftiire j even of the vsle of Berke- 
ley, whofe clieefe> though of the firft 
quality as to richnefs, has in general % 
fharpiiefs, a degree of pungency, which ia 
offcnfivc to ibme palates, though coveted 
by otheis: the produce ot each diftrift 
may, therefore, be laid to have its excel- 
lence/'

Theie Obl'ervations open with a gene- 
ral view of the prelent Itaie ot the art of 
inanufafluring ci'*ed*e ; a fubje^f in which 
the public at large arc much interefted. 

“ Tlic SPECIES OF CHEESE pn ducfd 
in this idand aie various. Its markets, 
however, are piincipally diled with two 
i'pecies : the one of a dry loofe contextiiie, 
and of a rough audeie flavor ; tiic othei, 
tnildei to the tafle, and of a dole waxiike 
texture, TIk: former is Ibid under the 
name of Cheshire cliede ; and is, 1 
iielieve, chiefly liic piotliice of that couiity i 
the latter, under the n ime of Gloces- 
TERSHiRE clicel'e: provided its quality 
entitle it to that dillindion : if not, it 
takes, 1 believe, in geiicial, the name of 
Warwickshire ciiecle ; but, in n^ati- 
ty, is produced in fcveral counties. The 
produds of Someilcifliiie, Wiltfliire, 
J)erk(hire, Oxfordfliire, Gloceftci ftiire, 
Worcefterfhirc, Warwick/hirc, Jjticctter- 
fhirt, StafiordfliiiCiDcrbylhire, and York. 
lliire, are very fiinilar ; — all of them as 
different from the produce of CheihiR*, 
as if they were manufa^'tuied trem u dif- 
ferent material. • 

It is this milder fpecies^ which is a 
principal article of food of various clail'es 
ot working ])tople ) and which, therefore, 
claims the hrlf and the higheft attention. 

** Glocf.stershirl has long held a 
decided Tuperiority in the^rcdn^Iion of 
this article of human food. At preient. 
North Wiltshire is a coinpe.itor, 
and bids fair to take the lead. In tnefe 
volumeSf the pi*a6iices of tne two couuiies 
art, X believe, accurately, and the moie 
(1 fiicull pailages fully legiltcicd down 
to their lowed ininuiix. 

** Therefore, vwithoui any view to blazon 
my own indulti y, or to let off, unfairly, 
the work 1 am executing, X will venturo 
to lugged, that whoever fhall examine,, 
with attention, the three feparaie praffices 
which are beie regifteied, will know more 
of the fubjeft under examination, than 
any individual of the two counties knew 
at the time of regifteriiig. 

** T he knowledge, even of practitioners 
is in a manner wholly confineii to their 
own individual prafticet or perhaps to 
that of feme few, confidential ncighlMurs. 

The manufaiduring of oheefe U not 


like the cultivation of lands. This is a 
public employment f o|ien to auy one who 
travels acrofs the fite of cultivation i tlut 
a private mani{fu 8 ory ^2 craft*— a myf- 
tery— included from the public eye i and 
what may ap^iear extraordinary, the mi* • 
nutiae are feldom familiar, even to the 
mader of the dairy in which ihry are 
prnHii't'd !

*• The information 1 havebcen favoied 
with, while it fhevvb the fupeiior (kill of 
the Gloccderdiire and W'iltibire dairy - 
women, and exhibits the bed praftice of 
the kingdom at tliis day, proves, in R 
driking manner, the imperfc^lnefs of the 
art; even in thefe long- experienced and 
enlightened didii6fs.

iiig ; and others propofiiig a transfci of it 
to the different didi ids ot the iA..nJ. Such 
of tf.em as appear to be eniiiled to aiien- 
tion, and are not interiperl'ed in the fore- 
going relations, will be given in this re-

given this chair the name x^i Jier cor ary. 
Now this name conveying an idea very 
different from that of a feat of honour, 
they have fought to find a reafon why 
they ufed fuch a ceremony : and the 
enemies of the court of Rome taking 
Dccafion, from the fimiliiude of ideas 
which gave birth to this equivoque, have 
fuppofed that this chair had iiecn in- 
vented to avoid a fimilar error into which 
they had fallen, in elefling n woman 
Pope, thus the Jlercorary became a pro^ 
bationary chair.— There* is every reafon 
to believe that the Jlercorary chair was 
only an tinhlem, like the flax they burnt 
before the Pope, finging Jic tr Unfit y>lo- 
fta wundu By this double allegory, 
they reminded him of the inftahility of 
human greatnefs, and of the rank to 
which he had juft been raifed.’* 

In the pontificate of Alexander VI, 
that is in 1494, Burcard ifiaUe a jour- 
ney to Naples ; an entertaining account 
of which journey is heie given, but it is 
too long for us to extrafl. 

It is generally afl’ericd by hiftorians 
that Alexander died b/ poifon, which 
he had defigned for fume cardinals. 
Buicard, on the contnry, avers « that 
he died at Rome, after an illnefs which 
lafted fix days,'* and of which he thus 
relates the progrefs i 

Alexander had been attacked by the 


M. de Brequigny, << feems mucli tueamp 
an appearance of truth t but the bit^ 
they entertained for Alexander VI. wau 
a I'uflicient reafon for colle^ing, witb 
avidity, the falfe reports of poifoning, 
which the fame hatred had doabtJm

The third manufcript deferibed in this 
work is a Greek Lexicon, which wae 
ilifeovered in the Kihg’s library by M. 
de Rochfort, and which he thinks would 
be valuable to any editor of Su'das, be^ 
caiife it feems to bear marks of anti* 
quity priqr to that lexicograj>her« It it 
alfo proved, by the learned editor, to be in 
fevei al refpe£tsfuperiorto the lexicon of 
Hefychiiis, particularly in the etymolo* 
gies with which this MS. abounds. 

This is followed by an account of 
an Arabian MS. entitled, ** An hifto- 
rical Chain of Countries, Seas, and 
Fiflieii ; with a Treatife on the Science 
of the Sphere. A Colle6fion of diSe. 
rent Works ; and particularly of two 
Voyages to India and China, in the qtli 
and loth Centuries.’* 

** This MS. which has exifted in the 
King’s library a long time,*' fays M. 
de Guignes, but which has not been 
confulted except by the Abbfi Renau- 
dot, contains I'undiy works, relpefting 
one of which the learned have ftasteS 
doubts $ fome of them have denied its 
exiftence. In 1764 I inferted in the 
Journal dei Scavans (of the inontli of 
November) a letter on this fiif^e^f, to 
which, 1 think, 1 ought to refer thefe 
accounts, as their obje£f is to make 
known the manufcripcs of the King’s 
library ; but if on the one hand I 
abridge what 1 have faid in that letter, 
1 lhal), on the other, add new obferva- 
tions, which the MS. examined in ano- 
ther point of view gives me an oppor • 
tUTiiiy to form.

jflvemion of inllruments called IJaro^ 
to fuch a pitch of pqrfc£lion« 
that not only were they able thereby to 
pilfer thofe grateful odours which form 
the chief luxury and riches of the coun- 
try* but even to extra£l the nutritive cf- 
fence out of their ncighbuuis vi£tuals » 
infomuch that* after many a poor man 
had laboured hard for his dinner, and 
his wife had cooked it, it was found a 
mere fungus* without Havour, tallc* or 
nutriment, &c.” The Hierophant, with 
his little vifitor placed on his left flioul- 
ders, lets out on foot (for he would have 
confidered it as a degradation, on a royal 
vilitation, to have recognized liis depen- 
dency on adventitious lupport by the ufe 
of any vehicle* or even of Mammuth) 
to pay a vifit to his rubjc£ls : to prelide 
in the fenate* to be piclent at diilerent 
trials in courts of julticc * and to vilit 
the public feminarics of learning. In 
his way a great deal of converlation* grave 
and ludicrous, takes place on diHcicnt 
fubjcfVs.— They arrive at the dazzling 
“ manfions of thofe renowned infects 
which* in Mammuthia, arc about the lize 
of European bees, and whofe gloll'y ikins 
and incclTant motions produced a radi- 
ance not to be found in the touaz* the 
ruby* or the diamond* or in any portion 
or combined portions of inanimatcd mat- 
ter. Colonics of thefe iiilc«^ls are confi- 
dered in the central parts of Afiicaas 
great national wealth, and ferve the na- 
tives (who make no account* of filver 
and gold and precious Hones) *;<s figns of 
riches, and as ornaments to their per- 
fons.— The ant-hills of this place, the 
great mines of that pait of Mamiiiuthia 
over which my travelling Governor pre- 
fided, were guarded by clogs. Over 
thofe faithful privates fellows with clubs 
w'cre appointed as Captains and Colonels. 
Thefe men afled at the fame time as 
purveyors and feeders of the dogs^*' — — 
They arrive in the fenate- hoiifc of Ram- 
java- ram. The fumes that MouHin- 
Pouifin (the name by which our tiavel* 
ier was diftinguiihed in Mammuthia) had 
inhaled in the courfeof his journey thi- 
ther, had thrown him into a profound 
Acep, from which he was awakened, after 
a (pace of about three hours* by a 
** found like the bellows of Carron* bro- 
ken into diAin^i:* though at hrA unintel- 
ligible articulations- J lifted up mine 
€ytit and Ip f an hundred coloflTal Aatues 
of the ancient demi-gods of Ram-java- 
ranh and as many living figures of the 
fame nation* invadipg at once my light, 
pre&nted to my ultaginjition a momentary 
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Idea of the arch-devi|s of Milton 
fembled in council ip the borfld hali iA 
Tandaemonium,. So profound .waa 
fieep into which 1 had fallen* and fo esr?* 
traordinary the fccne th^t now opened t# 
my view* that it was more than two niK 
nutes before I ret oiled cd the train 
events that had brought me into the 
xiate-houfe of a nation in the centre of 
Africa i if that indeed may be called am 
houfe which had neither door, walls, roof* 
nor windows.*’ 

After a deferiptinn of the fenate-houfitt 
adotned with all the magnificence of boifi 
animated and inanimated nature, our 
author, for the public iiiArudion; givei 
an account of fome very excellent prac« 
tices that prevailed in the fenate of Ram- 
java-ram. 

“ It is a law in the fenate of Ram- 
java- ram, th4t each member ihall de- 
clare the reafons of his vote, and chat 
none Ihall I'peak oftener than once on tho 
fame fubjed. If a membei rcculleda 
any thing that he intended to have fbid, 
but had omitted* he communicates it to 
fome other member who is to give hit 
opii-ion after him j and for this purpolc 
a lliort interval* ol about five minutes, i» 
fu Acred to elapfc between the conclufioa 
of one fpcech and the beginning of ano- 
ther. Each of thefe iiucrvaU aAordsou 
opportunity to the gentleman who haa 
alieady fpokeii of fuggcAiug what ho 
plcafcs to thole who have not vet fpoken, 
who arc always ready enough tto adopt 
it, if it be anywife deierving of confider- 
aiion. It is alfo enaflrd by the parlio* 
mentary law- of thofe e\riaordtnary aiV 
femblies, that as foon as any member has 
rifen up, but before he piocetd to fpcak, 
a brief narrative is read aloud by the 
clerk of the fide on which he voted on all 
former jjucAioiis of im)x>rtance>ihe de- 
gree of importance ncccllary to that enur 
incration being determined by the clerk, 
whofe permanence in office depends on 
the good opinion that is entertained of 
him by the houfe. But what is a mattei of 
greater delicacy Aill, the principal actions 
of his life, w'hcther good or bad, are 
alfo on that occaliun proclaimed to the 
fenate in a tone equally audible. If any 
fplendid adt of virtue has been performed 
by a man, it is embalmed (probably with 
his own privity) in the records of parlia- 
ment, after being duly authenticated by 
his friends $ if be has done any thing noto- 
xiouAy unjuA or dilhonourable, it is faith- 
fully entered on thofe joui iuila«ia like man* 
ner by hlsprivatc or hia political enemies : 
% k muA nblervcd, that a lent, in the 

Mam- 
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ienate it m great an obje^ 
fif ambition at it it in Holland* Great- 
Brittin* or Ireland. 1 muft alfo take 
aetica* with regard to the conftitution of 
farliamcnts in the central parts of Africa* 
aB which bear a very clofe rcfemblance 
to each other* t^iat the members do not 
da&ver iheir opinions in any fixed order* 
bm^wbcaiever the Speaker chules to invite 
them* It was in this manner that the 
Batriciant were ^Jked to give their opi> 
ikions in the Roman fenate* It was in 
calling upon the different members to de- 
clare their opinions* according to the 
courfe or turn of the debate* that the 
Speaker chiefly dtfpiayed his judgment* 
his acquaintance with affairsi his difcera- 
ment of charafler* and his parliamentary 
importance. It will readily occur* that 
the intervals of fiience between ibe dif- 
ferent fpeeches, together with the cere- 
mony of reading over* as a preface to 
each oration* a fummary review of both 
the private and public condu£i of the ora- 
tor* muft have taken up a confideiable 
time* and greatly prolonged the fittings 
of parliament. They did fo. And yet, 
when 1 refle6^ on the vain repetitions 
and endlefs wranglings which arife in 
our national alTemblies on almoft every 
fubje£^ of deliberation:* when I reflect on 
thb very long and frequent fpcechcs of 
our commiffioners to parliament* and on 
our adjourned debates; I am clearly of 
opinion* that more bufincfs is done in iliu 
fenateuhoul'e of Ram java-ram in equal 
portions of time than in that of Gieat- 
jiritain*as well as in a more difpallionaie* 
deliberate* and candid manner* 

1 have not, in this comparative view, 
taken into account the time that is fpent 
in our parliaments in prayer, and in at- 
tendance at certain appointed rimes, as 
faft days, anniverfarics, and thank fgiv- 
ings, oil the public duties and ceremonies 
of religion* becaufe 1 would not willingly 
leem to infinuate that the time employed 
in thefe is fpent to no purpofe* But this 
1 may venture to afHrin, that the dread 
of the EXOKDIUM is as grc*it a check* at 
lealt on the fpeeches and votes of the 
Mammuthian fenacors* as prayers are on 
thofe of the Members of either Uoufc of 
the Britifli Parliament. 

** During the few days that I had an 
export unity of witnefling the forms and 
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the tninfafltons of the parliament ^ 
Ram-iava-ram* 1 faw the wiflipm and cW 
cacy of that prefatory narrative exem-* 
plified in a very ftriking manner. One 
of the members of that affembly being 
called on to deliver his opinion on a cer-^ 
tain fubje^t* with which our readers can-^ 
not pofltbly have any concern, a lufty* 
llcek figure* with bis nofc rendered pro- 
minent to an amazing dej^ree by a mojt 
plentiful ufe of perfumes, inftantl y darted 
up on his legs* and with a countenance 
that befpoke how readily he was pre- 
pared to bear* and even to join in the 
laugh which was about to be raifed againflt 
himfelf* heard without confufton a long 
lift of inBiiclities to his friends* and in- 
confiftencies in his conclu£f. But the 
whole affembly were moved with irrefifti- 
blc laughter, nor could the authority of 
the reigning hierophant rcllorc compo- 
furc and attention. Still* however* that 
African f^/car of Bray maintained his 
ground, and, with a jmiie on his coun- 
tenance* waved his hand as a Bgnal chat 
he was about to proceed with his oration. 
The laughter that ihook the Icnate was 
redoubled, and the Speaker himfelf* who 
was feared y able to retain his gravity* 
was un^er the necellity of calling on ano- 
ther member to deliver his opinion on 
the fubjeft in queftion. Thrasybu- 
Lus ^ then fat down, fmiling to thofe 
who were next him* without any fyrnp- 
tom of ]^\ng at all difconcerted* and 
muttering;^ that if he did not always fay 
the fame thing, he always meant the 
fame thing. But it is not believed in 
Manimuchia that he will be a member of 
the next parliament.*' 

Among a^varicty of othtr particu- 
lars relative to this illuftrious fenate, 
our author relates* as a matter worthy 
of attention* that among the fpeak- 
ers who were heard with moft atten- 
tion* there were feveral who not only 
were accounted very poor, but even 
fuppofed to be confiderably in debt. 
The impertinent and barbarous cuftom. 
of rich men boafting of their indepen- 
dence, as they fometimes do in the British 
Parliament f* was a thing unheard of in 
the fenate of Ram-java-ram ; in which 
tlie experience of many thoufands of 
Years* and dailv examples* daily and 
hourly founded in their ears X* proved*

From political or public life, from the 
national wealtli and rbe national aifem- 
' bly, our author palTcb on to a dcfcnption 
eif what may be called genteel domeftic 
life among tlic Mammuihians. The 
Lord-Mayor of Gutty- Gurr, the capital 
t>f Haonavaram* gave an entertainment, 
to which a good dc.il of company was 
^ invited, lu honour of the Hierophant* 

** It is not to be wondered that, on 
vccalion of a royal vifit, the Lord-M^yor 
with all his company fhould be drefled 
m the ricbeft manner and neweft falhion. 

* The Mayorefs and her daughters were 
To genteel as to be almoft naked, except 
’ where they were covered with' glow-ants, 
the precious iloncs of Mammuthu, as i 
have obferved again ahd again : other U- 
■d’cs were in fomc mcaAine concealed by 
fandalsf breeches, and handkerchief $ 
but all of them difplayed their necks, 
their arms up to the very fhoulder-biides, 
ftod their legs comprehended , a Ipace 
of fcvcral feet above the knee. The in- 
Tefls, by means of the gum and powder 
almady mentioned, tvere difpoied into 
various figures emblematical' of the oc- 
cupations of thofe who Wore ijiem. For 
example, tlic jetty bofoms of the ladies 
belonging to the Lord-Mavor’s fnmilv 
ilione with glow -ants, ananged in the 
form of a pair of breeches. Others, men 
as well as women, tiiough more fpanng- 
1v, were difiinguiflicd by^the figuie or 
figures of a loom, an hatchet, a fiih* a 
fowl, or quadruped, and fo on* Tlvc 
ccniceleft croft of all that were, or could 
be worn by inechrinics, was that of the 
hammer and anvil, which diftingnifked 
the artificers in iron- But even that was 
not deemted lb honourable as the (pade, 
nor the fpade as che plough, nor the 
' plough as the fidiing-hook or fpear, nor 
the fi filing-hook or fpear as the fiicp- 
liwd's cTfiok, nor the flvepherd’s crook it- 
fclf as rUc fowler's net. The attentive 
rcadejr will eafily perceive that this clTmax 
the order of hcra'd'ry is perfe61ly agree 
able to the Mammuthiati philofophy^ 
aims to raile its vottirias above the

But let it be iveol1e61cd, that thb 
routhians are divided into di^rint <afls 
who do not alTociate together i the hiero- 
phant, elevated by his royal office 
all diftindtions of this kind, convenea 
with and caras for all hU people, like the 
fun who flieds his rays, without tofog 
aught of his fplendour, equally on the 
noMe and ignoble p«irTs of nature. '

profelfions. A ^el enfued, which wae 
carried on, not by any mode of clofe aa* 
tack, for the combatants west removed 
to cunfiderable diftances, and placed en- 
tirely out of fight of each other, but by a 
gi actual fcrics of pains, and even defalca- 
tions, iadiftcd by the public executioner 
on their perfons. ** ColuncI Gog defies 
Butcher Magog wtA a pin fix inches 
in length thrult to the very head into 
one c? his buttocks. ** This note 
bking delivered wkh due folemnity into 
the hands of the judge, the ofiicer of 
pifiicr,or, as we would fay, Jack Ketch, 
without ceremony, delay, or’ remorfe, 
tbruft the pin mco Gog^s naked pofte- 
viors, to the full extent of what was cf- 
firmed* m the note of defiance. This 
note, with the Teal of the judge now ap- 
pended to it in token of its veracity, was 
fent by a puldk nsfJEtngcr to his rival* 
Magog, who was attended as well ai hb 
ndvei'iiuVw'itb bis indge and executioner, 
not only (ircfcntcd his poileriors with in- 
effable di Alain to the exccvitioDcr, who 
pricked one of them with a fix- inch pin, 
a\xl without a monwirt’s delay wrote aa 
follocvsi **Butchei Mi^og denes Colonel 
Gog with a* bodkin of a foot in length# 
thrufi through the brawny part of his 
left arm.’"

The Butcheri by this dreadful and def- 
perate elTorty fairly triumphed over the 
Colonel !<— ** but to which of the com- 
batants (fays our autbor)^ the vi£^r or 
the vamiuiihcdy the lady that was the 
fubfeA of diipuse gave tne preference* I 
did not enquire* and was not informed.*' 

It will readily occur to uur intelligent 
and candid rcadcrit that though the veil 
is Preouently drawn afide in this amufing 
and pnilofophical fiAioa, from what in 
moft countries it is cuftomary to keep out 
of view* the libeitv and naivetd that is 
ufed in this refiipil by the Man in the 
Moon differs as much from indecency* 
or what is familiarly called bawdiy* a& 
the iqiagc of a Venus or DiaKa docs 
from a naked profliturc. ^

po^ted by the majority of the Council 
chat (be would not dare to fpeak her 
mind frecly> if he was within hearing of 
her. 

The reft of the Council agreed that 
the qi/eries (hould be committed to 
writing, and delivered by fome gtnlle- 
man whom Mr. Hidings bad named. 
But they iiififted at the fame time, that 
Mr. Goring fhould be prefent at the 
delivery of the querits.

The Commiflionera proceeded 
Moorfhedabad with the queries, ana 
ftnt back the anfwers under the hand 
amt Teal of the Begum » 

The Managers were going to give 
thofe anfwers in evidence, but were 
interrupted by Mr. Law, who objefled 
to the produ.'^lion of them, iie laid the 
Hon. M.in.'gcrs mult coimcdt them 
with lomething laid or done by Mr., 
Haftin^s either Infore the queries wer^ 
fent, or afterwards tii conibqueiice of 
thole anfweis i othcrwil'e they could 
not be evidencexaod the M^magers were 
'precluded by therr Lordihips' decifiun 
from rt.iding them* 

This pioductd a tedious and dry 
debate about the admifTibility or inadn 
iniiribility of evidence. The Managers, 
contenjdcd that Mr. Haftings having 
agreed to fend the queries, the anfwers 
to them werefo con»e£led with his own 
a£l, that they ought to be received in. 
evidence. 

Mr. Law maipt iined that this was a 
monftrons propofition. To refute it, 
he fuppofed a cafe — that a man was 
accufed of having curnmitted a robbery,, 
at a certain fpccihcd time — that on 
being accufed, he declared he was at 
that vefy precife time in the houfe 
of another man. He fuppofed that on 
application, to that other man, it ap- 
peared that the perfon acculed had not 
been ill his houfe. Mr. Law then 
aiked tnulxiphaiitly, if it was polTible 
that any ode ihoukl contend that the 
anfwer g ven by that other man, con- 
tradi£l: g the declaration of the accufed,^ 
could be admitted as evidence that the 
latter was guilty of the robbery ? 

The Lord Ciuiu-ellor faid, that fuch, 
an anfwer would iioibe conclufivc evi- 
dence of guilt, but it would be a ctr- 
cuinftance agairift the perfpn acculed. 

Ml. Grey obftrved, that fo Far wtre 
the Managers from being b'lrr^d from 
giving the Bv gum’s anfwers in evidence,^

not having been obfervedt the fending 
lhe queriiB was not the adt of Mr* 
Haftings, but of the Council* The 
word agreed^ which appeared in the 
minutes* by no tneani meant that the 
minority had gone over to the majoriryi 
^nd that the oppodcion to the mesfure 
was given up ; it meant no more than 
the words refoived or wdertHt and was 
defcriptive of an aA of Council, in which 
Mr* H^ftings was not to be fuppofed to 
have ^voluntarily acquitfeed* That tliia 
was the true meaning of the word 
“ agreed^* in the Council books* ap- 
peared from all the minutes of confulta- 
tion in the Company's archives. 

Mr* Grey maintained that the word 
agreed"' in the confultationon which 
he was fpeaking, was defcriptive of the 
unanimous a^ls of the nxiholc Conncil,^%id 
not of a majority of it.

The Lords retired to deliberate on 
this queftion* and returned in a few 
minutes With a decilion glereik« 
^anej of the trjlimony fn opafed* 

Mr* Burke then 'offered toprodnee, 
aoi a copy hut the very Perfam atrginat 
of the Munny Begum's letter, tigned 
by heror-authenticated by the Nabob 
her fon,— attefted by the feal of Charlea 
Grcring* Elq. wbo was ready to fwear 
at their Lordfliips bar to the authenti- 
city of the letter* 

Charles Goring, Efq. was then, 
brought to the bar, and Mr. Bnrkn 
requirfted that the following qiieltion 
might be put to him : ** 1 drfire ta 
know whether any cunverfaiiou pafted 
between yon aqd the Mutiny B^ufn,^ 
relative to the lack and a halt whi^ foe

. In fpite of this folitary example of a 
female oatb» which Mr. Burke affirmed 
|iad been ex-orttd by force, he con- 
tended that in India no woman above 
the xcry lowcft clafs was ever fern in 
publics and that he could protluce 
fevcral loftancesof women, who. rather 
. than be feeu by a man, had put them* 
irWes to death. The original lettert 
thercforCi of the Munny Begum, which 
he now produced to their Lordihips. 
was the very beft evidence which could 
poffihly be obtained from a woman in 
India* according to thofe principles of 
honour which from time immemoiial 
have obUined in Hindoftan. and which 
the legiflatiire of this country had been 
forced to refpedt. Wc have armies, 
laid Mr* Burke* wc have fleets to de« 
ftroy. to ravage, to depopulate that 
mtferable country ; hut the arm of in* 
jufticc U not powerful enough toersdi* 
date thofe inveterate prejudices which 
haft funk into that lecond nature. cuf« 
tom" 

Mr. Burke then called Major Scott, 
who was examined as to a paper given 
in to the Committee of the Houle of 
Comm&na a few years ago ; but his 
evidence not meeting the Hon. Mana- 
ger’s wiflies. he called the Clerk of the 
Commons to prove that tt>c Perflan 
letter, together with the tranflation of 
that letter, was the fame which had been 
prefented to the Committee of the Houfe 
of Commons on the 8th of May 1782. 

Mr. Burke next propofed to read the 
Charge Bribery againit Warren Ha- 
ftioRs. £lq. by Rajah Biindaf*. 

The Counfel for Mr. Haftings con-, 
tended, that the Honourable Manage.

Mr. Burke relied, that it was pro- 
duced in order to infer from the de- 
meanor of Mr. Haftings, when he was 
made acquainted with that charge, a 
proof of hii guilt. 

The Lord Chancellor faid, that hit 
demeanor ought firft to be proved. 

Mr. Burke replied, that the Managers 
would purfue the mode pointed out 
by their Lordlhips. but that they 
could not help coiiAdering h^%prfpqfie^ 
tom / 

This word brought up Lord Kenyon* 
who faid that he could not patiently 
fiifler a word of that import to be ap- 
plied to any proceedings of that Houfe. 

Lord Stanhope vindicated the Hon. 
Manager on ibia point, ohferving that 
it was evident he had no defign to fay 
any thing difrefpjrdful of that Houfe | 
and propofing an aOJOVRNilENT. 

MV. Burke begged leave to explain. 
Tre Bngiifh meaning of the woid /re- 
pojierous was equivalent, he faid, to the 
vulgar expreffion of putting the cart 
before the horfe^ which was all that he 
intended to convey by faying, that the 
mode of proceeding pointed out by 
their Lordihips waR/rr/oy^rrow/. 

Lord Kenyon fllcntly acquiefeed in

Satisfied by Mr. Bui ke’s explanation, 
and fully donvinced that the meaning 
which he atlaclied to the word prepofie* 
roui was purely their Lurdfliipa 

ordered the Honourable Manager to go 
on* 

Nothing pofitive in the way of cri- 
mination was S>rought forwnrd. but a 
p^per was called for by Mr. Burke which 
was to have led tofome fuhitantial mat- 
ter, relative to the charges againft the 
prifoner ; but this not being to be 
found very readily, and it l>eing then 
near five o’clock* their Lordfhips ad-

The following arret was adopted : 

The National Affemby abolifh entirely 
** the fendal fyltem ; and declare, that all 
** the rights and duties, whether feudal or 
cenfual ; thofe held of mortmain, whe- 
ther real orperfonalt and alfo perfonal 
lervicc, and all reprefentations of it are 
abolifhed withont indemnity. Tliat all 
** the others are declared redeem.ible $ and 
that the price, and mode of reJeemingi 
(ball be 6ied by the National AfTembly, 
The AfTembly at the fame lime orders, 
** that thofe rights wh'ch are not fupprefTed 
** as above, fliall continue to be paid, even 
to reimburfement. 

The total abolition of Dove-houfes wa$ 
the next thing determined on. 

It vras how'cvcr remarked, that though the 
dcllroyii^g an cxcIuAve right was Che duty of 
the LegiAatiire, it had no powder over a na- 
tuial and univerfal right; and after balan- 
cing the advantage and difadvanrage of fugeom 
Co .igncultui e, the arret was formed in tliefe 
terms : ^ 

** I'hc exclnfive right of coops and dove- 
** cotes IS abolifbnd. The pigeons fliall he 
fhut Np to llitt time fixed by the munici- 
** pai'ticv, and during that time they fhall be 
** coiifidered as game, and any perfoii may 
kill them og his giound,” 

Aug. 7. The Aiticle of Droits de la 
CLiJfc tvas debated tins ir.onnrig, and it 
was fettled, ** That tlie Rights of the Chace 
and open Warrens fhould be bnlli abolifhed— 
and every Piopnetor of Land fnould have 
liberty to det\roy, er caufe to be deftoyed ou 
his own poiT:;flion'^, every fpecies of game* 

** That all the C.ipitaineries, royal ones in- 
cluded, and all refeives for Game, under 
every denomination, ihould be utterly abo« 
lifhed. 

That the Prefident be likewife charged 
to reqiicfl of the King, a releafe of all thofe 
cfNi fined in Prifons or the Gailies, for crimes 
againft Che former laws refpedting the Chace, 
to recall the banifhed, and to flop all further 
proceedings againft them.'*

The Keeper of the Seals fpoke firfl as 
lulluwB } 

** Sirs, 

WE are delegated by the King fo re- 
|K)fe on your hofom the diiquietndes that 
agit.ite the paternal heart of his Majcf^y. 

“ Tlie preterit cii cumrtances arc fo preffing 
and imperious, that they would not permit 
us to concert with /ou the forms with whicti 
his M.'jully’s Envoys fliould be icceived-.- 
forms lo which we attach perfonally no im- 
pott.'uice whate\erj but whicti, no doubt, 
troni a proper regard lo the dignity and ma- 
jefiy of the throne, you will judge itnecellary 
to regulate in future. 

“ While the Reprefentativesof the Nation, 
happy ill their confidence in the Monarch, 
and fecure of his paternal love, are employ- 
ed in planning tlie welfare of their native 
country, and in diabhlhing on a him bahs 
the national fecuiity, a feci et and lamentable 
diioider agitates the people, impels them to 
revolt, and ipreads ovei all a general con- 
llernntion. 

Whether it be tliat the refentment of 
various ahufes whi h the King wifhed to le- 
form, and Inch you defire for ever to pro- 
feribe, has led the people into thil ctrur j 
whether it be that the rumour of a /o/ftZ fe- 
gtfiaaiiou of Gcvnnmnt has made lo waver 
the fevvial powers on which the civil order 
repofes ; wheihei pallions hoffile to onr liap- 
pinefs have.fpread over this empire their ma- 
lign influence ; whatever, in flfort may be 
the caufe, ceitain, Sirs, it is, that the public 
nrdei and tranquility are dif^urbed in almoft 
•very aimer of this kingdom. 

** You are not ignorant, Sirs, that pro- 
perty IS violated in tlie provinces ; that incen- 
diary hands have deffroyed the h. bitaiions of 
citizens ; that the forms of juAice are defpifed ; 
that violence and profcnpiion occupy the 
place of equity and law. In fome places, 
the very harvelh have been threatened, and 
the hufbandman has feen his luipes ravaged 
and laid waRe, 

“ Where the robbers cannot come, there 
terror and alarm are difpatched ; licentiouf- 
nefs is without contruul, the laws have lofl 
their foice, the tribunals are torpid ; dtiola- 
tion is fpread over a large portion of France, 
and terror has feiaed upon the whole ; com* 
xnerce and indiiflry are fufpended, and even 
the afylums of piety are no longer fafe from 
the murdering madnefs of the mob. 

And yet. Sirs, it is not indigence alone 
that has produced all thefe unliappy effedfs. 
It is well known that tlie feafon promifes a 
fjMicdy atid bountiful fupply of grain i that 


all 

the beneficence of his Majefty has exerted 
icfclf in every poflible manner to fupply the 
wants of his fuSjr^fs ; that the rich have noVT 
moie than at any former peiiod participate4 
their fortune wiiii the poor. And is it pof- 
fible that at this epocha, when the National 
Reprefentation is more numerous, m.'.re en** 
lightened, more refpeffaWe than it has cvfr 
been ; when Che union of all the Members 
of the Alfemhly in one and the fame boily, 
vvhrni Che riofe amnedf ion of principle and of 
mutual cf^ilultnce between them and his 
MajeHy, leave no rcfource ivh-’.lever to the 
enemies of ihe public pnifpeiity ; is it pof- 
fible, I f.iy, that means fo numerous and fo 
povveiful (hould piove inadequate to nniedy 
Che evi's that attack us on eveiy fide ? 

“ You have, very juftly thought that a 
wife conflitutinn is, and ought to he, the 
principle of happinefs to ihi>i empire. 
Majtlfy waits w'ith Ihemoft lively impai'nite 
the reiiilt of your labours, and he has chargetl 
IIS to prefs you to .'accelerate your |d.ins ; hiiC 
the prefent circumfhinces reijuire and demand 
piecautions and meafnres of a more iidtan* 
Ltneoiis and moi t a(5hve operation. Tiity de« 
nijiul that you (hould t- ke the mofl prompt 
me.ins toieprcfslhe iiiibr idled love of pillage, 
and, to defhoy the confidence of impunity 
in guilt, that you nioulil niforc to tlie public 
force the ant homy which it has loff . A foi ce 
authorized by you c n never become d)ii« 
gerou^, but an armed diforder will becoiro 
every d.iy more and moredefliu6(ive. Coii- 
fidtr, Siis, that a contempt or the exining 
laws menaces the laws that are to lu^cred in 
their room; the licentious fpirit vsilhes tu 
withdraw itfclf Irom the power of tlie laws — 
not becaiife they are bad, but b 2 !cau(e licen- 
lioufiiefs is an er emy to all lavv. You will 
reform, on doubt, the ahufes that hive crept 
into the laws, you will bring to perfection 
the rules of judicial prncels *, the mihiaiy 
power will become, as it ought to be, muro 
formidable to the enemy, more nfeful for the 
maintenance of public cider, and lefs dan- 
gerous to the liberty of the fubje^t. 

Bui till fill h time as your wifdom has 
prmluced iliefe grr.iC and defi: uh!c reforma- 
tions, necefliiy, an urgent neceniiy, demands 
the coucurrcucc of your efniits, and liuiie of 
his Majei^y. tu le-eflabhih civil older, and to 
reitore the execution of the laws. 

** His MajeRy iches with fecurity on the 
w Ifdom of the Refolutioiis w M*ch you Will 
come to on this fubjedf j he is eager to give 
tiiem his Royal Saiidlion, and to caufe them 
to be earned into execution through the whole 
extent of his dominions. 

«* It waj proper, Sirs, in the firft place, 
to lay before you the general fubverfion of the 
public police ; it was proper to rtqueft that 
O Q z yoa 
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yob wtmM put in f raftiou all the means in 
your power to rellore the public order. The 
virtuous Mioider whom the King has re- 
ftored to your willies, whom he has reftored 
to your regrets and your eUeem, will now 
Ihew you under a new lace the fatal effeds 
of thofe diforders j will lay before you the 
idbial ftate of the finance of this country. 

** Yo\| will fee that the delays of payment, 
and in many plapes the non payment of taxes, 
baire occafioned a void in the Royal Treafui y, 
or rather in that of the State, for the King 
snakes no diftindliou between his own Trea- 
fure and that of the Nation ; and when his 
neceflities are made known lu you, you can- 
not refufe foppltes, without (baking, in a 
confiderable degree, the foi tunes of the fub- 
jedts, and even the organization of the body 
politic. 

Your Conftituents, it is true, did flatter 
themfelves, that the Conflicution would liave 
been brought to maturity, bcKire it (hould be 
ncceflary to employ you in the impofition of 
taxes, or even in the raifmg a loan; but 
they alfo wilhed that you Ihuuld fupport the 
public credit, and that you fbould reject with 
indignation tveiy meafure that tended to 
weaken a confluence in public fecurity. 

** The time, Sirs, is come, when an im- 
perious neceflity feems to command you| 
and you have already manifefled the fpirit by 
which you are animated, by couciiming the 
cftablKbed Taxes, and by placing t!ic Credi- 
tors of the State under the protedtion of 
French Loyalty and Honour. 

“ Jhc King, Sirs, requefts that you will 
take into confideration this important objedl, 
in which it is his wifh never to have an in- 
tcreft feparate from yours. With a franknefs 
equal to the confidence which he repofes in 
you, be wtihes chat nothing Ihouid be hidden 
from your fight. He de fires, in fine, that, 
participating his anxieties, you (hould unite 
your eiliirts with bis, Co reflore energy to 
the Public Force, adlivity to the Legal Power, 
and to the Public Monies their nccelfary and 
legitimate currency. 

<< And we, Sirs, whom you have fo highly 
lio'*oored by your approbation ; we who are 
Miniflers of a King whe wilhes only to 
make one with Ins people ; we who are re- 
fponfible to the King and Co the Nation for 
our Councils and' our AdminiRracion ; we 
who are Rridlly united by our afledlion for 
the beft of dKings, by' our reciprocal confi- 
dence in each otbir, by our zeal for the wel- 
fare of Prance, anil out' faithful attach • 
ment to the maxims laid dow by you; we 
eome to invoke the enlightened adifiance of 
this Afiembly to preftrve Che Nation from 
the eyils that already alllifi it, and from thofe 
mat ihieaten in an ipvadto,!! 


Mr, Necker followed next| and fpoke;a| 
follows 

** I come, Sirs, to lay before you the pre- 
fent ftate of the Finances, and the indifpen- 
fable neceflity of finding immediate refourcet. 

“ On my return to the Miniftry, in the 
month of Auguft lad, there were only four 
hundred thoufand (ranks, in money or bills, 
in the Royal Trc fury ; the dejicit between 
the Revenues and the ordinary expences of 
the State was enormous, and the operations 
prior to that periou had dedroyed totally the 
public credit. 

** Under the prefTure thefc difficulties, 
it was necellary to conduct wittiout 

trouble or cunvulfion, till the period (bould 
arrive when the National A(fembly, having 
taken into confideration the d te of affairs, 
(hould redore tranquillity to the nation, and 
edabli(h on a permanent foundation Che go- 
vernment of this country. 

That period was procradiiiated beyond 
our expedlacion ; and meanwhile extraordi- 
nary expences, and unexpedled diminutions 
in Che produce of the revenues, have aug- 
mented the embanraffment of our Finances. 

<< The immenfe fuccours in grain which 
the King was obliged to procure for his peo- 
ple, have occafioned not only confiderablo 
advances, but have alfo caufed a very great 
lofi ; becaufe the King could not fell this 
grain at the price at winch it was purchafed, 
without exceeding the ability of the people, 
and by that means exciting a (pint of tumult 
and revolt. Public diforder, however, con- 
tinued to increafe, and pillages were daily 
committed, which the public force was un- 
able to reprefs. At length the general mi- 
fery, and the defed of labour, obliged his 
Majefty to ilfue out fuccours of immenfe 
magnitude. 

Extraordinary works and manufadlurts 
were eltabliihed about Paris, merely with a 
view of giving employment to a multitude of 
people who could not get work otherwife ; 
and the number of thefc has encreafed in fuclt 
a manner, that at this moment they amount 
to upwards of 12,000 men. The King pays 
them twenty fous per day ; an expence inde- 
pendent of the cofi of ton]|s, and of die fa- 
laries of the fuperintenda^ts. 

** I will not take up your time by the de- 
tail of other extraordinary expences which the 
neceflity of the times has occafioned , but t 
mud not omit to give you an account of a 
circumftance of the greateft moment $ that 
is, the palpable diminution of the Revenue, 
and the daily progrefs of that evil. 

** The price of fait has been reduced one 
half, by confiraint, in tlie dHtri^s of CSbn 
and Alencon ; and this diforder begins 'to 
preyaU fo Mafoe, The fide of ilfogal (alt 
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md'nii tobapco Is cairried on by convoys, and 
by open force iii a pare of Lorraine, of Trois- 
£vechef| and of Picardie ; Suiflfonnois, and 
the diftriA of Paris, begin to feel the fame 
diforder. 

All Che barriers of the capital are not 
yet re-e(hibl:flied ; and one only being open, 
is fufheient to occafiun a great lofs to the Re- 
venue. The recovery of the Droits d' Aides 
is fubje^ed to much oppitfirion. The ofiices 
have been pillaged, the RegiAers difperfed, 
and the colledfion of the tax has been (topped 
or fufpended, in many places ; every day, 
in iliort, brings with it fomc new difafter. 

Delays are alfc experienced in the pay- 
ment of the Tallies of the Vingtiemes (twen- 
tieths) and of the Capitation Tax, infomuch 
that the Receivers- General and the Colledlots 
of the Taille are reduced to the laft extre- 
mity, and feveral of them are unable to make 
good the conditions of their contract. 

I have therefore, Sirs, no doubt that you 
will feel the neceffity of examining, without 
a moment*s delay, the Rate which I prefent 
you of the fucconr indifpenfably neceffary 
to prevent a fiifpenrion of payment j and the 
King makes no doubt that you will then give 
your fanCiion to the Loan which the fecunty 
of the public engagements demands, as well 
as the indifpenfable eipences for the (pace of 
two months j a fpace of time thaf will fuf- 
fice, if not to hnilh, at leaR to advance 
greatly the glorious buftnefs in whicli you are 
engaged. 

1 will therefore, Sirs, pronofe, that the 
Loan (hall be raifed fimply at nve per cent, 
for a twelvemorth to be reltfiburfed to the 
lender at the next meeting of the States -Ge- 
neral after that period. 

That this reimburfement (ball be placed 
in the hrR line of the arrangements which 
you will make for the tttablifhmenc of a 
Sinking Fund. 

ISiii as it is highly probable, that in con- 
fequence of your wife regulations tlie affairs 
of ' the nation in general, and efpecially the 
finance, may arrive at g high degree of prof- 
pericy ; and as five per cent, will then he- 
pome a very confiderable iniereR, I propofe, 
for the advantage of the lender, that the fum 
bfirrowed (hall not be reimburfed without his 
ctmfenc. 

^ I propofe that this loan (hall be in bib's, 
payable to the bearer, or in contracts, as the 
lender (hall think fit. 

' ** T propofe that a lift (hall be made out 
of all who (ball fubferibeto this Patriotic loan { 
and that this lift (hall be communicated to 
(tie National Aflembly, and preferved, if you 
think proper, in your legifters. 

: You cannoc, Sirs, refufe ygur fanClion 

t 0 tbii Joan* luftfu^ions, no doubt, from 


many of your confticafncs denwnd that tho 
Conftitotion (hoqld be formed before you 
gave your confent to any tax or loan r but 
was it polRhle Co forefee the difiicaliiei that 
have retarded your endeavours ? Was it pof» 
fible CO fbrefee the unprepedeiued revolution 
that has taken pKice in the coorfe of three 
weeks ? Your conftituents would exclaim, if 
they could make themfelves heard in this 
AiTembly^ Save the Rate, fave our coun- 
try i for our repofe, for our welfare, you are* 
accountable !'* And how much, Sirs, are you 
accountable at this moment to your country'^ 
at this moment that Government has loft to- 
tally its power, and that you alone polTers 
fome means to refifl the tempeft 1 As for 
me, 1 have fulfilled my tafks 1 have put into 
your hands tlie knowledge of affairs | and 
whatever mode you may chufe to adopt, I 
(hall think it my duty to refpeCl your opinion, 
and to give you to the laft moment of my 
life every proof of zeal and of attachment to 
your fei'vicc.

It if 
plain that every one has an intei eft to prevent 
public confufion, and to give you tiAie to di- 
geft and to cat ry your plans into effect. Ah \ 
Sirs, how neceftary, how prelfuig is lhac 
duty become ! You are witnefs to the difur- 
ders that prevail in every part of tlie king* 
dom. Thcfe diforders will increafe, if you 
do not fpeedily apply a falutary, a faving 
hand. The materials of the ftruClure miltt 
not he dilpeifed or deftroyed at a time Chat 
the ableft architects are employed in forming 
the defign- 

Notwichftanding the evils chat prefs us 
on all Tides, the kingdom remains entire, and 
the alfuciation ol your talents and abilities w ill 
fonn reftore the State to more than wonted 
vigour, and raife the nation to a degree of 
profiierity at which it has never yet at rived. 
Let nobody, therefore, neither in this Af- 
lerobly nur in this nation, be difeouraged i 
the King is fenfible of the truth, the King 
wifhes the welfare of his fubjeCh ; his fub- 
jeCls have preferved for his perfon an affec- 
tion which Che reftoration of public tranquil- 
lity will fortify and augment. — Let os then, 
Sit'S, abandon ourfelvea to th s happy prof- 
pgCt,-«-Oae day, perhaps, aroidft the iwgetg 
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at a wilt ial wtU-temptiwI fyftem of liber- 
fefy tnd of • coiilMleiu:o unequaUed hy the 
dowU of foffiicioo, the French Nation will 
tfiiwe froiD her mcniory this feafoo of cala- 
ttuty, tmi in the enjoyment of bieffings 
which Ihe (ball owe to ynur generous efforts, 
Ibe witl never feparate from her gratitude the 
name of a Monaicb on whoni) in your affec- 
tion, yoo hive beftowed io glorious a

While Mr. Neckerfpoket the public for- 
row imprinted on every couiitenance iiii- 
■ parted ti» his words a more convincing energy. 
They were equally affe£ling to Ihe lookf^r on 
KmI the iifteiier ; and there were tow of the 
Jhrpu'icswho did nor perceive the neceCity 
of faviog their coontry, by co»reiiting to the 
loan of 30 miltiuos, which M. Necker pro- 
pored to ibein. 

A Deputy of the NobleCTc, M. de Cler- 
noRl de Jj'tievt, wlien M N r v.kcr had fcarce 
. done fpeaking, rofe up, ^<nd exclaimed, ** I,

CltbliB offices (hould be inCtanCjly fupprefled, 
pndtbag they (hould he oontlnnod only where

Wefiphalis : t1)f compadls ioado with feveibl* 
Piiucesof tire Germanic body, the ioCereCId 
of the Houle of Deox-Pimts, tbofe of tlie 
Bifhop of Straftnirgh, and of ocher Lords, 
required that refpcA th<mld be paid to 
tlmfe rigliis fou ided on ancient titles, and 
which had for tlreir origin the ancient fo- 
vere-gnty which all thele Princes exercifed 
in Alhice. At lait the Aefolution w'as finally 
agreed to. 

The Duke de Aignillon then read to Che 
AlTembly tire Report of the Committee of 
Finance on the demand of a loan of thirty 
millions, made yelierd.iy by Mr. Necker. 

I'he Repon declared the Loan neceffary, 
and offered divers propofals for raifing k. 
Tlrefe propofals were next examined j and a 
debate enfued, whether tire Loan (hould or 
(hould not he agreed to. 

Several Members tpoke for and againff it. 
M. Buzot and M. Barn.ive did not fee that 
it was neceffary. TIH7 vk’iflred other refources 
to be tried j becaufe a loan is an inrpolt, and 
no impoft ought to be granted until the Con* 
ftitmion was feithd. 

M. De Latly Tollendal, who had fupport- 
ed the neceffity t»f the loan the day before, 
now urged many new arguments in favour 
of his opinion. 

A very interefflng motion was made by a 
Member of the Nobleffe. it was to invite 
the Affembly ihenifelves to come forward to 
tire fuccour of the State in danger ; and to 
(hew the example of generofity, he laid on 
the table a otxe for thirty thoufand Jivres, 
which he (iromrfed to honour, ami which he 
offe ed CO ih^ iiaiioii without intereff. 

M. De M:riheaii ohferved, that the ih- 
ffrudtions of their contiitueiits not permiting 
them to confent to any Loan until tire Con- 
(htution (hould be fettled, they might afifft 
the exigency oP* the State witirouc compro- 
mifiiig their powers, by becoming individu- 
ally refponfihle for tire X.oan that they werH 
about CO fairiffion. 

The Marquis de la Cofte propofed a means 
very ferknis and important— the revenues of 
Che Church. This honourable Member af- 
ferted that all the vaff domains of the Clergy 
helnnged Co the nation j and in confequenco 
of this, he propofed the following refolutioo ;

4. ** The Provincial States (hall henceforth 

fOfirnthe revenues of the Bilhops, Cur^s, 

(Redlora or Vicars) and of Cathedrals. 

5. ** They (hall alfo grant penfioos to the 
** members of the feveral Monadic Orders, 
** which (hall afterwards remain fuppreC- 
« fed.‘» 

M. De Lameth fuppnr*.ed this motion 
with great fpirit, and againlt the loud and 
repeated remondratices of the Archbidiop of 
Chartres, whocalled to order. The AlTembly 
decided that M.dela Code and M. de Lameth 
were (Irtdtly in order, and that having fully 
proved the nation were truly the Proprietors 
of the revenues of the Clergy, it followed 
that they might difpnfe of tliem according to 
their wants. The Abhd Gregoire made 
fome efforts to fupporc the intereds of the 
Clergy $ but fpeaking only of the widow’s 
mite, they (hewed him that he was wide of 
the qutdkin— -hut the innporCant quedion was 
podponed to a future day. 

At length the quedion was put, and a 
loan of thirty miUiuiis was voted almud ima- 
niihoudy.

The debate on this importiot qoafikm wai 
not adjourned at four e'cloclt till next dq^f 
but only till the evening, when k was re* 
fumed with frefh fpirit. After a long and 
warm difcuffion, which appeared evide^ly a 
contention of intereds rather than a dil^ 
rence of opinion, it was put to the vote | 
but the ordinary mode of one party ftanding 
up, and the ocher fitting ftill, not being fof- 
ficient to a(cercain whwh had the majority^ 
the ultimate decilion was adjourned till 

Aug. 1 1. This morning, the leading Mem« 
hers of the Clergy, having probably reviewed 
tlieir drengch, and found it UifufficienC, agreed 
to yield with the bed gr.ice they could, wliat 
they were no longer able to defeud. 

The Archbifhop of Paris and the Cardinal 
de la Rochefoucault faid, in the name of their 
Order, that they made this facrifice wUh 
pleafure, and threw tliemfelves with con* 
fidence on the Aeprefentatieci of the Nn* 
tion» 

Ttie refolution thus at length nnaniniQuilf 
agreed to, and the fubfequeut relblaiNMia al 
the fame day, are as follow : 

Tyches of all forts, and conpodtiona 
paid in lieu qf them, under whatfbever da- 
nomination they may be known or oolleftad, 
pofTelfed by the fecular and regular Clergr, 
by perfons holding benefices, held or fet 
apart for the maintenance of Clinrches, hy any 
fpecies of mortmain, by the Order of Malta, 
and other religious and mditaiy Ordria, if 
alfo thofe that liave paffed into the lluida of 
lay proprietors, are abotifbed 9 rafeiving^ 
neverthelefs, the free cunfidcrationof adciquatn 
means to provide fur tlie fupport of divioa 
wnrOiip, the maintenance of its minifters, 
the relief ef tlie poor, re(iairiBg and rebuild* 
ing churches and parfouage-bonfes, and all 
tlie fciuKYls, colleges, liih'paal&, religions com- 
munities, and others, to the fupport of which 
they are appropriated. 

^ And till fuch provifioQ be aftnally iiiade,^ 
tlie tijrtlies aforefawi (h;Ul emtinoe to ba col* 
lefted as formerly. 

Ocher tyches, of whatfoever kind, (ball 
be redeemed in Che manner prelciibed by the 
National Alfembly ; and till fneh miniipr 
(ball he agreed on, the Aflembly onlaina 
that the collefticn of them (ball coolhma ia 
like manner. 

** All fulurents^ whether in kind er 
money, of whatfoever kind, howfciavar 
arifmg, or to wtiomfoevcr payable^ wbji- 
ther by mortmain, inliefttance^ roortgs|e, 
or ocherwife, (hall be redeemable, accoidipg 
Co a general rate to be fixed b/ the National 
Alfembly, 
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^ The file of offieei io the courts of jaf» 
tke» or the magiftracy* ihall be ftipprefled $ 
and jof^ice (hall be adroitiiAeted without fee 
oC rewerd ; neverthelefsi the officers holding 
ftich pAaces (hall continue to perform tlie da* 
lies and receive the emoluments of them} till 
the National Affembly (hall have provided 
for their reimbnriements. 

•* The perquifites f droits eajueh) of rec- 
tors and vicars in country places (hall ceafe 
as foOn as provifion (hall be made for the 
augmentation of their fixed (iipends, and 
the endowment of their curacies ; a regula- 
tion Ihall alfo be made rerpedling the fituation 
of redlors and vicars in cities. 

All pecuniary privileges are abolifhed } 
and as the colle£iion of taxes ought to be 
uniform^ every citizen fhall contribute his 
lharc, without regard to birth or dignities. 
This regulation fhall take place for the laft 
fix months of the exiting taxes. 

All the parts of the French empire hav- 
ing an equal interefl in its profpenty, and 
being equally bound tofupport all the necef- 
fary expences of government ; all the privi- 
leges of particular provinces, principalities, 
cities, orders, and communities are fuppref- 
fed, and fhall be fuperfeded by the common 
rights of every Frenchman. 

** Every citizen, without difiin 61 ion of 
birth, fhnlll be eligible to all employments, 
and to all dignities, civil, military, and cc- 
defiaRic, and no ufeful profcfiion fhall be 
attended with lofs of honour. 

The National Affembly decrees that, in 
futurq, no money (hall be fenC to the Court 
of Rome, the Vice.legaiion of Avignon, or 
the Nunciature of Lucerne, as Lr(l- fruits, or 
under any other pretext whatever ; but that 
application (hall be made to the Hilhops of the 
refpedtive diocefes for all provifions refped- 
ing benefices and difpenfaiions, which (hall 
be granted without fee or reward, notwith- 
fianding any reverfionary provifoes : all the 
diurchfs of France ought to enjey the fame 
liberty. 

The flrft-fruits, Peter’s pence, &c. &c. 
•Rablilhed in favour of the Bifhops, Arch- 
deacons, Ac. &c. under whatfoever name, 
are ibohlhed, referving the means of provid- 
ing for the endowment of fuch Archdea- 
conrks as (hall not be fufficiently endowed. 

Plurality of benefices fhall not in future 
' be allowed, when the revenue of the bene- 
fice or benefices (hall exceed the fum of 
3,000 livres (130I.) ; nor ihall it be al- 
lowable to bold penfions on benefices, or 
one penfioa and one benefice, if the real 
‘ amottot of both (hall exceed the fu.!! of 3,000 
tifrei. 


dn the accofintof penfions, which (hall 
be laid before the AlTembly, the Aflfembly, . 
will confider, in concert with the kiog, ii 
Che fupprelfion of fuch as have not been the 
reward of merit, and the f’edudtion of fuch 
as are extravagant, rtierving the power of 
appropriating a limited fum to be dijpofed of 
in this manner at the King’s plcafure. 

Wednesday, ^ugufi iz. 

A member of the KobleiTe fatd, that in 
order completely to efface every trait of the 
feudal fyfiem, he fubmitted to the confidera- 
tioD of the Affismbly \bt abolition of birtbrigbti 
or the right of primogeniture* 

This motion, however pure in its motives 
on the part of the nobleman, was, as may 
be fiippofed, generally difcountenanced. 

A member of the Committee of Finance 
obferved, that it would be pniper to make 
fome arrangement for the regular attendance 
of Members. He propofed that a Member 
living at the diRance of fifty leagues froifi 
Verlailleslhould be allowed four d.*iys for go- 
ing, and as many for coming to the AflemA 
bly — eight days, if the diRauce was one hun- 
dred leagues — and fifteen days if it was 
more — and that he ftiould be allowed a reai 
fonable fum for each day’s attendance. 

The AlTemhly fent this propofition to the 
Bureaus to be confidercd. 

A motion was then made for the appoint- 
ment of feveral Committees to facilitate the 
execution of the Arret of the i ith, (vide fum 
pra) on the Articles of the 4th inRant. 

1. A Committee of fifteen perfons, cho- 
fen by ballbt in the Bureaus, and from among 
the Members having no particolar funAions 
in the AlTembly, to prepare the proceedings 
and refnlutions relative to the Clergy. 

2. A Committee of the fame number, arid 
eledleil in thcf'fame manner, to be employed 
in ilie bill for regulating the liquidation of 
the oifices of MagiRracy. 

3. A Committee for the feudal rights to 
be cholen by generality. 

Tliefe Committees were, upon motion, 
ordered to be formed. 

Another motion was made, that five per- 
fons Ihould be clu>(en by ballot to examine 
the different projc6ls for the declaration of 
fiohtSf and to reduce them into one, and to 
piefont them on Che Monday following to 
the AlTembly for examination. The motion 
alfo provided, that Che Members of this Com- 
mittee (hould not include any gentlenum who 
had as yet publifhed any fuggeRion 00 the 
topic. 

This molioD was carried by ■ great ma- 
jority.

In thefe inftruAions he had been principally 
iiiftrumental in procuring the infeitiou of 
feme articles not very favourable to the Su- 
preme Courts.

General, they fufpended him fi om his office, 
and fummuned him to appear in peHbn befort 
them. 

This proceeding was immediately appealed 
to the Council, and complaint made ngainft 
it to the Committee of Reports by the King’s 
Attorney fur Falaife. 

The Committee this day reported on it to 
the Natbnal Affembly, and adviied that the 
Prefident fhould be diredled Co ilfue writs to 
the Keeper of the Seals to demand fucti docu- 
menis relating to the proceeding as had been 
put into his hands by the pi lintiff, in order to 
*their being referr^ to the Committee of 
Twelve, or the Comnuitue of lnfor|naiinn, 
on the report of which the Affenibiy might 
finally refolve, as the cafe might require. 

The King’s Actomey for Falaife repre- 
fenced, that all perfons whatever, and cfpe- 
cially the Parliament of Noi'maiidy> were 
ftriAly prohibited from ait'>ckiiig under any 
colour the National Liberty ; that in all af- 
femhlies of the people for the public good, 
the utmoft freedom of opinion on^lit to he 
fecured ; he required that the iiijunniis ex- 
prefllous in the information of the Attorney- 
General of Rouen ihould be erated \ and chat 
the Parliament fhould indemnify him For the 
injury he had (iiftained in being fufpendei 
from his office without caufe. 

An honiNirable Member obferved, that to 
prevent the Wlembers of the Allemblies of 
Bailiwicks from declaring their fentimfiiti 
freely, was Co ft tike at the conftitntiun of 
the National Affembly, which was founded 
on the liberty Df individuals ; that tlie pni« 
ceeding 6f the Parliament of Normandy had 
been cruel and arbitrary ; thac-the eyes of

cm tlie National AUVmbly, they were called 
upon to panilh in an rxrnnpl.vy manner this 
ahofe of aiititority ; that itiltead of referi ing 
the matter to the Keeper of the Seal?, they 
ought to bring the Acitiriuy •General of the 
Pailiament of Normandy to the haf, hy one 
o^their own officeihy to anfwer foi^ his con- 
dudl. 

In reply to this it was faid, that if men 
were to he brought to the bai without the 
tnurt fatibfadlory proofs of tluir guilt, thev 
might be compel led to take a journey of thiee 
nr four hundieii leagires, merely to (hew that 
they were innocent ; and tlut before voting 
pny refidution on the prefent cafe, the Af- 
(iemhiy ought to examine the decree and the 
clocumeiits that accompanied it. 

Several Members maintdned, th it a body 
^urefy Legtjiaiivet .is lf>c N.iiional Alfembiy 
was, could n«ir, wiih.iut violating the prin- 
ciples on which it was conrtituted, ertdl it'elf 
in^o a tribunal, at th^. bar of which citizms 
migiit be cited to appear ; that the Afl'jmb'y, 
convinced of the dangerous tendency of fuch 
a mode of proceeding, had already appointed 
a Committee for tliefole purpofe of lere ving 
informations concerning perfons accufed of 
Creafon againrt the nation ; and that it was 
ertencial to leave to the Courts to hetftablifh- 
ed the pmver of pronouncing jud gment. 

Carat, on the contrary, contended, 
UiaC the National Affen.hly, being the tole 
judge of its own coortiiution, ptiHVfTed the 
excUilive right of deciding on any real or fup- 
pofed breach of its privileges. 

The qutrtion was put, and the opinion of 
the Commuiee of Reports was agreed lu by 
a great majority. 

JtisTiFXCATj^N of the Archbishgp of 
Beauvais. 

Events of the moft trivial nature, on or- 
dinary occjfions, alfi me an appe:ir«nce of 
national importance, in a moment hke the 
prefent. 

Yotterday at tv o Vclork the National Mi- 
liti.i (topped at leiT' two cuts loaded with 
bay^ rtratv, oats, and charcoal, which hid 
fent to the Archbifhop of Be.iuv.i's Hy 
ene of his tenants. On fearchiiig them a 
fmall packet was found, concealed in a bun- 
dle of hay, containing letters to the Arch • 
bifhop, bis Secretary, and his m >n of bu- 
finefs. The packet was tmmedintely frnt to 
the National Affemhly, which was not then 
littiag j but the Prefident, in the prefence of 
Ihe Piikede Villcqhier, and two other Mem- 
ben, opened it, and fowid that it contained 
nothing but printed papers, relating to the 
charities tftablitbcd in Lie Arcldrirtiop^s dt- 


In the meautime, arnmoarwsn IpttaJ 
from Verfailles to Paris, that theiie paper# 
Contained correfpondence of a treafonable na- \ 
ture ; and the Archbifhop of Saintes, appre* 
bending that this accident might bring a fcandair 
on the whole body of the Clergr, propoled 
that the Prefident (hould be diiedled to pub- 
lifh a cimtiadidlion of the report, to be iu- 
fei ted m the journals, which was unanimouily 
agreed to by the whole Affembly. 

Administration of the Armt. 

The Vifcount de Noailles rtated, that tli# 
folthers were continually quitting their colours} 
that Che w hole army was on the point of dif- 
b inding ; and that it was neceifary inrtantly to 
nominate a committee to confider of the 
number of troops necclTary for the defence 
of the kingdom, the expence «f maintain- 
ing them, and the future court itntion of the 
French army. 

An Hon Member replied, that this wai 
not the bufinefs of the Legiflative Body ; that 
they oiigtrt inrt mtly to devote their whole 
attention to ertablilhing the grand principles 
of the Conftkutiun ; and tint, till the Con- 
rtitiition (hould be eflablilhed, there wai no} 
means of knowing the autliority of the Af* 
fembly over the Miht.iry Ertabliflimviit,

This Anfwer.was received with loud ap- 
plaufes, and the King, aitt -tided hy a gi.md 
.deputation from the N.itional Alfemhly, iin 
mediately repaiiedto the Royal Chapel. 

The |irocellion. which was furnied 011 the 
model of that by Louis XI 11 . wh^-n h'S 
Q^een was declared piegnaiic, was uncom- 
monly fpiendid. 

The King having fignifit d to tife rrefi- 
dent his wifli that the N«itional Arfembly 
Ibould atcend by deputation. M. Cliapeher 
laid the m.mcr before the AiTembly, and it 
W .15 unanimoufly agreed that a grand dt-pgra- 
tion of iwtniy-four nienibjcrs Ihuukl be ap- 
pointed, agreeable to his Majvlfy’s dtfirc. 

The cerifnoriy commenced with the firft 
vefper, which was chiuntcd by the Bilhop of

Afiei*a 
pretty long and lurnultuoiis debate, the C'ler- 
gy themfelves avowed, that in renounnng 
the lentlv., they inter.' ‘i! to make a facri- 
fice ; and conlrqu»ntIy they did nobexpetft 
that an equivnicKt Ih uld be returned tp them 
for W'hat they Ind given up.

S I R, 

rr^HE pathetic lines infcribed on the tomb 
of hx. Rose in Chifwick Church -yard, 
1 have read in your Magazine with particular 
pleafure. Such as were acquainted with thatt 
very worthy and ingenious man may not dif- 
like to fee his charadler drawn at greater 
length in plain profe. 

Nature feemed to have formed him for the 
arduous but ufeful profeflion to which he was 
bred, that of a precej^tor or teacher of youth. 
The employment of Ins early dayn he after- 
wards purfued from deliberate choice, and 
with indefatigable zeal to the lad. A robuft 
cunOitution, though in his more advanced 
years fidijed to tranfient fits of the gout, 
With a fpint of a^livity and perlrverance which 
no toil or appljfstipn would damp, joined to 
extenfive literature, found knowledge, and 
the belt principles, enabled him td purKie it 
with uncommon fpccefs, Uis capacity and 
fidelity in the difcharge of this important 
pfhce weie fo well known, and his benevo* 
lent difpoficion was fo univerfally obliging, 
rluc parents and guardians thou|hc themletves 
happy in committing Co his care thofe young 
perfons for whofe inCelltAual and moral im. 
provemenc they were mod folicftous. Koy 
was their confidence in him difappointed. 
Dr. Rofe had coo much probity and honour 
to fink a profcifion in itielf liberal, and nearly 
connected with the highcfi inierefis of fociety, 
into a mere trade. From an ardent love of 
learning, virtue, and rational piety, it was his 
fovereign aim to promote them among the 
rifing generation. Dr. Rofe was a Diflenter 
from Goftvidlion. But he had too enlarged 
an underftanding, and too juft an imprefilon 
of what belongs to religious liberty, to he a 
bigot hirofelf, or not to condemn bigotry m 
iDChers, of whatever denomination . His elm- 
ricy and his efteem were extended (o the u|v 
right and deferving of all fedb. Hypocrify 
be detefted t cant he defpifed 1 for truth and 
bonefty he ha4 e peculiar reverence. His 
faith in Chriftianity was at once enlightened 
and afiedfionate ; in confequence ' f the moft 
diligent enquiry into its evidences, and the 
deepeft perfoafion of its divipe excellence 1 
iiowever his fentimeocs might in fome parti- 
«pUri difter fiom luny finmre bg. 


not 


lieven. To infidels, of decent deportn 
he manifefted every pi open forbesraiice 
the fame time that hts principles could not t 
(hi ken by their boldeft attacks, nor chi|b4| 
by their moft frigid fubtittles. I have 
him repeatedly declare, that h s favuurke ez* 
ercife in his Academy was to inculcate on 
the ftudents, every Sunday eveiimg, the great 
dodtrines and duties of naiu^al .hkI revealed 
religion, as infeparahly uiiiteil ai d mutuallf 
fupportj ig eaci) other. On thofe «'Cc<ifinos hd 
found himfelf animated to adegtee of eirt^ 
and fervour, which no other fuhjedl could 
equally mfpite. Yet the vigour of Ins mind 
was apparent in a variety of lights. The ge- 
neral out-lines of his chai'aHer were ftiongly 
marked. C>n the hvhavioui ul Dr. Roto iha 
faihiun of the times had no influ.'iicp. Hit 
manners were unaflbdted, frank, and corttiaL 
He always appeared what he re.illy was,^MlA 
furnifhed a proof of wh.n I h.ive evn believed| 
that difiimulacion is nut nectflai y to ple.tfe, ad 
to attach thofe whofe regard is wotth fe^kmd* 
He fecured tt without the fmal’eit ^llif^anCe 
from that quaiter. If he was thoufhi fomc- 
times a luile bluiit in dtlivei mg his opmHDfti 
on matters of dnuhiful difputation, nr a %tlg 
pertinacious In defending them, it had ^ 

fedl on his native benigniCy : that was Hu) the 
fame. There u as not a drop of gall in bis . 
whole con^pofition. If his convei Cation wat 
fomeCiniu(i -jtindlured with a da(h of egotifm. 
It was >et fo totally free frpm tjie leaft fymp- 
tom or air of pride, tint it never diCgufted : 

I h^d almoft ftid, you liked him the better 
for it, as you often like Montaigne for the 
fame reufon. If he was apt to tell the (.inte 
ftory too frequently, ftill lie told it in luch a 
manner, tliat it fridom failed to divert as nc 
fiift. He poCTefTiMl, indeed, a vein of ge- 
nuine Iwmour, as well as a fund of rhear- 
fulnefs, and a (lore of fadls, th:it rendered 
him a very lively and eiitertainiog companiofif^ 
while you could often perceive, in the height 
of his miith, emanations of fenfibility and 
tenderoels, that were fure to intereft and de* 
light all who had any ch'emfeives. tn ffiitfi, 
a fritnillyi warm, and 'feeling heart was Dr. 
Rofe’s moft diftingui(bing cbarafterifiic.<-« 
Wbai be earned with ioeMibie Libo^l he 
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wa» ready, witbeut felicitation or ihovir, to 
impiity for the relief of unfortunate or the 
advancement of obfcure merit ; though he h«l 
a DtKnerous family of hts own to provide for ; 
aiMl though his public fituation frequently re- 
quired Ml extenfive hofpitality. 1 o that ig- 
noble jealoufy of the reputation acquired by 
jOthers, which has been obfei ved to difgrace 
fomany men of leiteis, he was quite fuperior. 
Where he could applaud juftly. be feit a joy 
in applauding generoufly. Nothing could ex- 
oeed his fairnefs, in appreciating the ditferent 
Hw*"* of fuch works as fell under his review 


from time to time ; or yet his caodoiir in Mr 
communding Xu general efttmaiioii thole an* 
thors, where his judgement approved. U 
will not be wondered, if qualities Co amiable, 
added Cb talents in themfelves and by their nfo 
lo refpeA^ble, endeared him to a very nume- 
ruus acquaintance ; among the reft to the 
individual who offers this little tribute of de- 
fcrved praife to the memory of a man whom 
he intimately k'lew, fiHid Hoctu'ely valued.

iountry performen tranfplyntfld to London, 
tn itM foliloquiei he was the moftfuccefsfttl^ 
tiMnigh in the other fcenes he was .far fmm 
dehcient. In parts where figure is not efien- 
till, be promifes to be a very able focceflbr to 
Mr. HenderfoDi many of whofe cliaradbers 
have been very inadequately filled up fince 
his deceafe. 

OcToatR I. King Henry V, was re- 
vived at Drury Lane» and in a manner very 
creditable to both the Manager and the 
Theatre. The part of King Henry was per- 
formed by Mr. Kemble, who fuftained the 
dignity and importance of the Englilh Hero 
in a manner which deferved and obtained tlic 
approbation of the audience. Flucllin was 
not difgraced by Mr. Baddeley, and the other 
performers did at leafi juftice to their parts. 

7. The Dramatifi, whofe firfi appear.mce 
was noticed in our Mag. for May 1789, 
(See Vul, XV. p. 41 1.) was again brought 
forwards with fome alterations, and thofe lor 
the better. Mr. Holman among others per- 
formed Mr. Middleton's part. It was le- 
ceived with applaule. A new Epilogue was 
fpoken by Mr. Lewis. 

13. The Temped, or the Incliantrd Ifiand, 
by Shakefpeare, with additions by Dryden 
and Davvnant, was a£led at Drury Lane. 
The principal alteration was the introdu^iion 
of a counterpart of the main plot with the 
charadlers of Hyppolito (Mrs. Goocfall) and 
Dorinda (Mifs Farreii) ; the latter, the filler 
of Miranda ; the former, that of a man who 
had never fcen a woman. This alteration, 
with other changes in the conc^ of the 
plot, and the introduAion of th| fpirics, See. 
tend to render the Tem|)ed morefliowy, and 
confequcntly more likely to pleafe a mixed 
audience : tlie general cffeA, however, is not 
fo natural nor fn fatisfadtory to the admirers 
of the great and fublime, as i^firdcame from 
the pen of its original incomparable Author. 

In the abfence of Mrs. Siddons and Mrs. 
Jordan, it is highly praife-worthy in the Ma- 
nager to employ the mufical part of the com- 
pany to fo gfKid a purpufe. Mr. Kelly and 
Mrs. Crouch in Ferdinand and Miranda per- 
formed and fuDg admirably ; Mils Farren fuf- 
tained Dorinda with great fimplicity ; and 
Mrs. GiXidail (fave that die was fcarce maf- 
culine enough) did no difcredit to Hyppolito. 
The other pei formers were in general re- 
fpeAable. An Epilogue written by General 
Burgoyne was fiMiken by Mifs Farren. 

14. Died at General Lafcelles's houfe near 
Brmtford, the once-celebrated Mifs Anni 
Cat L BY, who is faid to have been married 
to Che General. 

Slit was born m the year 1745 of poor 


ptr^ntiy hor fiufabr being ohly 1 Gentlemm'i 
Coachmin, aiid imee the keeper of apublie* 
liottle near Horwood. 

At the age of fifteen, being found copoflelii 
fome mufical talents, (he was bound an ap« 
prentice to Mr. Bates, a coropofer of futtio 
eminanee, and rtfided in the houfo of his 
father. Her firlt appearance in public was 
at Vauxhall in the fummer of 176a ; and on 
Che 8th of OAoher, in the fame year, fiieap* 
peared for the firft time on the ftage at Co* 
vent Garden, in the charaAer of the Paftond 
Nymph in Comus. She was at this period 
remarkable for little more than the beauty of 
lier perfon, and a d.fiidence in public, which 
die (bon got rid of. In the next year (ho 
became the objedt of attention, from an ap* 
plication by her father on the 16th of May 
to the Court of King’s Bench, for an infor- 
mation againd her mader Bares, Sir Francit 
Delaval, and one Fraine an attorney, charge 
ing chem with a confpiracy ; the firft, in af* 
figning her over to Sir Francis Delaval for tho 
purpofe of proftituCion ; and the lad, for drau • 
ing the feveral deeds ufed on tlie occafuMu 
It appeared by the adidavics that Sir Francis, 
while the lady lived with Mr. Bates the elderp 
had infinuateid himfelF into her favour, and 
Toon after a negotlAtion was fet on foot, which 
ended in the gallant ikying Mr. Bates aool.

That feafon (he fung at Marybone Gardens, 
and at the end of it went to Ireland, where 
(he (laid until the year 1770 ; when (he ap- 
peared again at Covenc Garden, and conti- 
nued to perform a dated number of nighta 
for many fucceedirig years, much to her own 
and the Manager's advantage. In 1773 (kt 
fung at ihe Oratorios at Covent Garden, by 
which (he added to her fortune more than 
her fame ; being, from certain negleAs of 
decorum in her general line of acting, ill 
foiled to the folemoiry of foch performances, 
and having to contend with the more chaf* 
tiled deportment Mis. Slieridan at the 
rival Tlieatre. Being always atteniive to 
ouconomy, in a courfe of years (ho liad amaf* 
fed a confiderable fortune } and when her at* 
traAion failed, (he was enabled to retire to 
independence. Her laft performance, if we 
remember right, was in 1 784.

Suekholm^ Sept, 8. 

A CCOUNTS were received here this mom- 
^ ing tlut the King of S^vetlen had <)uicted 
the n«ighbourliood of Hogfors, and fallen back 
to the frontiers of ids own duroinions. The 
Ruilians attempted to cut off (he Swedifh 
garrifon in their retreat ; in which titey 
would probably have fucceeded, had it not 
been for the fpinted efforts of a battalion of 
the Weft* Gotha- Dal regimen:, who prevented 
the landing of the enemy’s troops that had 
been embarked in thirteen galles. with a 
view to effedl a del'cent at fome diftance from 
that foitiefs. 

A report having l^cen fpread that tire Ruf* 
flans had formed the pruje6l of fending a part 
of their cnahing flee*, with troops, to attempt 
a landing ne.'ir this capital, orders have been 
iffued for arming and difeiphning the city 
militia i and eveiv neceffary precaution is 
taken for the defence of the neighbuurirg 
coaCts. 


Parity Sept, lo. The three great condi- 
Cutional queftions which have for fome time 
occupied the attention of the National Aifem- 
bly are, ilt, Whether the AlTembly is to be 
periodical, or permanent* idly, Whether it 
is to form one or more houies ; and, ^dly, 
Whether the King (hall liave a Pfto j and, if 
granted, whether it is to be an abfolute, or 
only a fufpending Veto. A^tet a long and 
warm debate yelterday on the hr ft queflion, 
they voted themfelves permanenf ; but with- 
out any explanation or mothfication whatever. 
The fecond quedion, after a very warm de- 
bate, was adjourned till the evening. 

Vienna, Sept. iz. The Emperor, per- 
ceiving his recovery te be coTihrmed by the 
progiedive amendment in his health, has now 
difmiired bis medical attendants, after re- 
warding them in the mud hbervl manner. 
Since his removal lo Hetzendoiff Ins Majedy 
lias made feveral exem fions in the environs 
•f that place, and yederday morning he took 
an airing on horfeback, as far as to the lines 
of this city.

that the Swedifh gallies, which made good 
their red eat, are not rendeied unfit for fer* 
vice i and that they aie fufticiently numerobi 
to prevent ihe Ruflians from having a decided 
fuperiority. This opinion is cenflrmed by 
the certainty of the King of Sweden's haying 
received a cunfiderable reinforcement of troops 
and dores, which make his foice by land fu- 
perior to that of Riidia, and may enable him 
to fupport himfelf duiing the few reitiaming 
weeks that this campaign can lad.

Vienna, Sept. 19. An Edafettc arrived 
h^-re yederday from Marfhal Laudohn, with 
intelligence that the army from Weifskirchen 
effedled the paifnge of the D.mube on the 8th 
ind. and on the evening of that day encamp, 
ed ai Banofze. After its jundtioii with the 
corps from Croatia, the whole army marcM 
forward to Paliofze, where it anived on tfie 
loth. In the morning of the nth, before 
daybieak, tlie niKan*ed guard, under tlie 
command of the Pnnee of W.ridtclii pafled 
the Save, in boats, from P iliofze to Odro- 
wicza, and halted at Schrlefnik. The reft 
of the army alfo crolTed that river the next 
morning,, in three divifions, and advanced to 
join the Piinceof VValdeck. In the evening 
of tiie 1 2th the whole army encamped on the 
Heights of Dedma, which command the lines 
of circumva'latiou (ondiu61eJ by Prince 
Eugene, w'hen he btficged Belgrade in tlie 
year 1717. The Impeiial army met with 
no oppofition from the enemy during its 
march. One of the Turkifb armies is da- 
tioned at Ifmail, another at Rufchuck, and a 
th rd in the vicinity of Bender. The Paclia

ait Spein, in different ilate coaches, preceded 
' the three companies of life-goards, and the 
Ipnsab officers of ftate, and followed by the at- 
MdantB in waiting of each indtvidud of the 
Eoyal Family, in different Rate carriages, 
forming all together a moft numerous fplendid 
and magniheent procefllion, left the Palace 
lioat fix in the evening, and proceeded thro* 
‘ Ibfliit of the principal ftrers to the church of 
‘ Miry, where Te Deuna was fung ; and 
ifom thence their Majefties returned, in the 
iMoe manner through other flreets, to the 
Mace. Orders had been previoully given 
tor all the houCes to be decorated and illu- 
latnated in the beff manner iiofTiblc on that 
and the two following days. 

On the zti in the afternoon their Majeffies 
and the Royal Family went in the fame Hate 
•ft the Plaaa Afafir, or principal fquare in 
the city, to fee the Royal Bul!*feaft. On 
fneh occafiuiis it has been the antieut enftom 
for Che bulb to he fought by Niiblemen, or 
Gentlemen of diHinguifficd birth : on the pre- 
leui, foor gentlemeo entered the lifts, and 
iM^ht the fix firft bulls on horfeback ; they 
Ixwe been rewarded in Che afual manner with 
fi penfioo, and with the rank of Cobellcrim 
ftir Cam^ or Equerry to the King. The rc-ft 
ftf the hulls were fought by the molt famous 
Bnll.fighters that could be colledled from 
oetry part of the kingdom. The balconies 
•f the*fii'ft, fecund, and third ftories of the 
Imofes ill the fquare were appropriated to the 
fcceptieu of the great Officers of State and 
their ladies, of both the male and female part of 
the Royal Hoafeiiold, the Members of the 
Cbtincil of Caitile, thofe of the other Supreme 
fSonncils of the kingdom, and of the heads 
of many other departments of the State, who 
alt attendeii, with their ladies, in court dreffes. 
The Ambaffidors and other Foreign Minifters 
were invited to the fcaft, and a balcony was 
allotted to eacii : ii»e Amh.((radors Ivid their 
feats on tl»c firft ftory, and the Mlnifiers of 
the fecoiid order and the Chirac j d Atfiires 
ftn the freond. By the exadil computa* 
tion of the number of fpedlators in the fquare 
they amounted to about foiiy-five thou- 
fend. 

On the 2 jd their 'Majefties and the Ro>3l 
Ifamily went early in the moining, in pnvate, 
ID the old palace of the Butn Retiio, to 
which the church of St, Jerome joins At 
o'clock ttie King and Q^'^cn, with the 
IPrinceof Afturiasand the infant Don Anto- 
iwb Wirvd' (bi church. Tbtir Mfytiiiea 


look their feats on a throne to the right of the 
high altar | and the Pnoce of Aftuifiaa and the 
Infant Don Antonio on chairs to Che left of 
the throne, oppofite to which was feated the 
Cardinal Patriarch of the Indifs, nul neat to 
his Emiueiice thirteen Archbiftmps and 
Bilbops on a bench. The remaining fpaceof 
the platform raifed before the high altar was 
occupied by the Great Officers of State and of 
the Houfehold, at the entrance of it ftood 
four Heralds at Arms, and on the fteps fo.ur 
Mace-bearers with the Rqyal maces. In tlie 
body of the church were feated, according to 
tlteir rank, a certain number of the Grandees 
of Spain, of the Tifu/os of Caftile, and the 
ProcuraJoTiS d§ Cortes, or reprefentatives of 
thofe cities and towns who have the right of 
vefte in the Cones of the nation. After tlift 
Maft was ended, at which the Cardinal Arch- 
bifhop of Toledo officiated, his Eminence 
took his feat at the foot of the High Altar, 
and before him was placed a cable, with the 
Book of tlie Gufpel open, and a golden crofa 
on it. The fenior Herald at Aims then read 
the proclamation for the oath of aUegitince^ 
which was afterwards repealed by the fenior 
Law Officer. This oath declares allegiancft 
to the King of Spain, and to the Prince uf 
Afturias, acknowledging his Royal Highnefs 
to he the Prince of this realm during his Ma* 
jelfy’s Ij^fe, and to be the hwful King, Lord 
and Heir of the dommioris of Spain at his 
Majefty's death. After tlie oath was read, 
the Infant Don Antonio moved from his feat, 
and knelt before the Cardinal Archbifhop Co 
fwoar to ,the obfervance of it. His Royal 
Highnefs t|^n did homage to die King, and 
after embracing his Majefty and the Q^een, 
and the Prince of Altunas, returned to his 
feat The Mayordomo M-tyor, or Loi d 
Steward of the Houfehold, was then ap« 
pointed by thg King to receive the homage 
of all tliofe wlio wei e piefent. The Cardinal 
Patriarch rofe firft, who having (worn before 
the Archbifhop and tlie Mayordomo Mayor ^ 
k’lfed their M.ijtftics and the Prmce of 
Aduriab* hands. The fame ceremony was 
fuccelfivcly oblerved, firft by die Prelates, 
next by Che Grandees, aftur diem by the 
Tttulos^ and laftiy hy rhe Piocuradotes do 
Cn/tci, Tlie Patiiaich then UM>k die Aicli- 
bifhop's place, in order to adminifter the 
eath CO die latter, and the ceremony cou* 
clu'Jed wichfingmg Te Peum. 

The decorations and itluminations of fomt 
of die heules of the Grandees and others Of 
the Nubility, wliich happened to be fituated 
in die ftreets tlirough whi> h tlie procofTtan 
palled on die three before- mentioned dayi, 
were very fplendid and coftly • and thdfe 6f 
the Piaxm Mayor, and of the great fquafe 
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Mbf» the palace, were executed with the 
magnihcence. 

, Hb Catholic MajeOy on this occafion bea 
daaiie a general promotion in his navy sc* 
Bay, and the. Coronation has been, and con- 
Cinues to be celebrated by balls and feltivaii 
of different kinds. 

Vitnmat Od, 3. On Wednefday laft an 
officer arrived from the combined army, un- 
der the command of the Prince of Saxe Co. 
bourg and General Suwarow, with the news 
of a fignal viAory obtained over the army of 
the Grand Vizir, on the 2 ad of September, 
near Marcineffie, in Wallachia, when the 
Turkifh army, cunfifting of between 90 and 
100,000 men, was entirely defeated, after 
an ebltinate engagement. The lofs of the 
Turks amounted to 5000 killed on the fpot, 
and Aooo in (he pui luir. Very few prifoners 
were taken, as the enemy in general refufed 
to furrender, and would not accept of quar- 
ter. The combined army took poirelTion of 
the Turkifh camp, which was abandoned in 
the utmuft confufinu, the fugitives h.iving 
palled the river Rimnik, and taken the road 
to Brailow. The trophies which liave fallen 
into the hands of the vidiors confilf of nearly 
one hundred ftandards, fix mortars, feven 
pieces of heavy cannon, fixty-four field -pie- 
ces, and a prodigious quantity of ajimuni- 
tion, florcs, and baggage of all kinds. The 
lofs of the combined army was between four 
and five hundred men killed and wounded, 
and about a hundred horfes. 

The Emperor has promoted the f rince of 
Saxe-Cobourg to the rank of Fiel||<Marlhal. 

Fifteen, 0 &, 7, On the evening of Mon- 
day lad, his Imperial Majedy returned to his 
Palace in town, for the winter. The fever 
has entirely left him, and lie walked out yef- 
terday on the ramparts. ^ 

Ab account was publifhed here bn the 4th 
ind. of Marlhal Laudohn’s having on the 30th 
ult. made himfelf mader, by allault, of all the 
fuburbs of Belgrade. 

General Rouvi ui died of a fever at Semlin, 
on the 3otli of September. 

Peril, 0 &, 7. It being cudomary for 
the Gardei du Corps at Verfailles to give an 
entertainment to any new regiment that ar- 
rives there, the regiment de Flandrti was on 
Thurfday lad fumptuoufly entertained with a 
dinner by that corps in the palace. After 
dinner their Mod Chridlan Majedies judged 
proper to honour the company with their 
prefence, and condefeended to (hew their fa- 
liifaftion at the general joy which prevailed 
■mong the gneds. On their ap[Kearance the 
fDufic indantly played the favourite fong of 
^ Kithard^O mon ifoi, and the company 
jokiiag ill cliorus, feemed to unite all ideas In 
one noauimous fimtiraefit of loyalty and love 
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for the King, and imthihg was lieenf i&r 
fome time but repeated (bouts of Fhn k U 
within and without the palace. In the htdidOl 
of their zeal tliey proceeded to tear the Na- 
tional cockades from their hats, and trampled 
them under their feea. The Gard$s du Cmft 
fupplied them with black cockades, in dm 
room of tbofe they had treated with fudi 
difdain. The news of thefe proceedings foeii 
reached Paris, where a general ill hemoor 
vifibly gained ground. 

On Saturday there were great didufhancci 
in the Palais Royal, and it became unfafe for 
any one to appear with black cockades, as 
feveral foreigners experienced, from whofo 
hats they were tom with much violence, and 
abufive language. 

On Sunday the confufKm increafed, and i 
va(l concourfe of people tumultuuully aSenu 
bled at the town-houfe, under the preteneii 
of demanding bread, and enquiring into the 
real canfes of the extreme fcaicity of g M 
this feafon of the year. 

On Monday morning a nunrlber of women, 
to the amount of up wauls of 50001 armed 
with different weaimiis, marched in regular 
Older to Verfailles, followed by the numerioiiB 
inhabitants of .the Fauxbrvurgs St. Anioine 
and St. Marceau, with feveral detachmeiite 
of tlie city militia ; and in the evening tlie 
Marquis de la Fayette, at the head of 20, oof 
of that coip.<:, likewife marched to Verfailles* 

On Tnefuay morning an account was i*e- 
ceived of fome blond having been fpilc. Thz 
Gardes du Corps fired on the Parifiatis, and' 
five or fix perfoos, chiefly wnmeiif wers 
killed. The regiment de Flandres was alfw 
drawn out to oppofe this torrent ; but thB 
word Co fire was no fonner given, than they 
all to a man clubbed their arms, and, with 
a (bout of Vive la Nution^ went over to ths 
Parifians. Some troops of dragoons that ars 
quartered at Verfailles alfo laid down tlieir 
arms, and the Swifs detachments remained 
motionlefs, liaving received no orders from 
their officers to fire. The Gardes du Corpi 
being thus abandoned, and oveipnwcied hy 
numbers, fled prec pitately into the g ndeni 
and woods, where they were purfued, many 
of them killrd and taken prifoners- Som« 
of the heads of thofe who were killed wert 
carried to Paris, and paraded through thq 
Rreets on fpikes! The fame morning a re- 
|H>rt came that the King, Qjieen, and Royal 
Family were on clieir way to Paris. Upon 
this the whole people began to affemble from 
all parts of the town ; and above 50,000 of 
the militia proceeded to 1 ne the Rreeis and 
the road to Vei failles. Tlicir MajeRies and 
tl)e Royal Family accordingly arriv^ bttweefi 
feven arid eight o'clock in the evening, after 
having been fix bouri ou tiie road. The car- 

riagii 
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riages all proceeOed to the Town-hoore. 
The concourfe of people that attended is not 
to he defcribed, and the Ihouti of f^ive U 
Naiitm filled the air. From the Town - houfe 
the, were cendufled to the Palace of the 
Tbuilleries, though tot.illy unprepared for 
their reception, where they pafled the night. 

Porii, 0 ^. 8. This day tlieir Molt Chrif* 
tian Majefties teceived the Foreign Miniflers 
at the Thuilleries, as did Monfieur and Ma- 
dame at the PaLce of Luxembourg.

, Vienna^ 8. An Officer, difpatched 
by Field Marlhal Prince Potemkin, on the 
t6th of September, has brought intelligence 
to the Ruffian AmbnlTador here, tluit the 
vanguard of the army, commanded by Lieu- 
tenant-Genera Iv Prince of Anhalt- Bernhurg, 
had attacked and totally defeated a body of 
Turks at Cnufchaii« a diort d'*dance from 
Bender.

She wrote him a 
letter, which (he meant to have forwarded by 
the penny-pod, and afterwards purchafed 
three- penny worth of while mercuiy at an 
apothecary's, under pretence of its being lo 
kill rats i which (he took, and died in about 
two hours. The black, when examined be- 
fore the Jury, appeared fo ignorant and illite- 
rate, chat nothing could be colledled from his 
evidence ; nor the purport of the letter he had 
fent her be come at ; but when her letter to 
him was rend, he wept bitterly. The Jury, 
after a very humane and attentive confidera- 
tion, b/uugliCin their verdi 61 , lunacy. 

The following is an exadl copy of the let- 
ter fent to Cato by this unhappy girl ; 

Se/>i. 24/bf 1789. 

** My dear Tliomas Cato, 

** The letter 1 received this evening makes 
me very unhappy } to think you (hould ex- 
pofe me, and fay I am deceitful, arlU forget 
my fond embraces fo foon ; no, my dear, I 
am not deceitful, nor did not intend to be ; 
if I had, 1 ihouid not have given my com- 
pany to one not of niy own colour : like- 
wife, now you think me untrue,* you (hall 
have your property rctuiiied wifli pleaiure | 
for, was you the fmeft man that ever my 
eyes beheld, after ufing me m this ni.umer, 1 
would not make you my hufbaud ; but 1 did 
intend it, from my heart, even 10 this hour— 
but, I am furry to fay, I nevei* (hall he mar- 
ried, nor never (hall enjoy .my thing again. 
As for yon, you nwer will make ufe of your 
loving embraces with me any more — neither 
will you have it tn your piiwei to fpi ak Co 
me .iny more, for, i am very lur..., the hour 
of immortality is drawing ve^ y near ; 1 can 
feel my heart decay very faft : you could nut 
make me reconipeiice for the hint you have 
tlone me with the words of your cruel letter, 
was you to die at my feet. One favour 1 beg 
of you is, if not too much trouble, to fee me 
after I am dead, as llhall not live to be mar- 
ried, or even ^et antither day. Let thefc few 
words be printed lu your heart, as I am not 
able to write any more ; for my eyes are 
flowiiig wicfi tejCs, and my luiait doth nchfu 
t cannot hold my pen ; but am your fincere 
well-wi(her, till death,

2 1. At half poll two this afternoon Ins 
Royal Highpefb the Duke of Orleans aiTiv- 
vd in town from France, and alighted in 
South - ftreet, where a houfe was pro- 
vided for hib reception : he was immedi- 
d lately vihted by hi 3 Royal Highnefs the 
Piinocof V/rtlcs, and feveral noblemen of 
dilliniflion. 

On Wednefd.-.y in the preceding week the 
Duke made a]>plic.\t on by letter to the Na- 
tional AlTcmbly fur a paflport to leave the 
kingdom. The letter Rated, that he was 
commiflioned by his Majefly to tranfaCl bu- 
linefs of importance in England j and chat 
this Was Ills rcafon for applying for a paff- 
porc. The letter inclofed a kind of certificate 
from the Count de Montmorin, Minifler for 
foreign affairs, that thecommiflion lor tranf- 
adllng the important bufinefs committed to 
the Duke by his Majefly was then preparing 
in his office. On this ground the pafTpore 
was voted, though the members appeared to 
be all very much (urprifed at the application. 

The fame day the Duke left Paris with an 
intent to come to England by way of Bou- 
logne ; but 00 Friday morning, juft as he 
was going to cmbarki be waf £>pped by a 

number 
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fiomber of flfti-women, who tUfcovcred h!s 
Nigtiiicrs, and would not permit him to 50 
on l>oard the veflel, but obliged him to return 
to his hotel, where they immediately placed 
a guard of the Bourgeois militia over him, 
witli diretSl ions not to permit the Duke to go 
out of tlie houfe, as they wi.re determined 
he Ihould remain in clofc cuftody until the 
return of a deputation they had fent to Paris, 
to inform the National AflTcmbly of the 
event. — The Duke produced a regular paflT 
port, fi{!;ned at Paris ; but po attention was 
paid to if by the womrn, who took the en- 
tire diredlion of this bufmefs into their own 
hand .. 

The Duke however was relieved from his 
bonddje on Tuefday morning, as Toon as the 
exjjrcfs returned from Paris. The Magi- 
l^Mtcs of Boulogne apologized to him for 
llic intempiTance of the nioh, and faid that 
they were perfeflly f.it'.sficd with the pall- 
pons whicli he had fliewn. 

Previous to the departure of the Duke of 
Orleans from Pdris, he piefen'.ed the National 
Ailembly with two millions and a half of 
Jivres, the fuppofed fourth pair of his reve- 
nue 5 for which he was thanked publicly hy 
M. Neckcr, in the name of the King, and 
alfo by the Prefident of tlie National AlTcm- 
bJy. 

22. The pbn for conducting the battle 
beivvLtn Perrins and Johnlbn this day at 
BaijLury was excellent in itfeif, and calcu- 
lated to give every fpeCfator a pcifedl fight 
of the conteft. At eleven o'clock the door of 
an inclofure was opened, near t^/e church- 
yard, furroundtd with a paling,,and capable 
of holding fome thoufand perfons. In the 
midA was a raifed Aage, of about the fame 
fize as the fpacc allotted for Humphreys and 
Mendoza at Stilton. It was covered with 
turf, and elevated from the, ground about 
four feet. 

The number of perfons who were admit- 
ted amounted to about 500, fo that every 
man was moA conveniently accommodated- 
Jn alittletime, however, the ** ruAy bump- 
kins" broke down the pallifadocs of the in- 
cloluie, and took polfcinon of the place, de- 
claring that they had as much right to fee the 
battle as otlicrs. 

The green was thus completely crouded, 
and the gentlemen therefore who came from 
London were edged from their moA conve- 
nient places by thefe intruders, and found It 
ufelefs to complain. 

This circumAance however, vexatious 
as it was, was not fo unexpected, nor wholly 
inconvenient as to prevent or retard the con. 
teA taking place. Johnfon, his fecond, and, 
bottle-holder, were on the Aage befoie this 
irruption of die barbariansi jand Perrins ap- 
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peared Aio:tly afterwards. They /bonArip- 
pied, and the event of tlie battle proved the 
fu^^erinrtty of ikill in athletic exercifes over 
Arergth 5 for after a conteA of exadly an 
hour and twelve minutes, Perr ns was 
obliged, while on his legs, to give the vidlory 
to Jonnfon. 

Tlie caufc of this vidory was obvious to 
every fpeftator ufed Co fuch confli^ls. Per- 
rins, infinitely fupeilor in fizc and Arengtb, 
but lefs ufed to the tricks of boxing than 
Johnfon, huind it impuAihlc to Aand out 
a^ainA fo cunning an iiiivcriary. Even his 
fizc, perhaps, might luive bLtu agalnll him, 
as too cumbrous to form a clean and dexte- 
rous pugiliit j and liis knowledge of the art 
was very incr-nhdcrable indeed, for ho con- 
Itantlylaid hit body open by tlie awkward nets 
of his guard, and neither Aopped nor Ariif:k 
with the method and AiJe of an expert boxer* 
InthefirA fet-to, therefore, theic was no- 
thing, at JcaA on his fKlL-, that was very 
pidliireP]iie in the eye of an antmiur He 
croiljd his arms :ilmoA clofe to his body, 
which appealed to lay him o])en to an imme- 
diate blow. His adverfary, however, gave 
giound immediately as he advanced, and he 
for fume little time followed Jolinfon, who 
ibifted from him all round the Aage, to no 
purpofe. Johnfon, however, gave the firA 
blow, and the Birmingham hero lell. 

The two or thiee hi A rounds were appa- 
rently in Johnfon’s favour, who puzzled lus 
antagoniA by dancing about, and occafionally 
thi owing in an unexpeiAed blow. Peirinsy 
however, followed him with much refolu- 
tion, appeared to hold his manoewres in 
contempt, and at lail put in a blow or two 
that turned the cbiitcA much in his favour. 
Jolmfou was confiderably beaten about th? 
ribs, and one of his eyes fo cut, that in a 
fhori time it wai quire cbfed Me continued, 
neverthelefs, tc v/ith great care and 
cunning, and Aiuck hi? ndvoit'aty a fevere 
blow on tlie lace th.ii laid his uofe entirely 
open. This was foon followed by a fecond 
under his l:Tt eys ; and Perrins w-is at 1 lA 
fo worried by Jolh.lon 5 lapid rctrtats and 
unexpc£led ercuuniei > tlut he had cvidemly 
the worA of the haitii' every future round, 
and the odds, were at one time in Ills 

favour, turned at laA ten to o»3 on Jolinfor* 
Perrins, in th; end, was cn‘!re!y ev hauAtd, 
and fought fcvcral of the laft rounds with 
very little power to I'triUe. Me cliopped at 
Johnfoirs face fideways once or twice with 
fome fuccefs and effect ; and Aiortly after* 
wards attempted thn fame At his AcmncI'. 
But this effort hurt Johnfon but little, while 
,it Confiderably weal cned hlnifelf. He aimed 
fbveral blows, f .immediately fell fiMH 
weaknefj^ whe iolinfon di upping at the 
R r ft fAHit 
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fame rime, (truck h^m iti tlic face as he was 
on his kneCt and at iaft bit him whenever he 
tried) till a fevere and fucceTsful blow at the 
centre of his face, which was eTready cut to 
pieces, chilled Perrins to yield the battle. 

Johnfon's umpire was Gol. Tarleton, and 
Perrins bad a friend from Birmingham. 

23. The battle between Johnfon and Per- 
rins, at Banbury, was only a prelude to (imi- 
lar contefts ; and the difcomfiture of the 
Birmingham bero was unfortunately but too 
ominous for all his countrymen who entered 
the lii^s after him ; for on this day, alter a 
dreadful conflidt of upwards of an hour, 
Jacombs yielded the palm to Big Een, the 
quondam challenger of Johnfon, but who had 
paid forfeit, that Perrins might be indulged. 

At one o'clock preciftly the combatants 
entered the ring ; after the ufual ceremonies 
of fhaklng hands, &c. they fit ta. On the 
fird nnfet Big Ben was knocked down feven 
times ; from this circumllance the bets were 
confiderably againff him ; but recovering his 
breath, he attacked his antagoniH with the 
utmoU ferocity, and followed up his bio as 
with fo much keennefs and intiepidiry, that 
vidfory, which before feemtd doubtful, was 
now declared in his favour. 

Bill Ward w^as fecond — Joe Ward bottle- 
holder, to Big Ben. Jacomh's fecund and 
bcttlc-holder we have not learned. 

, The battle was for one hundred pounds 
a fide— and Jaqombs, though equally un- 
fuccefsful, fought in a ftile far lupcrior to 
Perrins, tho* he Teemed to pnffcfs the /ame 
difproportion to his antagonill, b^ingatleaH 
three Ifbnc heavier. 

In about a quarter of an hour after thefe 
chimpions quitted the hagr, George the 
"Brewer and Pickard (Perrins's fecond) had 
perhaps the moft bloody conflidt that was 
ever remembered upon any Bage. This bat- 
tle. though fought without any attempt at 
manoeuvre or delay whatfoever, Jafted half 
an irour ; and our correfpondent adds, that 
lefs humanity bttweer man and man was ab- 
folutely impoffible. — Savage ferocity feemed 
topalftfi tie minds of the combatants, who 
in their thirft for vidlory were almolt tranf- 
ported to madnefs ; and Pickard in particu- 
lar was fo dreadfully mauled about the face, 
that it would have been imponihle for him to 
be recognized by his moil intimate friends. 
In this fituation he reJudlamly refigned the 
palm of vidlory to George the Brewer. 

25. Oil Wtdnefday the 2 ill inti, as the 
French Kit tonal AlTi^mhly were fitting, a 
deputation from the Commons uf Paris pre- 
fented themfelves u the bar.

But even this 
ufeful and nutritious article of diet is not 
without its difadvantages, nor clear of the 
imputation of caufing and of encrcaiing 
feme difeafes. There are iicoph-, I am 
told, who, in the fpring following hard 
and fcarce winters of other plants, ufe the 
young Ihoots of the potato as^r/<r»i, and 
others who picicle the young fruit. But 
it is prefumed that neither are appril’eJ of 
the tribe to which this plant belongs — that 
it is of the Nightshade family; and 
that the root alone is wholefome. This, 
and another fpecies of this genus of plants, 
have one part, in one ot the iniiai ces 
edible, and in the other medicinal, whiift 
the other parts ate poifonous. (That is, 
capable of thw* moft ferious confequences*, 
except in very minute quantities; in 
which, under (kilful management, they 
b(come very a6live and ufeful remedies in 
obltinatedifeales.) 

Potatoes are eltcemed difficult of folu- 
tion and of ilow digeliion ; but this is on- 
ly true in pait. The mealy ones digeft 
eafily, the waxy ones more difficultly, 
and often produce fevere imlifpofiiion of 
the ftomacli and bowels. Tlic latter fort 
retain jvponionot their family complexion ; 
and hence, 1 apprehend, inofl ficquently 
dilagree with tlije ftomach and nervous 
fyftem ; though the mifehief receives r,o 
imall aid, I bdic\c, from deftftive pie- 
paiation, wlilch lefs cfFc6Uially dil’pcflVflcs

And to relieve 
tliem, I recommend the following eafy and 
fimple metliod ; the earlier it is u/ed the 
better s Cut race ginger and rhubarb-root, 
of each a quarter of an ounce, into veiy 
thin ilices, or beat them into a coarto 
powder t pour on them a pint of boiling 
water, cover clofen and as foon as it can 
be drank, take a tea-cup full of it quite 
warm, every half hour, till the complaint 
is relieved. Before this can be prepared, 
a draught of brandy a: d water may be 
taken, as warm as can be fwallowed, where 
the pain is vci y fudden and urgent.

B efore the publication of the Luiiad, 
Mr. Mickle had been tempted to try 
his povveis m what Drydcn calls the moil 
proniable fpreies of compofition. Adopt- 
ing theivtoie a dory from the French Hif- 
tory, during the Kcign of Francis the 
Firttp he formed it into a Tiagedy, which 
he called The Siege of Miifeilles. This 
was (raitfiui led lo Mr. Gairick wiih the 
rccommcndanons of fome of his literary 
friends. Whether from ignorance of 
Stage or that the Author's talents 

weie nt t ad.ipted lo the Theatre, we diall 
no! decide. Ceitain it is the performance 
was rejeded by the Manager, as not cal- 
culated to (ucceed in the reprercntaiion. 
It contained, he acknowledged in a letter, 
many beauliful palfagts; biiL fine writing, 
he added, was not of itfeU i'ufticier.t to 
conftitiitc a Drama fit for public (xhibi- 
tion. Unwilling that the pains employed 
upon this work ihould be entirely loif. 
Governor Johnllor.c i'oliciied the aid of 
the Author of Douglas to make fume ai • 
teraiions. This was very obligingly com • 
plied with, and the piece was a fecund 
time fubinittcd to the Manager, and a 
iccond lime leje^itd. It was then pro- 
pufid to the Author to tiy its fate on the 
Thealie at Edinburgh, which he appear- 
ed at one time not averfe to i but his friend 
and real pa: ion the Governrp', appiehend- 
ing that his attciuiun to this woik might 
probably interfere with the completion of 
the Luiiad, recommended him to lay it 
entirely r.lide uniii the tranfiation was 
fimfiied. To ihc piop^lery of this re- 
commendation the Author acceded. — 
When the Lulbid w:.s com pit a* cd, it was 
again piopofid by anothei friend, that 
The Siege of Mailcilles fitould be ievil'al| 
and offered to Mi. Harris. This was ic- 
fouliiigly done, but it was ftill unlucccrs- 
lul. Aher this lepulle Mr. Mickle ic- 
liiiquifiied all expedations of advantages 
from 1 he Theatre, though he pci m it ted a 
peribn to fitew the unfortunate play to 
Mr. Sheiida III from whom he never again 
received it. This Tragedy he intended 
to print in a coileclion of Ins works. 

In 1777 he publifhed a new Edition of 
the Cbncubinpy with iiiipiovenients, under 
the title of bii \ die foimer cou- 

veying a vu y improper idea both of the 
fubjea and fpint of the Poem.

** l^HAT do you teach your chil- 
dicn at Sparta?’* faid an Athe- 
nian to a man of that nation. What 
will be of iil’e to them when they become 
men/* was the anlwer. A belter fyttem 
of education than this cannot be eafily 
conceived. It totally diiavowaga^l ihe 
tiidiiig foolidi foiiperies that difgrace our 
piefeiu method of inllituting youth. ** A 
child,'* fat'd Dr. Johnlbn, ** fliouM he 
taught to read, to write, to count," He 
ihould be taught to know early ibefc muft 
uiefu I things, which, if not cai ly known, 
are veiy leldom afierwaids procured to 
■muich purpofe. The publication of Lord 
Chcftei field’s Letters lias made all our 
Englid) ladies wild after procuring the 
AccompJilhments, as they aie called, for 
their Ions. This feems rather the muie 
cxtiaurdinary, as that Nobleman very 
fallely Juppo.es the fair lex haidly capable 
•of un<lerJtanding, and able merely toamufe 
themfi^lves or others, and colertaiii men, 
by their liveiinds and vivacitv.

This infiniment, 
however, of dilcipline Ihould be ufed but ‘ 
feldoin, but then with effeft ; and Ihould 
never be applied to boys pall a certain 
age, for realbns which the common fenfe 
ot every fchool.malter mnit fuggeft to him. 
In Ipite of all the refinemeviis in edu- 
cation that ingenious men have offered to 
the world, experience Ihews us that no 
method is more perfeft than that adopted 
in our grammar-fchocls as e.u'ly as the 
time ol Henry the Eighth. Latin, a 
Ibiftly regular and grammatical lan- 
guage, being taught at them fundamen- 
tally and by principles, affords the know- 
ledge of General Grammar, and dj)cns 
the door to many of the languages of 
Europe, as it is the bafis on which inoR^ 
ol them aie built.

tbereiore, of To extraordinary a perTon 
might well he thought nccelTary to Itand 
in the Brilifh temple of Literary Wor- 
thies: accordingly Dr. Gregory compiled 
this memoir for the Biographia Britan- 
nka, hut firft thought proper “ to print 
off a Utiall edition in a Teparate ftate, for 
the accommodation and Tatisfa^ion of a 
few friends,’’ It mull be allowed, that 
in this volume we find very little that can 
be called new, except the authoi’s reflec- 
tions, and a few notes communicated by 
bis friotds. Every circumflance, how. 
ever, that could be gathered relative to 
the private life of the unhappy boy, and 
tbecontroveiTy occalioned by him, Dr. 
Oreoory hath caiCfully collcded, aod.To 
combined the whole as to render his vtork 
. Very entertaining. 

The ingenious Biographer, confciotis

Upon Chattel-ton’s early imbibing the 
deftiiiftive deluTion {^prinLtpUs wc were 
going to f'ay, but it cannot be i'uppoTed 
that he had judgement fufheient to invef- 
tigaie properly the principles of ihe leli- 
gion he renounced, or of the opinions he 
embraced) of Infidelity t our ingenious 
author takes occaften to make the follow.* 
ing pertinent oblb vaiions : 

“ Infidelity, or ScepticiTm at leaft, 
may be termed thedileafeof young, live- 
ly, aiW half-informed minds. There is 
ibmething like difeovery in the rejeflion 
of truths to which they have been from in- 
fancy in trammels, A little Itarn ing, too, 
mifleads the underfianding, in an opinion 
of its ow*r^powers. When we have acquir- 
ed the outlines of fcience, we are apt to Tupr 
pofc that every thing is within our com- 
prehenfion. Much fiudy and much inV" 
formation are required to diTcover the dif- 
ficulties in which the Tyflenis of infidds 
are involved. There are profound, as 
well as popular argununts, in favour of 
revealed religion ; but when the flippancy 
of Voltaire or Hume has taught young 
perfons lo Tup{>ofeth 3 t iht y have defeated 
the former, their uudcifiandings feldom 
recover fufficient vigour to purJuc the lat- 
ter with the ability and pcri'everance of a 
Newton or a Bryant. 

** The evil of ihcTe principles 

upon the morals of youth, is ofttn found 
tolurvive the fneculative impreflions whicb 
they have made on the intcile£t. Wre-ch- 
cd is that perlon, who, in the ardour ami 
impetuofity of youth, finds himielf re- 
leafed from all the Talutaiy retoints of 
duly and religion ; wreiched is hr, who^ 
depiived of all U^e comfoiting hopes of 
pApther ftatfi ts reduced to li^sk for hap* 
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In the viciout mtifications of thU 
fut| who, under fucb dfrliifioni, scquim 
hahite of prodigBcy or difcontent I Tlit 
progrefB, however, from fpeculatiiw to 
praKieal irreiigion, is not fd rapid as tt 
commonly fiipp':fed« Tlie greateft ad- 
vantage of a itri£l and ordeiTy education 
is the refiftance which virtuous habits, 
•srly acquired, oppjle fo the alluiements 
of vice/' 

It appears that Chatterton had long 
liabituated his mind to the idea of fuicide, 
contrary to the Itippofitiun of thole who 
attribute his violent ** death to the fuddeii 
or almoft inftant eifc£l oi exti erne poverty 
and dirappointment.*' Upon this mtlan* 
choly event, which happened by Iwallow- 
ing arlenic in water, the a4th of Augud, 
1770, Dr. Giegoiy takes occalion very 
pioperly to reniaik, that they who are 
jn a condition to patronize merit, and 
they who feel a confciouincfs of merit 
whii.h is not patronized, may form their 
own rdblutions ; — thole, to iofc no op- 
poitunit) of butiiending genius t thelc, 
to feize eveiy oppoit unity oi hefi lending 
theraieives, and upon no account to har- 
bour the mod diftaiit idta of quitting the 
world, however it may he unworthy of 
them, led defpondcncy Ihould at lad de- 
ceive them into ib unpardonable a dep." 

Our ingenious Biographei cites many 
•f the handiome things which have been 
laid of Chalterton’s genius by iome of 
the bed wnteis of the age , but as ail thilc 
alciiptions weie piodiicccl fioiu the firm 
opinion that the itibjefl of them was the 
only luthor of ttie Poems called Row-

Teems tocoufider is the only chaiaflerir- 
tics of very gieat genius, ft is ourojd* 
iiion, that the genuiR vihich ’ gio\»s with 
our glow th,* and iipens wiih our man* 
hood, is the ica), Iteiling, valunhle ge- 
nius ; the other, as it is uncommon, fo it 
IS g.meraliy biittlc and of (hoit duration.

All this is undoubtedly v* ry curious } 
but thofe who arc iilcd t-j v'liiing talt* 
will not allow it to be nmeh in favour of 
Chatterton'i* being *he author of the Fo* 
ems in cjucfiion : f elides, it may be n plied* 
that molt piohably Chatter ion tranfciibed 
them at fivcinl times, and we liu not lea 
that his time and opportimiiics were too 
coi'fipcd for tliis. 

In fatl, we may infer as much from 
this note in favour of one fide as ol the 
othei. Dr. G. in lilting the arguments 
againlt Chattertun's bemg the author of

Dr. G. oblervcs, “ It is imjiofnble to 
per ufe the fiaie of this conn ovcil'y, with- 
out Iniiling at the folly and vanity of 
polthumous fame.

^HE importance and ncccflity of a 
general knowledge of the Criminal 
Laws to every order and rank in fociety, 
have been moft anxioufly inculcated by 
every writer upon this lubjc.‘t. Sir Wil- 
liam Staunforde, even in the reign of 
Queen Elizaheth, when vindicatory laws 
were few and limplc, in companion with 
their prelcnc complication and multipll- 
ciiy, tiiought a perfpicuous arrangement 
and repeated ftudy cflential to their being 
eqfi/y comprehended. Sir Edward Coke, 
in the fubfequent reign, reports a public 
complaint, that although ciiminal caufls 
were of all other caics of law the nioft 
ncccfl'ary to be known, as afliaing the 
life, honour, fame, liberty and pcillcriry 
of the delinquent, they were ^/nrJt and 
dijfficuit to be under jiood. The extraor- 
dmary labours of the great and good Sir 
Mathew Hale upon thefc fubjccls, are 
explanatory of the opinion ho f-ntcftain- 
ed of the importance and utility of their 
being known. Boon after the accef> 
of the prcfenc Koyal Family to the 
Throne, the flatutory provifions againfl 
crimes and miflienieanors hsid fo confidc- 
rably incrcafed, that Mi*. Sericant Haw- 
kins undertook his rrcaiifc of the Pleas 
of the Crown for the exprefs purixde of 
reducing tlicm under one general 
feheme, that they might be undeiftood 
with much Icfs difficulty ihan they had 
then been.” And Sir Michael Foftcr, 
io recently as the late reign, confcflbs 
that his principal view in publiihirg his 
Reports, and accompanying ilum with 
difeourfes on Crown Law, was to ihew 
Hie great and univerfal concernment of 
the learning touching thefc iubjeft's to 
every man living j Tor no rank, no ele- 
vation m life, and let me add,'* he 
Continues, **110 condudl, how circum- 
fpect foever, ought to tempt a icafona- 
ble man to conclude that thefe enquiries 
do not, nor poflibly can concern him. 
A moment’s cool rcfle^lion on the utter 
inflabiHty of human affairs, and the num- 


berlcfs unforefeen events which a day 
may bring forth, will be I'uflicient ro 
guard any man, confeious of hi& own 
infirmit'es, againft a dclufion of this 
kind.” Noiv\ ithftanding. however, the 
endeavours and admonitions of thclc au- 
thors, there is no pa i t of English jurif- 
prndence which of lare years lins been 
made lefs public than that which tcfults 
from the determination of the Twelve 
Judges upon rderved cafes in Criminal 
Law ; and indeed, if we except the 
Crown Cafes of Mr. Jufticc FoAer, and 
the very few that appear in Sir Williiiin 
Blackflone^s Repoits, there is no publi* 
ration ut n fimihr nature to that at pic-

The rea- 
foil oF fuch extraordin»iy,^/c7;cf» jflpoti % 
fuljeft fo important, at a time w'l^n the 
prefs teems with reports, regularly peri- 
odical, of all the tiaiifaflioDsof the Courts 
of Chancery, King’s Bench, and Com- 
mon Pleas, cart only be attributed to the 
peculiar mode in which queflions of this 
kind arc ufually determined. Jf a quef- 
tion, complicated of law and fafil, arife 
upon the trial oFan indidmenc or informa- 
tion in any of the Courts it can 

onlv be fettled by means of a fpecial irr- 
dift removed before the Judges pf the 
King's Bench, or by meanv of a fecial 
cafe relcrvcd for the opinion of the 
Twelve Judges ; except, indeed, the 
ground of the objeTtiun appears upon 
the face of the record itfclf. A fpccial 
vcrdi6l is publicly argued in open Courti 
by Counfcl on each fide, like every other 
point of law j but prifoners arc feldnm able 
to fuflain the great cx pence which attendl 
this mode of proceeding; and thcrefoit;

At a ‘ 
period more ignorant and credulous it 
would have been thought that Fredericic

members, even at the prefent day, will 
pcrhapa be inclined to attribute all thefe* 
relburces to an augmentation cf the revc- 
wue : but as the province of Sil>;iia had 
been the theatre of a new military art, To 
it prclenled the world Jikewilb with the' 
example of a new admtniltration ; for it 
WHS emirely owing to the wile ami pru- 
d'.*nt fyitem of finance, conjoined to the 
ejicouragement •findultrv, introduced by 
Fiedenck, by which all thefe wonders 
were lb ealily performed. Unforiunaiely, 
however, the eagernefs of his mind, lo 
promote with increafing rapidity the wealth 
and prol'perity of his kingdom, infilled a 
fatal notion that the Germans were de- 
void of activity and talents ; and in the 
year 1766 he eifabli/hed a Fienchadmi- 
nidration under the cclebraud llelveriu«, 
the aiiihor of Be UEfprii : a fpecies of 
excil'e in the mode of co]le6ting the public 
revenue immediately ftarted up, and be- 
came fo extremely oppreflive, that a 
** man ediemed hiitifelf fortunate if, on 
** receiving a calk of foreign wiiu, he 
** could in the whole day leek out and 
•« di (cover ail the different offices at which 
** he mull pay, and obtain \n the even- 
** ing, with a dozen little tickets In his 
** hand, apemiiffion to put his wine into 

bis cellar.** 

The King however frequently checked 
tho level iiy exeiciled by thcle new coilec- 
tois by refiifing to latiiy thei^' decrees. 
Upon one occaiion they had condemned 
a Ibldier to pay a fine of £Oo crowns for 
r^>ncealing a few pounds of tobacco. The 
King, to whom the lentence was tranf* 
initt'.d, wrote underneath 'ii. “ Before I 
confirtn tbii fenttnee^ I J^touTd be glMi tv 
htow where a fofUieri who has only eight 
to li*ve on for fi*ve davSf is to raife 
ftoo cro^vHs to pay this fne*' I he txpe- 
iience ir.deal ot a few yeais convinced 
the King that the fyifein of jiiriiprudence 
vvli'ch he had ad/:pted w.si'ai fium being 
that which he bbouiedfo anxiouily to d- 
teil. “ Tribunals of jiiftice,*’ obferves 
.the Kbig, Ihould be convinced that the 
•low it pea Cant, nay the 111 can c It beggar U 
a man as web as the King, and that juf- 
tice fhould be rendtred to all. In the 
fight of Jultice all men aie emial ; the 
ptafant to the Prince, and the Prince to 
.thepeafant, when complaints are made by 
one againll the other. In tliele cafes they 
Aould according to the rules of equi- 
ty^ v\ ithuut diftiti£llon of prrlons. A tii- 
jbunal that commits injuftice i<> moie dao-

^alnft knaves who envelope themfcliiM 
in the robe of Juftice to fatisfy tjtcir cri^ 
mtnal paffions.” In fhoh, Fredcriclr 
fbon felt that he was ftill remote from his 
objv-'fl;, and that all the a^ivity of t!ie 
Frfderician Code would prove inftiffictenc 
codeltroy the hydra of chicanery j and 
an affair which attra^d a veiy general 
attention, proves how much the lungbad 
grown di^ati^(1ed with all his tribuasiH. 
The mill of a man named Arnold, waa 
(itiiatcd on n (mail nVer near the village 
of Pommerzig, which palled aKive tn- 
mill through (he eftate of .a provincial 
Counlellor. The Couniellor il^e years 
More had made a fifh-pond in his gai^ 
den which he fupplied with water truiii 
the river^ and into which he again con<* 
dii£te(t it by means of another rivulet • 
Arnold pretended that this cKMid rob- 
bed him of the water necedary for his 
mill, and hindered him from grinding dur« 
ing a great part of the ycai'. Under this 
pietexr, he refuLs to pay Count Sehmet- . 
tail, of whom he farmed the mill, the 
quantity of corn Ibpulated in the contrafi. 
Schmettau attacks him judicially, and tho 
Miller is condemned. Arnold, notwith«* 
landing, refilling payment, execiitioti^ 
follows $ the mill is Ibla, and he appeals * 
to the King, Frederick refero it to Com* 
miflioners, who, after txamiv.ation, con* 
firm the (orincr (irntenci;. The Miller 
again complains, and Ficderick, (tiMtified 
at his tmiiicls attempts to reform the ad* 
niinilfration of juftice, dirmiffes his Chan- 
cellor, fends foine of the Cduifiellan to 
prilbn, and banKhes otiitrs ; though he af- 
terwards acknowledges himfclt to have 
a 61 ed too }yrec!piratcly.

ciations, which thirty or forty years ugO 
were confined to the vulgai', arc gradually 
gaining gioUnd : and if fomcthing be not 
done to Hop this growing evil, and fix k 
general ftandard at prefent, the Engltfti 
U likely to become a mete jargon, which 
every one may pronounce as he pleafes. 
it is t3 be wiflicd, thatfucha ftandard 
had been eftablilhcd at the period before'^ 
mentioned, as it is probable, that Englifh 
was then fpoken in its htghcft ftate of 
perfection. Nor is it yet too late to re- 
cover it in that vci y ftate. It was my 
foitunc to receive the early part of my 
education under a mafter, who made that 
a material objeft of inftru£tion to the 
youth committed to his care. He was tli| 
iniimate friend, and chofen companion 
of Swift ; who had paffed great part of 
his life in a familiar intercourfe with ih, 
moll diftinguillied men of the age, whe- 
ther for rank or genius. Emincfit as he 
was for the purity and accuracy of hil 
ftyle, he was not more attentive to that 
point in writing, than he was to exafl- 
nafs c.r pronunciation in fpeaking. Nor 
could he bear to hear any miftakes com- 
mitted by his friends in that refpc6l, with- 
out correfling them* 1 had thr happi- 
nefs CO be much with* him in the early 
part of my life, and for fevcral months 
read to nim three or four hours a day^ 
receiving (till the benefit of his tnftruc-' 
tion. I have fince had frequent oppor- 
tunities of being convinced chata unifor-

ceiving it poliibje to raife a l^hool for 
“ the advancement of thofe a»^8 at home. 

‘‘ With refpeit to theewofirff, all l^uroise 
** now allows, that genius, ddigcncy?, and 
*'* tidvel, under the aufpiccs of Hoyat 
pi otc^ion and public parronage, have 
f* made wonderful Andes within the laft 
** thirty yeais towards perfe^ion, and 
** forming a Ichool in our own coun- 
try ; but as for mufie, we have littlp 
** that wc pan call our own ; and though 
more money is expended upon this 
f* favourite art in England, than iu any 
f* other kingdom on the globe, yet hay- 
“ ing no fchool either for the cultivation 
of counterpoint or finging, vk e acauire 
by thofe arts neither honour fiom 
** our neighbours, nor profit to our na- 
tives. Both take w'ini^ together | and

** purchalethem with as little necelfity as

The rougher it is, the further it 
will go ; and the more acceptable cuftom 
has rendered it, not to tbe workmen only, 
but to their maflcrs : the cider which is 
drank in this, ahdall the cider countries, 
with To much avidity and in fuch quan- 
tity, is 'a very diffetent liquor to that 
which is drank in the reft of the king^ 
dom. A palate accufiomed to ** fwcet 
cider", would judge the rough cider** 

- of the firm houlcs to be a mixture of vi- 
negar and water, with a little dilTolved ,, 
allum to give it a roughnefs. / 

“ Men in general, however, whjpe 
palates arc fet to rough cider, confer 
the common fweet fort as an efteminate 
bcvcrat;c ; and rough cider, pro^rly 
nvanufaflured, is probably the more ge- 
nerous liquor j beingdeemed more wholc- 
fonie, to habits in general, tKan iweer 
cider — even when genuine* That 
which is drank in the kingdom at large, 
is too frequently adulterated. The “ ci- 
derman'* cannot afford to lofe a hogfticad ; 
if it will Dot do, it mu ft be doBortd'\ 
or if found, it may not be fwcet enough 
for the palate of his cuftomers j nor high 
enough coloured to plcafe the eyk 5 but 
the rcquifjtc colour and fwcetnefs, he 
finds,* arc cafily communicared. 

” The great art, however, in manu- 
fadluring Suit liquors, whether cider or 
perry, ib that of gratifying the palate and 
the eye wi^h the juices of the fruit alone. 
And-although faimcrsin general, more 
particulai ly the lower ciafs, arc vci y defi- 
cient in the maiuigemciu of their liquors, -j 
there arc men, elpecially among the more 
fubftantial ygnmanry, and the principal 
farmers who feimcrt their own liquors 
for Tale, that are fur advanced on the line 
of right management. 

Unfortunately, however, thefe men, 
priding ihemftives, refpedlivcly, on the 
luperiority of their liquor (more perhaps 
than on any other produce of their eftates) 
become jealous of their art , and are mia 
fuftiuently communicative with, each 
other. Hence the dtlference in their fe- 
veral pra£liccs ; and hence the prefent 
imperfedfion of the art. For althou^ 
each man may produce good liquor ixt 
his tuia, no oRC, Ihclicvc,, 
uniform fuocefk j— tb produce liqiiSr of 
the hr ft quality, wth ttrtaiu^* 

** From this ciafs of men, chiefty, T 
have endeavoured to obtaio hiformotion. 

I have feen the pi^Akc, ib ivbole or in 
part, qf many individbale } and have had* 
Che ieotiments of many mom on the

“ The following detail, ho'vcvcr, muft 
not beconfidcrcd, merely, as the produce 
ofan EXCURSION. Foraltho’ihe ycari783 
xvas not a general huit year, there was a 
fiifhcicncy of licjuoi made to enable me 
to foun a gcneial idea of its manufaflure. 
And although the knowledge, then ac- 
v;uired, was not rufllcicnt to lill my regif- 
tc! completely in every part, it was 
entu'gh to enable me to make a complete 
ANALYSIS of the lubjert : and, during 
the lummer of 17S8, 1 ftill kept adding 
to my'colleflion. 

“ Therefore, pr£*vioui to the cxcur- 
fion in Herkfoedshire, my regifter 
was nenly full, and the defiiitncm af- 
ctrt anted. Confequentlyjby feeing, thcic, 
the piafiice repe.ttcd on a large fcalc, and 
by coiiverfmg ficciy with profelTional 
reen on the fubjeft, the deficiencies were 
filled up, the fafts, previoufly acquired, 
proved and the errors, of courfe, corrcfl- 
ed. Bcfide, fince my return, and after

The article condudes with r.EVEEAL 
ORSLRVATIONS ON FKUIT LSQJ.»0R, 
AS AN OBJECT OK RURAL liCONOMY. 

Thcfc obleivations, however, are too 
loifg to be here inlertcd entire. VV> will 
I'xtraft what is fa id of the effeS of fruit 
tries on the grounds they grotto tn» This, 
our author fays, “ depends much on the 
diftance they arc phanted from each other; 
as well as on the wulih of their heads, 
and the height of there from. the guumd. 
Low-fpreading ticcs, planted in clofe or- 
der, efpccially if full of wood, aie ruin« 
ous to the crops which arc under them ; 
drawing up corn weak and fpiritlcfs ;and, 
by dcllroying or checking the better 
herbage, give gidfs what is called a four- 
«cfs ; entirely chan^g the quality of the 
herbage. On the ^trary, tall-ftcmmed 
lofty trees, kept within due bounds, thin 
of woodland (landing at fuitablediflanccsi 
will admit of corn growing benearli rhcmi 
efpccially while young; and, under 
ihefe ciicumftanccs, are much Icfs inju- 
nous.togrars (except in autumn with their 
leaves) than reafon may I'uggefi* Befide^ 
VoL. XVI. 
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an advocate for fruit grounds might air* 
gue, that the trees feed, in part at lea(l> 
below the corn mould, or vegetative (Ira- 
turn ; fo that the hulbandman might 
(aid to be reaping two crops at the lame 
time from the fame land ; one the pro- 
duce of the (oil, the other of the lubllra- 
tum ; whofe trcafurcs, without the tieesi 
would be loft to him. There is proba- 
bly Ibme truth in this idea. 

Upon the whole, 1 think wc may 
fairly conclude, that, by cncrcafing ilie 
better fruits, and by purfuing propci ma- 
nagement throughout, the fruit grounds 
and orchards of thefe counties might be 
rendered a fource of riches to them, and 
ar the fame time be a benefit to the na- 
tion at large." 

Having gone through the “ Particu- 
lars of Improvement rcquifite to the Ac- 
quifition of thefe Advantages,’’ he con- 
cludes this article, and the fecund vo- 
lume, with thefe remarks ; . 

** A reform of this magnitude, how- 
ever, muft not, for various realbns, be 
expcilctl from the tenantry » Fi uit treesf 
as an objedt of rural economy, clafs with 
woodlands and hedges : they are fixtures 
belonging to the premifes.— The tenant 
has only the ufe of them, oerhaps for a , 
time uncertain. His objea of courfe is 
prefent profit. It therefore behoves rhv 
proprietor, who has a pcimanent intcreft 
in them, to look forwaid to future advan- 
tages. • 

“ The great objo£ls of the reform 
would be, to free the eftate from unpro- 
fitable encumbrances ; to (lop the efftux 
of infeiior liquors; which, by finding 
their way to market, bring general dif- 
credit on English fruit LUiUORs: 
and, above all, to encrcafe the quantity 
of liquors of the flrfi quality : that tlieir 
richnefs, their flavor, and their gcncroua 
difpolition may be uni vci fall y known 
that the demand may be in confcquencs 
enlarged, the prices be raifed, the value- 
of eftates augmented, and the profperity 
of thefe counties proportionally en- 
creafed.*' 

Upon the whole, wc w^ll not heficatc 
to predidV, that the Ruial Ecoticiiny of 
Gloceftcr(hirc, though inferior, perhaps, 
in point of real importance to fomc other

^ttOUGH we new proceed^ according 
‘ ^ to prumite, to point out feme of the 
moft ftriking hcauiies, and to lay before 
our readers foine of the moft entertaining 
‘chara6ler8 in the feCond volume of this 
ufeful work, it may be necelTary to re- 
'miiid them, tliat the limits of uur own 
publication have obliged us to pafs over 
a variety of well-drawn characters in the 
iirft volume, which will be found upon 
a perufal of the whole to be equally new, 
interefting, and important. 

A difeovery of the real character and 
difpofition of Zeluco having detached the 
vnoft refpeCtable of the men from his fo- 
ciety, and rendered him at laft odious to 
the women, he leaves Palermo, and fixes 
his refidence at Naples ; in which gay city 
befetsup a ftilJ more fplendid domeftic 
cftabliftunent than he had at Palermo; 
and the Neapolitan capiial becomes the 
theati'e of the future tranfaClions of his 
life. 

After a hafe attempt to obtain the amia- 
ble and accompliftied Laura on difhonour- 
» able terms, we find that lady, in com- 
pliance with the wifhes of her mother, con- 
tenting to become his wife, though fhe 
deiefts his charaClcr. The circumftances 
wliich lead to this fatal union are related 
with ^reat de]icacy in the three firft 
chapters of the fecond volume, and muft 
afieCl every heart capable of feeling the 
full force ot filial piety and affeCliou. To 
‘prelcrve the health of her mol her, which 
•had been greatly impaiicd by the failure 
•f a banker at Franck fort, in whofe hands 
her kite hufband, a German officer, had 
placed moft of the money he had left for 
the life of his widow and daughter, to 
free that worthy woman from prefent dif- 
ficulties, and prevent her future life from 
being imbittered with penury, which her 
elegant tafte and liberal dirpufition could 
fo ill endure Laura^dci Seidlitz facri- 
fices her own inclinationM, and ftiftes her 
avetfion to the perfidious, cruel, iucon- 
fiant, bi>t rich Zeluco. 

The future incidents of the lives of 
this ill-matched pair are wi ought into a re- 
gular, interefting, and pathetic moral tale, 
which conduCis us to the final cataftrophe ; 
and in the fall of Zeluco, the fatal con- 
IfQtiencn of impetuofity of temper, of 
diffiptioD, of fenfuali^, and of criminal 
iritrigue, arc exhibited in a niafterly man- 
JOfsx X but we hope fot* the honour of hu« 


man nature that few, if any, fuch com- 
plete villains really exift in the circles of 
high life, amidft the polifhed inhabitants 
of the capitals of the civilized nations of 
Europe. The tragic feene of ftrangling 
his child fecins to be a little outre \ but 
we mutt cxcufe the too ftrong colouring 
of the piece, in favour of the exciHence of 
the dtfign ; and, upon the whole, w-e ihall 
find that our prefent moral painter does 
not fall fhort of his great predeceiTors, 
Richaidfon and Fielding. Vice meets 
with its proper punifhment in this life, in 
the perfon of Zeluco ; and virtue with 
its due reward in the final happy eftablifti* 
snent of Laura, after his death. 

So much for the main plot, of which 
we hope to have faid enough to excite cii- 
riofity, while we have avoided taking that 
ungenerous meafiire, too often adopted, 
of pillaging an author under the malk of 
reviewing his work. The ftoiy of Zclu- 
co muft b^e read entire, as it came from tlie 
pen of Dr. Moore ; and we are happy to 
find (he Public in the fame opinion by fo 
early a denaand for a new edition s but 
with Tome of the detached charaflers we 
may make more free for the entertainment 
of our readers, as it will ferve to give 
them asi idea of the various lourccs of 
amuienibnt comprifed in this pei foi mance, 
in Tome meafure independent of the hifto-* 
ry of Zeluco and Laura. 

The little attention paid by (bme yoiflig 
Englifli gentlemen to the principal ubjtfiv 
for which ubey are fent to make the tour 
of Europe, is exemplified with much hu- 
mour in the following trait i— Signora 
Sporza diove to Mr. N— — ’s lodgings, 
and calling for Buchanan, told him (he 
had bufinefs of importance with his maf- 
ter, and would wait for him till he came 
home. Buchanan (hewed her into a room 
adjoining to Mr. Steele's drefling-room, 
and fepaiated from it by a very crazy par- 
tition. Steele was there, with Mr. Squan- 
der, and ibme other young Engliftimen. 
Signora Sporza hearing their voices* 
thought (he diftin^ifticd that of Mr. 
N— , No,” (aid Buchanan, ** it ia 

a paity of young gentlemen who are tak- 
ing a courfe of Roman antiquities (at 
Rome) I they wait at pi'efent for the anti*, 
qnarian who inftru£ls them ; but it is mjr 
qpiaion, if the poor man pi-ofits uo mom 
by tbeiti than they do by bis leflures, he will 
fooA bn in a ftate of perfeA ftarvation/' 

A voice 
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A voice was then heardt crying, 

** Hcy> Duchefs ! what the devil arc you 
aboutf you (luc? Aye to' her, Pincher) 
pull away, tear it from her^ boy.*'— 

** Who does he talk to r" faid Signora 
Sporza* ** A couple of quadrupeds, 
madam,'* replied Buchanan. The one 
is a fpaniel, the other a terrier i tliofe 
young gentlemen cannot proceed in their 
ftudics without them." 

“ Here the door of Mr. Steele's room 
was opened by afervant, who faid, the an- 
tiquarian had fent to know whether they 
were inclined to go to the Pantheon that 
day, or to St* Peter's. Damn the 
Pantheon and St. Peter’s both," cried 
Squander ; “ tell him we can go to nei- 
ther at prefent. — Zounds! cannot the 
fellow quietly pocket his money without 
hiring us any more with his temples, and 
churches, and pidlures, and ftatues ?** 
Steele, however, Snding them determined 
againft attending the antiquarian, follow- 
ed the fervant, and delivered a more 
civil melTage. 

** While he was abfent, Squander toiling 
a couple of maps on the floor, cried, 
** Here, Duchefs, here is Roma antiquary 
and there, Fincher, there is Roma mo^ 
derna for you, boy, tear away.'* 

“ When Steele returned# he endeavour- 
ed to fave Rome from the ravages of thofe 
Goths ; but Squander told him, with 
a loud laugh, that Duchefs had made a 
violent rent in St* Peter's, and J’incher 
had torn the Pantheon to pieces* Squan- 
der then propofed that they fliould walk, 
to the liable, to examine a mare which 
ha hud thoughts of purcbafing — Duchefs 
and Pincher followed them, and Mr. 
N came home foon aftci^" 

We are told in another part of the 
work, that Squander would not for his 
own piivatc ratisfa£lion have given a 
horfe-lhoc for all the antiques in Rome, 
and had no more tafte in painting thau 
his pointer; yet, thinking that he mull 
carry home a fmall alTortment of each, 
were it only to prove that he had been in 
Italy, Mr. Bronze had been recommend- 
ed to him as a great connoifleur, who 
would either furnifli him with what he 
wanted, or allift him inpurchafing it. 

Bronze is deferibed as one of thofe gof- 
fiping companions who know every bi^y, 
are of every body’s opinion, and are al- 
ways ready to laugh at every body's joke ; 
who nettle themulves into the intima- 
cy of men of fortune and rank, al- 
low therofelves to be laughed at, are^in- 
vtted on that account, or to fill a vacant 
fh^ir at the tabU^ a^4 fornttimfs mmly. 
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to afford the landlord the comfort of hav* 
ing at Icaft one perfon in the company of 
inferior underflanding to himfelf, wholf^ 
chief employment is to fetch and carry 
tittle-tattle, and who become at length 
it were one of the family, and are alter- 
nately carelTcd and abufed like any other 
fpaniel in it. This perfon had many 
years ago come to Italy with a party of 
young Englilli, who as they polled thro’ 
the country dropped him fick at Ferrara ; 
and having reflded ever flnee in Italy, he 
was thought to have fome talle in pic- 
tures, antique intaglios, cameos, flatues, 
&c. and had picked up a conflderablc 
fortune by felling them to his country* 
men who came to Rome and Naples. 

Mr. Steele being the conftant compa- 
nion of Mr. N an enquiry concern- 
ing his family is naturally made by the 
other Englilh gentlemen alTociating toge- 
ther at Rome ; and this gives an opportu- 
nity to introduce very entertaining anec- 
dotes of Mr. Transfer, at whofc ex- 
pence Mr. Steele was fent upon his tra- 
vels. 

The (ketch of the life of Transfer ex- 
tends to a confidcrable length, and with 
little variation might bear a clofe refem- 
blance to two-thirds of the wealthy citi- 
zens of London 1 it (hews that the au- 
thor is well acquainted with the genius, * 
difpolition, and manners, of the clafs of 
people he fo accurately deferibes. A Ihoit 
fpccituen will be fuflicient to evince the 
truth of this obfervation. • 

** Mr. Nathaniel Transfer, uncle to 
the young man now in quellion, had 
made a large fortunt in the city*of Lon- 
don, where he was born, and where 
he lived’happily till the age of fixty.flve, 
Mr. Transfer's life may furcly be called 
happy, lince it afforded him the only en- 
joyment which he was capable of reli th- 
ing : he had the plcafure of finding hit 
fortune increafing every year ; he had a ■ 
remarkably good appetite, refilhed a bot- 
tle of old port, and ilepc very foundly all 
night, particularly after a bottle of Bur- 
ton ale : he might have continued fqme 
years longer in the fame Hate of felicity, 
and perhaps have been conveyed to the 
other world in a gentle lethargy, without 
licknefs, like a palTenger who fleeps the 
whole way from Dover to Calais, had it 
not been for the importunity of a fet of 
people who called themfclves his friends. 
Theft officious perfons were continually 
difturbing hit tranquility with fue^, 
fpeeches as the following t ** Why ffiouhl 
you, Mr. Transfer,comintte to live all your 
life in the city, and follow the drudgery 
V y a ef 
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e( buiuiersf like a poor man who hat 
hia fortune to make P It is furely time 
f 6 r you to bei^in to.onjoy aJictle eafe and 
pleaAire after ib muck toil and labour- 
Gqpd ! Mr* Transfer 1 do you in- 
tend to Have forever? Y ou certainly have 
already mpre money than you have any 
pie for**’ 

Transfer at length yields to the impor- 
tunity of his friendsi thoueh we arc told 
that he had not the Ihadow of a wiih 
to fpend more than he did, nor the leall 
deiiiv! of benefiting any of the human race 
by the fruits of his labour. Like thou* 
fands of others, he had begun to accu- 
mulate money as the means of enjoying 
pleafure at fome future time, and conti- 
nued the pra£Vice fo long that the means 
became the end ; but being teazed into a 
new fyfiem, he wound up his affairs with 
Ml pofiible expedition, gave up all con* 
iif£lions ui bufinefs at once, bought an 
efiate in the country with a very conveni- 
nt houfe upon it in good repair, to which 
e went foon after, determined to reft 
from his labpursi and to take his fill of 
plcafure. But he qitickly found reft, the 
inoft laborious thing that he had ever ex- 
perienced, and that to hayc nothing to 
do was the moft laborious bufinefs on 
earth. Being totally at a lofs to fill up his 
ijb)c« after drawing a comparifon between 
the pleafures of a country and a pity life 
greatly in favour of the latter, he was

This day being anived, the 
Sultan or his Lteiitenant went out ot the 
Cafile on horfeliack, and repaired to the 
sincient Mifr, on the fhore of the Nile, at 
the place called Dareltiohas, where he 
alighted. He found two boats, both 
fliecorated with the name of the Sultan, 
and fet off with vniioiis ornaments. He 
enieivd with the moft diftingmflied per- 
ibns of his retinue in the firil’ of rhefe 
boats called harraka'^ the other, which 
wore the name ot dbalihtaf was for the 
refl of his train. At the ramv place a 
nafi number of other bark«, of differmt 
Iszes, were ready, and fumptnoufly deco- 
r.itrJ for the receptton of the Emirs and 
oQicers to which they belong. The boat 
of the Sultan, attended by all the others, 
repaited to the illand of Koudha. This 
ifland, fituated over-againli Mifr-elatick, 
baCween the ^leit arm of the river and 
that which' pntfesat the foot of this city, 
was filled wirh hoiifes and palaces. The 
Sultan having landed on this ifiand, re- 
mounted on hcrleback, and prefenttd 
himielf ar the nilomccer placed in the 
middle of the bed of the rivrr ; he entered 
it with his attendants, and fcattertd iaf- 
frun, fieeped with mulk and lufe-water ; 
and, after havin^r i'aid his prayers, a mag- 
nificent repalt was lit before him. T he 
re^iafi being over, the boat was drawn 
near to the giate of the nilometer, which 
was covered with its gilt hangings. He 
entered ir, and rerurned wth all the other 
boats tliAt had acciunp^nied him, wiih 
the found of cannon and miifical infirti- 
menrs. Arriving near Mil'r, he caufed 
his boat to be conveyed towaids the 
n'ouih of ihe canal which enters Cairo. 
On his whole route by lind, as well as on 
the river, in going and returning, he 
threw about goltien pieces, and difiiibuted 
to the people fruits, confVflionary. and 
inch like. The fiuife he was to dire^ to 
b« opened was a kind of c.irthen wall 
raifed o^ipofite the budge.

caftle. Since Egypt has been under the 
Ottoman feeptre, it is the Beglerbeg 
(Governor) who difeharges this ceremo- 
ny : he comes out of the citadel in the 
morning, and lepairs to Boulac, where 
lie finds boats oriidnientcd and prepared 
fur him, and for the Emirs and Sandjacs, 
oppufire to the aifi nal. He fills attended 
by all the barks ; and during that time 
a great numbci of cannons are difeharged ; 
the Beglcibeg goes up the river to the 
niioint'tei, m theifland of Roudha that 
happens when the elevation ftill wants 
twent) fitigeisof fixteen dhira; and he 
remains in the nilometer until it teaches 
this degree of height ; if the elevation 
gnes on fl )wly, lie continues there one or 
two days after this term. Meanwhile 
boats are prepared ; they expofe thofe fi- 
gures which the people call aroufs, (or 
berrothed) and which they fet up with 
care; and they give thcmfelves up to all 
kinds of plays and diverfions. On the 
day when tiie Beglerbeg is to prefide at 
the opening of the fluices, he gives, before 
fun^nfe, ji great banquet to the Sandjacs, 
to the Tl'chaoufcbs, to theMcitefarrakas, 
and to the other troopa in the garrifon. 
After the repall, he difiributes caftans to 
the Cafehef, to the ScKeikh of the Ara- 
bians of Djidze, to the intendant of pro- 
vifions, and to Icvcral other officers of the 
military and police. He then enters the 
bolts with all his attendants, repairs to « 
the fiuice with the beat of di urns, which 
he orders to be opened, and pafles through 
the opening on tds r tui n to the Caftle.** 
This article is followed with extiaffs, 
by M. G^illaid, fiom a MS. entitled, 
Embaifies.** Three of thefe are nc- 
gociatinns between Loyi I. Duke of An- 
jou, and Henry King of Caftile ; and 
between the fame Loyj and the Prince, op 
Judge, (as he is here called) of Arburea, 
(an ancient city in (he ifi.md of Sardinia) 
in the years 1377 and 1388. The fourth 
is of nu ft ronli qui nee, being a “ Narra- 
tive of the Death ®f Richard II. King of 
England.” — This piece gives a very good 
account of that unhappy Prince's reign^ 
and relates circnmilaucts which have 
tfeap-'d the notice of ail our hiftorians. 
Of the King's imprifontnent in Flint 
caftle, and of his pathetic exclamations 
there, a vci*y full and moving defeription 
is here given. He was afterwards re* 
moved to Pontefraft caftle, where he died. 
Some hfftorians fay, that he kille 4 
himfelf; othei's, that be was ftarved tts 

death 
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4eBth } but many fay, that he was alTafli- 
naled by order of Henry IV, that he de. 
fended himfelf bravely, and fold his life 
dear. Our manufcript confii ms this laft 
account, and relates it as follows : 

** A Knight, named Peter D'Ex- 
ton, or Exton, Tent by King Henry, 
arrived at Pom 1 ret Caftle, with feven 
other afTalfins. Richard was at table. 
Exton called the carver, and gave him 
orders, on the p.irt of Henry, not to tafte 
the meat lerved at Richard's table, as he 
had been accuilomed to do ; " 

faid he, “ be nvill not eat much more*' 
Richaid perceiving his carver omit this 
ceremony, ordered him to perform it. 
The carver fell on his knees, andalledged 
what Exton had commanded him, on 
the part of Henry. Richard, l^ing 
his patience, ftruck the carver with a 
knife that was on the table, faying. 
Goto the devil, thee, and thy Lancaf^ 
ter.*' Exton came in at this noife, with 
his levan men aimed. At this fight 
Richaid pufhed down the table, darted 
into the midlf of the eight affafllns, 
fnatched a battle -axe from one of them, 
laid four of them dead at his feet, to the 
great terror of the others ; when Exton, 
attacking him from behind, gave him a 
ftroke on the head. With this* he tell, 
crying to God for mercy, and Exton 
gave him another flroke on the head. 
Thus died the noble King Richaid, 
witlioiit having confenTed hiin^lf, which 
was much to be lamented. * 

** Exton himfelf appeared terrified at 
his crime. He fat down by the fide of 
the body, and began to wcCp, faying, 
Alas ! what have we done ? We have 
put to death him who^as our Sove- 
reign Lord for twenty-two years. Now 
have I lod my honour $ nor Hull I 
ever find a country to which I can fly 
from reproach." — This lioirid murder 
was committed on Twelfth-day, in the 
year 1400. 

The manufcript gives, likewife, an 
account of the dieadfui punifliments in- 
filled upon the uofoi (unate Richard’s 
adherents ; and it enters fo minutely 
into the circumflaiices, as fhews that the 
author was an e3‘e-witners of the fafts he 
rel.ites. Upon the whole, this aiticle, 
even in its prefent form, is a valuable 
actjuifition to our Englifh hiftoiy. 

We are next prelented with “ The 
Hiftory of the Reigns 6f Charles VJl 
and Louis XI. by Amelgard, a Pneft 
of Liege, ill the middle of the Fifteenth 
century." 

This is a copious p^fbrmancc, and 
throws fome conliderabie Hghc upon the 
Pieucb and EnglUh hiitory of iboie 


times. ** The ftile,'* according to M, 
du Thiel, the author of the account, ** ia 
clear, elevated, and piecife, though tba 
Latinity is nut always puic, and in many 
places it is far from iinpleafing." 0 
We fliail extra£I from this article fudi 
particulars only as are moft interelting to 
Knglifh leaders. He aflerts, that at 
the battle of Agincoui t, the French army 
was four times as numerous as that of 
the Englifh. He lelates, but without 
any confirmation, that Ueiny, before he 
relblved on giving battlei had offered the 
reftirution of Calais, and a large Aim of 
money; and he fays, that when theaHioo 
was julf about to begin, Henry harfingued 
his army in the following woids ; ** Brave 
and dear companions, tlie hour is come 
that you muft fight, nut fur glory and 
“ renown, but for life. Tlie aifogance 
** and ciuelty of the French are well 
known. Ic is certain that if, throiigli 
fear and cowardice, you Aiffer yuur- 
feJves to be conquered, they will not 
fpare a man of you, hat will flay you 
like fo many flieep. This will not be 
my fate, nor that of the Princes of 
my Blood; for the enemy will be 
more careful to preferve u**, from the 
hopes of obtaining a large ranfum, 
than they will be eager to deftroy us. 
But you have no reiource hut in your 
courage ; nor can you flatter )our« 
felvcs that the thiiflof gain will induce 
a nation that bears you the Itrungeff 
and moil inveterate hatir^ to Ipaie 
your lives. If then you think life 
preferable to death, remember, like 
heroes, the blood from which ye 
ipiung, the gljry and fame that the 
£ng) ifli have acquired in war, amt 
fight like brave and valiant men, for 
the preiei'vation of your lives." 

The abridged rel.ation Amelgard 
gives of the troubles in England, at the 
return of the Dukes of York and Somer- 
let, by nj means agrees with that of 
other hillorians. If we may believe him, 
Somerfet did not fall in the battle of St. 
Alban's (anno 1455) as almcfl all wri. 
ters lay, but was knocked on the head ac 
an inn, where he had a kind of interview 
with the Duke of York. The Kins 
(Henry Vl.) was wounded with an 
airow on this occafiori. "J'he Duke of 
York brought him to London, and 
remained there fume time mafler. Shortly 
after, obliged to quit that city, he railed 
an army, but wa?, in a flili fliorter time^ 
under the neceflity of feekiiig a reconcilia* 
tion with the King. He obtained lic$ 
pardon, but was obliged to enter Londoa 
III an ignominious manner, goin£ beforf 
the King, with his head bi^e, bctwefii 
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two prelates or peers of the realm.— All 
theJe relations, however, are tar from 
<xa£V, are conf ul'cd, given in an irregular 
order of time, ahd not well authenticated. 

Xhis is followed by an account of a 
l^wediili ManufL'n]>t Chronicle, beginniog 
with the rei^n ot Eric 1 . (about A, D. 
soo) and concluding with that of Chrii* 
tiau II. (A. U. 1520). 

The author ot this Chronicle, 0 !af 
PeCri, appears to have hern a man of 
jntegiity, and of great liberality ot ienti- 
snent. •* His work is very defective in 
the early times,'* lays the editoi, M. de 
ILeralio, but inoie exa£l in the middle 
age He blames ihe Swedifh and D<in>ili 
wi iters for having praifed in their ancc- 
tiers the fpijit of conqueft; and always 
gives pacific Princes thcgreatell eulogia. 

Ourieadeis will not be difpleaied with 
the following ftory of the daughter of 
Eric, who was King of Sweden in the 
third century. 

Kiic had only one daughter, 
named Thorborj^t who, difdaining the 
ordinary feminine occupations, confe- 
crated herfclf, fiom her earl ieft yel*r^, to 
all the exerciies of war. When hei 
father had fettled an efiate on her, (lie 
took man's habit, the ciiirafs, helmet, 
and fword j changed her name from that 

Tborborgt and took the title of King. 
She fixed her refidence at Oulleroker, 
(Ullerakei) and received with diliindiioti 
all warlike people that came to her couit, 
as long a%,they had no intentions of niar« 
riage. 

** A warrior famed for his valour 
reigned in the Weliern Gothland ; his 
name was Rolf- The ibveicign power he 
was veiled with did net belong to him by 
right of nature ; but Kiettil, his elder 
brother, had the generufity to yield it to 
him, as he knew lunilelf inferior to Rolf 
in the requifite qualities for a good Go- 
vernor* Kicttil knowing of no wife 
fhac might fuit his brother better than the 
Princefs of Sweden, advifed him to afk 
her in marriage. Jlolf having at ftrft 
obtained iheconfcnt of King Eric, went 
to prefent himielf to Thorborg, covered 
with one arm, and fword in hand : the 
demand was as Itoutly reje^led as it was 
nude, Thorborg anfweied, that it had 
never been her intention to turn a driidg- 
ing woman, or a maid, to any one; and 
ib-', having taken up her weapons, and 
aimed her people, forced this pretender to 
make his retreat. Judging, however, 
.that n warrior like Rolf would not be 
fHf^tened from his enterprize, fhe ha. 
jlftWd to encoinpafs her houfe with an 
' Eric gave permiSLun to 
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this Prince to effeff his projeft at any 
rate : he returned therefore, at the head 
of a numerous troop, and after repeated 
fruit iefs attacks leaped over the en- 
tieiichmenc. Surprized to find nobody 
therein, and to fee only tables covered 
with all kinds of liiflies, he was foon 
awate that a fecret paflage had favoured 
the flight of fhe Pnneefs, and that thole 
diflua were left there only as a tempta- 
tion in ihcir way on the purfuit. Every 
corner was Jcdi cheil out ; they difeovered 
the entrance of a Tub terra neons pa/Tage : 
they traced it, and at the other extremity 
they faw Thoi borg and her troop in order 
ot battle. 1 he combat was hot, and for 
fome time uncertain 1 victory at lalf 
declared foi the Piiiice, and Thoilvig 
became ins piiforer. She was treated 
with the grcatclf rel'peft, and repaiied to 
Upfal, to her faihei, where flic quitted 
her man's diefs, and married her con- 
queroi,** 

This curious and important article is 
followed by “ An Account of the Cri- 
minal Piocefs agaiiift Robeit of Artois, 
Count de Btaumont, Peer of France. 
Among the MSS. of Brienne. By M. 
de r Avcidy.’' The origin of this pro- 
cefs was^ a law-fuit, wherein Robert of 
Aitois was claimant for the property of 
the county of Artois, but be was un- 
fuccelsfu!; and this prompted him to 
engage in s6l8 and confpiracics, w»hich 
ended in his attainder and banifhmcnt, 
and the miihable deaths of fcviial of his 
adliercnts. This was in the beginning 
of the fourteenth century. ^ 

i he collection is finiflied with an ac. 
count, by M. de Guignes, of an Arabian 
MS. entitled, V The Hiftory of the Ala. 
bek Princes in Syria ; by AboulhafTan 
Aly, fui named Azzeddin, a Writer in 
the Thirtcc-nth Century of the Chriftlan 
ALra.*' This MS. contains the hilfory 
of the Alabeks, that is, of the Princes 
who have reigned at Mouflbul, in Mefo- 
potainia, from the year 477 to 607 of the 
Hegira, that is, from 1084 to 1210 of 
Jelus Chnft. The whole of this article 
is informing and entertaining; but we 
cannot extraft any paiticul?.rs"from it. 

We have reviewed thefc volumes with 
pleafure, though we cannot lake upon 
ouifcivcs to fpeak much in favour of the 
tranflation. The language is in many 
places vulgar, and ungrammatical* ; and 
even the Trandatoi's flioit Pieface ia 
maiked by fuch defeas, as fhew that ha 
attended veiy little to literary ornamenU^ 
or even nestnefs, though he feems to kava 
paid much attention to fidelity*

^HIS is a very inrerefting, entertain- 
** ing, and well-written performance, 
and is equally worthy the pcrufal of thole 
who may not, as of thole who may, have 
occalion to purfue the fame journey. 

Our author left Madras Sept. lO:, 
1787, and arrived at Buifura, a large 
town on the banks of the Euphrates, Fcbk 
23, 1 78s, from whence he and his com- 
pany proceeded in a boat to Hilla, built on 
the I'cite of ancient Babylon, which they 
reached the x 6th of March* On the 1 8th 
tliey took horfes for Bagdad, where they 
arrived the 20th, and parted with their 
guide, Mecr Joad, of whom the follow- 
ing account is given. 

‘‘ He was the foil of a Georgian (lave 
by a Turkilh w'oman i and having no pa- 
tiimony but his i'woid, cmbaiked at an 
early period of life in the profcfHon of 
arms. The firft military employment he 
«)btHiiicd was under an independent Chief, 
in the country of Scind, from wliofe fer- 
vices he paHTed into that of a Prince in 
Bengal, whei^ he remained many years# 
and became acquainted with the famous 
Monfieur Chevalier, the French Gover- 
nor of Chandernagore. This gentleman 
being about to convey the large foitunc 
he had amafled to Europe, over land, en- 
gaged Mcer Joad to accompaiiji him. 
Their journey was full of hardllfip and 
danger ; and in their palFagc over the De- 
falt, they were frequently attacked by 
numerous bodies of Arab plunderers, 
whom they rcpulfcd with uncommon fuc- 
cefs. Monlicur Chevalier wasjb well fa- 
tisficd with Mecr Joad's courage and 
condudl on thefe difficult occafions, that, 
as foon as he arrived in France, he re- 
commended him to the French Miniflry, 
and excited his intercA fo cffe^ually in 
his behalf, as to procure him the commif* 
fion of a field-officer in the Duke of Lux- 
emburg's Legion. In the uniuciefsful 
expedition agiinll jerfey, he was wound- 
ed and taken prifoner. After a detention 
of five months in England, he was ex- 
changed, and upon his return to France , 
was honoured by rhe King with a gold 
medal, expieiliveuf his gallant l^ehaviour. 
The f.uxemburg Legion being under or- 
ders for the ifland of Ceylon, whither 
Mecr Joad had no inclination to go, he 
reiigned his commiliion in the French 
army, and recurowd to his native city, 
VoL.

Bagdad* Here the fame of his fervice^H 
Europe, and letters of recommendation 
from pci'fons of high conicqucnce in 
France, procured him the appointment of 
Captain Bafliaw of the Turkifli fleet at 
BulTora, which he held till the capture of 
that place bv Shark Ithooing. As his 
condu£l on this occalion londercd him 
liable to fufpicions of having a private 
undcrllanding with the Arab chief, he 
thought it prudent to take refuge at 
Bombay, till the ffrff emotions of the an- 
ger the Bafhaw might have conccivi.d 
againll him Ihould have fubfulcd. His 
wliok behaviour, however, during his 
journey with us, was exprcifivc qf the moft 
diffrefsful anxiety rei‘pc6ling the recep- 
tion he Ihould meet with on his return* 
He was a lufty, perfonahlc man, about 
the age of forty ; fpoke the Turkifli, liiu- 
doflaii, Arabic, and Ficnch languages 
Well, and foine others impcrfc£lly. He 
was evidently endowed with good natu- 
ral abilities, but was totally illiterate ; not 
even polI'cHing the ufeful atts of reading 
and writing, of which he confcHld, and 
regretted his ienorance/’ 

Our travellers let our, on Iv>rrcl'nck, 
from Bagdad, the 241!! of March ; the 
party confiding, befitlcs the author, of 
Major Macleotl, Licuunant Morris. Ma- 
hommed Aga and Btv.ii Aga, th^ 'ra- 
tals [or couriers], Maliommcd their 
Turkifh fei vain, and Coja Bogos a 1 A; - 
raenian merchant. The 31ft they “ai- 
nvid at Evril, the antient Arbcla ncir 
which Alexander ovcrtlircw D nus. 
This is now a fmall village, but defended 
by a fort, partly built of mud, and part- 
ly of bricks; It dands on an aitificial 
hillock or mound of earth. Thcfc emi- 
nences, wlftch we had frequent ocrafion 
to obferve in our journey, from the firni- 
larity of their ihape, and from their al- 
ways ffanding fingly on the plains, are 
evidently the produce of human art and 
indudry. It is not unreafonablc to con- 
jculuic, that they^ were raifecl cither to 
preferve the inhabitants from inunda- 
tions, or to ftcure them ai'-ainff a furpraze 
from their enemies.'* — April 2d they 
reached iVofiil, a large town feated on 
the weftein bank of the Tigris; and, 
comparatively rpeaking, is the only place ' 
** of a handfome appearance (Jays the au- 
thor) weliavefeen fioce we left Bagdad.

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It is dcfcm^^ecl by ft wally whlcb fiirrounds 
ir» and acitadeb l>otli built of Itonc and 
plaifter ; but, from the bad quality of 
thofe materials) unequal to any defence 
Hi'ainft artillery. The Armenians c.tll :t 
Nii^'ehj and pictend* that it is the Ni- 
neveUof iLk antients; but feme learned 
men coiucndi that this famous city was 
on lAic cafVeni Iwmk of the Tigrisi oppo- 
fitc to Moful ; and if their coniciture is 
wellifuundcjd* not the fmallefl vclii,t>c of 
it now remains. 

“ Cojah itUas, an old Armenian mer- 
chant) on hcanne that three Englilh geu- 
llcmcn were ji rived, kindly invited us to 
Jiis iKiufe, and fentlioiTes for our convey- 
ance. We found him in a habitation 
newil^ built) and* though not in the Eu- 
ropean tade* neat and commodious. 

“ This city) from the badnefs of the 
materials, is in jj;cneral very indiflcrently 
built ; however) the door-cafeS) in almod 
evetyhoufe) are made of marble; and, 
as I : conjecture, have been brought hi- 
ther from the ruins of Ibmc other place, 
for tl cy do not correfpond v ith that 
meannefs of materials and aichitciturc 
which is feen in every other part of the 
build'ing* In a walk 1 took about the 
town) I difeovered, ne.ir the river, fomc 
ruins of walls and buildings, which feem- 
e(|,.to flicvv that Mofiil lias heretofore icen 
days of greater prorperity.” 

April izth they ariived at Diarbekir» 
where they wcic holpitably entertained 
by a German and a Ficnch millionary. 
“ Diarbel^h* is the capital of a province 
of the lame name, and is feated on the 
weftern hanks of the Tigris. It is de- 
fended by walls of hewn done, in the 
form of a Itju^ire; and, though much 
largei) beais a great icfemhlance to Fort 
Square at Madias ; however) the ram- 
parts arc fo thin, that they do not afford 
room for the cxercifc of cannon. There 
is a biklge of hewn doncyand fomc other 
edifices of the fame materials in the town) 
which-arc now decaying, and only ferve 
to Ihcvv that it has formerly been in a 
more profpert'us condition. This city is 
rich and populous, and ihe feat of a Pa- 
ehialiC'S its mhabitantsionfid of Turks 
«nd Chridians of various feds; fuch as 
Armenians, Syrians, Greeks, and Nedo- 
rians : the two former have each of them 
A bifliop, and the Nedorians or Chalde- 
ans, united to the Church of Rome, a 
patriarch, whom I viliced, and who Teems 
to de%ve the high dignity with - which 
he IS inveded* 

duoh istlie frequency and audacity of 


the robbers in this country, that the ^ooti 
of all the houTes in Dinrbekir are kept 
ihur,3nd fccurely bolted, even in' the day •« 
time.’* 

After enduring confiderable faiiguc, 
ihcv arrived, May the nth, at limit, 
within fixty miles of Conltantilfople* 
“ I'his place, the ancient Nicomedia bf 
Bithyiiia, is a large populous town, ftat- 
ed on the declivity of a hill, and cxrcfnd- 
ingtotlie Tea-fide : it has a good pof:bn‘ 
a gulph of the fame name'. 

May nth they arrived in fafety at 
Conltantinoplc. “ WewcrcToon inform- 
ed,” fays our author* that the plague 
had begun to rage :n this city, and at 
Smyrna was very rife ; bat we were bc- 
comu fo accudomed to danger, that this 
Icourge of nations gave us little concern. 

“ Tlic^city of Conffartinople is inha- 
bited by Turks, Jews, Armenians, and 
Giceks : and it is a curious circuniffance, 
that the plague islcldom equally d'cftruc- 
tive to all thefe different nations at the 
fame lime ; its ravages arc generally con- 
fined to one of them, while the reft, com- 
paratively Tpcaking, fulTer but little lofs. 

**' Some years ago, an inhabitant of the 
fliores of the Euxinc Tea fiiccclfivcly cur- 
ed Icvcn hundred perluns of the plagufe’ 
at Conftaytinopie ; and it was thought 
that he was in poffeffion of a fpccific for 
that dertruftive malady. Some time af- 
ter, the plague broke out again, and the 
phyfician was Tent for ; but notwithdand-* 
ing the lingular efficacies of his remediui 
on the forme*r occafion, he was now found 
unable to relieve in a fingic cafe.*' 

On the 1 8 th our author and his com- 
pkny departed from Conftantinopic in a 
French fhip for Tricftc, where they ar-. 
rived on the 27 <h of July, am! on the 
id of September took a polt-chaife for 
Venice. As we were entirely ignorant 
of the Italian language,’* fays he, “ and 
were unprovided with an interpreter, the 
innkeepers on the road made us pay 
double the ufual price f(»rour meals, as 
well as the hire of the pod'horfes. Ac 
one place the poft-mafter refufed to lc( 
us have horfes, unlefs we produced the 
bill of the former Itage, that he might 
fee to what amount we had been impoled 
upon, and regulate his own charges. 1 
pietendcd to have loft this paper $ but as 
be infulently dedared we ihould not de- 
part, even on foot, till he faw it, I was» 
much againft my inclination, compelled 
to produce it.**— From Venice they pro-

Forty-Seventh Day. 

Thursday, June u. 

AAAJOR Scott was again called by the 
Managers. He was aiked, whether 
he was not the Agent of Mr. Hadings ? 
This quedinn he anfwercd in the affirm- 
ative. He was next alked, whether 
he had not received wr/V//?;/ indriK^Vions 
from Mr. Hadings for his government 
in ail cafes refpcdling his principal? 
His anfwer was, that he had. He was 
then directed toprotince lliofe iydruc- 
tioiis, and he produced them accord- 
ingly. They weie in the band-wntirig 
of Mr. Hadings. The Clerk, by order 
of the Lords, read them. 

The agency of Mqor Scott being 
thus edablifhed, he was a(ked,*wheihtr 
he bad not delivered to a Selecl Com- 
mittce of the Houfe of Commons a pa 
pYr purporting to be a letter from 
JMurny Begum, in which flit acknow- 
ledged that (he had given Mr. Hadings 
a lack and a half of rupees for enters 
tainments. He admitted that he had 
delivered fuch a letter ; hut he did not 
deliver it as coming from Mr Hidings, 
or as in any degree affc6ling that gen- 
tleman. He conlidered it at the time 
as a paper of no conC-qiience. — He was 
then a(ked, why he had delivered to a 
Committee of the Houfe of Commons a 
paper which be conlidered to be bl no 
coiirequence.— In reply ht faid, that as 
it related to a tranfa^lion which had 
taken place fo far back as 1771;, he 
pould not have fuppofed it applicable to 
the enquiry then before the Committee, 
Mr. Burke deiired theni that the wit- 
nefa would give fome reafon to (hew 
he had delivered a paper, tvbich he 
.did not CQRceive to be applicable t<i the 
enquiry then before the Com m it tec 
To this quedion a direS anfwer was 
pot 8ivep,-^Tb9 witoeft faid be did not 
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fee at the time fxf what life {ofooVfJh a 
thin^' could be. 

Mr. Burke driired dhe witueft would 
fpeak more reipecilully of a )»rucee<lii‘g 
indltutcd by ihc Houle* of Commons; 
a procrt d'iig fet on fool for ihr piirpofe 
of afe^ rtAimug whar ail-s of corruption 
and oppreffiou bjul taken pi -ice under 
the adminiftiation of -a Govrrnor- 
Geiural of Bengal — Surh was the 
proceeding which tlic witnefs prci'iimed 
to call a fool'Jh thinpt* Majoi Scott fnid, 
he did not mean to apply tliis expre/iion 
to any proceeding ot the Hcuife of* 
Commons ; he applied it folrly to the 
fwhjrift of the Uc gum’s letter — H9 WrH 
afl;.d, whether he hid read tin p<p<r 
he delivered to the Committee. He 
faid he might have read a part ilt it, but 
hv’ did not think that he had lead the 
hole cf it— He remembered that in 
hat he had read ot it, the Begum 
cqrnplaincd that Mr. Goring had nfed 
her haillily to make her lign fome 
paper, or Hccoiilits, 

Tlie lion. Manager aikrd, whether 
he had not drlivtied the- letter rn 
qiicrtion for thepnrpofe ol leiTening the 
credit of Mr. Goring’s evidence, which 
he l:niw to be agamfl Mr. HaPinijs? 

Mi» Law, Ccunfel tor the prifoner, 
faid it was nuihing to the prelciit tiial, 
with vvhat view the paper hatl hreii 
dclivcMcd, as it was clear, Irom what 
the w'itnefs had faid this day, that he 
bad not pcciented it in the ntime, or in 
the behalf, or with the kiiOw|t;dgc of 
Mr. Haftings. 

Mr. Burke intifled that he had a 
Tight to aikf what wrr the objr^ f(»i> 
which the wntflefs had delivered the 
paper in queftion ; a paper ip which 
there was an acknowledgement, that a 
lack and a half of rupees had been give 
to Mr, Haftings, 

Mr. Law inftftcd, that unlela a p

Tt was very wdl 
known that many .//i?7j could be proved 
to the fatisfadtion of every conjlieniious 
roan by evidence, which, though in its 
own nature good and convincing, 
would not be admitted in a Court of 
Law. But it would be a ftrange thing 
indeed, that a tharge fupported by 
cvdcnce which w'as every thing hut 
legaly fliould be faid to be Jlandrrous 
and chlimniousy merely hecaufe certain 
rul^s of law declared that evidence not 
to be admifllble in lawt which would 
carry convidion to the brenft of every 
roan who retd it. 

The evj.lcrice offered bv the Mana- 
gers was not fabricated by them ; if it 
was fl-indeions, the flancler was upon 
recordt in the archives of thcRifl-India 

• Company, from which the Commons 
bad taken it^ 

Mr. Law faid.hc didnot mean to ap- 
ply to any proceeding of the Houfe of 
Commons, the terms Jlandtrous or ca- 
lumnious ; but he had tlie authority of 
the Houfe of Conimons to declare, that 
the Hon. Manager had iifed flandcrous 
and calumnious expreflions not w'ar- 
ranted or countenanced by the Doufe. 

Mr. F 'X took fire at this afleition. 
He iaid, it w;i8 highly irregular and 
indecent in an Advocate, to allude to 
any tr.infiftiou that h.*d taken place 
within the walls of the Houfe of Com- 
roons. But it was ft ill more indecent 
to allude to it for the purpofc of mijr 
Jlating and ni/frepre/enling it. He faid, 
that when their Loidllups would do 
the Managers the honour of looking 
into the Journ.il of the Houfe of Comr 
inonsi they would find nothing there 
that could wairant the expreflions 
which the learned Counfel had pre- 
fa med to drop. The Houfe of Comr 
roons had notufedonc fmgle word that 
could in ih^ moft diftant degree be 
conftrued to convey the idea thrown 

♦ out by the learned gentleman. The 
dignity pf the iMfe wWpb b? bad ibp 


feredin evidence thofe very documents, 
on the authority of which the Com- 
mons had pronounced the charges to 
be well-founded, and had fent them to 
their Lordfhips as articles of impeach- 
ment againft the prifoner* He infilled, 
therefore, that their Lurdfliips flinuld 
give their opinion on the expreifions 
ufed by the learned advocate. 

Mr. Liw replied, th-ithe knew it was 
not for him to allude to any thing that 
had pafled in the Houfe of Commons, 
unltfs he bad been matle acquainted 
wiih it in a particular way ; and even 
tlicNy he was to nieiition it as a thing 
that he had huvdy lathpr than as a 
thing which had attually pafled in an 
aifembly, with whofe proceedings it 
was proper to fnppofe he had no means 
of milking hiinfrlf acquainted, It was 
from the mouth of the Hon. Manager 
hiinfclf, at their Lordfliips* bar, he had 
heard what had paflVd in the Houfe of 
Commons ; and it was from the cir- 
cumltaoce of its having been ftated by 
him, thSlt he had ventured to mention it. 

Mr. F >x fald this was a new mifT 
reprefeiJt'iiion, tor the Hon. Manaj;cr 
had never fa id a word at the bar of 
their Lordihips, that could convey ap 
idea that tAe Managers had ufed Jtdn~ 
derotis and calumnious exprelfions 
againft the prifoner. — Mr. Fox faid 
afterwards, that he would not confent 
to proceed in the trial, until their Lordr 
ftiips ihould have given an opinion re- 
fpc6tmg the txpreflion ufed by the 
learned Counfel, If their Lordfhips 
fliould decline giving an opinion, h^ 
muft beg leave to return to the Houf^ 
of Commons for frefli inftrn6tion8. 

The words imputed to Mr. Law were 
taken down and read to him, ^nd he 
acknowledged that they were pretty 
pearly the fame that he had ufed. 

The Lords were going to retire to 
take the words into confideration-r-bul 
the Lord Chancellor faid that with 
which the Managers were (ktisfied. Hc 
(Aid ^at it WAS contygry tQ Hj^rdAf 
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the Counfel to advert to any thing that 
had paired in the Houfe of Common^ ; 
and that it was indecent to apply the 
terms jlanekr or calumny to any thing 
that was faid by their authority ; and 
thatfuch exprellions mull not beufed. 

The Managers then went back to 
the examination of Myor Scott They 
aiked him again what he conceived 
would be the efle^St, with rerpeft to Mr. 
HaftingSfOf the produ«5tion of the paper 
which he had dcMivered to the Scied 
Committee of the Houle of Commons » 
though ^he thought it was a paper of no 

i:orifcciuti)ce ? 

Mr* Law objedfed to the que(tion» 
bteaufe he laid it was abfolutely 
immaUrial to the trial in which 
Mr. Haftings was at ifliie with the 
Houfe of Commons, what Major Srott 
coTicrived about the meaning or efFcdt 
of a paper not before their Lordftiips. 

The Managers however perlifting 
in their queftion, the Lords adjourned 
to the Chamber of Parliament to take it 
into confideraiion. After about an 
hour’s abfence they returned to VVrft- 
minltcr-hall, and the Lord Chancellor 
informed the Managers that their Lord*- 
Ih'ps had refolved that the queltion 
ought not to be put. 

The Managers then purfurtl other 
gounds to entitle them to read in evi- 
dence the papers delivered by Major 
Scott to the Sele:i Committee. — ^They 
proved from the Major’s o^yn mouth 
that he had appeared bcforO’the beledl 
Committee in the capacity of the af^tnt 
of Mr. Haftings ; that he never told the 
X'ornmitlce that he attended as a private 
ptntlernan 5 that he delivered the letter 
m qur flionof hti own accord and unuf^ed* 

The Managers contended, that under 
this evidence they were entitled to read 
the letter, as it appeared now to have 
been delivered by the prifoner's o%on 
acting under his indrudtions 

Mr. Law' replied, that the inftrufiions 
jdid not go to this letter ; and that as 
fhere was no proof that it had ever 
been feen by Mr. Haftings, it could not 
be brought in evidence againft him. 

Mr. Burke infifted, thatthc Managers 
were fully entitled to read the letter, 
for they traced the delivery of it to 
^he avoiyed agent of Mr. Haftings, 
who, by having delivered it unajked^ 
ynoft probably intepds^d to ferve him by 
the pri>du£fion of it. They had proved 
alfo yefterday.thatMr. Babcr.boldinga 
9 ( 6 (;c qadcr the hgd 


fenr a tranjlathn of this letter by tfie/ii/f 
andkept aiopy of it; it was always to be 
prefumedr and fo it was confidered in 
law^ that when it was provt cl ihata leU 
-ter had been put into the poll- office, n 
hid lieen ^fterward^delivered acxorcUiig 
to its addrefs. On this prefumption 
they had fent a notice ytiUrday to Mr. 
Hailing , to produce that tranfluion 
fent u> him by the puff ; and they called 
upon him now to produce it. 

Mr. Lavv di fired the IJon. Manager 
would firft prove the receipt of it, be- 
fore he called upon Mr. Haftings to 
produce it. 

Mr. Burke fod, he could not prove 
pofitively theaflLMl receipt of the Ittur 
by Mr. Hafting?, but llill it was fairly 
ro* be prefumed he had received it } 
2Uid the fuppreftion of ii was a crime in 
the prifontr, who ought to Inwe tranf- 
niilted it to the Couit of JJiie^ors. 
Hc'W’cver, to fupply the wniit of this 
p'jjltive proof, Mr. Burke laid mention 
wa^ made of this letter in the iithKrpoit 
of the Select Committie ol cue Hiiufe 
of Commons, ac.d it was (inled as die 
ground of a criminal charge agamft 
Mr. Haftings. Having pren iled this, he 
aiked M»jor whcthei tic had not 
fent the i ith Repoit to India lo Mr.Ha- 
ftings. The M^jor acknow'tdiied that 
he had fent it, but was not al)V in 
that it had reached him. He had fent 
it with a letter ; and Mr Htlhngs after- 
wards acUnovvlt dgcd in letter the 
reieipt of many from the wiijgcfH ; but 
whet^'cr that which accomp.iintd the 
tjth Rtp(?rt, was one ut tholir fo ac- 
knowledged U) haw been received, he 
W^s not able from memory to afeertain. 

The witnefs, in anfwtr to a queftion 
put to him by Lorti Porchtfter, ad- 
mitted, that Mr. Hdfings had not 
found fault with him for having deli- 
vered t'^e paper in queftion. 

Mr. iheii caufed the general 

powers givin by the priionerlo MajcT 
Scott, to be lead \ and it appealed that 
thiy were veiy l/i oad indt t tit and au- 
thurifed him to •a^\ in rvbMV thing 
that concerned his honour and cha- 
racter, or the DiuNlTv of His ad- 
ministration. 

Mr. Burke then obferved, that hav-

M. deMirabeaUi Member of the Committee 
of Five» made the report of the Committee 
on%e Declaration of Rights ; and having in 
a ihort fpeech fliewu the difficulty of fuch a 
Declaration, fora government thit hat hitherto 
heeti vicioust and to employ fuch a Declaration 
as a preliminary of the conftitution of a peo- 
ple, whofe conftituenC principles are unaf- 
eertained, he read the report, confiftingof 
eighteen articles, which comprehended the 
great and immutable truths which oi^hc to be 
the bafis of all Governments. 

SuBSTANCB of the Declaration of 
Rights, by the Commit tel of Five, 
appointed to reduce all other Sckemls into 
one, 

THE Reprefentatives of the French Nationi 
confide ; ing that ignorance, forgetfulnefs, or 
neglcA of the Rights of Men, are the caufe

The predu 61 ion drew 
Che loudeft plaudits from the Affembly, as 
well on account of the cleamefs of the ideas 
of M. Bergalfe, as the importance of the 
fubjeA, and the wildom with Which he has 
treated it. 

After having difplayed the iniquities which

Plot on Brest. 

The attention of the Atfembly was next 
engaged by feveral petitions and communica- 
tions from Bretagne. In confequence of the 
letter of the Duke of Doifett fufpicions arofe 
h\ Bretagne againfli various noblemen, whom 
they arrefted and detained.— lictters ftating 
the particulars were read j and the unfor- 
tunate gentlemen prayed the National Af- 
• *embly to interfere, and to enable them to 
jiiftify their honour agaitifl th(»fc cruel and 
thuckuig rrccofations. Anwthtr letter from 
tlic gentlemen and officers of Breft ; and a 
third from the, Conamiffion appointed by the 
Alfembl^ of Bretaj^ne, ftating that they had 
made every pofliblc inquiry into the faft, 
without gaining the leaft light, and thei cfore 
reqvieftiiig the National AtTembly to obtain 
from the Englifh Ambaflfador further infor- 
mation on the fubiedl, as his letter w.is vague 
Slid unfatisfadtnry. They ftated that this 
protended plot was the caufe of the divifions 
and fufpicions that reigned in the pi ovince, 
of the outr.ageous calumnies that had been 
fpread againft the Nobleffe, and of all the 
violences that had enfued. 

The Affembly, after a long and warm de- 
bate, in winch it was obferved, that the 
Duke of Dorfet faid he knew no more of 
the plot than what he had commnnicated, 
rcfulved, (hat tliey could do no more on the 
fnbjedk, and that this (hould be made known 
to die States of Bretagne.

Declaration of Riokts. 

M. Demeunter pointed out an error in M 
printing of the Declaration propofed by tho 
Committee of Five, which, as it didfnot enter 
into the above abftradl, it is not neceflary lo 
particularize. 

M. de Crenierc then opened the debate. 
The definition of Rights prefented by M. de 
Mirabean, in the name of the Committee^ 
he faid, was faulty, in laying down that the 
Rights of Man were the refute of the eternal 
principles of his liberty, becaufe principles 
and rights were dtftindl things % that the 
American Declaration, which had been the 
model of this, was the mod improper that 
could have been made, and the moft wilful 
outrage agamft liberty ; that the moft glaring 
error of the CommKtee, in drawing up their 
Declaration, was in ^fiderhig the Rights of 
Men and of Citizens as the fame : that this 
point was fo far from being clear, that not 
one of the Declarations that bed been printed 
agreed with another; ;(nd Chat Che number of 
Rights, in the papm fubmicted to the con- 
fideratioii of-rtTe SurcauXf had rifen from 
five to fixty foot-, Thefe Rights, he added, 
are no other than the refidt of onr Conven- 
tions ; and as there are two forts of Conven- 
tions, fo are there two forts of Rights— 
ciffary Rights and Rights. A Decla- 
ration of Rights ought to contain only thn 
neceffafy Rights. 

The debate now became general. Some 
maintained that the plan of the Committee 
was imperfedt ; and others admitted that ihe 
Declaratipn contained fome improper expref^ 
fions, blit Thought it might be eafily amended. 

The Baron de Cuftine, after a long dif- 
feitaciun on the danger of giving coo much 
liberty to the people, propofed lo leave oct 
the Right of rejijting oftffreJfiQn, 

The opiniqp of M. Bonnet appeared to be 
the wifeft and moft moderate. He propofed 
Chat they (hould feparate into Bureauje, and 
theie chiife from among the different Ds- 
clarations chat which (honkl appear the moft 
pioper Co be made the bafis of difeuffion in 
the Alfombly, and there pu: the ^ueftion on 
each article in order. 

M. Raband de SainC-Etienne obferved, that 
the Declaration was drawn up in a vague and 
indeterminate manner : that it required or- 
der, method, and, above all, that connec- 
tion by which one idea fo lows as a neceflary 
confequence from another ; that all its 
maxims ought to be indifputable ; that they 
ought to be the horn hook of children, and 
make part of the education of youth ; that 
the elements of this grand work (boiiU be 
foch as to make it the duty of every okiien 
to get them by licgrt, and thus be the meam. 
of forming a generation of fizz man.— 
Net ought wf to omlti added be^ to enrich 

Ibis 
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thii becUratlokl With preforvativo mastiiiiti 
fuch tt may teach men to roainuin their 
rights; and in this refpedt it is that (bo 
Abbd Syeyes has excelled. 

M. Prieur propofed ro divide the queChon 
on die Declaration ef theCommictee into two 
parts, anl Co conlider firft the plan, and then 
the diflerent articles. If the plan ihould be 
rejedied, the Committee might begin another | 
if it ihould be adopted, the Aflembly might 
proceed to examine the articles, and begin 
by (inking out feveral that came not properly 
within its vieW| but belonged to the Condi- 
lotion. 

M. de Binzat, mounted on the celebrated 
Ilotbest alTcrted that political afTociatioiis were 
not formed by choice ; that they were the 
confequences of men's weaknefs or wants , 
and dierefoi'e, that it would he extremely 
difficult to (hew what were the Rights of 
Men and Citizens. 

M. de Mirabeau rofe to exculpate himfelf 
from the accufation of having contradidled 
his own principles in the Declaration, by 
making the army fubjedl to the Civil Magif- 
traces ; and after (hewing from the text of 
tlie work, that it was nut meant to give the 
formation of the army to the civil power, 
he Added, that neither civil or political li- 
berty could ever exid, where the military 
power was not fubje^ to the leg dative. 
With rcgaid to the plan of the Declaration, 
its errors, tlii'oughouc. lay in the drawing 
up — the only fubjedt in which (hjpotifm was 
iiecelTai-y ; for, in a work drawn up by fe- 
veral liandSi w»rds eften txclaim^ with in^ 
dignation at the company they wtrfput inia, 

M. Demeiinier, another member of the 
Committee, faid the^Shic ; and in difeuHing 
4 lic mode of forming a good Declaration, re< 
futed an opinion fuggeded by Che Abbe Gre- 
goire and uthei s, tliac fuch woi k ought to 
have a treat lie of theology at its head. 

M. de Cudine, after obferving that there 
was a wide difference between prejudice and 
irutbf propoleU taking one or other of the 
Declarations in'o immediate confideration. 

Another Member fuppnrted the motion of 
M> Bonnet, becaufe, he faid, in debating in 
the National AlTembly, Membeis rofe to 
fpeak mechanically t and for no other reafon 
but becaufe tliole who f<u next them had 
done fo b^ore. 

This motion, at fird, obtained fome at- 
tention, and was on the point of being debated, 
when 

M. de Mirabeau moved to podpone the 
di awing up of a Declaration of Rights till 
jrfter fettling the Conditution. This was re- 
ceived with general approbation But 

M* Chapelier and M* Peytion de Ville- 

neuve demonftraied that it was leverfing the 


natural order of things, and uliwoftliy tti# 
dignity of the Aflembly. It had already 
been refulved chat there (hoiild be a Declad* 
ration of Rights at the head of the Conftid 
tuckm, and it would be abfurd to proceed to 
the latter, without completing the foiWier* 
If occafion (hould require, conclufions migiK 
be modified I but principles being abioluc# 
end invariable, if they were preceded by the 
eonfequences to be drawn from them, it 
would be impoffible not to foil into fomo 
contradidlion, if, in unfolding the detail, 
they (hould attempt to fuit principles Co cir- 
cumftances. 

M. Rhedon, in a very eloquent fpeacli, 
without giving any opinion on M. de Mira- 
beau’s motion, maintained that a Dtxlariuioci 
of Rights ought not to corifiR of difl im*^ pro- 
poficions, but of one uniform treaiife, clear, 
ednei^e, and intelligible to all mankind, the 
unaffedled eloquence of which migtic Ihew 
that it was only the veftibule of a majellic 
national edifice. 

M. de Blailel and M. Garat warmly (>{>- 
pefed M. de Mirabeau's motion. The latter, 
in doing homage to his talents, faid his elo- 
qu; nee often embarrafTed the Airsmbly be- 
tween opinions diredUy oppofite. M. de 
Mirabeau replied with gre.iC fptric ; .nui (ni 
the queflion being put, it was icfolved t<» 
refer the Declaration to the Bnrejux, to be 
there confidcred article by article.

Thx Loan. 

M. de Mirabe.iu took notice, thnt the 
Loan of Thirty Millions fnled ho^owly t— • 
that, in fixing tlie mterefl at r<» low a rate, 
the National Affembly had proceeded, iu> 
doubt, on the hope that patnotifm woiikl 
have induced the nation to come chearfwUy 
forward to the national exigency. In tliif 
they had been deceived ; and it now re- 
mained for them to compleat the Loan by 
augmeotiiig the bonus. The honourable 
Member concluded by moving that his Ma- 
jefly be authorized to employ Inch me.ins at 
his prudence (hould fuggeit, for cat rying into 
effedt that Loan. 

An Hon. Member, perceiving the great 
inconvenience which would retulr from e 
fuddeii change in the fentiments of the Af- 
fembly on a fubjedt that flowed from the 
folemn decree of the Reprefentatives Of Wh C 
be called the moR enlightened nation in tho 
uiuverfe, and fearing that their change would 
injttie rather than fupport public credit, faid, 
that the Bank had already received eight 
millions. That this was but tlie 1 yih day of 
the month, and that it was impoffible, as yet, 
to afcercain what would be the efledl of tho 
Loaa ia (be yroviacca, and 10 foreign oationt. 
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Tb^ the leoders might forget the

II. The law being tbe exprefliop of tfilf 
general will, every citizen ought mediately 
or immediately Co co-operate in the founda* 
of the law. 

13. The law ought to be the fame for all y 
and no political anrl'.oncy is obligatory on the 
citizen, but as it commands in the name of 
tbe law. 

14. No citizen can be accuied, nor trou* 
bled in the exercife of his property, nor re- 
ftrained in his liberty, but by virtue of law, 
in the form preferibed, and in the cafes pre* 
vioufly announced *. 

15. Punifhment hy law ought always to 
be pniportioned to the oflence, without any 
exception of rank, ftate or fortune. 

Of thefe fifteen articles, except the four* 
teenth, which was referved for future dif. 
cullion the fubflance was ultimately com- 
prized in fix, a copy of which, with the 
preamble, we (h dl fuhjoin to the debate. 

1 he debate was long and defultory. Every 
Member who fp. ke on the peamble, or any 
one of tbe articles, took the liberty of de* 
fcaniing on the whole plan ^ and in objedl- 
ing to all or any part of it, thought liimfelf 
bound to propofe fomething of his own. 
Of luch a clebncc, a minute account would 
be equally difbcult and uniiiterefling. What 
follows contains the principal heads. 

M. Anfon, the Receiver -Genera!, and 
one of clip Deputies of Pans, opened the dif* 
cullion of the preamble. He complained 
that the whole plan wanted the energy and 
tile dignity that ought to charaflerife fo ex- 
alted a woik .IS an expofition of the Righta 
uf Man ; a^d propofed a new one. 

M. Target alfo faid, that the Rights of 
Man ought to be prefenied to the Naiioii in 
terms more firm, energetic and complete ; 
that each article ouglit to contain principled 
and deductions elTential to tlie prelervation of 
1 berty, and furnrfh every Citizen with a wea- 
pon to oppofe to every fpecies of uppref* 
fion. 

M. Demeunier faid, the fubflance of tlie 
firfl ten articles might be comprized in a muck 
fmaller number. 

M. de la Borde propofed a preamble, im- 
porting that the foie objeft of €ver>' focial 
union of every political inttitution, is to make 
known, enlarge, and fecure the rights of the 
Citizens ; and that it is the duty of the re* 
pref entatives ef the nation to draw up a fum«> 
mary uf the rights which a man brings with 
him into fociety, or may acquire in it— 
rights which all laws are made to proteft^ 
and which no laws can infringe. 

M. Duquefnay fupported tills preamble i 
and M. Vernier, M. de Virieo, and the Vif- 


It wai agreed io the difettffion> to poflfone tbe cofiTidaratioii of this amide altogether. 
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fooQt Mirabeaa pn^fed othen of their 

own. 

M. de Volney propofed to infert in the 
preamble* ift* The date and the reign : ad* 
A fuccin^ detail of the reafons that made a 
Peciaratinn neceilary ; 3d| The caufes of the 
prefent diforder* arifing from the Governors 
forgetting their duty^ and the ^cverned their 
Mights, 

M. Mounter defired that the preamble of 
the Committee of Five, drawn up by M. de 
Mirabeau, with the addition of an invoca- 
tion to the Supreme Bein^ might be taken 
into confideration. 

A Member of the Clergy moved to defer 
the debate on the preamble till another day ; 
and defired that the order might be enforced, 
which directs that no motion on affairs of 
importance lhall be debated till after being 
three days before the Atfembly. « 

The Piefident fatd, the Declaration of 
Rights had been more chan thiee days before 
i^he Aflfembly, and chat if they were to de- 
liberate three days on each article, it could 
|iuc be completed in fixty dozen days. 

The fenfe of the Affembly was immedi- 
ately taken on the preamble of the Sixth 
JStotaUf which was rejedledj and after fome 
debate on the mapnerof inti ciducing tlie name 
nf the Supreme Being, that of the Com- 
Diitcee of Ftve, wi^h 9 fety amendments, 
was adopted. * 

The Affembly thep propegded to Che dif- 
Cuflioi of the articles. 

M. Dandrd propofed to Rrike out the fir A 
five, and infert the following fiom Che De- 
claration of the Marquis de n Fayette: 
f The inalienable l^cl^of Man are liberty, 
property, Pjoint^^e^ality of rigliCs, the 
defence of his honour and his life, the 
free communication of his thoughts, and 
** refinance againA opprefllin*** 

The Bjihop of Laogres, M. Salle, M. 
Blin, and the Duke de la Rociiefoucaulc alfo 
piopofed articles iqAead of chofe of the 
Bureau, 

At length M. Mounter propofed three ar- 
ticles ioAead of the lirA fix j two of them 
extri^s from the Declaration of ibe Marq'ds 
f}e la Fayette, which, after fume debate on 
particular exprelTions, were agreed to, and 
^he A^emhly adjourned to 

August. 20. 

The fourth and Afth articles propofed by 
yhe Chevalier de Lamete met with very little 
oppofitioq lyitli y^:«rc| to the fubAancc, but 
occafioned fome debate op pie manner of 
yvording them.

On the words << evidently harlfnl ie Ib- 
ciety,'* in the fifth, M. Pifinn da Od o n d 
contended that the woid rnJsmiJp wnoM be 
the fouice of perpetual difpute,diicMierT,aed 
evafion { and by that means expnted the si^ghie 
of the fubjedt, or the fpirit ef the law, m 
continual violation ; and tlie woid 
out. 

The fixth article was the^fid^eft oT 
debate. More Chan a di'zen am en dko an tt or 
fubAitutes were propAfad; and ee each of 
the movers defended hs own prapofiuta 
with all the partiality of a f.iCilM:, it was ex- 
tremely diftlcnlc for Uie AfiemUy teAKWi 
any one of them. 

At length the Bilbopof Attttm,ad»haimr 
one of the Secretaries, had a better eppor-r 
Cnnity of confidering thefe variiiUB propo. 
fitions than tlie other Membeiv, dpew op ao 
article, comprifing the fubA:tnc 8 of ttMo 
all, u hich at once fixed the debate. 

After much difenfiion on the qoelliamii

or fufccptiblesiozW employment's, M. Meuoier 
propoied to infert after admifihlet the wonb 
John fa caf)acite\ which, after a IhortdcHwet 
was agreed to. But an alfei tion the Pke- 
fident had been guilty of a btcaJi of onler, 
in deciding f>n an amendment witimut a pee- 
yioiis difcuflloti, again o|iened tlie dehile. 

M. Hmery, wiihnut imputing auy degree 
of blame to the Frcfident, expatiuLfd oo tlw 
d.ii'ger of filtering the word (aipoaVr to in- 
m iti^of which the Nob lity uitglic one d 
tike a(]v.iiiCi>ge to anogate again ta cbeoiMtet 
the cxclufive right to aii public employ- 
ments. 

Tins renewed debate appeared to give 
much uneafinefs to the PrtTideiit, who dc^ 
mnu Jed with great firmnefs, either Uut the 
AfTcniUy Ihould explain in wh.it ref|wA lie 
h'lii been inattentive to his duty, or that tlw 
act Illation Ihould he publicly letra^cd.

Tia Preamble and Articles cf the 
BacLAKATioEf of RiOHTs decntd by 
the Batxoval Assembly. 

The Reprefentatives of the French Na- 
tion, conftituced in National AiTembiyy con- 
fidenng that ignorance, forgetfulnefs, oroeg- 
ledt of the Rights of Men, are the foie caufes 
of public evils, and the corruption of Go- 
vernments, have refolvcci to fet forth/ in a 
folemii Declaration, the natural, inalieiiahle, 
end facred Rights of Men ; to the end that 
this Declaration being conttaoUy prefent to 
ell the Members of the Social Body, may, 
without ceafing, remind them of their rights 
end their duties s that the adls of the legifla- 
tive and executive power may, at any time, 
he comped with the objedl of every poli- 
tical inftitution, and thence refpedl it the 
snore ; that the op])ofition of the Citizens, 
founded in future on plain and indifputable 
principles, may always tend to the preferva- 
tkx) ^ the conftitutioD, and the happinefs 
of all.'* 

The National Aflembly therefore, in the 
prefence, and under the protedlion of the 
Supreme Being, recognizes and declares the 
following Rights of Men and Citizens. 

' 1. All men are born and continue free and 

equal : diflindlions in fociety can be inRiioied 
puly for the common advantage. 

II. The objedl of every political aflbeiation 
ought to ^rotedt the naturjl and indefeafible 
rights of mem thefe are liberty, pioperty, 
feenrity, and refiRance againR opprelTion. 

III. The principle of all fovereignty rtfides 
clTentialiy in the Nation. No body of men, 
no individual, h.is a right to excrcife an au- 
thority which doef not emanate from the 
pation. 

IV. Liberty confiRs in the power of doing 
every thing that iiurts not another. Thus the 
exercife of the natural lights of eveiy man 
has no limits but fuch as fecure the enjoyment 
pf the fame rights to the other members of 
fhe focitty . Thefe limits can only be mai ked 
put by the law. 

V. The law ought to forbid fuch adlions 
pnly as are hur^M to the fociety ; whatever 
|s npt forbidden by the law is fubjedl to no 
pftraint, and no one can be obliged tp do 
ffhukt the law does not ordain. 

y 1. The law is Uie expreinou of the ge-. 
perai will, and all the citizens have a right to 
poocur, perfonallyor by their reprefentatives, 
in its foi mation : it ought to be the fame for 
all, whether in protedliog or puniibiog . All

employments, according to their capacity % 
and without any diftindlion but what artfea

To preferve unbroken the chain of the de« 
bate on tliefe Articles, we forbore to men- 
tion the following circumDances in the order 
in which they occurred* 

On Wednefday evening, immediately after 
the preamble of the Declaration of Rights was 
agieed to, the Prefident announced to the 
Aflembly the arrival of a convoy of five mil- 
lion weight of corn for the fubfiflence of the 
capital and its environs, under the efcort of a 
volunteer company of the City Militia of 
Havre. Some of thefe volunteers, who had 
been introduced within the balluflrade behind 
the Prefident's bureau, were warmly applau- 
ded for their zeal. 

On Thurfday moniing one of the Secreta* 
ries read a Declaration from the Noblefle of 
Q^umper, in Brittany, by which they accede to 
all the Refolutions of the National Aflembly. 
This patriotic Declar.ition is figned by a great 
number of the gentlemen of that bailiwick. 
The Noblefle of Brittany, proud ol their titleSg 
and prejudiced in favour of their Gothic Con- 
flitution, which excluded the Clergy and tho 
Commons almofl entirely from the Admi* 
niflration of the Province, refufed to fend 
Deputie^ to the National Aflembly ; but tho 
letter from Brefl to the National Aflembly, 
and the above Declaration, give reafon to 
hope, that the whole Noblefle of the Pro- 
vinces will fnon come by a Deputation into tho 
National j|flembly, anddepofic, at the feet of 
the Nation, their titles, their privileges, and 
their brilliant yrejMatives \ and conteni 
themfelves in future^ wis*' a qualification 
much more refpedtable, that of citizens oHl 
free nation. 

The inhabiiints of Glvet and Charlemont 
have fent a deputation of thi ee Citizens, to 
complain to the National Atf'-mbly of a fcar- 
city of grain, which they attribute to the 
malverfation of their Magiflraiei*. Ihe Com- 
mittee of Repons, to whom the complaint 
was referred, were ready to report on it ta 
the Aflembly on Thurfday evening : but 
the M.ig flrates h.>viDg fent a memorial in 
their own defence, the decifioa was put 
off till another day. 

Many of the King’s troops defert their co- 
lours daily I they complain that they arebad- 
ly paid, and that they are perilhing with 
hunger. Ic has been refolved at the Hotel 
de Viile tolhuc the gates of Paris againfl them, 
and to pay them at the race of three fols each 
per league to enable them to rqoin their 
fpedtiiTfi r«pinent5.

Dc Gribeauval preferred a fy/fem which 
his genius and iludy reprefented to him 
as fupei'ior to the fphere of comprefTion. 
One day the King, unable to convince 
him* faid^ Well, I appeal to expe- 
iltbce, and if ever an opportunity fhould 
1 will make you a convert to my 
opbiion in the field.” M. De Gribeauval 
bnli^ imagined at that time, that hefhould 
faon %t in a lituation to anfwer this ho- 
noarable challenge. 

bis return tp France, M. De Gri- 
heagval continued his fervice in the corps 
of miners, and was made Lieutenant -Co* 
Jeoel in April 1757. 

The war of Seven Years b«ng now be- 
gun In Germany, the Count De Broglio, 
fm bis departure for Vienna, obtained 
leave from the Court of France to take 
with him M. De Gribeauval. A few 
months after their arrival. Field Marflial 
Browne being killed at the battle of Prague, 
the Empre^'ii Q^een choft General Daun 
\m fucceed him. The General, who knew 
what obligations he was under to M, De 
Gribeauval for tliilohoice, procured him 
to Itrve in his own army. At this period 
then he entered into the lei vice of the Em- 
])ire, as a General, and Commander of 
the artilleiy, eiigiiieeis, and mineis. 

In this quality he continued in the 
Aullrian army fiom 1757 to 1762, and 
acquired the greatclf reputation. The 
jO^rations at the fiege of Glatz were car- 
on under his dire£fion, and his judi- 
cnius condu^ facilitated the taking of 
that important place, the capital of Si- 
ieda. 

Amongftibe many events itt which his 
gtiiius and valour were dilplayed, the de- 
fence of Schweidniiz,a:t:’.cked by ihe King 
of Piuflia in ptrfon, will never be for- 
gotten. Field Mai Dial Count De Guaf- 
c^), the Coniiiiander of that place, had 
left him entirely mader of ail the opera- 
tions for its dt fences M. Dc Gribeau- 
va> tcinemberiug the dtallcnge given 


him by Frederick ten years before ,'exei te^ 
himfelf to fuppori his opinion with honour^ 
Twelve days after the commencement of 
the ilege^ General Tanfien wrote to the 
King : I promiied to render you malief 

of bchweidnitz in lefs than twelve days, 
but I dnl not know that I fhould have tor 
do wit'll that devil De Gribeauval, and 
muff rcquell twelve days more.” In fa£f, 
Schweidnilz, the fortifications of which 
were in a ruinous ftate, having but a 
weak garrifon, and earned by the Aiif- 
trlans two years before afier two days 
fiege and an afiiiult of four hoiiis, feemtd 
to prornife an eafy conquefi. Frederick, 
however, took upon himfelf the diie 61 ion 
of the fiege, during which he played off 
four fiihcres of comprefTion without the 
lead uiccefs. The operations were con- 
ducted by the engineer Lefevre j but the 
precautions taken by M. De Gribeauval, 
vvho forefaw all his fubterranean attacks, 
conftanily rendered them abortive. The 
King of Prufiia, aftonifhed at a refiftaiice 
he had little cxpeCfed, ftill pei filled in 
continuing the fiege ; but at length, hav- 
ing nearly loft all hopes of luccefs, he 
was on the point of railing it, when, 
fixty> three days after opening the trenches, 
a bomb falling on a powder magazine 
caufed fuch an explofion, that a whole 
bafiion gf fort Javernick was completely 
defircyed. This facilitated the alTauli, 
and Guafeo capitulated. The King of 
Prufiia at firfi refuAd to fee M. De Gri- 
beauval, who was made a priloner of war 
with all tl\^ garrifon ; but at length he ad- 
mitted him to his table, loading both him 
and the govern^yi^jGualco with enco- 
miums. ' *"■ 

In 1762 the Emprefs-Queen promotect 
M, De Gi jbeauval to the rank of Fielth 
Marlhal, and bellowed on him the Grand’ 
Crofs of the Older of Maiia Therefa, as 
arccompence for his lignal lervices. 

On tiie conclufion of the peace, the 
Duke De Choifeul was defuous of recal- 
ling him to France; but it was not eafy 
to offer him an equivalent for the fitua- 
tion he held in the Auftrian dominions. Yet, 
preferring the fervice of his country to 
his own interell, he accepted the propofal 
that was made to him, and refigning the 
dignified rank he poifefled, returned to 
France to aifume the poft of Camp Mar-« 
fiial. 

A few months afterwardu be was made 
In fpeCl or- General of the artillery, and 
Commander in Chief of the corps of mi- 
neis. The confidence which he had fb 
juitiy obtained facilitated his carrying into* 
execution thole ufeful alterations in the 
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floya) corps of artiUeiy, which he had a 
’ long time meditated. 

In 1764. appeared an ordinance drawn 
lip hy M. De Gribeaiival, which fixed the 
proportion of artidery with rclpeft to ihe 
firent^th of an army, and afeertained their 
diitiel. The artillery fchools, hiiherlo 
much ncglefted, ftood in need of a re- 
form • and we are indebted to him for 
their being tfiahlinied on tliat excellent 
looting which they Itill retain. The ma- 
iiisfadtories of arms^ fmithiesj foundeiie»* 
and eveiv object that came under his in- 
fpoaion, felt the happy tfFeas of his fu- 
iicrinlendancc j hut the moft impm-tant, 
and that in which his genius moft dil- 
plrtvc'd itf If, was the department of the 
arfenals in which the great aims were 
conltmaed. Belorc his time every woilc- 
inan executed the pieces allotted him al- 
iiioit without any determinate rule ; fo 
that, from their various manners of vvoi »• 
ing, the difiVreni pieces intemled for one 
train of artillery were incapable cd being 
idcd for another. To remtdy this incon- 
venience, M. Dc Gribeauval caulcd the 
lame models, and ihcfe the beft in their 
kind, to be cxaaiy followed in every rfe- 
«al throughom the kingdom. Companies of 
artificers in every biunch, under the duct- 
,tion of experienced officers, foimed finii- 
lar workfliops, tvhere their wo»k was 
executed with the greateft cxa6lnets. 

When M, Dc Gribcauval returned 
fiom Pruffia, in 1751, i'= 
ibme I'chcmes lelativi; to tlie artillery 
eniployad in the ficUl, an<l hisf own cx- 
ii.iience lUiimK llie war of Seven Years 
hail enabled them to a cer- 

r.'in dcgiie <d»*|^rleHion. He I'.rsd, how- 

tver, old pieiudicfcs to fui mount, and 
much oppoliiion to oVcrct^ue. \ ct he 
fuccceded in his ende^ivours to apptafe 
tlu' clamours that were i ailed s and every 
itinovaiion which he prOpoled, fuppoitcd 
by an explanation of its motives, failed 
not, from its evident uiiliiy, of obtaining 
univerlal approbation. Hence lie had ine 
latisfaaion of feeing his new fyftrm adopt 
td in all its points i nor is there a Tingle 
branch relating to the aiiillery, whether 
for ficld-ferrvice or beheging, t.iat he did 
not cither reform or make anew* 

The charaaer of M. De Gi ibcauval 
was not unworthy his genius ; franknefs 
aiidfinccriiy diftlngulflied al; his aCuon-i ; 
and a noble firmnefs, the natpe c u- 
Tprin*^ of confeious reiditu le, enebiid 
him to fupport oppoiition and mi -fortune

This happfened before the Couttcl! of 
War was even talked of j and had it been 
more publicly known, ihofe fufpijiontw 
which afterwards arolc fo liighi had jsiro- 
bably never exifted. 

‘Four or five years before his deceafe, 
the health of M. Dc Gribeaiiyal was con- 
fiderabJy impaired, and the (cvi^re fits of 
the gout which he experienced, compeiied 
him to a moic fedentary life. * Yet his 
acal for the fervice was by no nteanf 
abated, and from his clofet he continued 
to fi'periniend his corps with the molt 
exaft aiiei.tion to llie minutcll points* 
At length his end approac'ncd, but tlw 
acuteft pains were unable to fubdtie htf 
courage and pliilofophy. He employed 
hirnleif during intervals, v/hcii his dif. 
eafe pLvmitied him, in rcgulaiion^s fur 
ariiliery, and attention to the fAure xy4- 
f:»re of his nephews. ** I wifti hut 
forinighi^s licalih,’* faid he, tb put into 
wTiiing the plan 1 could wifli to be put- 
TueJ :,ftLT my deceafe; but the prefcat 
Minifter knows and values the conftltution 
vt the Royal corps 5 he efteems, he love* 
U£, and I can rely on him.'' 

Afier Tuffenng a painful malady for 
tw'o m^n-.hs, during which a continual 
difficulty of bi-eaihing had not once pcr» 
mii'.ed him to lie down, he died, on th* 
9ih of May 1789, uaiverfally efteemed; 
and linccrely legietred by that corps of 
which he was truly the father.

Nov. 4. Tlic book at Lloyd's Coffec- 
houfe this day piefcnted a black page to the 
«yc of the Merchants and Agents o( Ship 
Owncts in the North of England. The ac- 
count® it exhibited of difallci''. that happened 
to different vefTels on the Eadein Coa(i of 
England, in coiifequence of the violeiit dorm 
on t!ie night of Friday lad, were afmoft as 
nunicTous as thofe which gave the public fo 
much alarm and uneaflnefs i'ft tlic latter cud 
of the year 17^5. 

A fle..'tof Colliers^ confiding of above Ico 
(hips, encountcied the (torm, ^fl' t!ie coaft 
o( Norfolk j 34 of wliich, with their crews, 
were unfortunately lod. The remaining part 
were totally difpei fed. The alinod indanta- 
n«uus approach, as well as indcfci ibablti fury 
of the fquall, baffled all the attempts of (kill 
and Britini intrepidity. Yarmouth, Low- 
cdoffe, Caidor, Winton, and Eccles, wit- 
nefled fuch fccncs of didrefs as the oldcd man 
in each place was a dranger to. 

At Snettifham in Norfolk, the fea forced 
the banks, and d: owned near 40O (liecp. 

The town of Shields is faid to iiive lod 
no lefs than 400 fcamen on this occafion. 

13. The body of a woman was found 
murdered in a ditch in the fields leading from 
Somers Town to Pancras Church.

Prom the following circunw 
dances, it remains a doubt Wheihet* this hor- 
rid murder was committed w'lth intent to 
rob ; for a wedding rihg was found 011 the 
finger of the dcceafcd, and all Iici clothes on. 

14. This morning, George Kargjngton, iii 
cnnleijuence of a rule granted the preceding 
night, was brought up to the Comt of King s 
Bench, before the Lord Chief Judice, and 
the Judges BuUer and A(hhurd. The pi ifoner 
appeared, on his own mf)tion, to pi ay ihn 
allowance of the W rit of Error. After fom« 
coiTver ration between the Bench and his 
Counfel, Barrington aJdreffeJ the Court at 
follows I 

“ May It pleafe your Lorddiip, 

« I mod humbly intrc.'it the indulgence of 
the Court for a few rainiices. 1 feci myfclf 
at a lofs what to urge in apology foi* obtrud- 
ing myfelf on the attention of the Court, ex- 
cept ill the peculiar preJicfiment 1 am fo on- 
1) ippy as to (land, and I may add, the hu- 
mility and anxiety with wliuli I am deeply 
imprelTcd ^ but whatever difliwlcnce and con- 
cern I feel, I cannot remain quite filent on 
the occafion. The reverence I owe th< 
Court, a refpcaable an.xieiy vl^ilh regard W 
the opinion of the woild, anl perfonA jol- 
tice, will not allow me to be totally iiknt 
under the charge of contumacy, implied 
me by this procefs, and for whidithe for/pij 
turc of my life hath been required^ thoirgn 
1 was not in intention gmby, however ap« 
H ^ ptaranefi 
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pearacueS} as to fa^l, may have been againft 
me : fbr, my Lord, I certainly declare, that 
notwichflanding the time which elapfcd fince 
the c >mmencemeiic to the oompleiion (tf the 
Outlowry, anU though 1 had undergone a 
motftl>s confinement in a diltant part of the 
jetngdom, from whence I was removed to 
the Metropolis by writ of H.tbeas Corpus, 
and brought before Sir Sampfon Wright, I 
was then, for the fiift time, tohl of the pro- 
ceedings of the Outlawry. Till that dire 
moment, 1 was really io unfortunate as not 
to have one word of i itimatinu on the fub- 
jedl. Even the perfon who was fent down 
from B(>w-lh*eet to Newcaftle, kept my real 
ficuacion from me as a profound myltery, 
which none but Sir Sampfon migl^ reveal. 
And I trutt, that on candid coniideraciun, 
my ignorance in ihi$ refp«6t will by no means 
appear incredible, for it c<in be eafity con- 
ceived, that a man may be called hy his con- 
cerns into a iliilant part of the kingdom or 
cut of the Idiigdum. 

** Jn his ahfence a Bill of Indi^ment is 
preferred ag'iinfl him ; on what grounds can 
never be fully known till a fair and regular 
trial has taken place. Indeed, whether he 
is ahfent or on the fpor, a Bill of IndiAment 
IS found with no great didiculty, as nothing 
at chat time is heard but what is alleiiged 
againfl the accufed. The prufecutor can 
». then indantiy proceed to- Outlawry $ and if 
the accufed peifon Ihould happen t) be in a 
remote part of the country, or beyond tlie 
teas, where he may be detained hy illnefs, or 
fome other inevitable caufe, the procefs may 
be pufhedfiiroiigh its different flages, and he 
in force againd him before he knows a fylla- 
ble of the matter. And here, perhaps, 1 
may be allowed to remark, that if the pub. 
iifhcrs of Che daily prints had been as free in 
communicating this bufinefs, as they had been 
■niformly profufe of their fiiftions concerning 
me, it would tuve done them no diferedit s 
or, if the perfons on the part of the profeention 
had in that way given fome notice of their 
proceedings, even though the law erdained 
k not, it would have been no illiberal cau- 
tion, or uiuvorthy condefcenfion, efpecially 
on the folemn occafion which went to pre- 
clude a fellow fubjedt from his right of crkd 
by Jury, his life at flake, and every thing elfe 
that was dear fo materially afib^ed by fo 
i^gid and extraordinary a meafure. But no 
intimation of the kind 1 believe was given„ 
not fo much as a Tingle advertiferoent in a- 
lingle newfpaper, Hating one circumHance 
of Che Outlawry, k is true, I have been in- 
formed, during my conAnement, there is a 
fort of proclamation ilTued ^ but as it is merely 
local, confined to a particular fpoc in a par- 
tici^r county, and uttered by an officer, per- 
In a low tone uf voic^ and in a cueforf 
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manner, it is very probable it may not reaclb 
the ears of the accufed until it is toe late^ 
until it is in force againft hini. Returning 
to his home and to his family , he is taken 
into cufiody { in vain he protelts his innocence^ 
iiv vain he (blicics a tiial. He is told in a 
word, that he is an Oui-law $ he is caft into 
prifun, and where is his refoureef If he 
cannot command a confiderablefum of moneys 
be muft patiently abide in mifery and irons^ 
as long as the profecutor pleafes ; and ac 
length, when, probably, the pnfoner's body 
is dehilitatei), his mind harraCfed, and his fa. 
culties impaired, hy the complicated wretch^ 
ednefs of a prifon, the profecutor, perhaps, 
condefeends, in a kind of mercy, to bring 
him before this Court to demand judgmenc 
of death aganift him. To urge judgmenc of 
death againft a fellow creature, and a fellow 
fubjedt, without a Cri:d, without guilt being 
proved by unquefiionable evidence on the one 
Mnd, or tl>e accufed allowed an opportunity 
for full vindication on the other ; even Che bare 
infpedtion of proceedings which ^Mifed in the 
pnfoner's ahience, denied his Counfcl or At- 
torney ; in this dreadful, this tremendous 
predicament, I was brought before this auguft 
Court in Michaelmas Term laft year. The 
urhaiiity of tlie Court (hone forth on the oc- 
c ifinn with ferene brightnefs, particularly in 
canfing a record of the Outlawry Co be deli- 
herniel^ and rf'peatedly read. 

** Without that ut hanity what might have 
been my fate ! a h iplefs vidlim, perhaps, to 
this extraoi dinary procefs, untried and un- 
heard • Jpr though Che ability and great legal 
knowledge of the gentlemen affigoed as 
Coenfcl on my ^ehalf, are loo well known 
to need* my humble acknowledgment, yer, 
perhap’, no Coimfel, howevcF gifted with 
learning, experience, and wiftlom, if they 
were not at fame time gifted w'ith fuper- 
natnral powers, could have been able, with- 
out the companionate fpirit of the Court, to 
have duly confidered the record, or to have 
expofed its errors. The humanity of the 
Court was circumferibed in nonan-ow limits. 
Time was alfo granted, that my Coenfet 
might confider the legality of tlie proceedings 
and the Attorney General having been pleal- 
cd, fome time after, to ilTue his Wnt of 
Error, in confequenceof affignment of EiTor 
by my Counfel, it was not, perhaps, unrea- 
fonable fo hope, that the pri>fecutor would 
then either waive the Outlawry, and bring 
me to ail immediate triaU or bring me before 
the Court for their final determination u tq 
the Outlawry. The want of pecuniary means 
might hinder me from doing it, but be copld 
have no (uch impediment ) and as he had laid 
a charge aga.nH me, why not bring it to aa 
iffueas fooii as pnffible ? But wtien he learned 
a Writ of Error was obuitied, bo ftop- 

pod 
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Kit proctedingSy leaving me to move 
iviyfeU before tbe Court if 1 could, or to 
f uffer all the pains of imprifonment if I could 
not. The latter, unhappily for me, has been 
the cafe ever fince, fur 1 found myfelf dif- 
trclfed to tiie utmoft degree, by the heavy 
and nnavoidable expcnce attending the ife|)5 
neceffaiy fur defence againft the Outlawry. 

1 found myfelf difappointed of the relief and 
remittance which 1 looked for from ihefeeU 
ings of relations in ne mean circumffances. 

1 found mytelf threatened with death or per- 
petual imprifonnient through the rigour of 
the procefsi on the one hand, and on the otlier, 
there was the original indidhnent and obloquy 
and prepollefhon to contend with. Thofe 
diliradiing circumltances, my Lord, made up 
u part of a cumfurtlefs confinement of fifteen 
months pan, and but a part, for the meafare 
of affiidlion liaih been filled by domelfic cong 
cerns of a lefs public bat not of a lufs poig- 
nant nature. How 1 have horn^ it, that Being 
hcfl knows, without whufe pei million no 
fparrow falls to the ground, and who fome- 
times tries, for his own wife purpofes, the 
extremetl flrength of his creatures ; but fiirely 
I fhould have funk under the weight of fuch 
accumulated woe, if Patience and Hope had 
not been my fupporters. But being at length 
enabled to bung my cafe before tlie^Court, 
nut without fome ray of hope of meeting 
foon a fair and impartial trial, 1 heg to be 
allowed, in the humblefi manner, to alTure 
your Lordlhip, tint 1 fhould feel little lefs 
pain than the award of execution oould in* 
BiA, if I were to quit this prtfeiice without 
laying at the feet of the CouK my molt hum- 
ble, fincere, and heax felt thanks. And 1 
H aH 1 fli»U nfit offend in «mbr«ciiig this op- 
portunity to fay how truly (enfible L am of 
the liberal and ditpalfionaie ciAdudt of the 
Attoroey-Cieneral in the matter. The fer- 
vc-nt efiufion of a graceful heart miy not per- 
haps be unacceptable to nn amiable and ex- 
alted mmd, which difdained the idea of op- 
pi efliiig the oppreffed, or being led by unfair 
bias. Give me leave, may it pleafe your 
Lordfhip, to declare, with the molt refpedl- 
ful fubmiffion, that the benignity of the Court, 
the candour of the Attorney -General, and the 
able and earned exertions of the Gentlemen 
in wliofe hands my defence is placed, have 
made an ardent and fuitable imprelllun on my 
mind, a powerful impreffion that will laft 
for ever.’* 

This fpeech was heard with the moft pro- 
found attention 

Mr. Le Mefurier, on the part of the pro- 
fecution, faid, if the prifoner had confined 
himfelf to his own firoation, he fhould not 
have faid a word on this bufinefs. But he 
(Mined to find fault with the conduct of the 


pmfccutor. He admitted the cafe of the pri- 
funer was hard— 

Lord Kenyon here interpofed, and ob- 
fervt'd there was no qucBion heforg ihb 
Coiiit, nor any provocation for the Coiuifel 
to f ty any Ihing. 

The prifoner was then remanded back to 
Newgate.

Mr. Wood dated the errors upon which 
he meant 10 argue that the prefent outlawry 
ought to be reverfed. The firlt error of 
which he (hould take notice, was to be found 
in the return of the Writ of £.Yigent. The 
language of that return was this ; ** At my 
County Court in and for the County of Mid- 
^lefex,'* whereas it ought to have been, 
At my County Court of Middlefex,*' the 
words M of Middlefex" being neceffary 
im mediately after the words “ my Court.*’ 
This error he faid was taken and allowed in 
the cafe of the King v» Wilkes; and if it 
was admitted in a civil cafe, furely it would 
not he rejedled in a criminal one. 

The fecond error was in the return of the 
Proclamation, where the pnfnncr is required 
to render himfelf on the 25th of Febru ry, 
which was fubfequent to the time of the out- 
lawry having been completed, the prifoncr 
being an outlaw on the a id of that month. 

The Court faid, they (hould forbear to give 
any opin^n upon the fiid error dated by the 
prifoner's Counfel ; but that the fecemd ob- 
je^iua was untji^edionably fatal to ttie out- 
lawry, and therefore ought to be reverfed. 

Mr. Joftice Alhhurd then fidd, “ LcUho 
judgment be revrrfed, and the prifoner re- 
Itored to allAChat he has loft by Che Out- 
lawry.” 

A Procedendo was directed to carry back 
tlie indiOment to its proper place. 

The prifoner then gracefully bowed to tl ^ 
ptiurt, and was conduced back to Newgate.

^ART.ISI.E is 301 miles north^weft of 
^ London, 60 miles weft of Ntwtaftlc, 
and So miles ibuth-weft of Berwick. It is 
coiDinodinufty and pieafantly fituated near 
tin* conHux of the riveia Eden, Caiidey^ 
and Pr'ierels and if credit m<iy be giwn 
to the ^Hritifti Chronicle, was fiift: built 
by L' il, u King of the Britons (at the 
time when Solomon began to build his 
Temple), and fo called from him in that 
language Caer-lcil. But be that as it 
may, it was a place of note among the 
Romans when they irfided in this ifland. 
After tiic depart lire of the Romans it was 
dcitjoytd by the $coi8 and Pi^ls, and lay 
bulled in its mins many years after the 
coming of the S'lxans, by whom it was 
cdlcd Luely till Egfrid, King of Nor* 
iiuiinbu I'iitd, b. pt the year 6S6, rebuilt it, 
ajid environed it with a good ftone wall j 
and having repaired the church, and placed 
in it a College of frcular Pritfts, gave it, 
with all the lands fifteen miles round, to 
St. Cuthbert, Bilhpp of Lindisfern, and 
bis luccefTors.

King Edward the Firft held a Parlia- 
ment here in the 35tji year of his reigi'i 
and the civil govemmeni of tlie City i/as 
committed to the cuixens by Henry II, 
with the priijilege of a weekly market on 
Saturcl,iy, The Corporation confifts of a 
Mayor, twelve Aldermen, two Sheriffs 
or Bailiffs, 2^ capital citizens or Com- 
mon Coiiiicilmen, and a Recorder. 

Carlille Caftie, if not founded by the 
Romans, is very probably as ancient as 
the year 686, when King Egfrid rebuild 
the City. But it is probable that it was 
again deftroyed by the Danes and Nor- 
wegians, and laid in ruins for zoo years, 
King William Rufus is faid to have le- 
paiicd the walls and hguLs of this City 
in his return from the Scptch wars. Ir is

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Wing. The City is furrounded by a wall 
tfme mile in compafs, and has three gates. 
The eaft part oi the City is defended by 
a ftrong cit;:del built by Heiiiy VIII. 
It was taken by, the rebels in 174^, and 
retaken loon after by the Duke of Cum- 
berland. There are iv\^o p irilh-churches 
in this City, befides the caihedi*al, name- 
ly, St. Mary’s and St. Ciithbcii’s. The 
cathedral Hands almoH in tiie middle of 
the City, is enclol'ed by a wall, and the 
choir or eall part of it is a ciiiious piece 
of woikmanAiip. This part is 137 feet

Wretched as thefe produ6tioiis com- 
monly are, and thcicfore too defpicable 
to dcfciVe notice in the eye of talle, they 
yet operate* in the moil dangtious m inner 
on the minds id' yi luh, and of thofc 
whofe attachment to viiiuc is unguaieled 
by ilrength of rcalbn and rehneinent of 
undcrihnding. 

The granel prefcrvaiive of a virtuous 
ininel is raodtfty; — as long as a peilon 
a£ls under the influence of this principle, 
he cannot become vicio\i«i. Such, hielecd, 
is the myflerious con'iluilion of human 
nitiire, and i'u inmimeiablc aie the ave- 
nues fiom* right to wrong, that no one, 
however Itiong may be his refolutions, 
01 however we li-infli ufled he maybe in 
the fnaics of vice, can pnfs through life 
without lumetimts deviating from the 
right way ; but there iu*\cr tails a fpeedy 
return, where modclly holds any d.giee of 
power or. the mind. 

But fltoiild impudence be leagued with 
wcaknefs, reformation can hardly he ex- 
pelled without the miraculous interpoii- 
tion of Heaven j for though weaknefs 
may be ftrengthened by a tcnie of danger, 
impudence is rarely fubdued. 

To keep, theicfore, the youth of both 
fixes under tlie dire^ion of modefly, 
mud be of the higheft importance j and 
every tiling which lends 10 leflVn the 
force oft his principle, thdbld be checked 
with the vtmoft expedition. 

Now, what can have a more pernicious 
irfluenceon life minds of any, hut of youth

Not able 
to contprehend the leafonings, or toielifh 
the beauties of llich literal y works as have 
been written to advance the intcreds of 
knowledge and virtue, they have recourfe, 
for amufement, to fuch as aie adilrefled 
to the paflioiis rnd coirupiions of iiumnn 
natuic. Hence no^veU are as eageily 
fought after by the vulgar, as ty their fii- 
periois, and undoubtedly have as much 
influence in ^nlliufling the m nds of the 
one as 'the other. Certainly i n the pei uflil 
of fuch produdlions, wherein and hfi 
are made fynonimous teims, adultny 
proves the necelTuy confequence of ma- 
irimenyt midutifulnefs to parents, fui- 
cide, duelling, &c. &c. are recommend- 
ed to the pra61ice of alt, from honourable 
and right honourable examples;— he 
youthful and fimple minds mult be amaz- 
ingly edified!

Todilvi'iminate between good and evil, 
and to render life the moft agreeable, re- 
quires that perfpicacity of penetiativUi 
which few can boafl of ; and, according- 
ly, we lee feme aclniiliiiig djfcale by i*.llc- 
nJs; lomc foliciioiis alioiit what wul 
prove their own dcftiuflion; f^me wait- 
ing their ftrength and liealth in riot, in 
the isitcxication of gaiety, and debauch- 
ery ; while oiheis, through a vain oltcn- 
tatioPy are adorning ihemlllves in thofe 
adfcititious qualities th^\ wi^li to be in 
polVellion of ; which, inl^ead of anfwer- 
mg their expe6lations,* render them iin- 
•pitied a»d dclpicable, and add to the pref- 
liire of misfortune the pain of contempt.

deavoiir to dive into myfelF, the more I 
recede from myfelf, and that every at- 
tempt to accelerate fucli a difeovery only 
removes me the farther from it. Deipair- 
ing, for thefe rcafons, ever to attain, of 
myfelf, this wi (bed -for fatisfaflion, m 
the midii of my folicittide I troulde yon 
with this, hoping that you might alM 
me in the enquiry. 

I am of a temjier that cannot fee any om 
aukwaidly embaiTafled by a little millalui 
of their own, without being convulfcd with 
irrefiftibls laughter; and I can alTert for 
myfelf, that no one is more ready to for- 
give the merriment others may indulge^ 
when I am in a fimllar lituation.

He faid, thatmo 
Abydinian doubted the exidence of the royal 
prifon called Wahinin, fituated on a very lofty 
mountain, in which the fons and daughters 
of their kings were confined j but that, from 
the nature of the thing, a particular deferip- 
tion of it could not be obtained. All 
« thefe matters, faid lie, are explained, 1 
“ fuppofc, in the writings of Vikuh, wlwm 
** I faw thirteen years ago in Gwendcr; 
** he was a phyfician, and had attended the 
king's brother, who was alfo a Vazir, in 
his lad illnefs : the prince died j yet the 
king loved Yakiib, and, indeed, all the 
court and people loved him; the king 
received him in his palace as agued,fup- 
plied him with every tjjing that he could 
** want; and, when he went to fee the 
fource? of theNile and other curiofities, 
« (for he was extremely curious) he received 
“ every poflible aid dance gnd accommoda- 
“ tion from the royal favour : fee under- 
** Itood the languages, and wrote and col - 
levied many books, which he carried with 
“ him.” It was impoflible foi me todoubt, 

efpecially when l»e deferibed the perfon of 
Yakiib, that he meant James Bruce, Efq. 
who travelled in the drefs of a Syrian phyfi- 
cian, and probably alTumed with judgement 
a name well known in AbyfTiiiia ; he is dill 
leered on Mount Sinai for his fagacity in 
4f(:overing a fpring, of which the monaltery 
was in great need ; he was known at Jedda 
by Mir Mahommed Huflain, one of the mod 
intelligent Mahommedans In India; and I 
have feen him mentioned with great regard 
in a letter from an Arabian merchant at 
Mokh4. It is probable, that lie entered 
Abyffinia by the way of Mufuwwa^ a town 
in the polieflion of the Mufelmans, and re- 
turned through the defert mentioned by Ore- 


gary in his defeription of the NUe^ We ititff 
hope, that Mr. Bruce wUI publUh an accoM 
of his intereding travels, with a verfion df 
the book of Enoch, wh-ch no oi^ but hiii«* 
felf can give us with fidelity. By the 
of Abyldnian records, great light may Imi 
thrown on the hidory of Yemen bdorv iHa 
time of Muhammed, fince it is generaMf 
known, that four Ethiop kings fucceffiv^ 
reigned in that couniry, having been invisad 
over by the natives to oppofe the tyrant Dfa& 
Naw as, and that they were in their turn ex- 
pelled by the arms of the HymyarickPrincea 
with the aid of Anulhirvan, king of Perfiat 
who did not fall, as it ufually happens, to 
keep in fobjeAion tlie people wliona bo 
had confented to relieve.

ON THE COURSE OF THJ, NILE. 

THE Nile, which the Abydlniani know 
by the names of Abdy and Alawy, or tho 
Giant, gufhes from feveral fpririgs at a place, 
called Sucut, lying on the highed part ol* 
DengalA near Gojj^m, to the wed of Ba- 
jemdir, and the lake of Dara or Wed ; into 
which it runs with fo drong and rapid n 
current, that it mixes not with the otlnr 
waters, but rides or fwims, as it were, abqvx 
them. 

All the rains that fall in Abydinia, and 
defeend in torrents from the halls; all dreamt 
and livers, finall and great, except the Hi* 
rdro, which walhes the plains of Hengda. 
and the Hawaili which flows by Dew4r 
Fetvar, are colleAed by this king of waters 
and, like valfals, attend his mairh t thua 
enforced he rudics, like a hero exulting iii 
lii» drengdi, and ha dens to fertilife tlic land 
of Egypt, on which no rain falls. We mull 
except alfo tliofe Ethiopian rivers, wliich 
rife in countries bordering on the ocean, as 
the kingdoms of Cambat, Gurajy, Wafy, 
Nuriyah, Cdfy, Wej, and Zinjiro, whole 
waters are difembogued into the fea. 

When the Alawy has pafled the lake it 
proceeds between Gojj4m and fiajeindir, and, 
leaving them to the wed and ead, purfues a 
direct courfc towards Amhaia, the fkirts of 
which it bathes, and then turns again to tlia 
wed, touching the boiders of Walaka ; 
vi'hence it rolls along Mfigdr and Shawsl, 
and, padrng Bazawa and Gong4, defeends 
into the lowlands of Shankila, the country 
of the Blacks : tlius it forms a fort of fpiml 
round the province of Gojjam, which It 
keeps for the mod pare on its right.

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/ Here it bendi a Kttle to the eall, from 
which quarter, before ie reaches the diflridts 
of Sennir, it receives two large rivers, one 
called Tacazzy, which runs from Tegri, 
and the otlicr^ Gwangue, which comes from 
Dembei^. 

After it has vifited Senn£r, it waflies the 
land of Dongola, and proceeds thence to 
Kubta, where it again turns eailwaid, and 
leaches a country named Abrim, where no 
veflRils can be navigated, by reafon of the 
vocks and crags, which obflrudl the channel. 
The inhabitants of Sennar and Nubia may 
conftantly drink cf its water, wliich lies to 
the caft of them like a ftrong bulwark ; but 
the merchants of AbytTinia, wlio travel to 
Egypt, leave the Nile on their right, a*? foon 
astlity have palfed Nubia, and aie obliged 
to traverfe a defert of fand and gravel, in 
which for hitecn days they find nelitier wood 


nor water ; they meet it again in the cotm« 
try of ReSf or Upper Egypt, where they find 
boats on the river, or ride on its banks, re« 
freihing themfelves with its falutary ifreams* 
It is aflerted by fome travellers, that 
when the Alawy has pafied Senndr and Don- 
gola, but before it enters Nubia, it divides 
itfclf ; that the great body of water flows 
entire into Egypt, where the fmaller brancli 
(the Niger runs weflward, not fo as to 
reach Barbary, but towards the country of 
Alwdh, whence it rufhe; into the great fta. 
The truth of this faft I have verified, partly 
by my own obfervatlon, and partly by my 
inquiries among intelligent men ; whofe an- 
fwers Teemed the more credible, becaufe, if 
fo prodigious a mafs of water were to roll 
over Egypt with all its wintjy increafe, rot 
the land only, but the houTes, and towns 
of the Egyptians muft be overflowed.

T here is not perhaps in the whole 
circle of literature any fpccics of 
writing which excites the curiofiiy of the 
public more than the lives of men, with 
whom many of us have been cither per- 
fonally acquainted, or have received fome 
in(eFe(ti»g accounts of them in the gene- 
ral intcrcourfcs of fociety.

falfe reports. 

If a fi-w pleafant ftqries, fome extra- 
ordinary incidents, and a number of wile 
obierva lions and acute remarks, inter'- 


larded with a fufficicnt quantity of bons 
mots and cutting Carcafms, inanyof ihcni 
never uttered by the ptrfon to wlioiii 
they are alcribed, can be worked -up info 
decent volumes, we pay no regard to re- 
petitions of the fame anecdotes introduced 
in various dreffes, and under ditferent 
titles, by the literary friends of an emi- 
nent man deceafed ; friends, who Should 
rather have called a meeting, and have 
contributed each his refpe^ive intelli- 
gence, and, after comparing notes, have 
formed one authentic, well-digefted bil- 
tory of the life, charafter, and writings 
of their celebrated cotemporary. Mifre- 
prclentatiotis of the fentiinents and con- 
du61 of thofe who have lived amongli 
vs, and have rendered tbenifelves confpi- 

cuous. 
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as It were; under biir own eyes, are 
by far more prejudicial to fociety, with re^ 
0pe6l to the influence of example, than 
falfe accounts of the hetoes ana fages of 
antiquity. 

For thefe rehfons it were to be wilhed 
t]iat moi« eminent men would take the 
meafure Mr. Thick nefle has adopted, and 
oifer to the public fome iketches of their 
own chara£lei’S, fituations, and connec- 
tions with fociety, while Jiving. Few 
perfons hatre been more generally known 
and talked of than this writer ot his own 
memoirs; PofTciling many virtues, atid 
a benevolent difpoiition, he has always 
flood forth the zealous, protector of the 
unfortunate, and at Bath, and Other 
places of his reficlence, has excited him- 
iclf in promoting liibl'cripiions and ether 
siids to indigent merit, without refpe6^t of 
perfons. His literary prudii£lioiis have 
neen entertaining, interefling, and ufeln^} 
yet ib unfoiiunatc has the author been, 
upon the whole, in liis inrercoiirfes with 
mankind, iliat at a veiy advanced age 
iveiind him in an upOomtortnble fituation, 
not furrounded by friends^ but belet with 
enemies, and difputing with them every 
inch uf ground, in lus own defence, lo 
the Jail. 

An iiafc'ble temper difeovers itfclf in 
liis'.early youth-— attends him •through 
vixycry '^I'age of life— breaks off his moll 
* t%kiable cunneflions in the progrefs of 
it, and^'cms to rage with unabated fuiy 
in the (including fcencs. All men have 
their faults ; and candour obliges us to 
confefs, that too quick a lenfe of injuries, 
many ol them imaginary, too high an 
opinion of himftlf, and too little atten- 
tion to the jult claims of others to be 
treated with due rd'pc£t,and decorum, 
have been the chief caiil’es of h^s falling 
(hort of that fiicctfs in the world, which 
he had reafbn to expe^f from his talents 
and fituaiiun. 

Surely that man mufl be wrong in the 
head, though he miy at the bottom have 
a good heart, who exhibits ibme com- 
plaint, nianifcfls great difeontent, re- 
proaches bitterly, or quarrels openly with 
three peifons out of four of his intimate 
friends and acquaintance; yet whoever 
reads his memoirs, will And that this 
has unfortunately been |he cafe with Mr. 
Thicknefle ; and therefore it if, that we 
are glad to read hit own account of hit 
trahfa£lionB ; becaufe we really think lie 
has not fpared himfelf, and are much 
better plealbd to read his own confclflon 
of his errors, than the exaggerated de« 
tail of them, magnified perhapi iiui fillf| 
Volt. XVI, 
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after bis death, from the pens of tholb 
enemies whom he has provoked to the 
highefl degrM; 

Having faid thus much by wdy of in* 
trodiiflion to a knowledge of the itian^ 
it may now be necefTary to premiib^ that 
the reader is not to expefl a regular life 
of Mr. Thicknefle. The two volumes he* 
fore us, with a little alteration, correfpond 
with the title : they contain memoirs of 
Mr* Thickriefle, and entertaining anec- 
dotes of feveral other perfons of rank 
and eminence in fociety : many of thelC| 
howei'er, have before appeared in print, 
in other publications $ and the fame may 
be faid of fome of the principal incidenif 
of his own life ; but they are here col- 
levied and arranged in a morefatisfaflftiry 
manner ; and being the foie property of 
the author, we heartily wifli him fuccefs 
in the publication, to which his lift of 
very re(pe6lable iabrcrtbeis will no doubt 
greatly contribute. 

We have a Very lingular errata for th« 
numerous blunders in both vq^mes,-^ 
which is— *< that the author is in his 
Seventieth year, and never pretended to 
be an accurate writer.*' This precludes 
all criticifms on tranfgrefllonB againit 
even rules of grammar, and grofs mif- 
takes in the order of time in relating fame 
events ; but we hope, for the fake of ac- 
curacy and regard to his literary reputa* 
tion, he will engage fome fi lend to 1 evife 
the next edition and may itfoon bo 
called for by a generous public, who 
(hould be • 

To this gentleman's faults a little blind. 

And to his virtues, very, very kind I 

The dedication of the firft volume Is aa 
extraordinary as many parts of the me- 
moirs, and at once points out to thof't 
who are ftrangers lo him; the drhimlical 
fingularii^ of Che man. 

Mr. Thicknefle accufes Dr. Adair, 
who in the former part of his life prafliied 
phyfic and furgery in Africa, ahd in 
the Illand of Antigua, of having printed, 
pubiiflied, and circulated, a vile, defa- 
matory, and falft libel againft him | 
charging him with Aping from his co« 
lours, and that loo in iVie hour of a6lion« 
When commanding a fmall party tif fj- 
diers on ghe margin of a Spinifit^ riVer ia 
tbe IBandof Tamaira, it wai faid that 
Capiaiii>Thickqtire fled from ^e wild 
fiegroeswbo attacked them; and.: left to 
hit ferjeant the honour of obnttfliflf % 
▼iaenry odqr them; and of making ifSity 
of them hi« prilbnei-s; This event hap- 
pened at the great diftance of fifty ytara 
Ggg 
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^vom the time of propagating the report 
at Bathf to the prejudice oF Mr. Thick- ' 
nefl'ei who, in tne courfe of the memoirs, 
defends his character as a military man 
from this foul charge. He acquits himfelf 
hon0U(pbly$ and we appieheiul every can- 
did re.der will condemn Dr. Adair, who 
took up the ftory upon the credit of others, 
particularly of a gentleman who t elided, 
at Jamaica at the time, and who, accord- 
ing to the DoQor, told the llory to him, 
and fcveral other perfons at Bath : but 
no evidence has breii produced on the 
part of Adair to lupport this nan ative, 
nor has any one perfon at Hath, beiide 
himfelf, ever nientioiu.'d fuch a commu- 
nication having been made to him by the 
Jamaica gentleman. Mr. Thick nelll; has 
ihcicioie" 'i clear light to coiilitlcr Dr. 
Adair as tlie publilher of the charge 
againft him, unlci's he will give tip the 
name of, and refer him to, the gentleman 
fiom whom he hill received his informa, 
tion. But when Mr. Thicknefle him- 
Icif degrades “ the chara^ler of an Offi- 
cer bearing or having borne’* the King’s 
Coniiniffion m his pocket, by iifing un- 
gentleman-Iike language, and I’colds hia 
advcifary in the true Bi lingigaic (Ivic, wc 
cannot but lament his natural intiiiniiy, 
v/hich upon every occaiion ovei comes his 
rrafoii, and levels all dill:in 61 ions of rank 
and charaftci*, upon receiving, or conceiv- 
ing that he has received, the llightcft af- 
front or iiegle^l. Bails, Ba.oris, Arch- 
bilhops, Biffiops, and Chancellors, are 
all facriftcci^to his quick reientment, the 
moment they ail contrary to his wiffits 
and expcilations. To Dr. James Adai., 
wlio, he r^ys, had formerly no other 
name kiii that of James Makittrick, wdrh 
which he tj*avelled “ trom the Northern 
hills of Scotland to the burning lands 
of Afiica,*' Mr. Thickiicflc dedicates his 
book, and gives him the dliiingtiilhing 
titles of a bale delamcr, a vindiilivc 
libeller, and a I'cuiiilous, indecent and 
Viilgai fciibWer. 

Tlic memoirs open with an account of 
Mr, Thicknclfc's defeent from an ancient 
and virtuous family ; of hi^ education, 
idler his fiithci*s death, at Wcitininiter- 
fchool i oi his puerile tricks thcici his 
d I ( minion, and tnibarki hg for Georgia, 
allured by General OgletJiorpi.*s flattering 
accounts of his new colony. At Georgia 
iie made an acquaintance with Mr. John 
Wefley; and being no friend to the Me- 
<hodifls, he cateriains his readers with 
fomeobiervations^on their conduct par- 
liculaily witli relpc^ to women, and is 
vittily i'arcailicai at the expence oi ClHuks 


Wefley. The account of the Creek tit-* 
dians, and of our author’s adventured 
amongfl them, makes an interefting pait 
of his memoirs. Upon his return to Eng- 
land, he obtains a Lieutenancy of an 
Independent company at Jamaica, ami 
before he embarked he was piiflied ufp 
to the rank of Captain. The flrlt fer- 
vice our young officer was engaged in on 
the Ifliand of Jamaica was that which 
has fince become the fuhjeft of the vio- 
lentniiarrel between him and Dr. Adair, 
and tor kis jufliheation we refer the curi- 
ous to vol. I. chap. vi. In a fecond ex- 
pedition again (I the wild negroes, how- 
ever, he was more fuccefsful, and com- 
pleted the fcrvice he was Tent upon : yet 
it mijfl have been a diligifca'jle fervice,. 
for wc find him thus exprelling himlfll, 
as we afipiehcnd not long after, for we 
are not gratifieerwith any dates to inatc- 
I’ftil lranfa£lions In confequence of 
ihelc two Jmariin^ expeditions againit 
tlie wild negroes, and heating that there 
was a talk of raifing ten irgiments in 
England, 1 applied to Ooveiiior Trelaw. 
ney for fix months leave of abfence ; and 
having obtained that indulgence. Captain 
Wyndham of the Giccnwich man of 
war was fo obliging as to give me a paf- 
fage home with him.** The accidents of 
the voyege were truly affefting. Soon 
after his anival in England, Mr. Thick- 
ncfTe was appointed Captain- Lieutenant 
of a marine regiment ot foot quartered 
at Southampton, wlnate we miUt leave 
him, to iA)(erve, that our limits will not 
admit of following him Ilep by flep, nor, 
if we were at liberty to do it, could we 
poflibly collefl from his iiicmohs a regii- 
Ur fucceffion of tranfai^lions thiough the 
ditferent periods of his iifej we (hall 
therefore only take notice of the princi- 
pal fubjc 6 ls from which the reader may 
expe£l to Rnd fatisfailory entertainment 
or ufeful information. 

A chapter intitled, ‘‘ Anecdotes of 
Lord Thurlow,** giveS us aft account of 
the manner in winch the Chancellor be- 
came acquainted with Mr. Thicknene at 
Bath \ and the converiluion tint paiTe i 
between them on their Aril nmecting is 
truly charaileriftic of both parties $ but 
a wifh to have it perufed in the original, 
for the benefit of the author, rellrains us 
from inferting it in this place ; one parr,, 
however, of this anecdote conveys ufefuL 
information for the afRi^ed j and there- 
fore, in compliance with his own benevo* 
lent defire to have it circulate 1 for their 
r.!lief, it is leleSled for that purpo.Qs.— 
** Lord Thuiiow was veiy ill at Bath in 
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Che year 1780, and his rec6very was 
even doubtful ; his diforderwas Aippofed 
to be the bile; but Mr. ThicknefTet 
guided by judgement founded on perfonal 
cxperiencei anured his Lordfhip that his 
diiorderi one of the moft painful and dan* 
gerous, was that of gall- ftones* orftones 
in the galUbladder.-*-Mr. Thicknefle liad 
laboured twenty -five years under this 
diltafe, and had pafTed twenty leven gall- 
ilones in one day. The dilorder is de- 
icribed as being but too commoni and 
the name of a gemlcman is mentioned, 
in whofe gall-bladder, after his death, 
were found no lei's than 2900 flones^ 
yet he never I'lil'pe^ted that this was his 
difeafe ; we arc therefore not to wonder, 
that, as it has not been generally known, 
the patients have been milinanaged . — ** I 
obferved to his LordOiip, that the gall- 
Aones are generally formed with irregu* 
Jar mulberry-like external lurfaces, and 
conleqiiently, when nature fiirces them 
into the gall-dud, their lough coats irri* 
tate the mid, fo as to cieate not only ex- 
quifite pain, but frequently imminent dan- 
ger; that the firft thing therefore to be 
done was to render the externals of the 
gall •Hones perfe^Uy fmooth, and that 
could only be efieded by a hard trot- 
ting hoiTe. I then enquired whether 
be walked or trotted his horf*? He 
walked him, he faid, for trotting hurt 
him. For that veiy reafon he fhould ride 
OTIC of his coach- horfes ; obfeiving, that 
weic I 10 put I'ome par-boiled peas into a 
bladder, and hook them to 111/ button- 
hole, 1 could walk a hoi ft from London 
to York w ithout uiifliing them, but that 
I could neft trot from London to Turn- 
hani-green without reducing them into 
one mafs. I am the mori^particular in 
this relation, bccauft I am confldeyt I am 
right, and that Iwrle-cxercife, keeping 
the body gently open, a free ule of lau- 
danum, twenty thirty or forty drops, 
when the Hones are palling, and a tepid 
bath, is all that can be done tordievethe 
intolerable pain, and lave the patient. 1 
am convinced too that Hones, or coagu- 
lated bile, which a trotting horft either 
paHed or ftparated, was the cauft of hit 
JLordflup’s lapid recovery ; for lie trotted 
hiinftlf from that day, in a few weeks, to 
be fo well recovered, as to defiie all my 
family to eat a parting dinner with him 
before he left Bath.** 

i^necdote of a Wiltfliire 'Squire and 


Mr. Quig is ridiculous and laughable, as 
it refpw/bis HrH wife ; but as the gentle- 
man is Hill living, and reftntment is tbo 
motive for puhlifhing, we wifh it had been 
rupprefTed* The fame wifh accompanies 
that of the miniature pi£\ure, now jp the 
pofTeflion of his M^uelty, for reafons that 
mud be apparent to the reader. — The 
anecdote of George I. and liis Colonel, 
father of the late unfortunate Admiral 
Kempenfelr, comprifts ftveral cm ions 
articulais concerning that gallant of- 
cer. The recommendation of Aqti0 
Mrphiuca Alkalina^ or the foUition of 
^xed alkaline I'alt, Saturated with Hxible 
air, in calculous diforders, and other 
complaints in the urinary paffages, merits 
the thanks of the public { but the repre- 
hcnfion of Dr. Monro was needlefs, 
and is ill-natured. The anecdotes of Di , 
Dodd ; of Mr. Henderfon ; of a Lord, a 
Monkey, and a Fool ; together with the 
obieivations on (lavery, and on libels, 
merit attention and alibrd inHru6lton. 

The introduilion to (he ftconj^ volume 
being of a political nature, -•the Hory ut 
the wooden gun, which, containing tlr; 
IriHoryof thequanel between Mr. Thick- 
neffc and the late Lord Orwell, and occu- 
pies one-third of this volume, together 
with the tanrily differences between the 
father and the Tons, muH be hli to the. 
judgement of thoft who take the pains to 
read them we fhnll only obferve, that 
the name of Toipchet aflumal by Baroji 
Audijy and his brother, Tons ot Mr. 
Thicknefle, was taken from lieinnothir, 
Mr. Thick ntfle's HrH wufe, who was 
the liHer of Earl Caftlehavcn, of Ireland, 
and whoft maiden name was Tuuchct. 
For our part, we take no plcafure iu 1 end- 
ing or in quoting details of familv-broilij, 
and think they ought not to be ptibliflied 
to the world by either party, 1 he anec^ 
dotes of a female green-grocer at Soiuh- 
ampton ; of the late Pi ctendcr ; of a half- 
pay Lieutenant of the Britifli Navy ; ihc 
Law Anecdote ; the little Hory ot I.'idy 
Crew's Monument ; and the dcfcriptioii 
of the author's delightful Hermitage, arc 
the moH entertaining pieces we And in 
the ftcond volume. Upon the whole, thci c 
is a great variety of matter for the amufe- 
mentof general readers, and many arti- 
cles which ought never to have appealed, 
and amongH the reft private lettn s.

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^ Narrative of Fcwr Journies into the Coun^ of the Hottentots and Caffi-arla. 
in the Years 1777, *778, and 1779. By Lieut. Williano Paterfon. i. vol. 41^ 
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rpHE principal obje£t of Mr* Paterfon’s 
excurfions through the unexplored 
and t^pklefs regions of Africa being, 
as we have already remarked, the graii « 
ideation of a botanic curiofity, it is not to 
be expe£led that we (hould meet with 
many obfarvations on the genius and 
manners ofsthe nations he palled thiough 
p the coiirfe of hib ioinnies. A new 
pecies of plant or a non-defeript ani- 
mal engages the attention of our travel- 
er in a much higher degree than thecha- 
rafters either of the Hottentots, the Boili- 
men, the Chonaquas,or the Caffies 1 and 
every opportunity of developing their na. 
tural difpofition, or the frame and conili- 
tuiion or their i'eveial tiibes, is conftantly 
facriiiGed to a defciiption ot the Mimoia, 
the Camelopardalis, the Loxla, and the 
many other plants and' animals by which 
his colleflion was enriched, and his toils 
rewarded. Wc do not, however, mean to 
be undeiftood, that in our opinion a per- 
fc£l knowledge of the different properties 
f f nlanls may not be of general utility 5 
ami vie mud do Mr. Paterfon tliejuilice 
o fay, that he appears anxious to detail 
he ilvcral fpecies whofe qualities are poi* 
fonoiis. 

Mr, Paterfon's Second JourniV 
occupied an interval of fix nipnths, from 
iMay to December, in u north-w^d di- 
rection from the Cape of Good Hope, 
over Khinoceros Bofeh to the Great Thorn 
River j from tjicncc acrofs the Coulie c^: 
Sand Rivei*, along an extenfive dct'ait, 
thiough which runs the Oiange River, 
into the country of the , Great Nimiqua^s. 
The defcriptioii of this journyy contains 
a variety of curious and entertaining par- 
ticulars, ficm wliivh we (liall fcleft the 
following of tite practice of poifoning 
the wateis. On both Tides of the 
Oungc River, vvhicli was To iiatn^d by 
Captain Goi don in honour of the Prince 
of Orange, are large tree^ peculiar to 
this rountiy, lucli as MiincTaot difierent 
foils) Saiices, and a gicat vaiicty of 
grubby plants* Tlic mountains have, 
upon the whole, a bauen appearance, be- 
ing in geneiai liaked rocks ) though they 
are in Tome places adorned by a vaiiety of 
^iccnlcnt plants) .and m p.ipculav Ku- 
phorbia, which glows to the hJght vf 
filiccn iect, and Iv.pplics the Honentots 
\viih an in<xredicnt for poiloning their ar- 
rows. 1‘heir method of making this 
pcriiitiious mix lure, is by hrR taking the 


juice extraRed frpm the Euphorbia, and 
a kind of caterpillar peculiar to another 
plant, which haft much the appearance of 
a fpecies of Rhus, though 1 could find 
none in flower. They mix tlie animal 
and vegetable matter, and after drying it, 
they point their arrows with this compo- 
fition, which is fuppofed to be the moft 
effcflual puifun of the whole conntiy. 
The Euphorbia itfelf is alfoufedfor this 
purpol'e, by throvving the branches into 
fountains of water frequented by wild 
beads, which, after di inking the water 
thus poitbned, Teldom get a thoufand 
yards from the brink of the fountain be- 
fore they fall down and expire. This 
pra^lice of poiTpning the water proves 
s\n additional danger to travellers who aie 
unacquainted wiih the circumltance ) 
though the natives generally uTc the pre- 
caution of leading off the water which is 
to be poilbned to a Tmall dram, and co- 
vering up the principal fauntain.’* 

1 HE Trird Journey occupied the 
fpace of three months, from December 
1778 to March 1779 ; and was taken in a 
louth-eall direiSlion fiom the Cape along 
the coiUl over Channa Lands height, ovir 
Oliplvants Rivei, aciofs the foieit of Mi- 
mofa to Camtours Rivei j and from thence 
in a noiih-caft dire^lion along the coall 
over J£on Dags andtht Gieai Fitlj River 
into Cali'i alia i a pavtof the continent of 
Africa vi hich never had been viTitcd be- 
foie by any Eurojiean ; nor has any tra» 
vcllcr Tincc that time, it Teems,- been ptr- 
milted to enter it 5 for lo jealous are 
thole people^pT the encroachments of the 
putch, (who arc the only Europeans they 
are acquainted with) that they llriaiy 
prohibii iwdiyiduaU’ from entering theit* 
Ui iiioiy. 

“The men among the CaffVfs,** 
Tiys Mr, PdicrTon, are fjom iivp 
feet ten inches to fix feel high, and well 
piopoitioncd, and in general evince great 
courage in aiiacking lions, or any bealfs 
of prey. 1 his nation is now divided inta 
two paities; to the noiibwaid area num- 
ber ol' them comiqanded by one Chaiha 
Bca, or TnmbiWhie, who has olrtaincd the 
latJci denonnnaiign from his mother, a 
woman of tlie iiTb^of Hottentots cnllixl 
I ambuki( .j. This man was ibc ibn ot 
a chief c:dlcd Phaioa, who died about 
ihne years before, and left two fpns 
Cha Cha Bca, and another named DTnu 
ka, who cbimul the Ihpieme authority 
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on account of bis mother being of the 
CiafFie nation. This ocrafioned a conteft 
between the two bi others, in the courle of 
which Cha Cha Bea was driven out of 
)iis territories, with a number of his ad« 
hennts. The unfortunate chief travel- 
led about an hundred miles to the north* 
ward of Khouta, where he now refides, 
and has entered into an alliance with the 
BoHimen Hottentots. 

The colour of the Calfres is a jet black, 
their teeth white as ivory, and their eyes 
4rge. The cloaihing of both fexes is 
neatly the fame, coulilting entirely of the 
hides of oxen, which are as pliant as 
cloth. The men wear tails of different 
animals tied round their thighs, pieces of 
brafs in their hair, and large ivory rings 
on their arms; they are alfo adorned with 
t)ie hair of lions, and feathers fafteoed on 
their heads, with many other fantaifical 
ornaments. When they are about ojne 
yeaisof age they undergo the operation 
of being circuincifed,and aftei wards wear 
a muzzle of leather wltich covers the ex« 
tren)ity of the penis, and is rufpeuded by 
^ Icatheip thong from their middle. This 
covering is in general ornamented with 
beads and brais rings, which they pur- 
chafe from the Hottentots for tobacco and 
Dacka, They are extremely fond of 
dogs, which they exchange for Rattle; and 
to i'uch a height do they carry this paf- 
fion, that if pne paiticularly pleafes them, 
(hey will give two bullocks in exchange 
foi it. Their whole exercife through the 
(lay is hunting, fighting, ordancing. They 
aic expert in thi owing their lances, and 
in time of war ufe IhHelds made of the 
glides of oxen. The women arc employ- 
ed in the cultivation of their gardens and 
corn. They cultivate feveral vegetables, 
which are not indigenou^ to thsir coun- 
try, fuch as Tobacco, Water-melons, a 
fmall fort of Kidney- beans, and Hemp, 
none of which 1 found growing f'pon- 
taneoidly. The women make their haf- 
(cets, and the mats which they deep on. 
The men have great pride in their cattle; 
they cut their horns in fuch a way as to 
be able to turn them into any f)ia{)e they 
plcafc, and teach tl>em to anfwer a whif- 
tie. Some of them ufe an inOiumint 
for this purpofe, (itnilar a Bcihman> 
pipe. Vvhen they wifh their cattle to 
return home, they go a little way from 
the houfe ana blow this fmall inftrunient, 
which is made of ivory or bpne, and fo 
’ conftrudled as to be heard at a great dif- 
tance, and in this manner bring all their 
cattle home without any d'diculty. The 
ipil oi this country is a blackilh loomy 
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ground, and fo extremely &rtfle, that 
every vegetable fubdance, whether fowai 
or planted, grows heie with great liuittv 
riaiicr.** 

Thb Fourth and taft JovniifiY waa 
commenced on the iSih June 1779 from 
the Cape Town, and employed A tater- 
val of fix months and 6ve days. It an* 
pears to have been dire£(ed along too 
north-weft coaft through Verloren Valley 
over Hartebeeft River, by Khinooeioa 
Fountain, to a different }kart of theOranga 
River, not far diflant from its mouth, out 
of which it empties itlelf into the AtlaiH 
tic Ocean; and fiutii thence up the 
country among a tribe of nrwly-difco-f 
vered Hottentots. The cuiiofitles of this 
journey are very unmeious, and many of 
them highly entertaining; particnlarly tlio 
defcription of the Lion's Dsn, the Ca- 
melopardalis, the Horned Snake, the Mi>- 
mofa, a plant the fpecies of which is un- 
known, and the Loxia, a l>ird which is not 
yet ranged under any daft ; hut as our 
cxtrafls have already exceeded the limits 
of our Review, we mult cont^t ourfelveik 
with reciting the following delciiption of 
a tribe of wild men, which Mr. Pater- 
fon nnd his companions met with among 
the woods on the bunks of Orange River. 

“ The next day I croffed the liver, in 
company with Colonel Gordon, and left 
the boat in order to make an excurfion to 
the weft ward. Here we oblerved the print 
of human feet, which appeared to ug to 
be frefti. Upon this we relblved to pur- 
fue the track, and on oui- way faw feve- 
ral fnares laid for the wild neafts. Alter 
travelling about five miles to the north- 
ward, we perceived fomc of the naiiveg on 
a famly hillock, about one mile from 11s ; 
we made feveral fignals to them, but they 
feemed to be quite wild, and made thtir 
cfcape. We continued to fullow their 
path, which brought us to their habita- 
tion ; but we were ftill as unable to bring 
about any intercoiirlc with them at be- 
fore; for the whole family immediately 
betook thcmfclves to flight, except a lit- 
tle dog, which feerhed to he equally uti-** 
acquainted with Europeans. Heic ve 
ftayed fome lime, arui examined their 
huts. In them we found feverall'peciei of 
aromatic plants which they had been 
drying, and a few ikins of ieals. Their 
huts were much fuptrior to iliofe of tl»e 
generality of Hottentots ; they were lof- 
tier, and thatched with grais : and were 
furnifhed with ftools made of the back- 
bones of the Grampus. Several fpecteg 
of ftfh were fulpeiuled from pole4 Ituck 
into the ground. Having nothing about 
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which we thought would prove an ac« 
ceptable prefent. Colonel Gordon cut the 
buttons from his coat, and depoGted 
them among tlic aruin»tic plants which 
were drying. In the mean time we again 
ohfervcd tl^f;: natives at the fame place 
where had hi (I tiifcovcred them. We 
made evoy polFihlc Ggn in order to allure 
them to U 8 » and difpatched one of our 
Mottentolfi, who ipolce to them^ and af- 
^red them we had no evil iiittniion. 
Afiier feme time, Cclonel Gordon went 
to tht'iT., while 1 iimained at their huts 
with die guns, and after much pciAn- 
£on he induced tlKm to rUurii to thtir 
Kraal. They were eleven in i umber, 
and were the only natives who ir.hai'hed 
tliLs pait of the couutiy. Wc inquired 
nfttr other nations, but tliey could j:ivc 
os no account, except oi the Nimiquas, 
whence we had jiilt come. A Nimiqiia 
woman who Iiv^d with thorn, was the 
CXH-ly one oi the company who knew any 
liuiig of Europeuiib, Though tew m 
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num^r, they were governed by a chiefs 
whole name was Cout. The mode of 
living among thefe people was in the 
liigluft degree wretched; and they are 
apparently the din left of all the Uotten« 
tot tribes. Their drefs is compofed of the 
ikins of leals and jackal;?, the flclh of which . 
they cut. When it happens that a Gramput 
is call alhorc, they rcn>ove their huts to 
tVie place, and fiibfift upon it as long as 
any part of it remains ; and in this 
manner it fometimes aftbids them fade- 
nance for half a year, though in a gieat 
mcalure decayed and putrified by the 
fun. They fmear their ikins with tlte oil 
or train ; the odour of which is fo power- 
ful, that their approach may be perceived 
fome time before they piefent t^mfelvcs 
to the fight. They carry their water in 
tliC Ihells of ultrich eggs, and the blad- 
dois of fcals, which they Ihoot with bows« 
Their .‘UTows are the fame a» thofe of all 
other Hottentots/* 
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^UR former reviews of this hig! ' en- 
^ tcrtaining and authentic woik have 
at Tength intioduccd to our confideiatibn 
fl>c hft peiiod of “ The Life of Ficdc- 
fick the becoiicl,'' in which the learned 
Authoi has ticatedof his private and lite- 
rary clnirarieri lus illncls and his death, 
aiui his iniluefice upon tiie age in which 
be lived. On ihv firfl topic, the true 
fade wliicli it is univcifally known this 
wonderful n an poirLifed in the fine arts, 
and the cnthufiriftic dclmiiaiion he catei- 
faiiied for the lirllrs Lethes^ are attri- 
buted to the citcance and gcnerofity of 
bis Govenufs, Madame dc Rtcouh*, 
vvho, difu'g'n ding flic miunC:lion> of Ins 
audcieand illiteintc father, fa1nil1.ui7.ed 
bis mind at an early age to the bell 
V'oiks of tilt* Fi filth Poets ; and enabled 
«iim to add, with c<p»al fuccefs, “ the 
wreaths of Apollo to the triumphant 
liuiels of Beliona.” To a mind devoted 
to the !o^c of letters, an efieein for thofe 
who cultivate them with fuccefs, is al- 
moA unavoiddulc ; and Frcdeiick, long 
before his acerlfion to the throne of 
Pruffia, Voltaire as a friend, 

whole inuinacy “ could not but be ad- 
vantageous to every thinking bemg and 
wliofe merit the whole country couldiiot 
fuiiiilh laurels fufticiciuly to reward.*’ 


The Prince indeed, in his frrft letter in 
i736,lavipied ontlus Phdofbpherthe mnft 
unqualihed flattery j and uftd every fob- 
citation to induct him to leave his native 
country and repair to Prulfia for the rc^ 
mainder of his life, hoping thatahhougH 
the faith of* Princes was not then regard- 
ed in the molt favourable light, he would 
not fufler hitnielf lo be prepoffeiTed with 
general prejudices, but make an* tXcep-H- 
tiun in favor of his friend. The vanity 
of Voltaire blazed forth upon the piofpcft 
of fo illufliious an inrercourfc and inti- 
macy, and a corrcfpondencc fuccccdedt 
ill which the literary charaflcr of Frede- 
rick was raifcd to the highefl psnnncU' of 
renown by the commendations of Vol- 
tauc- After Frederick had fuceeeckd to 
the throne, and the peace of Breflaw 
had lelloicd to him the Icifurcs of private 
life, be thought ferioufly of meriting ftili 
more and more the praifes lavifhed oa 
him from all quarters, in confequcncc of 
his taflc for the Arts and Sciences. At 
this tune Voltaire was covered with 
glory, by the fuccefs of his Tracjdy of 
e ; and Frederick renewed ms Invi- 
tation to him, in the terms of opennef^ 
and famiharity with which one philofc- 
pher would unire aiiothcr- Voltaire ac- 
cepted the invit-tijn ; but Frederick lirtk 
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JinBgintd that he was entertaining not 
merely a Potf, but a Nt^gociator fciu by 
ihc Cabinet of Vcrfaill'es to allure him 
into a breacli of the pcacc» which he had 
juft figned* ' 

** Amidft entertainmenrSt operas^ and 
fuppers#'* fays Voluii^ in his account of 
thh traufa^liun, my (ccrct negociation 
was advancing ; tlie King was plealed to 
permit me to talk to him coiiceining all 
points whatever i and in our difcuilions 
refpc^iag the merits of the Ailnrid, of 
Viigih and I-ivy, I often intioduecd 
queftions leUtivc to France and Auftria- 
^metinies the converlation took an ani- 
mated turn \ tile King warmedt and told 
me that ib long as our court continued 
knocking at every door to obtain peace* 
he cert<ii4ily would not exp/>re bimfeif by 
drawing the fword in her defence. I fent 
him, fioni my chamber to his ap.irtment* 
my rcBe£lions on a doubled Ihcct of pa- 
per. IJc Implied to my prcfumpiion on 
the oppofice column. 1 ftili have the pa- 
per wherein 1 oblerrcd to hiniy Do you 
doubt uhetiicr the Houle of Auftria will 
noty at the firft op}X)rtumty, biing de- 
mands againft you for the reftituuon of 
Silcfia r" The following was his anfwcr 
on the uiatgin :

At length the King faid <mt 
mcy “ Let France diclaie war with Eng- 
land, and 1 march.’* This being all I 
wanted, I returned inftantly to theCoult 
of h ranee, and rendered an account tiiF 
my journey ; I gave them the fai^.* hopes 
the King had adbrdrd me at Herlin, ai>A 
they wcie not deceived ; foi in the cowrie 
of the Iprhig following the King of Pruf- 
fta entered into a new* treaty with Fianco» 
and advanced into Bohemia* while the 
Auftrians were in Alfacc.** 

V'oltaiic returned to Paris | but trea* 
chcrous as this vifit had been, luch w as 
the alcendancy he had obiaim J over the 
King, that Frederick preftld him to re* 
turn* and become a lefidciit at his Couit. 
Voltaire pleaded the ex|>eitce of the joui- 
ncy. Frederick ordered him i 6 ,i<c 9 
livrcs for that purpofe. But ftill Voltaire 
lemaincd undecided ; and the King m an 
anlwer to Ibmc verfo, additfteil to him br 
D'Arnaud, petulantly compau-d \'oh tii’c 
to the letting, and D'Ai n.iLid to ilie i Wmg 
fun. Tins determined \ olrai^i' to go to 
Berlin, and, as he expreft’ed liinilelf* 
“ tcauh this King that J am not >et Ibt- 
ting.*' 

The heroic compofurc with which 
tile King reiigned his l»i*e.uh on the i7rh 
of Auguft, 1786, ivdMciibcd \riy cir- 
cumiUntially i and the Author conrends, 
with much iiigcnuiry and Ibme arHument^ 
that Ficderick's example lauplu tlic 
Courts of Euro})c, ** that the Hue giMa- 
dem- of a Piiiiec confiHs m pcifmmmg 
ail his duties ; in lahouiing with mdehi*

*1 Wb9 is no other than Dr. Hurd, the author of the Tnflf. 
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The attempt to ftifle them is, however, a 
very obfeure and equivocal mark of re- 
pentaiKe in the offender. Public and de* 
liberate was the infult, which he of- 
fered to the feelings of thofe whom he 
afTailed* and therefore no compenfation 
«ught to be accepted, which /a//j /hort of 
a direS and explicit rctraSation 

The Letter to Dr. Jortin might, in- 
deed, by an excefs of candour, have been 
confidercd as the rcfult of youthful ar- 
( dour, when the judgement of the writer 
was not matured j v\ hen his opinions of 
books and men were not fettled ^ when 
his imagination was ftrongly imprelTed 
by the impofing fplendour of Warburton’s 
talents, and his vanity gratifitd by the 
flattering hope of Warburton's protec- 
tion. 

Du Ids inexpertis cultura potent is amicL 
But the interval between the two pam* 
phlets — an interval of nearly ten year 
left, one would have imagined, loom 
enough for the author to correft his par- 
tialiiies, to foften his avcrfions, and to 
refle£^, again and a^ain, upon all that 
mhht be" blameahle in the motives, and 
allthat had been injurious in the conie- 
lienees, of his firft intemperate and ia- 
ecorous publication, 

« Had his “ noble paflTion for ihifchicf 
been content with” the Seventh Diflerta- 
tion adilrtfleil to Dr. Joriin, I Ihould 
have given him all due praife for the 
glitter of his wit and the gaiidin^s of liis 
eloquence ; and, at the fame time, I 
(hould liaie laughed ** at»the prctenfious 
•f the bojjk to rcafoning and fa£f as a 
mere flam, and not containing one word 
of ti urh from the beginning to the end,” 
But when the fame ofleniive#’pii it of con- 
tempt is, for (he fame unwai rantable pur- 
pofe ot degradation, transferred from the 
wiitings ot Dr. Jortin to thofe of Dr. Le- 
land, i “ lee what the ingn would be 
at through all his dilguifes.” 1 lee a very 
decilive proof, that the temper of the wii- 
tcr was not mel.orated by time, by expe- 
rietice, by felf-examination, or lelf-icf- 
pe6i. 1 feel, at tlic lame time, the moft 
juft and cogent rcafons for laying him 
open to that igiidniiny, from which cow- 
ardice, imlccd, may have tempted him 
fly, but which he has not hitherto en- 
deavoured to avert by a[»:ogy or rt for- 
mation. The indelicacies of enmity 
are not always jiiflified hy the acal of 
friendflHp> 1 he immunities (as John- 
{pn cafla tbcm} of invilibihty” cannot, in 
ail calcs, be employed to Itifle ilic curio- 
pf the learned, or to avert the dccifloo 
ot the im 'partial. They may, indeed# 
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fereen the name of an author fi'om the 
detef^ion which he dreads } but they mutt 
not be permitted to fhelter his puhlicatioi^ 
from the reproach which tht 7 deferve. 

** Jortin and Leland now repole jn the 
fanfluary of the grave, and arc ^aced 
beyond the reach of human praife and hu- 
man cenfiire. Be it fo. But there wai 
a time, when enemies, fuch as tha un- 
fettered opinions of one, and the Ihining 
talents of both, were lure to provoke, 
found a momentary gratiflcatioii even 
from fuch charges as the Letter-writer 
ventured to alledge. There was a time, 
when thofe charges might have clogged 
their profeilionalinterelTs, and certainly 
///Wdilturb the tranquillity of their minds» 
Yer, while they were living, no balm 
was poured into their wounded ibirits by 
the hand that pierced them i anci, if thesF 
chara6trrs aftsr death remain unimpaired, 
by the rude Ihocks of controverfy, and the 
fecret mines of ilander, their triumph is to 
be afenbed partly to their own Jfrength, 
and partly to the confeious wealciicls of 
their antagonifl, rather than to his love 
of juflice, or his love of peace. That ari- 
tagonilt, too, is perhaps Itill alive, and 
flilJ finds his admirers among thofe, who 
thcmfclves panting after greatncls, are 
careful to utter only fmooih things enu- 
cerning the faults of the great. Ihit liis 
filence has not yet been icpreftnled even 
by hi^ friends as the elfe£l of comm ion. 
His pen has not been employed in any 
fubfequent publication to cqfiimcnd two 
writers, againfl whom ht had formerly 
brandiflied fuch cenfures, as, according to 
his own eflimation and his own wifhes, 
were aculeate and proper.*^ Ills ex- 
ample — and this is thewoill of all<«-his 
example^ I fay, is at hand to encourage 
any futuie adventurer, who may flrfl be 
di (puled to attack the beft books and the 
belt men $ and afterwards, when the leal

The fiifl vulume opens with A Poe- 
tic Kpiltlc from Gabncllc d’Eflrccs te 
Henry tlic Fofirth \ ' and it is dedicated 
to the ilon. Thomas Krlkine, bccaufc 
“ lie hav dignified a libcial profcliion 
by His tmmeafurable ability, and adorn- 
ed human nature by his exiftence.’* The 
hafis of the ftory is borrowed from Poin- 
fonct, but the imagery with which it is 
decorated, the Author claims as his 
own. 7 ’liis Poem contains many fine 
Mid excellent lines, the offspring of that 
*vi^jida •vu animi which fhould aliyayi 
fwcli the bofom of a Poet. We cannot 
however extend this praife to every part 
cif tilt work ; and wc fliall produce the 
trttow'ing inftance of an obfeurity in thn 
cxpi tdilon which fometimes occurs. The 
fair Gabriclle, fpeaking of the fafeinating 
power of her Henryk eyes, warns her 
i'ex agaiuft their danger in thefe words % 
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<< Go not, ye nymphsi you'll perifh if you 
gaze, 

“ For necromancy warms tlieir weakeft 
blaze 1 

** If in the vortex of his arts youVc found, 

^ Your agency will die, your fenfe run round. 
** Their rtim*s baneful circles never ceafe, 

•• ’Till central potency ingulphs your peace !'* 

The lubfcqucnt part of this volume 
contains poems on various fubjefVs, of 
which the Monody on the death of Lady 
Harriet Elliot, the daughter of the late 
Earl of Clutham, has great merit. But 
it is diot ill the elegiac ftrain alone that 
the mufc of Pafquin rxcels ; for, in our 
opinion, the following fpecimen will 
prove that he poireHes no mean talent in 
epigrammatic writing-

ANtCDOTES OF THL AUTHOR. 

Tlic real name of thn. Writer 
is Wil.Ll\MS, who was born in the 
metropolis, and received the clallicil part 
ot liis education at Mcrcliant Taylors 
Idioul, where be continued fix years 
under the tuition of the late Di. Town- 
Icy ; and while in this feminaiy lufl'eicij 
a temporary dilg I ace, foi writing a Latin 
Epigram upon the Rev. Mr. Kntvv, ihcu 
third Maflcr of the InM iiiitiun. 11 c was 
originally intended, wc ha been in** 
formed, for the Chinch ; hut, fiom the 
death of fome particular friend to his 
family, that iilea was dioppcdiand at 
the age of levcntccn he was placed under 
an Artift of eminence, with whom he 
fludied painting, rroni what caufc w« 
know not, bur all of a lu'hien hr jpivc up 
this purfuic, and applied himfelf to tran- 
llate for the Bookfcllcrb. At the age of 
eighteen he wrote a poetical defence of 
the late David Garrick againfl the lioi i ul 
attempt of Dr. Kcniitk t% in.iuie Ins 
chararter in a Poem entitled “ J .ovt iq 
the Suds, or the Lamentations of Rolcius 
for the lofs of his Nyky.’* Tjiis dibit 
procured him the fi iendlhip of our Britifli 
Rofciiis. About two ycai s after this pc» 
riod lie paid n vifit to fome relacion.s in 
Ireland, where he refulcd for fevcral 
years; and during Ins rehdence in Dub-* 
lin was .iltcuiauU Editor of almoft all the 
periodical publications in that Capiial ^ 
amongtl others of the rolt/nt^erjourmi^ 
a daily paper, in which lie is faid to liaxib 
defended the rights of tlie Catholics with 
gieac vigour of ienrimem under the lignat 
ture of Socrates.

has excited our wonder, as much by his 
antiquarian refearches and acquaintance 
with the hiiddle ages, as in the filft vo- 
lume by the extent of his claftical know- 
ledge. 

In theftrft chapter of the volume now 
before us, which treats of the Introduce 
fion of Mu,/iC into the Churchy and of its 
Progrefs there previous to the time of 
ijuidoi after proving from antient authors 
that there was norJigion at any period of 
time in which Muff: did not conftitute a 
jttart of its rites, he traces the ufe of Mil- 
lie by the primitive Chrift^ans, from the 
time of the Apoftles till the beginning of 
the eleventh century. 

Several curious and decifive palTages 
are given from the Fathers, which prove 
with what zeal and delight the Cln iitians 
performed their pfaims, hymns, and fpi- 
ritual fongs, in their moll private devotion, 
during the times of Pagan perfecutiopi 
** bcK»re churches were built, or their re- 
ligion was eftaMiihcd by law. And 
Eufebius in fpraking of the confecra- 
tion of churches throughout the Roman 
%lominion8, in the time of Conftantine the 
fii-ft Ciuirtian Emperor, fays, “ that 
there was one conniioii confenl in chant^ 
ing fdl’th the praifes of God ; the per- 
foimance of the fervice was exait, the 
rites of the cliiirch decent and majeftic ; 
and th're was a place appointed tor thole

ducetl for the eftablilhment of niulic in 
the church during the reign of Conftan.

And though the veracity of this hiftorian

Our author next, with great profcHion- 
al fcience, as well as antiquarian dili<« 
gence, proceeds to the explanation of Ec- 
elifiaftical Mujical Notesy which to us 
feem the moft unintclligihle chara£leis to 
be found in antieiir MS. MilTals, previous 
to the ufc of Gr4gorian Not^fSy in which 
the chants of the Kc iniili Church are dill 
written. This notatiou is now foobfolste, 
that the moft learned Prieits and Libra- 
rians ill Romifli countries pretend not to 
decypher thenv. 

By what we can gather from Dr. Bur- 
ney's labours on this fubje6V, at which 
we are indeed aftonifhed, as well as with 
his patience, thele-charaders were at iird 
lengthened accents placed over words that 
were to be fung, in order to exprefs diffe- 
rent inflexions and elevations of voice. 

Thele ieein, before lines ,wcre applied 
to theniy fitys Bttrney, to have been 
in general ule from the third to tlie ninth 
century. In many of the Millais of thefe 
times, particular words at the end of a 
verfe, or fentcnce, have groups of notes 
given to them, which in modern muficai 
langiiage wou^d he called Divifipns^ In 
a manufeript of the eleventh century there 
i« one to the fecond fyllable of the word 
fanantury confiding of near feventy diffe- 
rent founds. Some of thefe charaXers, as 
their names imply, are grammatical. Tome 
meiiical, Tome itpiefeniatives ot muficai 
founds, and others perhaps were appro- 
priated to the graces or emhellilhments 
which were thc*n uled in melody.” 

Several curious phites are given to ex* 
plain the CUfi and Muficai ^ar abler i in 
^"■KL ienl niilCIs of the Komnh Chuich ; 
af er which thole of tiie Greek Chuich 
are explained wdili great learning and in- 
genuuy.*. 

“ The fchifm, lays Dr. Burney, lie- 
tween the Greek and Latm Churches, 
wliich happened in the ninth century, pre- ^ 
vented fucli changes as were madp in the 
Roman Kitu sl, after that period, fioin 
being adopted ; and the nutation uled he- 
fore, feeinsiong to have been continued in 
the Greek Qiurch, |n KiifHa, however, 
all the Rituals were called in at the begin- 
ning of the lad century ; and a unitoj m 
j^tui-gy WM C^abliffied, fp i?u)- 
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dern method of writing mufic was received. 
But in the Greek, ides a notation peculiar 
to its inhabitants is dill in ufe, which is 
not only as different from ours as their aU 
phabet, but totally unlike that in the an- 
tient MifTals,” 

** St. John Dainafceim^, who lived in 
the eighth century, is cclcbiaied by the 
writers of his life, and by ecckfiadicai hif- 
torians, as the compiler and rtformcr of 
chants in the Gieck church, in the fame 
manner as St. Giegory in the Roman.” 

The author doles this chapter with ait 
account of the edabiifbmciit of Churdi 
Mufic in England and P'laiicc, in which 
he mounts to the time of the propagation 
of the Gofpel in thofe countiics. 

Venerable Bede and William of Malmef- 
bury, fays ouraiiilioi, inform us, “that 
Audin, the Monk, who was lent to Eng- 
land by Pope Gregory the Great, to con- 
veitthe Saxons, inltruXed them in ecclc- 
ffadical mufic.’* 

Venerable Bede w^as himfelf a very able 
mufician, and is (iippofcd to have been the 
author of a fhort muficai TraX, printed 
in the Gologn edition of his works, enti- 
tled, Dc Mtifiica TAeorica, et Prablica Jem 
Menfiurata j but this Dr. Burney, with 
fome cripcal acumen, has proved to be 
fpurious, and the work of a much mow 
modern author. 

The fubTequent part of this chapter it 
enlivened by an account of a quarrel at 
Rome bet%/een Gallic and Italian, niufi* 
ciaiis, fo early as the time of Pope Adrian 
and Charlemagne, coiiceining luperiority 
oftalie and knowledge in their ait, Thr* 
dory, though pleafant and charaXeriffic, 
is too long for txtraX here, or wc fliould 
prefem it to our leaders. The following 
period, hdwever, contains infoiination too 
lerioiis and curious to bo omitted. 

“ Adrian j Stephen, Monk of Canter- 
bury 'y Fi iai Jainc s, and many otliers, arc 
celebrated by Bede for their Ikill in fing- 
ing after the Roman manner. It was 
then the cudom for the clergy to tra- 
vel i') Rome for impiovenieiu in mufic, as 
well as to inipQj'i maders of that ait from 
the Roman college. At length the fuc* 
cefiTors ot St. Gregory* and of Aultin hit 
Miiliunary, having edablifhed a fchool 
tor ecckfiadicai mnfif at Canterbury, the 
reft of the ifiand was finnidied wi h inaf- 
ters from that femimiry. Indeed, Roman 
nmlic and finging were-as much in favour 
here, during the middle ages, when there 
were no operas or urtificiai voices tp cap- 
tivate our countrymen, as Italian compo-t 
fitions and performers are at prefent.” 

44^ VC t^ve an account of the 
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ftate of mufic in our ifland during the 
time of Alfred) when it was one of the 
ibiences which conftituted the 
niw.or higheA clafs of philofophical Icarn- 
ing, being ranked with arithmetic, geo- 
metry) and ailronomy. This is followed 
by a relation of the mufical inventions of 
St* Dunftan; among which we cannot 
help imagining that the harp which he was 
accufed of conftriifting by the help of the 
Devil, that not only moved of itfelf 
but played without any human adlftance,'* 
may have been the JSolinu Harpt though 
afcribed to Kircher and others. 

The hittory of the Organ clofes this 
chapter j in wriimg which the aiuhor miift 
have beftowed inhnite pains, not only in 
finding the materials, hut digefting them.

The opening of this curious chapter is 
fo well wiittcn, that we cannot wlth-iiold 
it from lite reader. 

« The ingjcdients, hy< Dr. Biirncy, 
which I have now to prepare for the read- 
er, are in general Inch as I can hardly 
hope to lender palatable to tliofe who have 
more ralte than curiolity. For though 
the molt trivial circumllances •claiivc 
to illultrious and favourite diaiMclcrs 
become inttrcding when well aiuiien- 
ticatetl, yet memory unwillingly en- 
curabeis itfelf with the iianfuiuons of 
•hfciire perfons. 

“ If the great muficians of antiquity, 
whofe names are io familiar to our ears, 
had not Iilffewife been poets, time and ob- 
livion would long lince have Iwepi them 
away. But thefe having iieen luckily 
writers ihemfelves, took a little ^arc of 
their own fame } which their breihren of 
after- ages gladly Uipported lor the honour 
ei the corps, 

“ But lince writing and practical inu- 
fic have become fepara!«’ pn-ffelllon?, the 
celebrity of the poor numtiaii dit/ with 
the vibration of Ins if rings j or if, in con- 
defeenfion, he be reinembcicd ny a poet 
orhillorian, ii isufually bul to blazon his 
ibtfirmities, and throw contempt upon 
his talents. The voice of acclamation, 
and thunder of applaiilo, p’ala away like 
vapours j and thole liaiids which were mofl: 
a6tive in teltifying umporary approbation, 
fiiffer the fame of thofc who charmed 
away their care and forrows in the glowing 
hour of innocent delight, to remain unre- 
corded.** 

The enqtiiries which the author has 
made, and the fcarce MSS. which he has 
eonfuUtd in the principal hbiafies of 
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rope, in order to difeover the origin of 
counterpoint, or mufic in parts, and to 
afeertain, among the numerous inventions 
afcribed to Guido, thole to which lie waa 
truly entitled, arc prodigious \ 

** Guido, fays he, it one of tm>le fa* 
voured names to which the liberalriv of 
pofterity fets no bounds. He has long 
been regarded in the empire of mu lie as 
Lord of the Manor $ to whom ail ftiays 
revert, not indeed as chattels to which he 
is known to have an inherent right and 
natural title, but fuch as accident has put 
into the power uf h s henefa(*^ors $ and 
when once mankind have acquiied a ha- 
bit of generofiiy, unlimileil by envy and 
rival claims, they wait nut till thv plate 
or charity-box is held out to them, but 
give freely and unibliciled whatever they 
Hnd without trouble, and can reliiiqiiilti 
without lols or effort.**

U was on the morning of tins faul day,

Wtiilft 1 was reflefling with myfelf what this 
could be owing to, but without having the 
Jeaft apprehenfton of the real caufe, the whole 
lioufe began to (hake from the very founda- 
tion ; which at (irft I imputed to the rattling 
of fcveral coaches in the main (treet, which 
ufually paired that way, at this time, from 
Belem to the k*aUcc ; but on hearkening 
more attentively, I was foon undeceived, as 
1 found it was owing co a ftrange frightful 
kind of noife under ground, refembling the 
hollow diftam rumb'ingof thunder. Ail chi^ 
{salTed in Icfs than a minute, and I muft 
confw'fs 1 now began to be alarmed, as it 
natuially occurred to me, that this noife 
might polTibly be the forerunner of an 
earthquake, as one I remembered, which had 
happened about fix or feven years ago in 
the IHand of Madeira, commenced in the 
fame manner, though it did little or no 
damage. 

Upon this I threw down my pep, and 
ftarud upon my feet, remaining a moment 
in fufpence, whether I (hould ftay in the 
apartmenti or run into the (tivcc, as the 
danger in both places Teemed equal | and 
(till flittering myfclf that thib trciitbr might 
produce no other eflfe^fs than fuch inconfl- 
derable cues as had been fdlt at Madeira 5 
but^ in a ngoment I was roufed from my 
dream, being inftantly ftunned with a mod 
horrid cralh, as if every edifice in the city 
had tumbled down at once. The houfe I 
was in (liook with fuch violence, tliat the 
upper ftories immediately fell, and though 
my apartinent (which was the firft floor) 
did not then (hare the fame fate, yet every 
thing was thrown out of its place in fuch a 
manner, that it was with no fmall difficulty I 
kept my feet, and expected nothing lefs than 
to be foon crulhed to death, as the walls 
continued rocking to and fro in the fright- 
fulled manner, opening in feveral places } 
large dones falling down on every fide from 
the cracks ; and tiie ends of mod of die 
rafters darting out from the roof.

however, it is certain I found myfelf almoft

much abated, tbfl flrd objedt I perceifed in 
the room, was a woman fitting on the floor, 
with an infant in her arms, all covered with 
<lu(l, pale, and trembling. 1 atked her how 
file got hither : but licr condernation was (b 
great, that (he could give me no account of 
efcape. 1 fuppofe -chat when the tremor 
Srd began, (he ran out of her own houfe^ 
and finding herfelf in fuch imminent danger 
from the falling dones, retired into the door 
of mine, which was almod contiguous to 
her's, for (helter; and when the (hock 
increafed, which filled the door with dud 
and rubbi(h, ran up dairs into my apartment, 
which was then open : be it as it might, 
this was no time for curiofity. 1 remember 
the poor creature alked me, in the utmlod 
agony, if 1 did not think the world was at 
an end ; at the fame time (he complained of 
being choked, and begged, for Gotrs fake, I 
would procure her a little drink : Mpon this 
went to a clofet where I kept a large jar wicli 
water (which you know U fometimes a 
pretty fcarce commodity in Li(bon), but 
finding it broken in pieces, I told her (lie 
mud not now chink of quenching her third, 
but faving her life, as the houfe was jud fal- 
ling on our heads, and if a fecond (hock came, 
would certainly bury uf both $ I bade her 
take hold of my arm, and that I would 
endeavour to bring her into foqpe. place of 
fecurity.

1 
proceeded on as faft f conveniently could, 
though with the utmoft caution j and having 
at IfiOgth got clear of this bor:id palTaee, 1 
found myfelf fate and unhurt in the lar,^ 
open fpace before St^ Paul's Church, which 
had been thrown down. a few minutes before, 
and.hnnod a great part of the congregation, 
that was generally pretty numerous, this 
being reckoned one of the nioft populous 
paiiftjes in Lilbon* Here 1 flood feme time, 
pnrideripg what 1 (hould do ; and not thinki- 
Ing myfc{l fafe in this fitnation, I camotothe

This, witji fqme difficulty, I accompIKhed^ 
nndiheiC I fop^d a prodigious concourfc of 
peo^e, of hofh fexes, and of all ranks and’ 
ponchtlons, ai^ong whom I ohferved feme of 
^e ptincipaj ^Canons of thp Patriarchal 
^UfChi In tlnsA* purple robes and rochfsts, as 
Ipibits pf biibppss feyerd 


priefts who had run from the altars in theft 
lacerdotal vefttnents tn the midft of tfaeff 
celebrating mafs j ladies hatf^dreM, and 
fome without (hoes : all thefc, whmn their 
mutual dangers had here a^^blgd as to a 
place of fafety, were on their knees at prayers, 
with the terrors of death in their countenances, 
every one ftriking bis breaft, and crying ou( 
inceifantly, Miferieordia tneu Dios, 

Amidll this crowd, I could not avoid 
taking notice of an old venerable prieft,'in a 
Itole and furplice, who, 1 apprehond, had. 
efcaped from St. Paul's. He was continually 
moving to and fro among the people ex« 
horting them to repentance, and endeavouring 
to comfort ihem> He told them, with a 
fioed of tears, that God was grievoufly 
provoked at their fms, but that if they would 
call upon the BleiTed Virgin, (he would 
intercede for them. Every one now flocked 
around hlm,eameftly begging his benediAIon, 
and happy did that man think himfelf, who 
could get near enough to touch but the hem 
of his garment : feveral 1 obferved had little 
wooden cruciflxes, and images of faints, in 
their hands, which they offered me to kifs \ 
and one poor Irifhman, I remember, held 
out a St. Antonio to me for this purpofej 
and when I gently put his arm afidc, as 
giving him to underftand that I defired to be 
cxcufcd this piece of devotion, he aiked me, 
with fome indignation, whether I thought 
there w'asna God. I verily believe many < f 
the poor bigoitcd creatures who faved thefe 
ufclefs pieces pf wood, left tlicir child reri to, 
perilh. However, you miift not imagine, 
1 have now the leall inclination to mock 
at tlieir fupet flitions j I finccrdy pity them, 
and muft own. th^t a nnore affeAing r|>eAacln 
was never fccn. Their tears, ibdr bitter 
figlis and lamentations, would havk touched 
the moft flinty heart. I knelt downamongft 
them, and piqycd as fervently as the reft, 
though tq a much propercr objeA, the only 
Being who coujd hetu my prayers, to afforcl 
ipc any fuccour. 

In the midft of our devotions, the reconc| 
great (hopk came on, little Itfs violent than 
the firft, and compleated the ruin of thofe 
.buildings which had been already much 
(liattered. The cnnfternatipn now became 
fo univerfal, that the dirieks and cries of 
hlijvricwdia could be diftiuAly hwrd from 
the lop of St. Catherine's hill, at a confidera- 
bJe dirtance off, whiter a vaft number of 
people had likevvife retreaded ; a; the fame 
time we could hear the fall of the parifo- 
church there» whereby many perfons, were 
killed cn the fpot, and others mortglly 
wounded. You may judge of tbe force of 
this ()ipok, when 1 inform yqu, it was fo 
th^t 1 could fi^ce keep on isy knees $

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hait It WM attended with tbme circumftanoet 
HiU more dreadful than the former^^On a 
Ihdden 1 heard a general outcry, The fea 
it coining iiH we (hall be all loft.**— ^Upon 
this, turning my eyes towardt the river, 
which in that place is near four miles broad, 
1 could perceive it heaving and fwelling in a 
tnoft unaccounUble manner, as no wind was 
Airring; in an inftant there appeared, at 
Ibme fmail diftance, a large body of water, 
riling as it were like a mountain ; it came on 
foaming and roaring, and rulhed cowards 
the fliore with fuch impetuolity, that we all 
immediately ran for our lives, as faft as 
|)olTible : many were aAually fwept away^ 
and the reft above their waift in water, at a 
good diftance from the banks. For my own 
part, X had the narroweft efcape, and fhoiiid 
certainly have been loft, bad 1 not grafped a 
large beam that lay on the ground, till tlie 
Water returned to its channel, which it dih 
Blmoft at the fame inftant with equal rapi- 
dity. As there now appeared at leaft as 
much danger from the fea as the land, and 1 
Icarce knew whither to retire for Ihelter, I 
took a fudden refolution of returning back, 
with my cloaths all dropping, to the area of 
St. Paul's: here 1 Ito^ fome time, and 
obferved the Ihips tumbling and tolling about, 
us in a violent ftorm ; fome had broken their 
cables, and were carried to the othfr fide of 
the Tagus ; others were whirled round with 
incredible fwiftnefs ; fcveral large boats were 
turned keel upwards ; and all this without 
any, wind, which feemed the moig aftonilh- 
ing. It was at the time of wliich I am now 
fpeaking, that the line new* quay, built en- 
tirely of rough marble, an immenfe ex* 
p/nce^ was entirely fwallowcd up, with all 
slie people on it, who had fled thither for 
fafety, and had reafon to tlihik thenifeWes 
tout of danger In fuch a place : at she fame 
time a great number of boars and fmail vef- 
fels, anchored near it (all Ukewife full of 
people, who had retired thither for the fame 
purpofe) were all fWallowed up, as in a 
Whirlpool, and never more appeared. 

This lift dreadful incidei«t I did not fee 
with my own eyes, as It pallbd three or four 
Aones* throws from the fpot where 1 then 
was ; but 1 had the account^ as hefe given^ 
from feveral mailers of Ihips, who were an- 
ehoiud within two or three hundred yards of 
the quay, add faw the whole cacaftrophe. 
One of them in particular informed me^ that 
When the fecond Ihock came oti, he could 
perceive the nifhoie city waving backwards 
atid forwards, like the ^a when the wiiid 
firft begins to rllb ; that the agitation of the 
eaith was fo great, even tinder the river, that* 
It threw up his iaiige anchor from the niooi’- 
which fwam, as he termed it, on the

fu^aee of fhe writer ; that tmtMIritely bpon 
this extraordinary eoncuflion, the river rolb 
at onde near twenty feet, and In a moment 
fubfided 5 at which inftant he faw the qoay^ 
with the whole. concouife of people liptob it| 
fink down; and at the fame time every onb 
of the boats and veflels that Were near it 
Were drawn into the cavity. Which he fup- 
poltss inftantly clofbd upon them, inrifmucli 
as not the leaft lign of a wreck was Ovef 
feen afterwards. This account you ‘toay 
give full credit to; for at to the lofs of tlw 
veflels, it is confirmed by every body ; and 
with regard to the quay, I went mylblf, a feW 
days after, to convince myfelf of the truth, 
and could not find even the ruins of a pl.ice 
where 1 had taken fo maiiy agreeable vialks* 
as this was the common rendesvous of the 
FaAory in the cool of the evehing. I found 
it all deep water, and In fome parts ibatcely 
to be fathomed. 

This If the only place I could Icai^ Which 
was fwallowedup, inorabout Lilbon, though 
1 faw many large cracks and dUIbret In 
different parts ; and one odd phenomenon t 
mull not omit, which was communicated to 
me by a friend, who has a houfe and wine- 
cellars on the otlwr fide the river, vix. that 
the dwcllinjc-houfe, being firft terribly fliaken, 
which made all the family run out, there 
prefently fell down a vaft high rock near it, 
that upon this the river rofc and fubfided in 
the manner already mentioned, and immedi- 
ately a great number offmnll liflures appealed 
in feveral contiguous pieces of ground, fiolk 
whence there fpouted out, ljke% jet d eaa, u 
large quantity of fine white land, to a prodi- 
gious height. It Is not to be doubted thb 
bowels of the earth mull have been excelfively 
agitated to caufe thefe furprififlg effeAs ; 
but whether the Ihocfcs were owing to any 
'fudden explofion of various minbrals mixing 
together, or to air pent up and ftruggling 
vent, or to a colleAldh of fubterraheoug 
waters forcing a paffage, God otily Icnovrs, 
As to the fiery eruptions then talked of, t 
believe they are without foundation ; though 
it is certain, I heard fcvtrril coihplaihlHg 
ftrong fulphureous fmells, a dizsinefs in their 
heads, a ficknefs in their ftomachs^ ahd 
difficulty of refpiratiob, not that Oklt 
fuch fyitlptoms myfelf.

by me, and have faved no other cloaths than 
what I have on my back j but what I regret 
moft, is, the irreparable lufs of my books 
and papers To add to my prefent di ftrefs^ 
thofe friends to whom 1 could have applied 
on any other occa^on, are now In tlie famoi 
wretched cli cuinfiances with myfelf. How- 
ever, notwithftanding all that I have ful- 
fered, J do not think 1 have reafon to defpair^ 
but ratlier, to rdum my gratefulJeft acknow- 
ledgments to the Almighty, who hath fo vi- 
fibly prefirved my life amidft fuch dangers^ 
where fo many thoufands perifhed ; and the 
lame good Providence, 1 truft, will ftiU con-? 
tin lie to proted me, and point om fome 
means to extricate myfelf out of tliefe dif- 
ficnl.ies. 

As the place is in fuch diforder and con- 
fufion, that the adfniniftratioi) of juftice is 
put a *ftop to, and it is not likely that any 
bvfinefs will be carried on for fome time, 1 
intend to take my palTage for England as foois 
89 a convenient opportunity ofiers.

Fifty First Day •- 
Tuesday, June 30. 
^HErefult of their Lorcifhips’ dclibc- 
ration on the queftions which Lord 
Pnrtcheller was going to put to the 
^dgess when he was ftopt by th*? Lord 
CTiancellors and to dif'cufs which the 
Houfe adjourned to the Chamber of 
Parliament, was not communicated to 
the Managers nr the prifoner. As 
neither of thofe parties had put the 
queflions, or called for judgment upon 
tnem, the whole hulinefs was conlidtr- 
cd as of a nature foreign to the trial, 
and confined foUJy to the internal re- 
gul-itions adopted by their Lordihips f. 

After the uluai proclamations, and 
the appearance of the piifontr, the 
Lord Chancellor callird upon the Ma- 
nagers to proceed. 

Mr. Fox then informed the Houfe, 
that the Managers delired the clerk 
would read a letter, printed in their 
Lordihips* Apf^endisc to the Trial, writ- 
ten by Mr Goring, containing accounts 
given by MuiHiy Begum of prtfenis 
made by her to Mr. Haiti ngs, which 
letter was fent to, and received by the 
prifoner, whillt he was Governor- 
General. 

Mr. Law faici, that if the Han. Ma- 
nager meant by the produftioii of thofe 
accounts to prove that the contents of 
thep werft true, he would molt cer- 
tainly objedt to the admilRon of them 


in evidence. 

Mr. Fox faid, that whafevcr might 
he the ufe which he intended tcT make 
of the accounts, he had an undoubted 
right to give them in evidence. The 
queftion whether they were ad midi hie 
or not, came now too late \ for their 
Lordlhips had already admitted them, 
and caufed them to be printed w'tb the 
reft of the evidence . they were actually 
before thg Houfe- To fupport bis opi- 


nion by the hi|[htft »uthority, (aid, 
that on the eleventh day of the Trial, 
the 29th of February 178^, the coo- 
fuitation in which the tetter that he 
now wanted to produce W’as recorded, 
was given in evidence to prove an ar- 
ticle in a different charge from that 
which was at prefriit under the confi- 
deration of the Houfe. To favc time, 
a part only of the confultation wrs read, 
becaufe it was very long ; but their 
Lordlhips h^d caufcd the w/o/e of it to 
be printed as read. 

He rememhtred w»ell, he faid, an ob- 
fervation that was made at that time by 
the noble and learned Lord on the wool- 
fick, for whofe opinion he at all times 
entertained a vtrv great rcfpe6i, but 
niore particularly when it was given 
in a folemn and pMic mannesv fo as to 
be placed beyond the poffTihility of mil- 
conception or mifreprtfentatioii. The 
obfervation to which he alluded woiildi 
•he faid, be decifive on the preftnt oc- 
calion. 

When fomc obj-dt'on was made by 
the Counfel for the pnfoner relative to 
the confultation, in which the acco ifits 
that the Managers wanted this diy to 
produce, were entered, the noble and 
learned Lord making ufe of an*^cxpref* 
lion undoubtedly very ftron*^, but not 
more rtrong than true, faid, that 
though only a part of the confultation 
was read, the luhole of it was btf’nre the 
Houfe ; anil the Lords could not, even 
if they wouldt Ihut their eyes to it, but 
miift Aider either party to read any part 
of it, for the paper in qucltiou was ac- 
tually in evidence.’' 

This diSlum of the learned Lord, 
whofe opinion neceflarily carried Wright 
with it, received additroral wcialit from 
the publicity with which it had beeiT 
delivered. For undoubtedly opinions 
delivered always carried witti

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them more aulhnnty than thofe that 
wtre given m private* Nothing con 
trft>utet1 more to tnaintMiii the purity of 
a ch.iradcr, than a public deli- 

very ot‘ bis opinions ; for in that c‘ife 
they \Vv“rp giveo ruhieil to the Cfjmments, 
the py^ifsf or the cenfurn of the pub* 
lic\ and therefore a Judge Jo deli- 
vering opinions, and under the appre- 
herihon ot public cenfure, would always 
take eare to wei^h well every di^um 
which he knew he could not lay down 
without being liiblc to fee himfelf ar- 
raigned for it at the tribunal of public 
opinion. 

The iliSum of the learned Lord which 
he hrid ju It quoted had been canvafled, 
and made the fubjeft of pni.lic tom- 
xnent; but he believed there w-as not 
a man who had heard it, who had not 
declared it to be founded in law and in 
reafou, 

Mr. Law rrmarked, that the con- 
fiiUation in which the accounts inquef- 
tion were ti tered, contained many cx- 
traneou'f matters, in no degree connc6t- 
cd with the arti( le of impeachment 
then before thtir LorJOitps ; and therc- 
lore he could not fee any ground on 
which thoit parts of the conrultPlion* 
w^hich were foreign to this article C 'U^d 
be offered in evidence, except on ihat 
ti^contigttiiy-, or becaufc they were in the 
fame booh. But as this would be a 
bad ground, or rdher no ground, be 
thought that the Hciife would adhere 
to the general rule of law ohlervcd in 
^11 courts ; which was, tint when a 
Counlcl fuffered a p'»per lo he read, in 
which there Wi.re articles lint might 
be coiilidoed as foreign to the point in 
iirnc, or of a nature that v’ould, and 
ought to render them inadm flihle iti 
evidence, the confent of Ihe Coutibl 
iliuuld be taken with this limiution 
And refcrvaiion, “ that he fhonld af- 
terwards be at'liberty to objcdl to the 
reading of fuch parts of the paper as he 
ihoUld conceive to be irrekvanl,’’ — 
*'rhe accounts which the Hon.Managcis 
wanted to introduce by reading the 
confultation in qutllion, had betn al- 
ready offered four times to their Lord- 
ihipi», and as often declared by them to 
be inadmiffible. And they were to in 
their very nature; for they were not 
made out, or given under the fatn^lion 
and obligation of an oath. 

Ml. Fox ubferved, that there was no 
pait of the learned Counl'crs fpttch 
If^lcb called for an anlwcr : t)c (aid 


that he would, however, make one re • 
in.«rk upon a finglc p ri of it, The 
learned Counfel had fiid, that the only 
ground on which the Managei:6 could 
delire that every p irt of the confulta- 
tion fliould be read, in which he would 
infinuate there were many points that 
were irrelevant, was that of con f •gut (y*^ 
In anfwer to this he would fay, that 
the Managers defired that a part of the 
confultation might be read now, be- 
caufe the whole of it had been already 
declared by their Lordihips to be m 
evidence. 

The Lord Chancellor faid, that the 
general rule of pradti' C was, that if 
a paper containing both relevant and 
irrelevant matter was admitted by the 
Court, ttie bare admiflion of it did not 
preclude either party from Rating, in a 
later ftage of the bufinefb, any objection 
fhat might occur to the parts which 
Ibould be thought to be irrelevant. If 
he had faid any thing on the eleventh 
day of the trial that militated againlt 
this rule, he was cert rnly wrong. He 
did not me m, hovvevtr, to fay, that he 
had given any opinion, or that he meant 
to give one now, about the relevancy 
or .rreltvancy of any part of the con- 
fult.dion. 

M*-. Fox faid, he was glad the learif 
ed Lord did not mak - tr necr^ffary that 
he IhOLild defend his Lr)rdfliip\s 
even againft his Lord fli ip’s opinion. 
The diclum was fuur'ded, as he had faid 
before,' in law and in rtafon, and was 
fo felf-evidtnti that it nteded no de- 
fence. *’ 

Mr. Burke obftrved, that no di^um 
of any Judge was evermore dtfenfiblc ; 
but he would irrit.ite The prudent cau- 
tion of hisHon. Colltiiguc, and not pre- 
fume to defend a doiSlrlrit, which the 
learned Lord who had delivered it wa3 
fo much better able !o defend. lie had 
re^d of a Frenchman who, being at 
l^enicCf defended the goveinmcnt of 
tf'.at republic againft the cenfiire which 
f<»me other to eigner was bellowing 
it. The next day he v/as taken 
up and carried before fume of the Se- 
nators, who reprimanded him for hav- 
ing pre fumed to undertake the defence 
of a govrrnmcnt which knew heft how 
to deb nd itfclf. They then ordered a 
curtain to be drawn up, and ihewed 
to the aftonifticd Frenchman the dead 
body of the perfon with whom he bad 
had the converfation for which he ba4 
|peen apprehended* 

ti#ngin|| 
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hanging by the neck. One of the Se* 
tiators tiun faid to the Frenchman# 
** This man ha- Ken hanged forhaving 
dkred to ccnfurc the government of 
Venice# and you fliall be hanged if ever 
yiiu pteftime again to undertake its 
defence.'* Warned by fuch a kffon# 
Mr. Burke i'ud iie would n<tt attempt 
to take nut of the hands of the learned 
Lord the defence of a do£lrine to which 
no one was fo equal as the learned 
Lord himfclf. 

The Lord Chancellor then framed 
the queftion which he was to put to 
the Houle for their opinion — and he 
ftaled It tliiia ; “ The confult^tion 
having been once read# and no ohjcdlicn 
having been made to it at the time by 
the Counfel for the defendant, are the 
Counfcl thereby barred ever after from 
making any objrfi inn to any part of it 

Mr. Fox faid, this was not thegroiincf 
on which the ManageVh lUfirtd that a 
particular part of the coniultation 
might be read — the true ground was# 
that it was already in evidence before 
their Lordlhips ; that it had been en- 
tered by them as read^ lliough for 
fliortnefr# a part of it only had been in 
reality read j that it having been fo 
entered^ the Managers now dcfired no 
more# than that what had been indi- 
ltiri£tiy read befnie, might this day be 
read accurately, diflindlyj and at length. 

The Lord ClnncclU^r then framtd 
the queftion thin wiy — “ A of the 
cunfultation having been admitted and 
read, arc the Managers* entitled from 
th^ circivnftance to read the tivkole?'^ 

Mr. Fox faid# he was extrtmriy lorry 
that the learned Lord did not under- 
hand him. The queftiSn as then 
framed by his Loidibip was pft:cifely 
the reverfc ot what he had laid. He 
did not fay that btCrinfe a part had bun 
read, he ndght read the zvholc ; but 
that the whole hav ng been lead al- 
ready, and being in evidence before the 
Houle# he might be now at liberty to 
read a part of ihafwho'c. He ground- 
ed his claim upon the well known axu 
O'l — entne majus continet minus- 

Mr. Law waa framing the queftion 
another way# which would make it an 
intricate queftion of law^ when 

Mr* Fox faid, he did not as yet ftand 
upon a queftion of law^ but merely a 
queftion of fact.— 1 he way in which 
te would frame it was# he faid# the 
moft fimple imaginable# and would 
jtoable their Lordftiipa to deurmisc'it 


in a moment.— It was thug : •• *Hc 
whole of the coniultation luvinu Iveeii 
entered as read already# are the Mini- 
gers at liberty now to read a part of it?** 

The queftion being thus fnmed# the 
Lords adjourned to the Charg|)cr of 
Parliament to take it into coiifidera- 
tion. 

In about half an hour they returned^ 
and then the Lord Chancellor told ^h« 
Manager", that lu; w^as commanded by 
the Lord*! to inform them, that upou 
enquiry they found the Managers had 
inaccurately ftaicd the cafe, for th^t 
their Lordlhips had ordered nothing to 
be entered in theTriaL./i mir/^that had 
not a£liinliy been read ; and they at 
the Dme time ordered that furh parte 
of papirs as had not af)urdly been 
readjfti'^idd be printed in an Ajp rdix, 
and not in the body of the Tii d. 

M.'. F<'x faid, that If t^-e Mongers 
had been rr.illaken in point of /aki, the 
miftake.vv.^s very natur.'il ; for the 
learntd Lord had h'mfrif dtcUred from 
the wool fit k, and his woids appeared 
in the account printed by the author ly 
of their Lorr’lliip?*, thal the vt ry p*p y 
• (which the Managers wan’erl this day 
to read) vias aftually in tvrdence. 

Mr. Burke remarked# that the Ma- 
nagers had reafon to complain that a 
judgment of the Houfe having been 
given in their f ivour laft ye^r, by wl ich 
it was declared that this very confulta. 
tion was adualy in evdeure before 
the Houfe ; luc Man <gers v/ nting now 
to read a part of mat coniultation# 
w'ere deprived of the bentfit of it, and 
told now that the whole of the paper 
w-as not in evidence. 

E rl Stanhope rofe# as he faid, to fet 
the Hon. Manager right. No /W*/ ;;;/>;// 
of the Hou/r^ he faid, hul decUied the 
paper in queftion to be in evidence. 
The ji»d>;nieritb of ihillou/rwcvt known 
by iis rrfe. III! ions- The op nion of any 
individual Lofd# howevrr weighty it 
might be# and however h gh his ranfcy 
was not to be confidered as a judg- 
ment of the Houfe- 

Mr. Burke thanked the noblcTLord 
for the trouble he had taken to Itt him 
right. The diftinflion made by his 
LordDtip w.is juft and proper : he would 
allow him, however# s{t the fame lime# 
to obferve# that when tlw ijohlc and 
learned Lord who prcllded in that 
Houfe declared# that a pJiper ar.ij m 
ewdencef and emphatically faid 
Lordlliips could not ihut their eyes 
K. k 2 agaii.ft 
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it ; and the Houfe hearing this 
deciaration» and without any objcdtion 
ac^uiefcing in it, it was very natural 
for the Miii/igersy who knew not upon 
what principles their L ^rdlhips a£tid 
or decided » to confider rucb a judgment 
of th^oble and learned Lord as the 
JUOCME^T of the HoC78E. 

Mr. Fox (till dehied that the papers 
which he had mentioned at tirft might 
be read. The ground on which he did 
this was different frdln that on which 
their Lordlhips had juft decided. The 
new ground was, that he was entitled 
to read thofe papers, bccaufc their 
Lordfhips had caufed them to be piint- 
ed in their Appendix* 

The Lord Prcfident of the Council 
(the Earl of Camden) f.iid, that their 
Lordfhips had ordered every thing 
that had been received in evidence to 
be printed in the Trial ; but that fuch 
parts as had not been read, had been 
arranged by the clerks, and put into an 
Appendix* The Managers therefore, 
in order* to entitle themi'elves to read 
any part, becaufe it appeared in the 
AppeneliXf ougnt to fhew that it had 
been placed there by order of the 
Houfe. 

Mr. Fox faid, this do£lrine would 
place the Managers in a moft curious 
iltuation iridcfd. For whenever they 
fhuuld defire that a ptrt of their Lord- 
(hlps* Appendix fliould be read, the 
Counfclior the pnfoner, and the Ma- 
nagers, ms'ft engage in a very lingular 
canceft indee<l ; ihey mult argue, not 
a quiftion of law, whether luch a pa* 
per ought to be admitted in evidence, 
but a queftion of fact — whether their 
Lordlhips had ordered it to be printed ? 
This liirely their Lordfliips could de- 
termine without any debate upon it at 
the bar* 

Having fdd this, l.c begged leave to 
Hate the reafoPB which he thought 
ihoiild induce the Houfe to fufifer the 
Jgaper printed in the Appendix to be 
read^He had always heard that there 
were two kinds of evidence which 
ought not to be received : one, which 
from the very nature of it ought to be 
confidercd as incredible $ the other, 
which from certain circumftances it 
was not thought fafe to trull to the 
eyes or cars c f the Jury or Judges. 
But this day a tb-rd kind of evidence 
had been fug^: lied, n .mdy, that which 
was not increnible — which it was not 
imfafe to truft to the e;ea oi cart of the 


Judges, for It lad been printed by their 
order, and for their ufe and perufaT, 
but which. notwithlUnding all this, was 
not to be received in evidence. 

If the paper in queftion was not fit 
for the Judges to fee or to hear, why 
had it been printed by their order f If 
It ought not to be received, it ought 
not to have been printed* But as it 
bad been printed, it was not unfit for 
the Judges to read, and therefore it 
ought to be received this day, and read 
at the defire of the Managers. 

Mr* Burke obferved, that an epilogue 
was generally confidered as oi fome ufe : 
it contained cither ox in/lruSion* 
If it happened to contain ntither^ it was 
ufelcfb ; and the time bellowed in the 
compofitiun of it was thrown away and 
loft. 

The Appendix printed by the order 
■of their Lordlhips might be confidercd, 
if not abfolutely evidence, at leaft as an 
cpiloifue to the Trial. It mull be flip* 
pufed then to be of Jome ufe, and that 
what their Lordfliips haddirrfled their 
clerks to compile, and caufe to be print- 
ed, was tit to be read, and to throw 
fome light upon the trial. If it was 
unfit to be read, and was of no ufe, then 
it was a waltc of the public money to 
print j and it was foolifh arfd ahfurd 
to make, at a gieat txpence, a compi- 
lation of things whicii were of no ufe ; 
for it was a true maxim — ' 

Stvltub labor ineptiarum. 

Either then /his appendix was a com- 
pilation of papers (made under the au- 
thority of the clerks of the Hdufe) 
which ought to be read, or ought not 
to be reads If they ought to be read, 
tbeo there was no real objcdtion to the 
reading of the papers called for by the 
Managers* If they ought not to be 
read, then the Appendix was ht only to 
be burnt. 

Earl Stanhope rofe to fpeak to order. 
He faij it was not fit that the Houfe 
Ihould fuffer the Hon. Manager to fpeak 
in fuch a manner of its orders^ It was 
not an orderly or refpediru) language to 
fay what had been done by the order 
of their I«orcllhip8, was Jit only to be 
burnt. 

Lord Portcheftcr called the noble 
Earl to order. He faid. the Hon. Ma- 
nager had been fpe aking all the time of 
thcAppendiXf which had not been made 
out Under the auth.rity or Wrr/ of the 
Houfe. 

Mr. 
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Mr. Fox faM fae feared the nature 
•f Che Appendix was not properly un* 
derftood* HCy for his own part* con- 
,(idtred it as a very importHne paper ; 
and which derived its importance from 
this very circumftancc,*— that it had 
been compiled by the order of the 
Houfci to inform and inftrii£t their 
Lordthips in points refpe£tms the triaU 
and to enable them to do juAice be- 
tween the public and the prifoner. If 
he did not view the Appendix in that 
lii;ht« he would certainly agree with 
his Lion. ColleaguCf that it was a veiy 
ufelefs compilation* made without 
caufe* at a great and unneceflary ex- 
pence { that it bad occafioned (hame- 
ful waile of public money ; and that 
if it was not At timber to be ufed in 
the edihee of juftice, it ought to be 
cut down and call into the Are. The 
proceedings of this day* he faid* had 
taught him* a It Aon, which he wtHjId 
not forget during the remainder of the 
trial. Hitherto he had, for the faving 
of time* and for the gi eater dlTpatch 
of buAnefsy contentrd himfelf with 
cauAng parts of papers to be read, 
under the idea that the w/iole was to 
be entered as read ; and that every ode 
was to be precluded from urging any 
ohjc(^tion to the reading of tiie whole, 
or any part of them, in any future Itage 
of the trial, to which fuch reading 
might apply. But this day he found 
that an attempt was made to bar him 
from re-reading any more thofe pa- 
pers than what was altered of them in 
the body of the Trial, as having been 
*a6fuany read: fo that he muft make 
out frefti ground at every p^ragr^tph 
that he might wifli to 4iave read, over 
and above what appeared tc^have betn 
entered in the body of the Trial. Jn 
confequcnce of this proceeding, much 
as he wiAied to fpare the time of the 
Court, of the Managers, and of the 
Prifoner himielf, he was refolved that 
whenever he Aiould offer any other pa- 
per in evidence, to caufe the whole of it 
to be read, however long it ihould be. 

Lord Scanhopc was going to make 
a fpcech in reply, when 

The Earl ot Hop^toun reminded hia 
Lord (hip, that Weftmitiftcr-Hall was 
not the place where the Lords ihould 
debate, and moved that their Lordihips 
. ihould adjourn to the Chamber of Par- 
liameD^ Their Lordihips accordingly 
adjourned to cocAder, whether the pa- 
per called for by Mr« Fox ought to he 
.read upon this ground— that it was 
print<.d in the Appendix* 
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After the Lords had debated foM 
time to determine whether the paflago 
in their Lordihips* Appendix^ cAer^ 
in cvideucc by the M^nsgtrs* 0U4M 
to be read, they reiurned to Weflmi»- 
Aer Hall, and informed ihe panics io* 
tereAed in khe queAion, that Ihe Lords ** 
b»d refolvtdr that V 9 hare ctreum* 
Aance of a paper having been pi'intcA 
in the Appendixt was not a ground itif 
its being received and read in rvidencr- 

Mr. Burke Hien obferved, that there 
was another ground on which he could 
entirie himielf to read the paper in 
qiieAion i which w>ib, that this paper 
was connected with the letter of 
Munny Begum, wdiich was already in 
evidence. To prove that this was tfic 
cafe, and that Mr. Hilliogs himfelf 
had a£led as if he coiiiidered it in that 
light, he dcfired that the minutes a 
confultation held on the 13th of July* 
177^, might be read. In thofe mi- 
nutes, he laid, their LordAiips would 
And that Mi . ftarwell h.ul moved, that 
the whole of the proctetlAigs, in con- 
i' qiicnce of tl<e commilfioii given to. 
Mr. Goring, AiouM he infertcd in the 
general letter to tne Couit of Direc- 
tors, and that they would And at the 
fame time, that Mr. HnAings hiinrtlf 
had frconded this motion. It would 
appear from the minute entered by 
Mr. IlallingK, when he feconded the 
tion,that he thought eveiy part of thofe 
prot erdingb was neciAary to his own 
julliBc.iliot , and on account he 
w'ilhcd the w'holc Asould be inferted in 
the general letter to the Court of Di- 
re^ors. The Managers, Mr. Burke 
oblVrved, were doing no more in of- 
fering the papers in qiieAiun to their 
LordAiips, than Mr. Hall ngs had de- 
Ared ; nay, he had claimed it as n 
as a dibt due to a man under 
accuiation, that what he conceived to 
be necefT.iry to his defence Aiould he 
laid before thofe in whom he acknow- 
ledged the power of condemning gr 
acquitting him was lodged. 

Mr. Law faid, that Mr. HaAings did 
not appear 10 have been any olhtr way 
coniicdrd with the papt'ib in queAion, 
than that he hadtranfm*tted themtoEu* 
rope ; and their l.ord An ps had already 
determined that the b irc adl of trunf- 
million w*a8 not fufficient to make the 
paper tranfmitted competent tvidence 
againft the p rfon tranrmitting. 

To weigh this ohjedion, iht Lords 
adjourned to (be Chamber of Parlia- 
oicut.

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Fifty-second Day. 

Thursday, July i. 

At foon as the Peers were fcated, and 
the Prtfoner appeared at the bar, the 
Lord Chancellor informed the Mana- 
gers, that the refoiution of their Lord- 
Ihrps waa, that the Minutes of Coun- 
cil offered in evidence on Tuefday laft, 
ought not to be read. 

Mr. Burke no longer infifling on this 
point, informed their Lordihips, that 
be was going to give m evidence t!ie 
minutes of a confultation of the Go- 
Ycrnor- General and Council of Ben- 
gal, held the 31ft of July, 1775. The 
ufe he intended to make of this evi. 
dence, was to overturn a defence fet 
up by Mr. Haftings, when he was 
charged with having appointed Miinny 
Begum, Rajah Goiirdafs, and othera, 
to fucceed to the different offices from 
whicli he had improperly and 1 njaftly 
removed Mohammed Rtzi Khan- Mr. 
Haftings had laid, in his defence, that 
thefe appointments had been made by 
the Nabobhiimfelf, who bad by letter 
to the Governor-General urged his 
right to the mamgement of hin own 
affairs, and the appointment of hia 
own officer^ a, right which, the Pri- 
(bner laid, niuurally belonged to a So- 
vereign Prince, and which could 
not, without injuftice, difputc or deny. 
— Mr. Burke laid, that all this would 
appear from the minutes which he was 
going to give in evidence, to be a mere 
fretence^ to cjotlir a corrupt a6l of his 
own with the napie and authority of 
the N ibob; for their Lordfhips would 
find tliat the Nabob was a mere ryphtr ; 
that he had no authority in Bengal ; 
that he was a mere cie-iture of the 
Company, depending upon them for 
his daily fubiiftence, and incapable of 
doing any adt of power whatever with- 
out the conlent of the Companv. 

Their f-oidlliips, he laid, would find 
this a (hlcnpiion of ti'C Nabob’s litua- 
tior, drawn by the very man who had 
fin» ptefumed to defi ribe him as a 
Sovereign Prince— by Mr. Haft- 
ings, who had given this defer ption 
upon OATH in an affidavit fwoui 
in Bengal. 

The hiftory of the tranfaftion which 
produced the ajfklavit thin— Nuod* 
comar having charged the Governor- 
General with the receipt of bribes, the 
1 ittef cauf d Nundcomar and Roy Ha- 
dachurn to be indidted for a cunjpi- 
ran* ^%d.«churn was at that 

time Vakeel, or Ambafiador from the 


Nabob of Bengal, to the Governor* 
GeneraPand Coancil at Calcutta: and 
in that charaQer he claimed the 
PRIVILEGES which the law of nations 
gives to Minljltrs^ from Sovereign 
Princes refident at foreign Courts, and 
which fereen their perfonsfrom arrefis 
and trials for mifdtmeanors.— This 
cl.iim brought into difeuffion the aflual 
lituarh-.n of the Vakeel'^ Principal. 
the Nabob of Be ngal. 

Mr. Burke having premifed this, de* 
fi ed that the minutes of the confulta- 
tion of the 3ilt of July, 1775, might 
be read. They were read accordingly. 
When the reading clerk had got as far 
as the place where the affidavit of Mr. 
Haftings was entered, Mr. Law alked. 
If what they were going to produce 
was the original afficUvit ? — I'he an- 
fwer was m the negative. He then 
faid, that the Managers muft fliew 
foine grounds to inlitlc them to read 
it.-— Mr. Burke faid, that it appeared 
in the minutes of confultation fignetl 
by the Prifoner, and tnnfmitted to 
him by the Court of Directors. — Mr. 
Law remarked, that he might be war- 
ranted in contending that this copy 
6f an affidavit ought not to be re- 
ceived in evidence : however, it was 
not his iv.tcution to make any further 
oppofiiion. 

The affidavit was then read, and it 
appeared very clearly from it that the 
Nabob of Bengal was, in the opinion 
of Mr. Haftings, nothing llsb than a 
SOVKRHGN Prinpc, and that the whole 
of the government of hi» country was 
in the hands of the Eaft- India Coffipanv^* 
upon whom the N.tbob himlclf was in 
a Hate of abfoldite dt-peudance. 

It appeared alfo trom the minutes 
of the 31ft of July, 1771;, that the Su- 
preme Court of Judicaiure in Bengal, 
hav ng over-ruled the plea put in by 
Roy Radachurn, that as a Mmifier of 
the Nabob he was not amenable to the 
Englilh laws, and having declared the 
Nabob not to be a sovereign Prince, 
and not to be capable of invefiing any 
one with th«-chara£ter of Ambassa- 
dor, Mr. Francis, then a Member of 
the Council, Hated many inconveni- 
encies that might arife from this dcci- 
fion of » he Judges, and obferved that it 
might expufe the Company to the dan- 
ger of wars with foreign powers, who 
might iccognize the Nabob for Sove- 
reign of iknga),and make treaties wilh 
him. j 

Mr. 
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Mr. HAftings on this occafion enter- 
ed a minute, in which he endeavoured 
to ihew that there wab no ground for 
the dangers apprehended by Mr. Fran- 
cis ; «ind the ground he took was to 
(hew, that when Mr. Haftings called 
the Nabob a Sovereign, he gave him an 
appellation which be knew did not be- 
long to i>im. For in that minute be 
Itated thi't the French, «ind all other 
European nations connefted with In- 
dia, knew very well that the govern- 
ment of Bengal was fubdantially and 
really in the Company, and by no means 
in the Nabob; and that Monf Cheva- 
lier, tht* French Governor, had always 
faicl, that if any thing was done contrary 
to liiblitting treaties, by the Nabob or 
any of his people, it was to the Com- 
pany, and not to the Nabob, that be 
would apply for red ref-, and that it was 
from the furtun^ and not from the Lit- 
ter^ that he would expect it. 

Mr. Burke dt fired next that an affi- 
davit made by Mr. George Vanfittait, 
to the fame clTeci with that made by 
Mr. Haftings, might be read. 

Mr. Law laid, he could not fee bow 
an affidavit, with which Mr. Hriftmes 
was in no degtee connedied, could bf 
evidence agamft him. And even if it 
could be fo in ita nature, where was the 
proof that this affidavit had bCen made 
by Mr. Vanfittart ? 

Mr. Burke replied, that the proof of 
the affidavit would be very ealily fup- 
plied by the gentleman whomadcit. But 
as this objcf^ion had net been foTellen, 
no notice had been given to Mr. Van- 
fittart to attend — (This gentleman is a 
’Member of Parliament, but w’as not pre- 
fent when this circiimftancc was men- 
tioned Mr. Burke falfd, tint the ob- 
jeft ol the Managers in wiihifig to read 
Mr. Vanfittart’s affidavit was to (liew, 
that in the opinion of perfons thorough- 
ly acquainted with the government of 
Bengal, and the iituation of the Nabob, 
the power and authority of the coun- 
try refided not in the latter, hut in the 
Company. However, as Mr. Vanfittart 
was not in court, the Managers would 
poftpone for the prefent the reading of 
his affidavit ; and defired that certain 
refolutlons of the Supreme Court of Ju- 
dicature iiL.Berigal, in thecaufe of Koy 
l^adacburn, might be read. 

But Mr. Law interpofed an objec- 
tion. He faid, that in the firft place, if 
the paper called for was a judgment of 
» Court of Law% the ilecord of that 
judgment ought to be produced. In 
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the nest place, the Hon* Manager 
ought to fliew that the partiti to tke§ 
judgment were parties in the prefpa 
caufe \ for it was a rule of law, that « 
judgment in a caufe inter ALlos uftet^ 
could be given in evidence on an ifliit 
between parties that were ftr^gers to 
that judgmt^nt ; and iinlefs me judg- 
ment could be reciprocally 
parties, it could nut be received aatvi* 
dence. Their Lordiliips, he bopeds 
therefore, woqjd not fulTer this judg- 
ment to be given in evidence in this 
trial — The p.4i ties to the judgment were 
the King and the RoyUadachurn ; the 
p-irt«t8 to the prefent trial were the 
Commons of Great Britain and Mr. 
Hading-^; confeqiuntly the pirtica in 
tbecaiifcs were not the lAme, andtliere- 
fore iieithfr of ihtni ought to be fuf- 
fered to give this judgment in evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Burke f^id, he was fiuprifed to 
hear a learned Gentleman lay down, in 
the hear)r.g of lo many of his own pro- 
feffion, and of the Judges sif England, 
fo untenable and indcfenfihle a propo- 
fition as this — That no judgment of a 
court i<f law could be given in any cafe, 
or to prove any particular or collatcial 
matter, iinlefs the parties intertlled in 
th Ht coll itt*r,il mattt r were partieatothe 
judgmrntoffeied in evidence. Thisdi>c- 
trine, he contrndtd, could not befufiain- 
cd fora moment, becanfe it went toefia- 
blilh a principle that would overturn all 
law. riie ufe whi ’h he iuuiultd to make 
of the judgment of the iflipreme Court 
of Judicature in Bengal whs this, and it 
W.1S an nfe which lie wms fure their 
Lordfliips would admit to be legal : To 
(hew that the Knglifli Judges at Cal- 
cutta, who had taken pains to make 
thcmfelves acquainted with the nature 
of the Nabob’s real fiiiiation, had, after 
A folcmn argument, deteinnned that he 
was NOT A Sovereign Prince, amt 
w.is, in fad, nothing in the Stai k. 
The application which he intended to 
make (if this dtcifion, waMtodcfirc^lhe 
pretence ftt up by Mr. H.iliings, who, 
w'hen (contrary to his duty an(j his or- 
ders from home) here moved* Moham- 
med RezaKhan, and paicelled out hi% 
places among Munny Begum, Rajah 
Gourdafs, and others, tadlly allcdged, 
that the appointment of thefe perfoni 
was not his adt, but the ai^t of the Na- 
bob of Bengal, who as the Sovereign of 
the country had a right, and had 
claimed and exercifed it, to man.igehis 
own affairsa and appoint Minifters of 
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States and Minifteri of Juftictft in bis 
##ii dominions. 

Tinair Lordfliips would fee by the 
decibpn of the Ju(l;;:et)i that this right 
€ if Sovereignty was not to be found 
in the N.tbob; and that bis right to ap- 
point Minifters of State* and of Juftice* 
was no%bere to be fooixt but in the 
wretched defence fet up by Mr<. Haft- 
injta* to cover the jarrtf///o.7 from which 
ftbta appointment bad fli>wed> and who 
bad violated his duty to the Company* 
and the pofitivc orders olF the Company* 

For this purpoie, the judgment of the 
Supreme Court might be adduced in 
cvidciicet though it might have been 
given in acaufe tKter alios a 3 a» But 
the learned Gentleman knew very well 
tb.it tbiscaule was not of that dci'crtp- 
lioii; for Mr. liAitings wm not in the 
itjral fenfe of the word a stranger to 
that judjimerit, iuit a p'trtv to it. — The 
le.ir(ied Otutiemaii h id indeed *ciidea- 
voured to prove thit he w >8 not a par- 
ty t(>it> by calling the caufe in t^ie n^me 
of ihe King againft Koy Radachurn. — 
But th:s was a ihift to which nothing 
but the poverty of his caufc could have 
driven the learned Gentleman. It was 
true that the prolecutiori ran in the 
name of thw^ King* but it was well 
known that Mi. II ^flings was the real 
frtife£utOf\ th it it was Mr, Hattiugs 
Who bad preferred t!ie indi(^menr i 
ami that it was tor the vciy purpofe 
of getting rid of the fpecific charges 
of bribery and corruption, which me 
Managers wdre now endeavouring to 
bring home to him, that Mr. Halt ngs 
had brought the profecution ; and 
therefore he mult in reafon* in frnfe* 
and in juftice* he ^onfidered as a party ^ 
and not a jiranyttr to the judgment 
which the Managers wanted now to 
give in evidence. 

Mr. Liw obfervfd, that if the 
anentgivv'ii hy the Sur>rcmc Court w.is 
to beconlidered in the light (iiiiy ot an 
opinion ol perfons intimately acquaint- 
edjK-itb the nature of the Naiiob's iiiua- 
tinn* he did not fee how Mr. Haiti iigs 
could be affected by it. 

The Lord Chancellor ;ifked whether 
Mr* Haftings bad acted upon ttui opi- 
nion ? 

Mr. Burke replied, thar he h^d* as 
appeared from his minute in aal'wer to 
that of Ml. Frmcis* 

Mr. Bnrke having read* as part of his 
fpeech* the title of what had hitherto 
been called the judgment of the Court, 
ijt appeared that in the CuiDpany's 


books it wts called of tfic 

Judi^es in ihccufcof Roy Radudiorii. 

Mr. Law obferved* that tbit did not 
^pear now to be a of the 

Court* but merely a decltracion of an 
opinion on a tollaterai point. 

^ Mr. Burke faid, that it was fubftan- 
tially Si Judgment upon the plea put in 
by Roy Radachurn, to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court, from which he main- 
tained that be was exempted by hia 
puiff/c charai^ter of Ambaflador from 
the Nabob of Bengal* 

The Lord Chancellor finding Mr. 
Law peiTift in his objedtion, took down 
as nearly as be could, the quefiion on 
which Mr. Burke and the Counfel wtre 
at ifiue— which was. Whether a kind of 
interlocuti'ry judgment given in an 
Knglifh Court at Calcutta, in the caufe 
as already deferibed, could be given in 
evidence in the prefent ilTuc between 
th? Commons and Mr. Haftings ? 

Mr. Burke informed the F^ni Chan- 
cellor,, that it was not only the Jnefg^ 
vtentihnt he wanted to give In eviden* e* 
but alfo the fpecches delivered by twe 
of the Judges* containing the reafons 
that had determined them to concur la 
yie judgment- 

The Lord Chancellor having taken 
down the lubftancm^f the arguments on 
both lidt'Sfthe HjiiTc adjourned at three 
o’clock to the Ch irnher of Parliament* 
where their LordHiips debated till near 
fi-je oVlock, when the following quel^ 
tion was (vit to rhe Judges: 

“ Whether the pape r delivered to Sir 
Elijah I m pc y on the ylh of July 1775* 
in the Supreme Court, to the Scjcretary 
of the Supreme CuudlmI, id order to he 
trarifiniticd.to the Council as the Ktlo- 
lut'oii of the 0ourt, in rrfpeit to the 
claims imil( fo> Roy Radachum, on ac- 
coi nt of his being Varkeel of the Nabob 
Mobarek a) Dowiab, and which paper 
war. the fubjefl of the deliberation ofthe 
Council on the 3 ill of July 1775, Mr. 
Haftings being there prefent, and waa 
by them traiifmitted to the Court of 
D lei^iurs as a ground for fuch inftruc- 
tM»ns from the Court of Direflors as 
the occafion might feem to require, may 
be admitted as evidence of the a^ual 
ftatc and lituaiii>n of the Nabob with re-o 
tereuce to the Eriglifh Government 

The Judges having demanded timt 
to coiifider the queftion, the Lords fent 
a Meffagetothe Commons to acquaint 
them that they had adjourned thp fur- 
ther proceedings in the trial of Mr 
Ilaftifigs to Tuefiiay. 

Fifty* 
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Tuesdayi July 7. 

The Lord Chancellor informed the 
Managers andCounfeh that the above 
paperv which had been offrred in evi- 
dence on Thurfday laft, ought to be 
read. 

The paper was accordingly read* and 
it appeared that tn the opinion of the 
THREE Judges (and there were no more 
prefent at the time in the Supreme 
Court) the Nabob was not in a litua- 
tion which could entitle him to ap- 
point fuch Minifters as could be confi- 
dered in the light of AmbafTadore* or 
entitled to thofe privileges which, by 
the law of nations, as well as of paiti- 
cular ftate8,were allowed to the Repre- 
Icnf4tivc8 of Sovereign Princes. 

Sir Klijah Impey, one of the three 
Judges who decided upon the claim of 
Roy Radachurn, faid, that the Treaty* 
between the Company and the Nabob 
of Bengal, which Roy Radachurn bad 
produced for the purpofe of proving 
that the Nabob was a Sovereign Prince, 
and recognized as fuch by the Compa- 
ny, fo far from proving any fuch thing, 
amounted to a complete furrender of 
the Sovereignty of Bengal to the Com- 
pany by that Prince. 

Sir Elijah Impey further obfervtd, in 
giving his opinion, that from the evi- 
dence laid before the Court on thia oc- 
cafion, it was manifeft that the revenue 
of Bengal was colle6led by the; Com • 
pany, and not by the Nabob. That 
all the eftablifliments in thar houlhold of 
that Prince were under the controul of 
the •Comjfiny, by whom the perfons 
who filled all thole offices were nomi- 
nated and appointed. Thatfthe Nabob 
bad no other revenue for his fuppovt, 
than that which was allowed and paid 
to him by the Company. In a word, 
that though the pomp and pageantry of 
a court were not taken from him, he 
had nothing left of the reality or fub* 
of Royalty or Sovereignty; 
and therefore the Court could not en- 
dure that the empty name of Nabob 
Ihould bethruft in between tl delinquent 
•and tile lanv» 

Mr. Juftice Lf Maitrc, another of 
the Judges, faid lhnrtly,that he would 
not treat luditroujiy a lubjed that the 
Supreme Council of Bengal had thought 
proper to refer to the Judges tor their 
opinion; at the fame time he declared 
he did not know how to treat it fe^ 
rioufiy. 

The Supreme Council had fent to 
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the Supreme Court of Judiestiffe the 
Memorial delivered to tbk Board iti 
the name of Roy Radachurn, in wHibb 
the claim to the privileges of an Am« 
balTidor was alTertcd by the memoria* 
lift. — On that claim the Supreme CotJU^ 
cil defired thef opinion of the Jtffigev. 

Mr. Juftice Hyde, the thud Judge, 
faid, that as it was clear from evidence 
that every- man in the provinces of the 
Nabob who was concerned in the col* 
ledion of the revenues; and every mgn 
who made a contrad with any Europe- 
an to the amount of more than 5C0 ru* 
pees, was fuhjed and amenable to the 
Englilh Court of Judicature, it mull be 
admitted that the Nabob did not pufTefs 
the one great mark of sovereigniy^ 
— the powerof proteding his fiibjeds 1 
and it followed that he who could not 
proted his fuhjeds from a foreign ju^ 
dicature, even when they were withiii 
the limits of his capital or rcfidencet 
could not befiowupon any one of thenn 
a charader which could prot(|d them 
againft the laws of England, when vio- 
lated in a place far removed from the 
Nabob’s refidence, and where the Eng- 
lifh laws alone were known to prevail. 
The inference waa plain and obvious, 
that fuch a prince was in reality no 
more than a cypher in the ftate, and in* 
capable of imparting to any of his fir* 
vants that charader which none but 
fovereigns can beftow on the charader 
of Ambalfador. 

Such appeared to be the Prifice whom 
Mr* Haftings and his Counfrl had re- 
prefeiited as a sovereign Prince, who 
had claimed as belonging to him the 
right of appointing his own minifters 
and officers of juftice, and whofe claim 
cviulcl not be juftly refifted. 

Mr. Burke caufed various minutes of 
co'.fuitations in the Supreme Council 
to be read, from which it appeared that 
the Nabob having figiiified by letter, 
that being then of fufficient age to ma- 
nage his own affairs, he defired the)^ 
might be left to his management, and 
that the Company would leave to h>m 
the appointment of his own effiotrs : 
Mr. Haftings moved in Council, that 
the Board ihould comply with the de- 
fire of rhe Nabob. 

Mr. Francis refifted the motiop, and 
faid, that fince the decifion of the Su- 
preme Court of Judicature, in the cafe 
of Roy Radachurn, in which the fitua- 
tion of the Nabob was fo much con- 
cerned, it was fi matter of very great 
dr beat y to deteimine upoa the requeft: 
L 1 I of 
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of that Prince* He movedf therefore, 
that a copy of the NaboKb letter ihould 
he fent to the Court Diredtora $ and 
that the Board fliould wait the pleafure 
of thcDircdlors, before any anfwer was 
r««r4urne(i to the Ittter. 

Mr.^helcr, another Member of the * 
Council, concurred in opinion with 
Mr. Francis ; and it w-is finally refolv- 
ed that no further (tep (houid be taken 
by the Council, until ^he Court of Di- 
redfors (hould have fent them over in- 
itfud^ions how to adf. 

However, in fomc fhort time after, 
Air. Hafiings, who wanted to comply 
with the requifition of the Nabob, only 
that he htmftlf might have really the ap- 
pointment of all that Prince’s ininifters 
and officers, whilfi the nominal appoint- 
ment Ihould appear to be m the Nabob, 
acquiring a majority in the Council by 
the recovery of Mr* fiat well, w'ho had 
been indifpofed, caufed the above refo- 
hition to be refeinded, and then got the 
Council fQ comply with the Nabob’s 
rcquifition. 

in copfequence ot this Mohammed 
Rez4 K.lun was removed, and Munny 
Begum placed once more at the head of 
the Nabob's atTairs. 

The allowance given her by Mr. 
Hattings was 12,000 inpees a-month, 
or 14,000!. a year, w'niKl that of the 
Nahoo’s o^vn wo*her amounted to only 
two-thirds of that I'um j and to Rajah 
Gourdals and another perfon a falary 
v ae given,*" which, together vriih that 
of Miiniiy Begum, made the whole 
50,000!. a*ycar. This lum w»as not paid 
out of the Nabob’s allow uice, but out 
of the funds of the Company. 

All this appeared to, be contrary to 
the general tenor of ihe orders fcr.t out 
by the Court of Diredors. 

Mr. Burke informed the Lords, that 
he was going to produce tvdence to 
prove that the appointment of Munny 
Bfgiim to the niaiiageir.cnt of the Na- 
bob’s affaiis was followed by themufi 
fatal confequences. The adminifiration 
of juflice was neglected, the police of 
the oountry was totally difregarded, 
and murders and robberies were daily 
committed, hecaufe there was no po- 
lice to prevent them, and the laws bc^ 
i ng inadivei impunity followed of courfe 
the commiffion of ctimes. 

' Mr. Law faid, he could fee no ground 
on which the evidence offered by the 
Hon. Manager could be made applicable 
to the charge then under the confide- 
fjiidn of their Lordifaipa* Tiie appoint- 


ment of Munoy Begum, in 1774, waif 
made a charge againft Mr. Haftings s 
fads which were many years fubfequenc 
to that appointment, could not be ad- 
duced to prove that the placing of 
Munny Begum many years before at 
the head of the Nizamut, was the effedt 
of a corrupt intent in Mr. Haftings. 

Mr. Burke infilled, that the fa£ls 
which he was going to give in evidence 
were (lrt£rly in point, to prove the in- 
tent of the prifoner in raifing the Be- 
gum to this office, to have been cor- 
rupt. Thefe fadls had come to the 
knowledge of Mr Haftings ; and yet, 
fo far from having taken .nny fteps to 
remove the Begum, or to check her for 
bavin>t fuffered juft ice to lleep, that he 
took tvery opportunity to Ihew her that 
his fiiendlliip lor her was not to be 
ihaken by her mal-adminiftration. 

* Mr. Law withdrew his oppolition to 
the evidence. 

And then the papers called for by 
Mr. Burke were read. 

Mr. Burke next proved, thatMr.Haft- 
ings, not thinking this woman, whom 
be had fo often appointed to various 
ftalions, in oppolition to the Court of 
Diredors, and to whom he had made 
fuch a liberal allowance out of the 
Company’s money, fufficiently reward- 
ed, wrote to the Court of Diretlore, 
and recommended her to their libera- 
lity. In that letter, which was read, 
he took j^he liberty ot adviling the Com- 
pany to fettle upon her a pcnfiun of one 
lack and 10,090 rupees a year. All this 
he did after he knew flic had declared 
that file had given him large ^oribest 

Mr. Law dcfired that a letter might 
he rend, fioin which it would appea 
that Uit Court of Directors had lince 
wrote to Lord Cornwallis, ordering his 
Lordfiiip to enquire into the lituaiior^ 
of the Begum, and report whether it 
appeared to him that file ftood in need 
of a penfjon. 

Mr. Burke faid that there was no ne- 
cefiity for the reading of the letter 
mentioned by the learned Geiillemaii, 
as be w'as ready to acknowledge it had 
been ftnt to Lord Cornwallis. 

However, in order to obviate thf 
inference that might be drawn from that 
letter, he faid he would prove that 
Munny Begum ftood in no need of a 
penfioD, for that llie had many very 
great refources, from which {he de- 
rived confiderable wealth. ThoTe rc^ 
fources, be faid, were fuch as would 
lurpciM iheir Loxiikipsf particularly 
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after they had heard the high charader 
which Mr* Haftinga bad giren of her in 
his recommendatory letter to the Court 
of Dire£for8> in which be had defcribed 
her as a woman whofe purity the breath 
of calumny had never dared to fully* 
This woman of unfullied purity» their 
Lordfhips would renncmber» had been 
proved by evidence at their bar to have 
been a dancing girl and a prqflitute : 
and when he (hould mention to them 
one of her extraordinary foiircts of 
wealth, they would think (lie was bu- 
fled in thofe employments only which 
became a female^ and the ^vitiow of a 
great Prince^ But not to detain their 
Lordfliips any longer, he would inform 
them that this paragon of purity^ this 
Munny Begumi kept the gie^.telt gin- 
(hop in all Afia, from the tomb of Ma- 
homet at Mecca to the furtheft extre- 
mity of country in which the Mahonfe- 
tan religion prevailed. 

She carried on a moft cxtenlive trade 
in fpiriiuous liquors^ and had got into 
her own hands fhc monopoly of them 
in the city of Moorfhedahad, the refi- 
dence of the Nabob and of hcrfelf. 

In carrying on this trade, io fit for ^ 
wornant and a perfon in her lituation, 
(he had thrown the revenue of that de- 
p irtmcnt of ihat city into greift coufii- 
fion, for (he refufed to pay any duty for 
fpirits imported in her name, or, in 
other words, for almolt all the fpirits 
confiimed in Moorfliedabad.*Tne pro- 
fit (he made by this trade might in fome 
meafure be calculated ffom thedecreafe 
in the juftoms on fpirits in that city, 
^ich was alarmingly great. 

A gentleman, fpeaking upon this trade 
carried on by a female, hhd wittily ob- 
ferved, that as it was an •opinion 
among the Mahometans, that zvomen 
have no fouls, this Lady might have 
thought proper to take up this trade to 
(hew they were not deficient in fpiriU 

Mr. Law for a while rt filled the pro- 
du6Vion of the paper, by which it wa% 
to be proved that the Begum carried on 
this trade in fpirits ; alledging that as the 
paper was dated in 1781, it ought not 
to be admitted in fupport ot a charge 
founded on an adt done in 1774- How- 
ever, he at laft withdrew his oppofi- 
tion ; and that the remark which he had 
ju(t made being taken down as part of 
the trial, he would no longer oppofc 
the reading of the paper.— It was ac» 
cordingly read, and proved what Mr* 
Burke had alledged. 

Mr, Burke (aid be did not i|it«u4 
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offer any more nvritten evidence In fup* 
port of that part of the charge which Aw 
had opened. But as Mr. Hallings had 
faid in fome minutes which were before 
their Lordfhips, ihat the I'^tters under 
the hand and fral of the BeRiim^nd«a 
the anfwersVhich flic h-id fern to que- 
ries tranfmitted to her by Mr. HaflingS, 
had been obtained by Mr. Goring in an 
unjuflifiahle mrtnncr; as he had .dferted 
that Mr. CJorinjr had aivcd the Begum, 
and made her lay whatever a dread of 
him infpirtd, the Managers thought it 
proper to call Mr. Gorir^, for thr pur- 
p./ie of proving that he had llfed no 
threat or unbecoming influence what- 
ever to prijciire the letters and anfwers 
in qucAion. 

Mr. I.aw faid, that if the Managers 
firft produced the minutes entered by 
Mr. Hallings as eviden^*e againfl him- 
fclf, thefe mmntfs ought to be confi- 
dered as the tor the profccil^ 

tion; and thcrfiorc the Managers 
fliould not bt permitted ts> <t[fparags 
them, by afterwards endeavouring to 
prove that they were falfe- 

Mr. Burke obferved, that this was A 
paltry argument, far below the dignity 
of the learned Gentleman who had ufed 
it. Their Lordlhipa, he faid, would 
recolleft whence the Commons derived 
their cvidmce — from the records of 
the Kail India Company, made up by 
the culprit liimfelf ; — and therefore, as 
thofe records were produced by (he 
Managers as witnejfes Aft the prqfcru^ 
tion, they were in f.idl the witntj/h of 
tht prifonrr* The fame might be faid 
of the living witnefles who had been 
examined at the bar. There was not 
one of them, except Mr. Goring^ who 
was not a creature of the prifoner, to 
whom, with the lingle exception he bad 
already made, they all owed their for- 
tunes. 

Mr. Goring indeed was a witnefs of 
a diflerent delcription ; he owed no- 
thing to Mr. Hallings ; he was no*»his 
creature or dependant \ nor did he owe 
to him a fliiUing of the fortune he pol- 
fcfl'ed. Mr. Goring, then, w,u the 
only perfon who had yet been examin- 
ed, who might truly be called the 
witnefs of the profecutors. Between 
them and this Gentleman there was 110 
other communication or connexion than 
thit which ought to fubfift between an 
honeji witnefs and an honefi profeenifit^ 

The minutes recorded by Mr.* Haft- 
ingshad been given in evidence by thf 
M<»nagcrs, that thcir (fOrddups mighl 
Is M a > m 
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fee what were the pretences under which 
he defended his condu6fc. But furely 
St would not be advanced by any man, 
except the learned Counfeb that be- 
caufe the Managers had given thofe 
PVtences In evidence, they were not to 
be aftei^ards at liberty fo Aiew that 
thefe pretences vitttfalfe* 

It was at this time Ji*ue o'clocki and 
the Lords were going to rife, when 
Mr. Burke begged leavf to inform them, 
that whenever they mould determine 
that Mr* Goring might be examined, 
bis examination would take up a very 
Short time } and with that examination 
the Managers intended toclofe the evi- 
dence in fupport of the charge relative 
to bribes, which be (Mr. Burke) had 
opened; — and that immediately after 
Mr. Goring iliould have been examined, 
Mr. Anftruther, one of the Managers, 
would open the lemainder of the 
charge. 

Mr. Burke having given this infor- 
mation, tbeir Lordlhips immediately 
adjourned* 

Fifty-Fourth Day. 

WEDNESDAY, July 8. 

The Lord Chmcellor informed the 
Managers and the Counfel for the De- 
fendant, that their Lordfliips having 
taken into conlideralion the obje£^ions 
ftated by the Counfel to the requilition 
made by the Managers, “ that Mr. 
Goring might be examinrd,'* together 
with the arguments ufed by the Ma- 
nagers to Shew that they were entitled 
to produce evidence to tefute fume 
points contained in minutes of Mr. 
Ha(ling<) already given in evidence, 
had refolved, that the queftions to 
which the ilon. Managers wilhed to 
oDtain anfwers from Mr. Goring, ought 
vot to be hut." 

Mr. Burke hearing this, faid that the 
Managers I'lihmittcd to this decilion of 
the Houfe, but could by no it cans ac- 
qit^fcc with l'atisfa£kion in the propriety 
of it. 

The Lord Chancellor interrupting 
him, faid, it was the duty of ^he U'oufe 
to Irty down the nde of proceeding. 

“ J know It, my Lord,*’ replied Mr. 
Burke; and it is not lefs my duty 
f* than it is my inclination, to refpe^ 
any rule which the Houfe may think 
V propel to lay down* I am furc they 
f arc anxii'Ua to ground their lules 
upon the founded principles ; and 1 
am convinced they determine from 
!f the pureft moUyes. But when thf 


« predfe principles which gdvem theJr 
determinations arc not known to me, 
it is impoflible that I Ihould approve 
what I have no opportunity of h/tow* 
** ing* Every adt of this Houfe claims 
** my re/pehl ; but approbation muft be 
the efiedt of a thorough knowledge of 
all the grounds on which an adt is 
eilablilhcd. 

** By this determination of your 
** Lordihips, the Managers are put in 
a lituation fingularly auhward. They 
** have given in evidence certain docu- 
** ments figned and recorded by the pri- 
foner. Thefc documents contain bis 
ildtements of fadts, and aflign the 
motives for b/s cnndudl. In laying 
** thefe documents before your Lord- 
“ fliips, the Manrgers meant only to 
'Mhew that the piifoner had fallified 
‘‘ the tranfdi^ions to which they re- 
“Matcd: the Managers intended aftcr- 
“ w-ards to prove that the colourings 
“ given by the pnloner to thefe fads 
“were/fl/fr, and nothing better than 
**pret(AtSf to which he had been ob- 
liged to re fort to conceal hU gntJi, in 
** the tranladions to which the Mana, 
gers alluded, and which, if ftated 
“ truly and Ja/rht would prove the 
charges that bad been brought againft 
** him.* 

** But now, the Managers find them* 
“ ftives (topped by your Lordihips’ rc- 
** folntion, which places them exadtly 
in this lUuation— That they originally 
** gave in evidence certain documents 
proceeding fis>m the prifoner, with a 
view afterwards to prove that they 
contained a falft ftatement of fads, 
made by the piifoner himfelf for the 
** purpofe concealing his guilt : 
“ but nf>w tliofe documents arc to re- 
main uncontiadidcd ; and thofe very 
inftrumentsi which were intended as 
** proofs of.bis crimesn are now to bp 
** left as evidence of hib innocence. 

•< Your Lordfhips’ rcfolution ap- 
** pearing in this point, it is not fur- 
** prilingthat it dues not give fatisfru* 
(ion to the Managers, who ncverthc- 
Icfs fubmit to it with that refped 
'' which is due to an adt of this 
“ llouft.*’ 

Mr. Burke having made this ftiort 
fpeech informed their Lordfliips, that 
until fome new ground fliould occur^ 
on which he might again call upon the 
Houfe to receive that evidence which 
from their rcfolution this day he learnt 
they were not difpofed to admit nensu 
be ^id not intend to oScr any mure evi- 
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(ience for the prefetit, in fupport 9F that 
part of thethargc which //^ had had the 
honour of opening to their Lordfhips. 

Mr. Law was proceeding to enter a 
counter > protcil againft the proteft 
which Mr. Burke had entered againft 
the deciiion of their Lordihip8> but he 
was interrupted by 

The Lord Chancellor, who obferved, 
that what had been faid by the Hon. 
Manager concerned the Houfe only, 
and not the caufe in which the learned 
Counl'cl was concerned, which was fole- 
ly the defence of his client. — Whatever 
might be the opinion of the Public re- 
fpe£ting the decifions of that Houfe, it 
was the duty of their Lordfhips to de- 
termine according to the dictates of 
their judgment and their confcieiice, 
and to do juftice between the accufers 
and the accufed. 

Mr. Anftrulher informed the Houfe, 
that his Hon- Colleague having con- 
cluded the fii ft part ot the charge, it had 
fallen to bis lot to open the fecond.The 
cafe which be was now going to make 
out embraced a variety of objects, and 
would ncceffarily lead him into minute 
details, and difeuftions of coiiiiderabl^ 
length.' 

The Lord Chancellor faid, he wiftifd 
to a(k the Hon. Manager, wirether it 
w'as in his power to ftate to the Houfe, 
within what time h/e thought be (liould 
be able to conclude bpth his opening, 
and the evidence which he« meant to 
adduce in fupport of it. f f he under- 
ftnod right, the part»of the charge 
which he was going to open, was dif- 
frdm that whi;:h for fome time paft 
bad occupied the Houfe. 

His objedt in alking th# Hon. Mana- 
ger within what fpace of time he 
thought he could bring thofe points to 
a conclufion, was to confult the conve- 
picnce of the Court and of the parties 
concerned, as far as it could be con- 
fulted copfiftently with public jufticc. 
On the one hand, be did not wiih to de« 
lay the proceedings ; and on the other, 
he would not wifti to break them off in 
the middle of an opening fpeech. He 
would be glad, therefore, if the Hon* 
Mmager would inform the Houfe whe- 
ther be thought that within the fpace 
pf two or three days he could conclude 
the evidence wt^ich was tQ follow bis 
ipecch. ^ 

Mr. Anftruther fajd, that undoubt- 
edly the cafe which he was about to 
pen, was very diftind from that which 
btcfl l^y |he et; 
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It referred to bribes taken by Mr. Haft- 
ings 111 four or five difierent provinoet 
of Bengal, exclulive of the large Ibin 
which he received at Calcutta frobi Ra« 
jah Nobkiflen. 

Thefe difterent bribes were fo 
being conne&ed with thofe by 

the other Hon. Manager, that they 
were not connected with one another) 
but each of them might form a feparate 
and diftin<ft chapse. 

In opening the cafe of thefe bribes, It 
would be his duty, he faid, to go very 
much at length into the hiftr:ry of the 
prifoner's Adminiftration, and to detect 
the numberlefs falfehoods in which be 
had invcloped thofe ads which were 
now charged upon him as crimes. 

He (hould have occafion alfo to (hew 
the many dreadful confcquences thit 
had attended, on many occafions, the 
receipt of feveral of thofe bribes ; aad 
particularly he (liould be obliged to go 
into a minure inveftigation of a fuhjcA 
which had lately been treatgd with very 
indecent levity ; he meant the fuhjeft 
of the cruelties rxercifed by Dcby Sing, 
in which he would prove fuch a ^rtui^ 
pation on the part of the prifinn^ aa 
would bring home to him the 
hility with which the Commons had 
charged him on that head. 

In what length of time he ihotild he 
able to accomplidi this, he could not 
take upon himfelf to determine- That 
would depend much upon the objec- 
tions which the Coiinfel fA* the prikmer 
might think proper to make to the dif- 
ferent articles of evidence which the 
Managers might find it necelTary to 
offer. 

He fe.’Ufd then, that however con- 
cife he might wilh to be, it would be 
impoifible for him to hiing a work of 
fuch extent to a conclufion in the fliort 
fpace of time meiitiontd by his Lord- 
ibip. 

To whatever the Houfe (liould de- 
termine on the fuhje^ he was read^ to 
fubmit. If they wiflied him to pro- 
ceed, he would enter upon his talk /w- 
mediately> If they could nut 4 pare fo 
much time at the prefent period of the 
feftion as he thought he (hould have 
oecafion' to confume, he did not wilh 
to put their Lordibips to any inconve- 
nience. 

The Lord Chancellor, on bearing 
this, (but up bis note-hook, and Was 
going to leave the woollkck, when 
Mr. Haftings immedialely addrelTed 
(|te Court in th^ fo(|owiDf words 1 

“ Mr 
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My Lobds» 

** May 1 be permitted to offer a few 
words to your Lordibips f— ^ 

** I fiMl myfeif unequal to the occa- 
lion which fo fuddenly calls upon me 
^ t^j^ate to your Lordlhips what I feel 
of the^incxampled bardAiips of this 
Tripl.— I came here to*day utterly un- 
prepared for fuch an event as that 
which 1 perceive now impending; I 
therefore entreat your^Lordihips indul- 
gence for a few moments* while I re- 
collect myfelf.— — 

I muft beg you will be pleafed to 
coniider the (ituation in which 1 (band* 
and the awe which I muft unavoidably 
feel* in addrefling this aiiguft aflembly. 
1 have already* in a Petition prefented 
to your Lordlhips in the beginning of 
this year* reprefented the hardfliips and 
grievances* and but a part of the hard- 
IhipB and grievances* which I thought 
1 bad fuftained when only one year of 
this Impeachment had palTed- Tbefe 
have accumulated*— many of “ them 
have proportionably accumulated* with 
the time that has fince elapfcd : hut in 
my fenfe of them,** they have been in- 
finitely aggravated, when I have feen fo 
little done, and fo much time expend- 
ed ; fuch a long period con fumed* and 
yet not one-tenth part of one fuigle Ar- 
ticle of the Twenty which compofe 
the Charge* -brought ,to a conclulion 
on the part of the profeevtion only. If 
five months have been thus confumed, 
what perlocf* my Lords* Ihall I efti- 
in<ite as necelTary for the remainder of 
the Impeachment ? My life, in any efti- 
mation of it, will not be fufticient. It 
is impoflible that I ftiould furvivc to its 
clofe* if continued as it h.t# hitherto 
proceeded ; and although 1 know not 
what to make the fpecilick prayer of 
my petition, I do befeech yoi^r Lord- 
fhip>t to conflder what injury my health 
and my fortune muft fuftain, if it be 
your determination that I miift wait 
till *t Ihall pleafe the juftice, the can- 
dour of the lion. Houfe of Coinmon(<> 
whicli hHS impeached me before your 
f.ord4hV3» to clofe this profecution. 

** My Lords* I hope 1 iliall not be 
fhotight to deviate from the refp^'dt 
wliich 1 feel, equsity* | am furf, with 
any man living, for this high Court, if 
I fay, that had a precedent cxifted in 
England* of a man accufed and im- 
peached as I have been* whofe Trial 

! ud adlually been protra^bed to fuch a 
ength* or if I had conceived itpoflible 
^at mine witttd hare (o 


ed, I hope your Lordlhips will pardeis 
me if I fay — I would at once have 
pleaded guilty ; I would not have 
fuftained thisTrial ; I would have refted 
my caufe and my chara£ber, which it 
much dearer to me than life* upon that 
truth, which fooner or later will AieW 
itfelf. This, my Lords, I would have 
done, rather than have fubmitted to a 
trial, which of itfelf has been a puniih- 
ment a hundred times more fevere than 
any punilhment your Lordlhips could 
have infli£bed upon me, had 1 pleaded 
guilty. What muft I not continue 
to experience^ by a life of impeach- 
ment r 

** And now, roy Lords, I beg leave 
to fuhmit my cafe to your Lordlhips* 
well knowing that if it is in your power 
to apply a remedy to the hardihips 
which I have fuftained* and to thofe 
iVhich 1 am yet likely to fufter* your 
Lordfliips will do it. 1 cannot be fo 
unreafonablc as to expedb that your 
Lordfti ps fliould wafte more of your 
time in the continuation of this trial, 
when the year is fo much advanced, 
and when, as I believe, by the cuftom 
of Parliament* it has been ufua) for 
your Lordlhips to retire from the bull* 
nefs of the Selfton ; I do therefore 
humbly fubmit myfelf to your Lord* 
Ihipg juftice and goodnefs. . Yet if the 
Honourable Managers could propofe a 
ihort time, fuch a period as your Lord- 
Ihips could afford, in order to clofe this 
Impeachment, which I have been told 
(perhaps falfely) was to end with the 
prefent article, 1 llioiild he willing in 
that cafe even to waive any defence* la-* 
ther than protrafb the decifion to ano- 
ther year — it' may be for many years ; 

1 would pray your Lordftiips to pro- 
ceed to judgment on the evidence 
which my Profecutors have adduced for 
my convi£lion. 

** My Lords, I hope 1 have faid no- 
thing that is difrefpc6lful to your Lord- 
liiips; I am fure 1 have felt no other fen- 
timents than thofe of deference and re- 
fpeA for this great Aflembly.’* 

The l,ord Chancellor obferved to 
Mr. Haftings^ that the delay now pro-^ 
pofed was not occafioned or defied by 
the Managers* He had himlelf fug- 
geftid the idea of it, with a view to 
confult the convenience of rhe Huufe, 
as fir as was compatible with the end« 
of juftice } and he alTured Mr. Hall*, 
ings, that in the refolution which the 
Houfe Ihould adopt with refpedl to thq 
)Qtenci44 dcldy, every ktreotioQ thoi2l<l 
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lie paid to the ideas that he bad fub- 
nitted to the Houle* 

A motion was then made to adjourn 
to the Chamber of Parliament ; and the 
Houfe being refumed. 

The Lord Preiident * arofe, and laid, 
from w'hat their Lordlhips had heard in 
the Court below, it was impoffible to get 
through the tenth part of the next part 
of the Charge, before their Lordlhips 
would lofe the aflillance of the learned 
Judges* His Lord (hip then touched 
upon what bad fallen from Mr. Haft- 
ings, and faid he was convinced there 
was not a noble Lord prefen t who had 
heard what that miferable man had mo- 
deftly fubiTiitted, but whofe humanity 
went hand in hand with him, for giving 
every afliftance to his fupplication that 
lay in their power, conliftent with tlie 
rules of juftice ; but,hiu Lordlhip faid, 
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It was not in the power of that Houfe 
to aflift him, let them be ever fo dcftr« 
ous of doing fo : they were bound to 
lit it out, be it ever fo long* Many of 
their Lordlhips might not live to fee'tbe 
conclufion. It was a proceeding which 
in its nature^his Country had i^'vef>Ws* 
fore experienced, and it was beyond 
the gift of forefight to tell when an end 
would be put to it : all that he Ihuuld at 
prefent move was, that the further 
confideration be put off to a future 
day.” 

It was then moved, That thii 
Houfe proceed further on the Trial 
“ of Warren Haftinfis, Kfq; on the jStJi 
Tut/tiay in the next Selfton of Parlia- 
** meat i and that a melTage be lent to 
** the Commons to acquaint them 
“ therewith.”

Authf.ntic Account of the Place of Interment of the latl Mr. Whit- 
field (the Father of Methodism; with fomc Observations on the 
Character of that Gentleman.

^HF. corpfc ofrhe latcUev. George 
W H i;r FI E L D , M. A . was bui icd in 
the Prcll>yterian church at Newbury -Pot 1 
in New England, where he died. It is a 
known at that place, tliat his corpfc* 
is not putrified, but is diicd an(f paiclied 
like an Egyptian mummy; and this pre- 
lervation is not the of any embalm- 
ing fubfequent to his death. How far it 
may have been owing to the^mauncr of 
his living in the latter pait of hislifc. oi to 
any ocher caufes, 1 cunnSt determine ; the 
aie, that he died very iuddcniy in a 
he of the afthma, his body being in a ple- 
thoric habit ; the groun^ in which the 
corpfc was interred is dry; the vault is 
under the church, entirely covered from 
the weather, and is frequently opened for 
the fatisfa^ifion of the curious. 

Having given this account of his 
corpfc, I .Ihall add a few words on his 
charafler. He was both the cau^e and 
the lubje6t of much aitci cation during his 
life. To no man, perhaps, could that 
faying be moic juftly applied, Laudalur 
ab liis% culpatur ah ili's. In his youth 
he was ralli, credulous, and unguarded; 
bis pailions weic ftiong, and his judge- 
;menc weak ; and he was intoxicated with 
the prailcs which he received. The op- 
pofition which he met with from men of 
real woith and goodnefs, ferved to put 
him on refledtion; and as he grew in years, 
and in acquaintance wdth the world, and 
with himftlf too, he corrtdlcd his early 
intakes as far as he was able ; but as 


many things had gone abroad in priiir 
which could not be rectiilcd, he often 
took occafion to acknowledge them with 
a franknefs which did him honour. 1 
have heard him in the lattcM- purr of Ins 
life I'ublicly lament the rafhnefs slid fol- 
lies of his youth, and nik pardon td Gf>d 
and man, declaring that he hoped all the 
remainder of his life would be (pent in 
foirow and humiliation for lii:, puli mil- 
condufl: and he ga\e fu^frautial evi- 
dence ot his finccrity in thele dcrlau. 
lions, of winch I will mcaiion one le- 
markable inft.’incc. 

After Ins III li coming to New Eng • 
land, he publiihcd in his Journal foiiid 
things refpcdling tlie College ui Cam- 
bridge there, which he had picked up 
by report, and which were nor true. 
This gave gicat ofl'ence, and the gen- 
tlemen of that fociety were obliged lo 
vindicate themfclves in fevcral publna- 
tions, wherein he was feverely aiiMHiid- 
verted upon. This challifemcnt did him 
good ; and being convinced of his errorf 
lie not only freely acknowledgitl it, but 
wlien that College fullered a heavy lolt 
by file, he exerted himiclf among hisnii- 
iiicrous friends topiocuic henefa :iions to 
the fociety, and at his next coming into 
the country 'vns received and entertain- 
ed by that leaincd body with gieat le^ 
fpedt. This and other evidences of hi 
finccritj ought always to be remem^ 
beicd to bis iiunoui .

IX. Every man being prefumed innocent 
itU he is pronounced guilty, if it be judged 
indifpenfible to arreA him, every feverity, not 
neceflary to fecure his perfnn, ought to be 
f igorouAy prevented by the law. 

Tbefe, and the preceding articles, we have 
given in (lie order in which they were voted 
by the AAembly. When the whole Decla- 
ration is fintfhed, fome change may, iierba^is, 
be made in this order, to gi9e the feveral ar* 
tides a greate^ appearance of connediioa and 
dependence on one another. 

The Afferobly proceeded to the remaining 
articles, which, we -underAand, related to 
iUvine worfliip j but after debating two hoturSy 
they were obliged to adjourn the difcuffioii 
till next day's fitting.

ifawning Liberty of the Nation, repotted Chat 
there was felling at Paris and Verfailles, a 
pamphfet entitled MriHoin cf the con- 

taining accounts of the moA blocking and 
alarming nature ; tlie truth or falAiood of 
which the Committee were of opinion onghe 
to be afeertained, for the /atisfallion of the 
country ; and as the beA means of doing this, 
propofed to fend for fuch records and other 
papers of the BaAile as could be found, and 
authenticated. 

The Vifeount de Mirabeau faid, the pam- 
phlet was as much beneath the attention of 
the Affembly, as any one of the countlefs 
number that over-fpread the capital and the 
provinces. AlmoA every hour,'* faid he,. 
** one or other is put into my hands, announ- 
citig to the people, that the price of fait 
** is fixed at fix /o/r, by a decree of the Na* 
V tkinal AAembly. We ought, therefore,. 
** to let the pamphlets be fold, feldom to 
read them, and never fufferthem to take 
up Che time of a LegiAative Alfembly.** 
This was the general opinion* 

A refolution was propofed, to permit the 
free circulation of grain within the kingdom, 
and prohibit exportation. Tliis was referred 
to the confideration of the Bureaux. 

The affiiir of the King's Attorney of Fa- 
laife underwent a long difeoffion. One of 
the Deputies, a Member of the Parliament 
of Rouen, afked leave to defend the proceed- 
ings of that body, and, at his re^ueA, the 
iiecifion was poAponed.

This morning tlie debate on the important 
cfUeAion, The Freedom of Rehgkui Opinion, 
was refumed. It w'as generally agreed, lind 
admitted by the Preachers of Revelatiou 
themfelves, thut opinioni ought to he free,^ 
The difficulty was, To what extent worjhip 
ought to he fruf Cim ^iniont he free' when 
worjhip is not? Can wovjhip be free, when all 
forts are not equally free and equally privi'^ 
ieged ?

Such qucAions — quettions of the firA 
importance to religion, n «»raltcy, and the 
harmony of fociety ; queAions whi<.h thofe 
among us who are moA ready to vihfy and 
calumniate the proceedings of the National 
Aflemb^, are afraid eveu to toqch, it may 
well be fupp^ed, could not be agitated coolly : 
but it is highly honourable to the French Na- 
tion, that Uwy were agitated at all j that the 
Clergy of Fyaoce, hx^ leprefented as the 
miffionarieiof luperAition, as tlie advocates 
of iotcddmcf s M 
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to «Dter1ntoa fair anJopm dtfcuflion 
of the fundamental pi incipks nl toleration | 
over which the church of England aflidtiouflf 
labours to draw a myflic veil, never to be 
approached but witli reverence and fear, never 
to be withdrawn but witti danger to the 
Hate. 

The Vifcount de Mirabeau recommended 
to feparate the tineflion of Freedom of Opi- 
nion from that of Freedom of Worthip i to 
proclaim Freedom of Opinion in the ^cla* 
lation of Bights, and referve whaKoncerns 
V/orfhip for the Conftitution. That Forms 
of Wurihip, raid lie, vary wjtli opinions, 
cannot be doubted ; that they vary with man- 
ners, may admit of dif|>ute. A religion of 
the muft rigid morality, prefcrves its domi- 
nion amid tlie fcandahus Order, 

M. Rabaut de St. Etienne, reafoning from 
the principle fo fimple, fe evident, and fo 
fruitful of important truths, already recog- 
nized by the Affembly, Tlat men are Ve 
Mnd canlinne equal in rejpe£i of rigbtSf Coa- 
cUided, that if they are equal in refpedlof 
rights, they have an equal nght to freedom 
of opinion and to freedom of worlhip, 
without freedom of opinion there can he no 
•freedom, and without freedom of worihip, 
no fieedom of religious opinion i and that if 
the cftabhOied form of worfhip is maintained 
hy any means but the means of truth and per- 
Juitfion^ every other is opprefled, an^no longer 
iiee. 

The Cure of Vieux du Pouffagc was fo 
much Hruck with thefe arguments, that he 
withdrew his amendment. 

The Biftiop of Lyda, without Vr«cifelydif- 
puting or admitting the opinion of M. Rabaut, 
fpuke judiciously on toler^Ion, and the con- 
isngentaneceniCy of feccing fome bounds to it, 
Willi regard to worfhip, he referred to the 
examples of Etigland and Holland, where 
Proteflantifm is cftaWifhed ffy law, notwilh- 
Handing the rcfpcft for liberty in fhofe coun- 
tries 5 “ but how/’ added he, “ is liberty 
refpeaed iu England, if it be true fbae a man 
tnay be banged for faying neafi 

•As the debate grew warm, the Members, 
after appearing to cnlcrtaiii alinoH the fame 
fentiments, feemed icady to contend for op- 
5iofite opinions. What followed was rather 
tuniiilt than debate, and at length the article

as might have been wifhed, nor futficicntly 
clear and precife for the purpofe of general

The BenediAine Nuns of St. Fargeau, 
founded in >649, by three fillers of their 
order, have written a letter, which was this 
day received by the National Aflenibly, pray* 
ing that their houfe may pot be included in 
the general fiipprcCTion of fuch eftabliQiments, 
which they apprehend to be at hand, on ac- 
count of its having been folded by 
oor women. 

The National AflTembly is daily receiving 
from the Provinces mod pattering tedimonles 
of rcfpedl and attacliment. Qf a great num- 
ber read to-day, the mod remarkable was 
from the Reppifeutatives of the Principality 
of Turenne, who, in conformity to the ce- 
lebrated rciolutions of tW 4lh indant, agrees 
^0 facnficc all the privileges of that Pi incipaliiy. 

^ The Aflenibly then proceeded on the De- 
claration of Rights, and agreed to four addi- 
tional articles as under. 

On the fil'd of Ihefe four, M. Perifle du 
Luc obferved, that a tax was by no means to 
he confiJered as a diminution of the property 
of the fubjed, but as a de|i>t coniradled with 
this countiy, the payment 9 f w^ch no man 
oi^ht tcyevade when legally afleiiCed to. 

M. Roberfpierre wilhcd not to fpeak of 
the confent of the Nation to levying taxes, 
hut of the right which the ^ttion alone pof • 
■fefles of edablifliing public cpiitribhlions.— 
A tax, he bbferved, is not a ^edudion from 
the property of the fubjed, but is Hfelf a

Ofi the oifculBon of the two next articlea,

M. Target added, that the lights p f thj 
fuhjed could got be fecure if this empcMNS*' 
didindi'on wap omitted, and if all public 
agents were not fubjeded to a rigorpus re- 
fponfibility. 

In reply to this, it was l^ld^ that to enter 
into any fuch didiieiUn^ at prefent, syopld he* 
dangerous, inafmucli as it was not fct de- 
termined by what liipits thefe potvers ttiould' 
be feparated 

The Archbiflinp of Aix, after Ihewing 
that the refponfibility of men in oflice was 
an indefeafible right of the Nation, was of 
opinion that this right could not be edablithed 
hut in the conditucion. 

M. Mounier contended, on the other hand, 
that the mod eflential principle of a DiwUi^- 
tion of Rights was the didh button of (lie 
public pnu'ers ; :ind that the only mams of 
ban thing dtfpoiifm was to form an inftir- 
mountable harrier between thenE 

M. de Cudine, dreading that the exteu* 
live power roiglit contrive to elude refpon,- 
fibilicy by a fubterfuge, obferved, that pot 
the whole Nation only, but the Reprsfen- 
tatives of the Nation, lud a right to ^1 it to 
account. 

After thefe two were agreed to, 

The Count de Montmorency propofed one 
from the dcclamiion of tlie Marquis de la 
Fayette, feuingSfoith the right nC the Nation 
to reform tlie ccnditution ; which, after M 
fliort debate, fell to the ground. 

M. du Port then propofed the lad article 
rebtive Co the right of property. On this the 
previous quedion was moved and negatived t 
and after a (liort debate on thwmaniser of 
wording it, the article was carried, as underi 
by a very great majority.

Necker fent this day to the Aflemhly 
» very dircuiv^antial Memorial, in which he 
explained, the caufes which have prevented 
the filling of the late loan, and the means 
by which a fecond may be expedled to fuc- 
ceed. 

M. Necker firft ftated to the Affembly, 
'that only two millinns fix hundred thoufand 
livres had been paid into the treafury, exclu- 
ftve of a voluntaiy fubfeription by the city of 
Bouydeaux, which makes no part of the 
loan. The principal obllacles to its filling 
Jiavbbeen,

,, After requeftlng the confidmee and aflif« 

•£ the Ai&mbly ia the grand operations 


of finance, he prepnfed a new loan of eighty 
millions to be rep<iid in ten years, by equal 
payments, half In money, and half in govern* 
mint fecuritifls, tlie intereft to be five per 
cent, without dedudliun. This rate of inte« 
reft, appUcabte not only to the principal fomi 
but to all public ftrek the rtpayment of 
which had been retarded, would be an aA 
of juftice to the holders of fuch ftock.— 
Thofe who had alreatly paid in thrir money 
to the treafury, to enjoy the fame advantage, 
and be authorized to convert their fbrmci 
ftock into new. 

He conjured the Affembly to reft ore con- 
fidence, and revive public credit* The only 
means of re-eflab'ilhing this powerful i€- 
fource of empires, was to endeavour, above 
every thing, to bring the public expenditure 
and the public it venue to a proper level. 
The collcdlion of the greater pait of tlie 
taxes being fufpended, tliis equilibrium could 
fi'ot he obtained at pref^nt, and c<julil not be 
reftored hut by giving weight and au.horily to 
government. Above all, it was neceffjiiy 
that their meafures fhould be prompt ard 
adequate. The King called on them to cor- 
fider whether it might not be neceffary lu 
fix the price of fait at fix fuls. This reduc- 
tion, neceffary perhaps in the prefent cir- 
cumftances, when fmugghng was openly 
cai ried on in the Provinces, wm:ld caufe a 
defalcation of thirty millions in the public re- 
venue; but the fupprefTion of colledlors, 
and tlie 4Xtin£lion of fmuggleis, xvpuld enm- 
penfatc fome part of ihe lofs. At any other 
lime, the, CaiJJi J'Eficm^tc might affift tlie 
royal treafury ; but, at piefent, it could fur- 
nilh only fmall fupplies, becaufe it fufiered 
alfo by the lofs of public credit. 

He concluded his meirorial by re^diin- 
mending |o (he National Affembly to appoint 
a Committee oof Finance, and to add to it 
fome ofsthe Diredlorsof 
In that Committee might be difeutfed the 
means qf giving new credit to thefe funds; of 
eftablilbing a national finking fund, in the 
manner adopted by the Hollanders to raife 
the neceffary fupplies at the late Kcvoliition, 
whofe example, perhaps, might defer ve imi-, 
tatioii ; and finally, to exert every e^brt to 
regenerate the State. 

Si/hof of Autun, In difeufting the deli- 
cate qpeftion, wiiether annuities iffoing from 
the public funds might be fubjeAed to a re- 
duAion, be fhewed that this was a fpecies of 
property that could not he touched. It 
would be the height of injuftice to load them

The Reprefentatives of the FfWich Pedpi^ 
conftituted in National Affeinblyi confider- 
ing that ignorance, forgetfidn^ nr con- 
tempt of the^ghtsof Man arethe jrsle emftw 
of public mbfortuiies, and of Che cnriviption 
of Governments, have refolved to fee forth ia 
a folemn Declaration, die natural, inaliena- 
ble, and facred Rights of Man, to the end 
that this Declaration, being our.ftantly prt-« 
fent to ail the Members of the Social Body, 
may perpetually remind them of their Rights 
and Duties ; tiiac the Ads of die Legillativn 
and of the Executive Power, being at every 
inftROt liable to he compared with the object 
of every political inftitution, may be die mom 
refpedted by diem; und Iliac the claims of 
the Citizen*:, founded henceforward on fimpln 
and incontelhble principles, may uniformly 
turn to the maioten.ince of die CunRitutiony 
and to the happinefs of all. 

In confequeiice, the National Afiembly ac« 
know' ledge and declare, in prefence of, and 
under the aufpices of tlicSupreq^e Legiflator^ 
the following Rigbti of tbe Man and Ct/ismn, 

Alt. 1 .— All men are born, and remain 
free, and equal in rights ; foci.d diHindiuns 
can only be founded on common utility. 

Alt. II.— The end of every iwlitical »(To- 
ciatiun is the prefervation of the natural and 
imprefcriptible rights of man $ thefe riglirs 
are liberty, property, fecurity, and refiftanco 
to oppreliion. 

Art. III. — The principle of all Sovereignty 
rehvles tfrencinlly in the Nation; no body of 
men, no iiidivi(lii:il::, can exercife any autho- 
rity but what emanates exprefsiy from it, 

Alt. IV. — Lihwrtjiconfifts in doing w'hat- 
ever does not injure another ; according^', 
the exercife uf the natural rights of each mm 
has no other bounds but ihofe winch (ecure 
to ocher members of focieCy Che enjoymene 
of the fame rights ; thefe limits can be deter- 
mined only by toe law. 

Art. V. — I'fic law fhould only prohibit ac- 
tions injurious to fociety. Nothing can be 
prevented hut w'hat is prohibited by law ; 
nor can any man be conftraiiied to d»wh.(k 
it docs not ordain. 

Art. VI. — The law is the cxprtlfion of 
the general will; all the citizens* have th# 
right of concurring penfonally, or by thMiP 
reprefentativei^, in its formation ; it ought to* 
be the fame for all, whether it proteAs, or 
wlietber it punifbes. All the cit Z'ms being 
equal in its eye, are equally adntifllble to all 
places, employ ments,8nddigniiies,accordinf CO 
dieir capacity ; and without any other diftinc* 
(ion than that of their vinuei and (heir talmfs.

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Art. VII.^Ko RiEn can he a^cufed^ ap- 
prcbenMy or det:iine(k but in cafes decer- 
nined bf the law» and ftcoiiling to the formt 
Wtdeh it has peefcribed .

Art. lX.^Evcry man being prefumet) in- 
nocent until he (hnll have been pronounced 
guilty, tf 'it be deemed iiulifpenfable to ap* 
prehmd hinn, evrry r|>ecies of rigour nut 
abCulutely neceiiluy for fecuring his peifoiif 
(hould be fevercly prohibited by the lavv. 

Art. X. — No man can be dilturhed in his 
opinions, tvtm reiigious ; provided their ma- 
nifeCtatiun d^ n<ii double tlie public ordsr 
tjlahtyhtd hy the latu» 

Art. XI. — The free communication of 
thoughts arui ^-pillions is one of the molt pre- 
cious rights of man. Every citizen therefore 
may fieely fpeak, write and print, under 
condition of being refponfiMe for the abofe 
of that liberty in cafes piuv.ded for hy the 
law. 

Art XII,— The fccurity of the rights of 
the man and citizen renders a public force 
neceflary ; Uiat force then is inniiiiied for tlie 
good of all, and not for the parc’cjlar .' dvan- 
tage of thofe to whom it is coen ied. 

Art. Xlli.— For the ni?incenance of this 
public force, add the pthcr ezpences of ad- 
miiufti'dtioii, a common contribution is indif- 
penfabie ; this (hould equally apportioned 
among all the citizens^ in proportion to their 
abilities. 

Alt. XIV. — Each citizen has the right hy 
bimfelf, or his Reprefeniatives, to determine 
tlie necfcfliry of the public contribution, freely 
to confent to it, to attend to its employment, 
and to fix the quota, tlie mode of iiiipofition, 
the culltAkMi and duratiqn of the fame. 

Art. XV.— Society has a right to demand

Art. XVI. — Every Society in which the 
Guaranty of their Rights is nut fecuied, nor 
thOLfepaivtion of powers determined, is with- 
out a Cooftitution.

The order ol the day ^sm revife and 
recoofider the whole of the Declaration of 
Rights, idhen the following ^eing prupofe^ 
as an additional one, by M. Duport, waa 
after a (hort debate adopted. 

Aa TICLE XVlt. 

Property being an incontcftible and facred 
right, no man can be deprived of it but when 
evidently called upon by public neceflity, 
legally demonftrated^ and under the condition 
of a juft and previous indemnity. 

Several Members next propofed frefh ar- 
ticles $ but M. Bouche moved to fufpend ail 
further proceedings rcfpedling the Declaration 
till after the Conflitution, which in Ks dif- 
culTion might probably (hew the necefliiy of 
alterations and additions ; adding, ili^tt the 
great leading point .being already determined, 
it was time to quit abftradt truths for adtive 
and efficient regulations. 

This idea was generally adopted, and the 
next qufftion was, hy what flint nf the Con- 
Jiituthn to commence. Many Members were 
for proceeding to the immediate formation of 
the Provincial and Municipal Alfemblies, as 
neceffary to r^Iorc order in the Provinces » 
others, on the contcaiy, were for fetting out 
by fandlioning the great principles of Mo- 
narchical Government, feparating and limiting 
the executive, legiflative, and judicial powers, 
previous to the organization of the Provin- 
cial Aflemblies. 

The Vicomle dc Noailles wifticd to begin 
by a reform^ m ihe judicial |n>wer, followed 
hy a military reform^ and a new mode of 
taxation. The ^embly. however, loudly 
calling for the report of the Committee of 
Conflitution, ' •• 

Ml. Mounier, Chairman ol that Com- 
mittee, fpoke a^foliows : 

If it ^ere pradlicable to give aAivity t# 
the Provincial AfTemblies without inconve- 
nience ; if It were pofiible to eflahlifh a ne«r 
judicial order previous to the formation of tlie 
Legifiative Body, nothing could be more 
falucary chan to accelerate tbefe inftitutions. 
But before everything, it behoves us to think 
of t le Legifiative Body, on which our liberty 
depends, and not on the Provincial Afl mblies. 

With thefe Afiertblies, the Kingdom 
will be better governed ; but without tlm 
Legifiative Body, we (hould be but Slaves i 
befides that all things are conneded with mh 
othbr. By eftablifhing the Provincial Affem - 
bllA at this moment, they muft ueoefCirfly 
maintain the ancient fyftem, whkb they wlR' 
fpaedily be eaSed on to deftray. To avoi4 
thefe difilcalMei, it iaoerMl duty tocoeCaft* 
dace the LegifliciTe Body.**

He obferved, that the principles refpedling 
the Monarchy could not be too fimpiy an- 
•oonced, and required but Ittle difeuflion, as 
they formed part of all the inftrudtions ; in 
wliicht however, every thing appertaining 
Jo the great work of the Confticution was 
4iot to be expedled ; but that the National 
Aflcmbly, in its wifdom, would fupply their 
filence, and add fuch improvements as might 
>e deemed neceilary. He then read the Se* 
cond Chapter of the French Government, as 
propofed by the Committee. 

Arc. 1 .*— The French Government is a 
(Monarchical Government.^ There is so au* 
fhority in France, fuperior to tlie law. The 
King reigns only by die law ; and when he 
commaods not in the name of the lew, he 
cannot exadi obedience. 

Art. IL— No A6l of Legiflation can be 
confidered as law, if not made by the De- 
puties of Che Nation, and ratified by the 
. Monarch. * 

Alt. HI.— The Executive Power refides 
exclufively in the hands of the King. 

Art. IT. — The Judicial Power never can 
be exercifed by the King ; and the Judges to 
whom it is encruded, are in^pable of re - 
moval from their office during thg {leriod 
fixed by law, uiilefs by legal form of procefs. 

An. V.— The Crown is ipdivifiblc and 
hereditary from branch to branch, from male 
to male; and in order of primogeniture. 
Women and their defeendants are excluded. 

Art. VI. — The perfun of the King is in- 
violable and facred ; but Minifters and other 
Agents of the Royal Authority are refpon- 
fible for eveiy infradlion of the Law, what- 
eter be the orders they may have received. 

Thefe Articles gave rife to many general 
obfervations j feveral of the Clergy advan- 
ced the moii arbitrary dodlrines ; and the 
Abbe DefiiiareCs moved, chat the firft article 
' Ibould be preceded by.a formal Declaration, 
that the Catboljc Religion is the Religiou of 
the State, as on k the whole fabric of the 
fttocb Govemmeiit was founded.

Tke Duke de la Rochefoocaok nioved • 
fecond amendment to the Article, m Artcled 
by M. Bouche and M. de Mooni^ by adtfihf 
after the word laws, " made by die nation or 
its reprefentatives.*’ In the midft of ihefo 
debates, which were on the point of termi- 
nating in a tumultuous and confequentiy an

A Letter from a gentleman at Nevi, 
to his conerpondent in this city, dated Off* 
04, fayti, ** A molt dreadful earthquake 
happened in a town belonging to the Pope, 
called Citta di Callcllo, about 60 miles from 
Rome* towards Tufeany. This town was 
one of the richelt in the Pope's territories, 
and contained about 15,000 inhabitants.-—* 
The hrit Ihock was felt on the 30th of Sep- 
tember, at eleven A. M. ; it was preceded by 
no figns attendant on eartliquakes ; it laded 
two minutes, when tlie whole town was in- 
volved in a whirlwind of fmoke aiyl dull 
ftom the falling of houfes, churches, and 
palace^. At the drfl alarm great numbers 
of the inh.il)itants ded towards Rome and 
faved theinfelvLS. 'J^ie drl^^readful Ihock 
was followed by many more, and in the in- 
tervals nothing was heard but the crulhiag cf 
buildings } the few remaining are fo lhattcred 
as to be unknown, ^any people w'cro frag- 
ged fiom the ruins half alive, and in a Ihurt 
fpace of time 1000 were found dead, but the 
number of unhappy wounded^s dippofed to 
exceed that cundderably, as a much greater 
mud have fuflered. Tlvs town was not the 
only fudferer, five villages in the country 
were fo totally dellroycd, thnt not one done 
was left upon another; belides four convents, 
in one of which th^ preated pait of the 

f^jglgnks were killed. This account may be 
relied on, as 1 have taken it from an au- 
thentic one, printed at Rome a few days ago.
